ORDINANCE  No.  2074. 

AN  ORDINANCE  MAKING  AND  PROVIDING  RULES  AND  ORDER  OF 

BUSINESS  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF 

ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows : 

Section  1.  That  the  following  Rules  and  Order  of 
Business  for  the  government  of  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  are  hereby  established,  and  shall  govern  all 
meeting's  and  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council. 

Ride  1.  The  Mayor  or  President  of  the  Common 
Council  (or  in  case  of  their  absence)  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  shall  call  the  members  to  order  at  the  hour  designa¬ 
ted  for  the  meetings.  Should  there  not  be  a  quorum  pres¬ 
ent,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  immed¬ 
iately  inform  the  absent  members,  (except  those  known  to 
he  unavoidably  detained)  that  their  presence  is  required  to 
enable  the  council  to  proceed  to  business.  Should  they  fail 
to  appear  on  such  notice,  the  members  present  shall  ad¬ 
journ  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  or  to  some 
time  certain.  . 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  being  present,  the  first  business  in 
order,  after  the  roll  call,  shall  be  the  reading  of  the  minutes 
and  record  of  the  previous  meeting  by  the  Auditor,  which, 
if  not  objected  to.  shall  be  considered  appproved. 

Rah  The  Mayor,  or  President  of  the  Council,  in 

the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  shall  announce  at  each  meeting 
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the  business  iu  order  agreeable  to  the  rules,  and  no  business 
shall  be  taken  up  or  considered  until  the  class  to  which  it 
belongs  shall  be  in  order,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  121 ; 
Provided,  that  communications  from  the  .Mayor  may  be 
read  at  any  time. 

Rule  4.  The  business  of  the  Common  Council  shall 
be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Petitions,  Memorials,  Remonstrances  and  Commu¬ 
nications. 

2.  Reports  from  Standing  Committees  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  order : 

I.  Ways  and  Means. 

II.  Health  and  Police. 

III.  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

IV.  Fire  and  Water. 

V.  Public  Property. 

VI.  Wharves  and  Water  Frontage. 

3.  Reports  from  select  or  special  committees. 

4.  Reports  of  officers. 

5.  Reports  and  business  on  the  table. 

6.  Reading  of  ordinances  first  and  second  times. 

7.  Engrossed  ordinances  to  be  read  the  third  time. 

8.  Resolutions. 

9.  Claims  and  requisitions. 

10.  Propositions  and  miscellaneous  matters. 

11.  Adjournment. 

REFERENCE  OF  BUSINESS. 

Rule  5.  Business  presented  to  the  Common  Council 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  as  follows: 

1.  To  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means: 

Business  relating  to  the  annual  estimate  and  levy  of 
taxes,  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  bonds  for  street  improvements,  printing,  advertis¬ 
ing  and  stationery  for  city  offices,  business  relating  to  elec¬ 
tions,  litigations,  relief  from  taxes  and  assessments,  damage 
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claims  and  other  disputed  claims  against  the  city,  and  other 
business  relating  to  the  general  finances  of  the  city. 

2.  To  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways: 

Business  relating  to  the  opening,  improvement,  repair 
and  grades  of  streets  and  bridges,  granting  of  franchises 
for  the  use  of  streets  of  whatever  kind,  and  the  vacation  of 
streets  and  alleys. 

3.  To  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water: 

Business  relating  to  the  fire  department,  fire  alarm  sys¬ 
tem,  and  reports  of  Chief  Engineer  and  repair  of  fire  appar¬ 
atus. 

•4.  To  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Police: 

Business  relating  to  the  public  health,  reports  of  the 
board  of  public  health  and  health  officer,  police  commission¬ 
ers,  pound  department  and  working  of  City  prisoners. 

5.  To  the  Committee  on  Public  Property: 

Business  relating  to  the  care  of  public  parks,  cemeteries, 
city  hall  and  jail  and  other  public  property. 

6.  To  the  Committee  on  Wharves  and  Water  Front¬ 
age  : 

Business  relating  to  the  management  and  construction 
of  wharves  and  landings. 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum,  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Council  by  any 
two  members,  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  7.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form 
to-wit:  “As  many  as  are  of  the  opinion  (as  the  case  may 
be)  say,  “aye,”  contrary  opinion,  “no.”  If  the  presiding 
officer  doubt,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  ayes  and  noes 
shall  be  taken. 
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PRIORITY  OF  BUSINESS. 

Rule  S.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  busi¬ 
ness  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  9.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise 
at  once,  the  presiding  officer  shall  name  who  is  to  speak 
first. 

PRIVILEGE  OF  MEMBERS. 

Rule  10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  subject  or  question  without  leave  of  the  Council, 
nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak 
shall  have  spoken. 

MOTIONS. 

Rule  11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the 
previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  refer,  to 
amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  stated. 
Robert’s  Manual  shall  be  considered  authority  in  deciding 
any  question  arising  on  points  of  order  not  embraced  in 
these  rules. 

ADJOURNMENTS. 

Rule  12.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  when  once  put  and 
voted  down,  shall  not  again  be  in  order  until  some  other 
business  shall  have  been  taken  up,  and  shall  always  be  de¬ 
cided  without  debate. 

Rule  13.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  de¬ 
bate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  presiding  officer  and 
shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  in  debate  and  avoid 
personalities. 

MEMBERS  MUST  VOTE 

Rule  11,  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a 
question  is  put  shall  vote  for  or  against  the  same,  unless 
excused  by  the  Council,  but  no  member  shall  be  permitted 
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to  vote  on  a  question  when  the  ayes  and  nays  are  called 
for,  unless  present  when  his  name  is  called  in  its  regular 
order. 

Rule  15.  A  member  of  the  Council  acting  as  presi¬ 
dent  pro-tem.  may  vote  on  all  questions  in  all  cases  in  which 
he  might  vote  if  not  so  acting. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

R  ule  16.  Whenever  it  shall  be  decided  that  the  Council 
go  into  the  committee  of  the  whole,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  leave  the  chair  and  appoint  a  chairman  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  of  the  whole,  who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  the 
committee. 

MOTIONS  MUST  BE  SECONDED. 

Rule  17.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  the 
same  be  seconded.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  it  shall  be 
stated  by  the  presiding  officer  before  debate,  but  the  mover 
may  withdraw  it  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amend¬ 
ment  is  made  to  it. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

Rule  18.  When  a  question  has  been  once  decided,  it 
shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority 
to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  but  no  motion  for 
reconsideration  of  a  vote  shall  be  made  or  considered  after 
the  ordinance,  resolution,  or  act  shall  have  gone  out  of  the 
possession  of  the  Council,  and  no  motion  for  a  reconsider¬ 
ation  shall  be  made  more  than  once,  and  provided,  the 
motion  to  reconsider  is  made  at  the  same  day  of  the  passage 
of  the  matter  in  question. 

AYES  AND  NAY  S. 

Rule  If).  Upon  division  of  the  Council,  the  names  of 
those  who  voted  for  and  those  who  voted  against  a  question 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes  when  any  two  members 
require  it;  and  in  such  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names 
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of  the  members  so  calling  for  a  division,  and  in  all  author¬ 
izations  to  expend  appropriations  of  public  money,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  called  by  the  Auditor  and  recorded,  and 
no  authorization  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  carried  un¬ 
less  five  members  of  the  Council  shall  have  voted  on  the 
proposition,  except  in  the  case  of  the  passage  of  an  ordi¬ 
nance,  when  a  majority  of  the  whole  Council  shall  be  re¬ 
quired;  Provided,  that  no  ordinance  appropriating  money 
shall  be  passed  at  the  same  meeting  night  in  which  it  was 
introduced. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Rule  20.  All  committees  shall  report  the  facts  in 
writing  in  relation  to  the  matter  or  subject  referred,  with 
their  opinion  thereon,  and  no  report  shall  be  received  as 
the  report  of  a  committee  except  the  same  he  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  committee. 

SUSPENSION  OF  RULES. 

Rule  21.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Council 
shall  be  rescinded  or  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  every 
member  present;  nor  shall  the  order  of  business  established 
by  the  rules  of  the  Council  be  postponed  or  changed,  except 
by  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present,  and  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  any  proposition  to  suspend 
a  rule. 

PASSAGE  OF  ORDINANCE. 

Rule  22.  Every  ordinance  shall  receive  three  read¬ 
ings  previous  to  its  being  passed,  but  shall  not  be  read  more 
than  twice  at  any  one  meeting,  except  by  unanimous  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Council;  Providing,  that  no  ordinance  appro¬ 
priating  money  shall  be  read  the  third  time  or  passed  at 
the  meeting  at  which  it  was  introduced. 

Rule  ,2.9.  Upon  the  final  passage  of  an  ordinance,  the 
question  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  nays. 

PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

Rule  24.  The  previous  question,  until  it  is  decided, 
shall  preclude  all  amendments  and  debate  on  the  main 
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question,  and  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form:  “Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put?” 

CALLED  TO  ORDER. 

Kale  25.  A  member  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Council  if 
appealed  to  shall  decide  upon  the  case,  but  without  debate. 
If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer 
shall  be  submitted  to. 

Sec.  2.  All  rules  of  order  of  business  in  conflict  here¬ 
with  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  I. 

OF  THE  BOUNDARIES  AND  INCORPORATION  OF  THE  CITl". 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  bounded  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  the  main  ship 
channel  of  the  Columbia  river  at  its  intersection  with  the 
east  line  of  the  Robert  Shortess  Donation  Land  Claim 
extended,  in  Clatsop  county,  in  the  state  of  Oregon;  and 
running  thence  south  along  said  ■  extended  line  to  an 
intersection  with  the  north  line  of  Birch  street  in  the  town 
of  Alderbrook ;  and  thence  east  along  the  north  line  of 
Birch  street  to  an  intersection  with  the  east  line  of  Eleventh 
street  in  the  Town  of  Van  Dusen’s  Astoria;  thence  south 
along  said  east  line  of  Eleventh  street  to  a  point  where, 
if  the  same  were  extended,  it  would  intersect  a  line  drawn 
through  the  center  of  sections  Fourteen  and  Fifteen  of 
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township  Eight  north  of  range  Nine  west  of  the  Willamette 
meridian;  thence  west  along  the  extension  of  a  line  drawn 
through  the  center  of  said  sections  Fourteen  and  Fifteen 
to  the  point  of  its  intersection  with  the  east  boundary  line 
of  the  John  M.  and  Susan  L.  Shively  Donation  Land  Claim; 
and  thence  south  along  said  east  boundary  line  of  said 
Shively  Donation  Land  Claim  to  the  southeast  corner  there¬ 
of;  and  thence  west  along  the  south  boundary  line  of  said 
Shively  Donation  Land  Claim  to  its  intersection  with  the 
east  line  of  the  Town  of  Williamsport;  and  thence  south 
along  the  east  line  of  Williamsport  to  the  southeast  corner 
thereof;  and  thence  west  along  the  south  line  of  said  Wil¬ 
liamsport  to  its  intersection  with  the  meander  line  of 
Young's  Bay;  thence  westerly  along  said  meander  line  to  its 
intersection  with  the  extension  of  the  easterly  line  of  Dress- 
den  avenue,  in  the  Town  of  Taylor’s  Astoria;  and  thence 
southerly  along  the  extension  of  said  easterly  line  of  said 
Dressden  avenue  to  its  intersection  with  the  main  channel 
of  Youngs  river;  thence  down  said  channel  to  its  intersec¬ 
tion  with  the  main  channel  of  the  Columbia  river;  thence 
due  north  across  said  main  channel  of  the  Columbia  river 
to  the  north  side  thereof;  and  thence  up  and  along  the 
north  side  of  said  main  channel  of  the  Columbia  river  to 
a  point  due  north  of  the  point  of  beginning  ;  and  thence 
south  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

POWCRS  OF  THE  CITY. 

Sec.  2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Astoria  are 
hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  “municipal  cor¬ 
poration.”  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  “City  of  Astoria, 
and  by  such  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  justice  and 
in  all  actions,  suits  or  proceedings  whatever;  may  purchase 
hold  and  receive  property,,  both  real  and  personal,  within 
the  city,  for  public  buildings,  public  works,  city  improve¬ 
ments,  and  property,  sold  for  taxes  and  street  improvement 
purposes;  and  may  lease,  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  for 
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the  benefit  of  the  city ;  may  purchase,  hold  and  receive 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
city,  to  be  used  for  parks,  for  burial  purposes,  for  the  es¬ 
tablishment  and  maintenance  of  a  hospital  for  the  recep¬ 
tion  of  persons  affected  with  contagious  disease,  for  work 
houses  and  for  houses  of  correction ;  also  for  the  erection  of 
waterworks  to  supply  the  city  with  water,  and  may  control 
lease,  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  city. 
All  property,  both  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  and  vest¬ 
ed  in  the  present  City  of  Astoria,  shall,  on  the  passage  of 
this  act,  become  the  property  of  and  be  vested  in  the  City 
of  Astoria  as  created  by  this  act.  And  they  may  control 
lease,  sell  or  dispose  of  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  City. 
And  they  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  and 
break  the  same  and  make  a  new  one  at  pleasure. 

CHAPTER  II. 

OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  CITY. 

POWER  VESTED  IN  MAYOR  AND  COMMON  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  8.  The  power  and  authority  given  to  the  muni¬ 
cipal  corporation  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  this  act  is  vested 
in  a  mayor,  a  common  council,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
to  be  exercised  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

WARDS  AND  BOUNDARIES. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  municipal  representation 
the  City  of  Astoria  is  hereby  divided  into  three  wards,  and 
the  boundaries  thereof  shall  continue  to  be  as  they  now  are 
until  changed  by  ordinance:  and  the  Common  Council  by 
ordinance  may  create  additional  wards,  or  change  the  bound¬ 
aries  of  those  now  established,  and  when  it  creates  an  ad 
ditional  ward  or  wards,  may  appoint  three  Councilmen 
from  each  to  hold  until  the  next  election. 

EACH  WARD  ENTITLED  TO  THREE  COUNCILMEN.  ' 

Sec.  5.  Each  ward  now  established,  and  any  addi¬ 
tional  ward  that  may  hereafter  be  established,  is  entitled  to 
elect  three  members  of  the  Common  Council. 
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TERM  OF  OFFICE  OF  COUNCiLMEN. 

Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  Common  Council  shall  be 
elected  for  three  years,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

THE  MAYOR— TERM  OF  OFFICE. 

Sec.  7.  The  Mayor  shall  be  elected  for  two  years  and 
shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali¬ 
fied  . 

OFFICERS  TO  BE  ELECTED. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  also  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  said  City  of  Astoria  the  following  named  offi¬ 
cers,  to-wit :  a  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  At¬ 
torney,  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  Surveyor,  who  shall 
be  the  officers  of  this  municipal  corporation,  and  hold  their 
offices  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified,  subject  to  removal  by  the  Common  Council, 
by  and  with  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
thereof,  for  malfeasance,  inattention  or  incompetency.  • 
QUALIFICATIONS  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  is  eligible  to  any  office  in  this  muni¬ 
cipal  corporation,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or  ap¬ 
pointment  is  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  an  elector 
according  to  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  has  not  resided  in 
the  City  of  Astoria  for  the  six  months  next  preceding 
such  election  or  appointment. 

COUNCILMAN  MUST  BE  A  TAX  PAYER. 

Sec.  10.  In  addition  to  the  qualifications  prescribed 
in  Section  9,  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Councilman,  a 
person  must  be  a  resident  of  the  ward  from  which  he  is 
elected,  and  a  bo  mi  fide  taxpayer  in  the  City. 

CHAPTER  TTI. 

ELECTIONS. 

GENERAL  ELECTION— WHEN  HELD. 

Sec.  11.  There  shall  be  a  general  election  in  the  City 
of  Astoria  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December  annually. 
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Sec.  12.  All  officers  required  to  be  elected  by  this  act 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  or  the 
ward,  as  the  case  may  be,  at  the  general  election  next  pre¬ 
ceding  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  then  incumbent 
of  the  office;  Provided,  that  the  present  officers  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of 
the  term  for  which  they  were  elected,  the  same  as  if  elected 
or  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  except¬ 
ing  the  harbormaster. 

VOTING  PLACES— JUDGES  AND  CLERKS  OF  ELECTION. 

Sec.  13.  The  Common  Council  shall  designate  one  or 
more  places  in  each  ward  for  holding  the  election  therein,, 
and  appoint  three  judges  and  two  clerks  of  election  for 
each  polling  place. 

TEN  DAYS’  NOTICE  TO  BE  GIVEN  OF  ELECTION. 

Sec.  14.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Common  Council,  shall  give  ten  days  notice 
by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in  the  City 
of  Astoria,  of  each  general  election,  and  the  officers  to  be' 
elected  thereat,  and  the  place  designated  in  each  ward  for- 
holding  the  election  therein,  and  the  judges  and  clerks  ap¬ 
pointed  to  conduct  the  same. 

RESIDENCE  AND  REGISTRATION — 1801. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  is  qualified  to  vote  at  any  elec¬ 
tion  under  this  act,  who  is  not  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  an 
elector  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Oregon,  and  who  has 
not  resided  in  the  City  of  Astoria  for  the  next  three  months 
preceding  such  election,  and  in  the  ward  in  which  he  offiers 
to  vote  for  the  ten  days  next  preceding  such  election,  and 
the  Common  Council  shall  by  ordinance  provide  for  the 
registration  of  electors,  and  require  registration  as  a  con¬ 
dition  to  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election. 

OFFICERS — BY  WHOM  ELECTED. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  Mayor,  Treasurer,  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  Attorney,  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and 
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Surveyor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
City,  and  the  Councilmen  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
ward  from  which  they  are  elected. 

OPENING  AND  CLOSING  OF  POLLS. 

Sec.  17.  All  elections  shall  commence  at  9  o’clock, 
a.  m.,  and  continue  until  (i  o’clock,  p.  m.,  of  the  same 
day,  without  closing  the  polls.  If  any  judge  of  election 
fails  to  attend  and  serve  at  the  proper  time,  the  voters  of 
the  ward  then  present  may  elect  another  in  his  place, 
and  if  any  clerk  of  election  fails  to  attend  and  serve  at  the 
proper  time,  the  judges  of  election  may  elect  another  in  his 
place. 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  JUDGES  AND  CLERKS. 

Sec.  18.  Judges  and  clerks  of  election  must  possess 
the  qualifications  of  voters  in  the  ward  where  they  act  as 
such,  but  a  mistake  or  error  in  this  respect,  or  a  failure  to 
give  the  notice  required  by  Section  14  shall  not  invalidate 
any  election  otherwise  legal. 

CANVASSING  RETURNS. 

Sec.  19.  On  or  before  the  second  day  after  election, 
the  returns  thereof  from  each  ward  must  be  filed  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  on  the  fourth  day  after  the 
election,  or  sooner  if  the  returns  from  all  the  wards  are  in, 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  call  to  his  assistance 
the  County  Clerk  of  the  County  of  Clatsop  and  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  resident  in  Astoria,  and  they  three  shall  can¬ 
vass  the  returns  of  the  election. 

STATEMENT  OF  CANVASS  OF  VOTE. 

Sec.  20.  A  written  statement  of  the  canvass  shall  be 
made  and  signed  by  the  canvassers,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
and  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  within  the 
time  appointed  to  complete  the  canvass.  Such  writing  must 
contain  a  statement  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  given  at 
such  election,  the  number  given  for  any  person  for  any 
office,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  elected  and  to  what 
office. 
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CERTIFICATE  OF  ELECTION. 

Sec.  21.  Immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  can¬ 
vass,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  must  make  and  sign  a 
certificate  of  election  for  each  person  declared  thereby  to  be 
elected,  and  deliver  the  same  to  him  on  demand. 

COMMON  COUNCIL  JUDGE  OF  ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Sec.  22.  A  certificate  of  election  is  primary  evidence 
of  the  facts  therein  stated,  but  the  Common  Council  is  the 
final  judge  of  the  qualifications  and  election  of  its  mem¬ 
bers,  and  in  case  of  a  contest  between  two  persons  claiming 
to  be  elected  thereto,  must  determine  the  same. 

CONTESTED  ELECTION  FOR  MAYOR. 

Sec.  23.  A  contested  election  for  Mayor  must  be  de¬ 
termined  according  to  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Oregon  reg¬ 
ulating  proceedings  in  contested  elections  in  the  case  of 
county  officers. 

TERMS  OF  OFFICE. 

Sec.  24.  The  term  of  office  of  every  person  elected 
to  office  under  this  act  shall  commence  on  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  in  January  after  his  election,  and  terminate  when  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  and  by  such  time  such  per¬ 
son  must  qualify  therefor  by  taking  and  filing  the  oath  of 
office,  or  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined,  and  the  office 
considered  vacant. 

OFFICIAL  OATH. 

Sec.  25.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this 
act,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  must 
make  and  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  an  oath 
of  office  to  the  following  effect,  viz : 

“I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will 
support  the  Constitution  of'  the  United  States  and  of  this 
State,  and  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  faithfully 

perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  . 

during  my  continuance  in  office,  so  help  me  God.’  If  the 
person  affirms,  instead  of  the  last  clause  there  must  be  ad¬ 
ded :  “And  this  1  promise  under  the  pains  and  penalty  of 
perjury. '  ’ 
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STATE  LAWS  GOVERN  ELECTIONS. 

Sec.  26.  All  laws  of  this  state  regulating  and  govern¬ 
ing  general  elections,  and  proceedings,  and  matters  incident 
thereto,  shall  apply  to  and  govern  elections  under  this  act, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE. 

Sec.  27.  An  office  shall  be  deemed  vacant  upon  the 
death  or  resignation  of  the  incumbent.  The  office  of  Treas¬ 
urer  shall  he  deemed  vacant  whenever  the  incumbent  there¬ 
of  shall  be  absent  from  the  City  for  the  period  of  thirty 
days  without  permission  duly  obtained  from  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Astoria.  The  office  of  Councilman  shall  he 
deemed  vacant  whenever  any  incumbent  thereof  shall  cease 
to  be  a  resident  of  the  ward  which  he  represents,  or  shall 
fail  to  attend  three  successive  regular  meetings  of  the 
Council,  unless  absent  on  leave  of  the  Council,  first  obtain¬ 
ed.  But  a  change  of  the  boundaries  of  any  ward  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  change  the  residence  of  any  Councilman,  so 
as  to  create  or  cause  a  vacancy  in  such  office. 

VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE  FILLED  BY  APPOINTMENT. 

Sec.  28.  A  vacancy  in  any  office  caused  by  a  failure 
of  a  person  elected  to  qualify  therefor  as  prescribed  in  sec¬ 
tion  24,  or  made  by  or  consequent  upon  the  judgment  of  any 
court,  or  in  any  of  the  cases  specified  in  section  27,  must 
be  filled  by  appointment  of  a  majority  of  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Common  Council  to  continue  until  the  next 
general  election. 

OFFICER  APPOINTED  MUST  QUALIFY  IN  FIVE  DAYS. 

Sec.  29.  Any  officer  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  must 
within  five  days  from  the  date  of  such  appointment,  qualify 
therefor,  as  in  the  case  of  an  officer  elected,  or  he  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  declined  and  the  office  considered  vacant. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

OP  THE  ORGANIZATION  AND  POWERS  OP  THE  COUNCIL. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  30.  The  Council  must  provide  for  the  time  and 
place  of  its  regular  meetings,  at  any  of  which  it  may  adjourn 
to  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting,  or  to  some  specified 
time  prior  thereto,  and  it  may  be  convened  by  the  Mayor  at 
any  time  upon  not  less  than  one  day’s  notice  to  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Council  at  that  time  present  in  the  City. 

A  MAJORITY  TO  CONSTITUTE  A  QUORUM. 

Sec.  31.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  less  number 
may  meet  and  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members. 

ADOPTION  OF  RULES. 

Sec.  32.  The  Council  may  adopt  rules  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  its  members  and  its  proceedings,  and  on  the  call  of 
any  two  of  its  members,  must  cause  the  ayes  and  nays  to  be 
taken  and  entered  in  its  journal,  upon  any  question  before 
it;  but  upon  a  question  to  adjourn  the  ayes  and  nays  shall 
not  be  taken  unless  upon  the  call  of  four  members.  Its  de¬ 
liberations  and  proceedings  must  be  public. 

COUNCIL  MAY  PUNISH  MEMBERS. 

Sec.  33.  The  Council  may  punish  any  member  for 
disorderly  and  improper  conduct  at  any  meeting,  or.  for 
refusing  or  neglecting  to  attend  any  regular  meeting  with¬ 
out  sufficient  excuse  therefor,  and  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote, 
expel  a  member. 

DUTIES  OF  MAYOR. 

Sec.  34.  The  Mayor  is  ex-officio  president  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  and  presides  over  its  deliberations  when  in  session.  He 
is  not  entitled  to  vote  but  has  authority  to  preserve  order, 
enforce  the  rules  of  the  Council  and  determine  the  order 
of  business  subject  to  such  rules  and  to  an  appeal  to  the 
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Council.  If  the  Mayor  should  be  absent  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Council,  the  President  of  the  Council  shall  act  during 
the  meeting,  or  until  the  Mayor  attends,  and  shall  perforin 
all  the  duties  of  the  Mayor.  The  President  of  the  Council 
shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  in  Janu¬ 
ary  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and  in 
the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Mayor,  or  during  any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor,  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  Mayor,  approve  and  sign  all  ordinances,  war¬ 
rants,  bonds,  contracts,  and  other  papers  requiring  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Mayor.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

ELECTION— WHEN  HELD. 

Sec.  35.  On  the  first  Monday  in  January,  next  fol¬ 
lowing  any  general  election,  there  must  be  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  is  appointed  by  this 
Act,  and  no  notice  therefor  or  call  therefor  is  necessary. 

VACANCIES  IN  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  36.  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the 
Council  as  then  provided  by  law,  is  a  majority  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  or  the  members  thereof  within  the  meaning  of  this  act; 
Provided,  in  case  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  exist  in  such  Coun¬ 
cil,  a  majority  of  the  remaining  members  shad  be  a  sufficient 
majority  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies.  The  concurrence 
of  a  majority  of  a  quorum  is  a  sufficient  majority  to  de¬ 
termine  any  question  or  matter,  other  than  the  final  passage 
of  an  ordinance,  and  the  appointment  or  removal  of  an 
officer. 

• 

Sec.  37.  The  style  of  every  ordinance  shall  be:  “The 
City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows:'’ 

POWER  AND  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  38.  The  Council  has  power  and  authority  within 
the  City  of  Astoria : 

TAXES. 

1.  To  assess,  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  general  muni¬ 
cipal  purposes,  not  exceeding  one  per  centum  upon  all  the 
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property  both  real  and  personal  within  the  City  limits,  which 
is  taxable  by  law  for  state  and  county  purposes. 

SPECIAL  TAXES. 

2.  To  levy  a  nd  collect  a  special  tax  of  not  exceeding  one 
per  centum  upon  all  property  assessed  by  authority  of  the 
first,  subdivision  of  this  section  for  any  specific  object  with¬ 
in  the  authority  of  the  Municipal  corporation,  including  the 
payment  of  any  existing  debt  or  for  municipal  improve¬ 
ments,  but  the  ordinance  providing  therefor  must  specify 
the  object  therefor  and  the  amount  thereof. 

LICENSE  TRADES  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

3.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  auctioneers,  hotel  run¬ 
ners,  taverns,  boarding  houses,  hawkers,  peddlers,  pawn¬ 
brokers.  solicitors,  book  agents,  real  estate  and  insurance 
agents,  brokers,  barbers,  bakers,  dealers  in  general  mer¬ 
chandise,  clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  groceries,  dry  goods, 
meat  markets,  hardware,  tinware,  crockery,  glassware,  mil¬ 
linery,  dealers  in  cigars  and  tobacco,  fruit  and  confectionery  . 
lawyers,  doctors,  furniture  stores,  dentists,  book  and  station¬ 
ery  stores,  commission  merchants,  tailoring  establishments, 
-jewelry  stores,  and  all  offensive  trades  and  occupations,  and 
to  define  what  shall  constitute  the  same. 

LICENSE  WAGONS. 

4.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  hacks,  cabs,  hackneys, 
carriages,  wagons,  carts,  drays,  or  other  vehicles  used  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  or  any  article  of  tiade, 
earth,  ballast,  or  building  material  and  other  substances, 
and  to  fix  the  rates  thereof,  whether  the  same  be  used  for 
hire  or  not. 


LICENSE  SALOONS  AND  GAMBLING. 

5.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  and  restrain  barrooms, 
and  ’drinking  shops,  gambling  and  gambling  houses  and 
'  places  where  liquors  are  sold,  and  to  license  and  regulate 
nickle-in-the-slot  machines. 
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WHARFINGERS,  THEATERS,  ETC. 

6.  To  license  and  tax  wharfingers ;  to  license,  tax  and 
regulate  junk  dealers  and  dealers  in  second  hand  merchan¬ 
dise  ;  to  license,  tax  and  regulate  theaters  and  other  exhibi¬ 
tions,  merry  go  rounds,  shows,  public  amusements,  steam 
boat  runners,  billiard  tables,  and  other  tables  where  ball  and 
cues  are  used,  shooting  galleries,  and  bowling  alleys,  and  to 
suppress  bawdy  houses,  gambling  and  gambling  houses,  places 
kept  for  opium  smoking  or  smoking  opium,  and  to  punish 
inmates  of  bawdy  houses,  houses  of  ill  fame,  and  to  define 
what  shall  constitute  the  same,  and  to  punish  keepers  of 
places  kept  for  smoking  opium  and  opium  smokers. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

7.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
contagious  diseases  in  the  city,  to  remove  all  persons  afflicted 
with  such  diseases  therefrom  to  suitable  hospitals  provided 
by  the  City  for  that  purpose  ;  to  secure  the  protection  of  per¬ 
sons  and  property  therein,  and  to  provide  for  the  health  and 
cleanliness,  ornament,  peace  and  good  order  of  the  City. 

PREVENT  AN  D  PUNISH  TRESPASS. 

8.  To  prevent  and  punish  trespass  upon  real  or  per¬ 
sonal  property.  " 

TO  PROVIDE  CITY  WITH  WATER. 

9.  To  provide  the  City  with  good  and  wholesome 
water  and  for  the  erection  and  construction  of  such  water 
works  and  reservoirs  within  or  without  the  limits  of  the  City 
as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  therefor,  and  to  grant  to  any 
private  person  or  corporation,  a  franchise  for  the  erection  or 
construction  of  Water  Works  within  the  limits  of  the  City, 
and  all  rights  and  appurtenances  thereto,  including  the 
power  to  use  the  streets  and  public  highways  tor  the  purpose 
of  laying  pipes,  etc.  Such  franchises  shall  be  used  and  ex¬ 
ercised  under  such  rules  and  regulations  and  restrictions  as 
the  Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 
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LIGHTING  THE  CITY. 

10.  To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets  and  furnishing 
the  City  with  gas,  electric  lights,  or  other  lights,  and  for  the 
erection  and  construction  of  such  works  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  or  convenient  therefor,  and  to  grant  any  person  or 
corporation  a  franchise  or  permission  for  the  erection  and 
construction  of  gas  works  and  electric  light  works  within 
the  limits  of  the  City,  with  all  the  rights  and  appurtenances 
thereto,  including  the  power  of  using  the  streets  and  public 
ways,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  pipes,  constructing 
wires  and  poles,  etc.  Such  franchise  shall  be  used  and  exer¬ 
cised  under  such  rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions  as  the 
Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

VAGRANTS. 

I 

11.  To  provide  for  the  restraint,  support,  punishment, 
and  employment  of  vagrants  and  paupers,  and  to  declare  by 
ordinance  what  shall  constitute  a  vagrant. 

NUISANCES. 

12.  To  prevent  and  remove  nuisances  and  to  declare 
by  general  rules  what  shall  constitute  the  same,  and  to  make 
the  expense  of  abating  a  nuisance  a  lien  upon  the  property 
where  such  nuisance  exists ;  to  fill  up  or  drain  any  lot  or 
block  where  stagnant  water  stands,  and  to  make  the  cost 
thereof  a  lien  upon  the  property;  but  in  such  case  the 
same  must  be  reported  to  the  Council,  and  the  necessity 
thereof  declared  by  ordinance  and  thereupon  the  work  must 
be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  and  the  cost  thereof 
to  be  collected  in  like  manner  as  street  improvements. 

REPAIRING  WOODEN  BUILDINGS. 

13.  To  prohibit  the  erection  or  repair  of  wooden  build¬ 
ings  within  fire  limits,  and  to  restrict  and  limit  the  height 
of  all  buildings;  to  provide  for  and  determine  the  number 
and  size  of  entrance  and  exit  from  all  public  halls,  churches 
and  all  other  buildings  used  for  public  gatherings  and  the 
mode  of  hanging  doors  thereat. 
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EXTINGUISHMENT  OF  FIRES. 

14.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment 
of  fires,  and  for  the  preservation  of  property  endangered 
thereby,  and  for  the  appointment  of  officers  recpiired  for 
such  purposes. 

COMPENSATION  OF  POLICEMEN. 

15.  To  regulate  and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Chief 
of  Police  and  Policemen,  the  keeper  of  the  city  prison  and 
house  of  correction. 

OBSTRUCTION  IN  STREETS. 

16.  To  provide  for  the  prevention,  and  removal  of  all 
obstructions  from  the  streets,  cross  and  sidewalks,  for 
the  cleaning  and  repairing  of  same,  and  to  pass  neces¬ 
sary  ordinances  making  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  subdivision  a  misdemeanor  and  to  provide 
for  the  punishment  of  the  same. 

OBSTRUCTIONS  IN  THE  COLUMEIA  RIVER. 

17.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  removal  of  ob¬ 
structions  in  the  Columbia  river  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
and  prevent,  restrain  and  punish  the  throwing  of  ballast, 
saw  dust,  ashes  or  other  materials  therein. 

WHARVES. 

18.  To  regulate  the  building  of  wharves  along  the 
river  front  and  driving  of  piles  in  the  Columbia  river  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  and  to  establish  a  wharf  line  beyond 
which  wharves  shall  not  be  built. 

MARKET  PLACES. 

lfi.  To  provide  for  the  establishment  of  market  houses 
and  places,  and  to  regulate  the  location  and  management  of 
market  houses  and  slaughter  houses. 

CITY  HALL. 

20.  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  City  hall,  jail, 
house  of  correction  and  work  house  and  the  government  and 
and  management  of  the  same. 
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STORAGE  OF  GUNPOWDER. 

21.  To  regulate  the  storage  and  sale  of  gunpowder; 
dynamite,  nitro  glycerine,  oil,  or  combustible  material  and 
to  prevent  by  all  possible  means  danger  or  risk  of  injury  or 
damage  thereby  by  fire  from  carelessness,  negligence  or 
otherwise.  To  regulate  the  storage  of  tar,  pitch,  rosin, 
lacquer,  and  the  use  of  candles,  lamps  and  other  lights  in 
stores,  shops,  stables,  and  other  places,  to  suppress,  remove 
and  secure  any  fire  place,  stove,  chimney,  oven,  or  boiler, 
or  other  apparatus  which  may  be  dangerous  in  causing  fire. 

PREVENT  FIGHTING  AND  INTOXICATION. 

22.  To  prevent,  restrain,  and  punish  intoxication, 
fighting  and  quarreling,  or  any  riot,  noise,  or  disturbance,  or 
disorderly  assemblage,  or  any  unlawful  or  indecent  practice 
in  any  street,  house,  or  place  in  the  City. 

PREVENT  CARRYING  CONCEALED  WEAPONS. 

23.  To  prohibit  the  carrying  of  deadly  weapons  in 
a  concealed  manner,  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment 
thereof,  and  to  regulate,  prohibit,  and  punish  the  using  of 
guns,  pistols,  fire  arms,  fire  crackers,  bombs,  and  detonating" 
works  of  all  descriptions. 

RIOT. 

24.  To  prevent,  restrain  punish  and  disperse  any  riot 
or  riotous  assemblage,  or  person  taking  part  therein. 

LAUNDRIES. 

25.  To  control,  regulate  and  license  wash  houses  and 
public  laundries,  and  to  provide  for  their  exclusion  from 
the  City  limits  or  any  part  thereof. 

ANIMALS. 

26.  To  prevent  any  and  all  domestic  animals  from 
running  at  large  within  the  City  limits  or  -any  portion 
thereof. 

BEGGING. 

27.  To  prohibit  all  persons  from  begging  or  soliciting 
alms,  or  exhibiting  any  cripples  or  deformed  person  on 
any  street  or  in  any  public  place. 
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CESSPOOLS. 

28.  To  compel  all  persons  erecting  or  maintaining 
privies  or  cesspools  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any  street 
in  which  a  sewer  has  or  may  be  constructed,  to  connect 
with  the  same;  Provided,  that  where  blocks  are  more  than 
six  hundred  feet  in  width,  this  authority  shall  extend  to  the 
center  of  the  block. 

FEES  OF  OFFICERS. 

29.  To  establish  and  regulate  the  fees  and  compen¬ 
sation  of  all  officers  of  the  City,  except  when  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided. 

FINE  FOR  VIOLATION  OF  ORDINANCE 

30.  To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  a  violation  of 
any  ordinance  of  the  city,  by  fine  or  imprisonment  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  Three  Hundred  Dollars  or  one  hundred  days  in  the 
City  jail,  or  both,  or  by  forfeiture  or  by  penalty  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  and  for  working  any 
prisoner  or  prisoners  on  the  streets  or  public  works,  and  to 
attach  to  them  ball  and  chain  or  such  other  attachments 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  their  safe  keeping  during 
the  term  thereof. 

COLLECTING  AND  DISBURSING  MONEY. 

31.  To  provide  for  the  collection  and  disbursing  of 
all  money  to  which  the  City  is  or  may  become  entitled,  or 
which  may  be  assessed,  levied  or  authorized  1o  be  collected 
for  City  purposes  within  said  City. 

BORROW  MONEY. 

32.  To  borrow  money  on  the  faith  of  the  City,  or  loan 
the  credit  thereof,  or  both,  for  purely  municipal  purposes, 
and  to  issue  or  to  dispose  of  negotiable  or  other  municipal 
bonds,  with  interest  coupons  attached. 

CONTRACTING  BILLS. 

33.  To  appropriate  money  to  pay  the  debts,  liabilities, 
and  expenditures  of  the  City,  or  any  part  or  item  thereof, 
from  any  fund  applicable  thereto;  Provided,  that  no  bills 
shall  be  contracted  by  any  person  or  officer  of  the  City, 
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without  first  sending  to  the  Common  Council  a  written  re¬ 
quisition  thereof,  stating  the  items  needed,  with  the  cost 
thereof,  and  if  the  Council  deem  the  supplies  necessary,  they 
shall  authorize  the  proper  committee  to  purchase  the  same; 
Provided,  that  in  case  of  an  emergency  the  Committee  on 
h  ire  and  Water,  and  Streets  and  Public  Ways,  may  incur 
indebtedness  not  to  exceed  $100.00. 

SURVEY  OF  BLOCKS  AND  STREETS. 

34.  To  provide  for  a  survey  of  the  blocks  and  streets 
of  the  City,  and  for  marking  and  establishing  the  boundary 
lines  of  such  blocks  and  streets. 

REGULATE  STREETS  AND  WHARVES. 

35.  To  lay  out  and  construct  streets  above  and  below 
ordinary  low  water  mark  in  the  Columbia  river,  and  to 
authorize  the  building  and  construction  of,  and  regulating 
wharves  and  landings  at  the  foot  of  streets  terminating  at 
the  water  front. 

WHARVES. 

36.  To  erect,  repair,  and  regulate  public  wharves  and 
docks,  and  to  fix  the  rates  of  wharfage  and  dockage  thereof 
and  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  the  same. 

GRANTING  FRANCHISES. 

37.  To  grant  franchises  to  any  person  or  corporation, 
to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
telegraph,  electric  light,  telephone,  and  other  poles  or  wires 
used  within  the  City,  upon  and  over  the  streets,  alleys, 
public  parks,  and  public  grounds  of  the  City,  and  in,  over, 
and  upon  any  lands  owned  by  the  City  or  under  its  control 
whether  they  be  within  the  limits  of  the  City  or  without. 

TO  PURCHASE  REAL  ESTATE,  ETC. 

38.  To  purchase,  take,  and  hold  real  estate  when  sold 
for  taxes,  or  for  any  improvement  ordered  by  the  Common 
Council,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same. 

ASSAULT  AND  BATTERY. 

39.  To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  assault,  or  as¬ 
sault  and  battery  when  committed  within  the  City  limits.

CHAETER  OF  THE 


APPROPRIATE  LANDS  FOR  DRAINS,  ETC. 

40.  To  locate  and  construct  any  ditch,  canal,  or  pipe 
dor  the  conduct  of  water,  and  any  drain,  sewer,  or  culvert 
it  may  deem  necessary  or  convenient,  and  for  such  purpose 
it  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  land  between  the 
termini  of  such  ditch,  canal,  pipe,  drain,  sewer,  or  culvert 
for  the  purpose  of  examining,  locating,  and  surveying  the 
line  of  such  ditch,  canal,  pipe,  drain,  sewer,  or  culvert,  do¬ 
ing  no  unnecessary  damage  thereby,  and  to  appropriate  so 
much  of  said  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  the  same  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in  Chapter  7, 
Miscellaneous  Laws  of  Oregon,  for  the  appropriation  of 
lands  or  right  of  way  by  corporations  named  therein,  and 
to  appropriate  and  divert  from  its  natural  course  or  channel 
for  the  purpose  of  draining  or  flushing  any  sewer,  drain,  or 
culvert,  any  spring  or  stream  of  water. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

41.  To  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  a  public 
library  in  said  City,  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Council  may 
deem  proper,  not  exceeding  $25.00  in  any  one  month,  and 
to  exercise  such  power  and  authority  as  may  be  given  to  the 
Common  Council  by  this  Act. 

PREVENT  FIRES. 

42.  To  make  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  acci¬ 
dents  by  fire,  to  organize,  establish,  and  maintain  a  fire  de- 

« 

partment,  either  paid  or  volunteer,  to  appoint  three  com¬ 
petent  persons  as  fire  commissioners,  and  to  make  and  or¬ 
dain  rules  for  the  government  of  the  fire  department,  to 
provide  engines  and  other  apparatus  for  the  department. 

PURCHASE  AND  CONDEMN  LANDS  FOR  CITY  PURPOSES. 

43.  To  purchase  or  condemn,  and  enter  upon  and  take 
lands  within  or  without  the  City  limits  for  public  squares 
streets,  parks,  commons,  cemeteries,  hospital  grounds,  work 
houses,  or  houses  of  correction,  or  any  other  proper  or 
legitimate  municipal  purpose,  and  to  enclose  the  same,  im¬ 
prove  and  ornament  and  erect  suitable  buildings  thereon. 
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The  City  shall  have  entire  control  of  all  such  buildings 
and  all  lands  purchased  or  condemned  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Section,  and  all  streets,  highways,  scpiares,  and  other 
public  grounds  within  the  limits  established  or  appropriat¬ 
ed  to  public  use  by  authority  of  law,  or  which  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  dedicated  to  public  use,  by  any  person  or 
persons,  and  has  power,  in  case  such  lands  are  deemed  in¬ 
sufficient  or  unsuitable  for  the  purposes  intended,  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  and  convey  the  same,  and  conveyance  of  such  prop¬ 
erty,  executed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordi¬ 
nance,  shall  vest  in  the  purchaser,  all  the  right,  title,  and  in¬ 
terest  of  the  City  therein. 

naming  streets. 

44.  To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  naming  of  all 
streets  of  the  City,  and  changing  the  present  names,  and  to 
provide  for  the  numbering  of  houses,  stores,  and  other 
buildings  in  the  City  limits. 

BUILDING  AWNINGS. 

4o.  To  regulate  and  prohibit  the  building  of  awnings, 
signs,  sign  posts,  and  to  regulate  and  prohibit  the  exhibition 
and  hanging  of  banners  and  placards  in  or  across  the  streets 
of  the  City. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

46.  To  authorize  and  prohibit  the  locating  and  con¬ 
structing  of  any  road  or  street  railroad  in  any  street,  alley 
or  public  place  of  the  City;  to  provide  for  the  alteration, 
change  of  grade,  or  removal  thereof;  to  regulat  the  moving 
and  operation  of  trains,  cars,  or  locomotives  within  the  cor¬ 
porate  limits,  and  to  fix  the  rate  of  fares,  and  to  prescribe 
the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  any  such  railroad,  or 
street  railroad,  shall  be  located  or  constructed:  Provided, 
that  no  franchise  shall  be  granted  to  any  street  railway  com¬ 
pany,  or  other  railway  company,,  except  the  same  contain 
a  provision  that  said  company  or  corporation  shall  improve 
the  streets  over  which  said  railway  lays  or  has  laid  its  track 
or  tracks,  between  the  two  outer  rails  of  such  track  or  tracks, 
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and  for  one  foot  each  side  of  said  outer  rails,  in  the  same 
manner  (and  at  their  own  expense)  as  the  streets  shall  be 
improved  hv  the  City;  and,  Provided  further,  that  no  fran¬ 
chise  shall  be  granted  to  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation, 
unless  the  same  contain  a  provision  providing  for  a  revenue 
to  the  City  from  the  person,  company,  or  corporation 
holding  such  franchise.  No  such  franchise  shall  he  granted 
for  a  longer  period  that  seventy-five  years. 

47.  To  provide  for  erecting,  purchasing,  appropria¬ 
ting  or  otherwise  acquiring  water  works,  gas  works,  or 
electric  light  plants  within  or  without  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City;  to  supply  said  City  and  its  inhabitants  with 
water  and  light,  or  to  authorize  the  construction  of  the 
same  by  others. 

48.  To  establish  fire  limits  within  certain  defined 
limits  of  the  City. 

PREVENT  PARADES. 

49.  To  regulate  all  parades  and  processions,  and  to 
determine  what  parades  or  processions  upon  the  streets 
shall  be  unlawful,  to  declare  the  same  a  misdemeanor,  and 
to  provide  for  the  punishment  thereof. 

LICENSE  DOGS. 

50.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  and  restrain  the  keeping 
of  dogs  within  the  City  limits,  and  to  authorize  the  dis- 
straining,  impounding,  and  sale  of  the  same  for  the  penalty 
incurred  and  costs  of  proceedings,  or  to  authorize  their 
destruction. 

PROVIDE  CEMETERIES. 

51.  To  provide  cemeteries  and  to  regulate  the  burial 
of  the  dead,  and  shall  have  power  to  establish  cemeteries 
or  burial  grounds  within  or  without  the  City  limits,  and 
have  authority  and  jurisdiction  over  the  same  necessary  to 
safety,  preservation,  regulation,  and  ornament  of  the  same. 

WIDTH  OF  TIRES. 

52.  To  regulate  the  use  of  streets,  roads,  and  high¬ 
ways,  and  public  places  for  foot  passengers,  animals,  and 
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vehicles.  To  protect  the  public  from  injury  from  runaways, 
by  punishing  persons  who  negligently  leave  horses  and  car¬ 
riages  in  the  streets  with  insecure  fastenings.  To  prescribe 
the  width  of  tires  of  all  trucks,  drays,  carts,  and  other  ve¬ 
hicles,  and  the  weight  to  be  carried  thereon,  for  the  preser¬ 
vation  of  streets,  roadways,  and  highways. 

USE  OF  STREETS. 

53.  To  regulate  the  use  of  streets  and  sidewalks  and 
prevent  the  extension  of  buildings  and  house  fronts  within 
the  street  line :  but  they  shall  have  no  power  to  authorize 
the  placing  or  continuing  of  any  encroachment  or  obstruc¬ 
tion  upon  any  street  or  sidewalk,  except  for  the  temporary 
use  or  occupation  thereof  during  the  erection  or  repair  of  a 
building  upon  the  adjacent  property,  or  the  display  of 
goods  by  the  occupants  of  the  adjoining  buildings. 

54.  To  regulate  the  opening  of  street  surfaces,  the 
laying  of  gas  and  water  mains,  the  building  and  repairing 
of  sewers,  and  the  erection  of  gas  and  other  lights. 

SIGNS,  AWNINGS. 

55.  To  regulate  and  prevent  public  criers  and  adver¬ 
tising,  noises,  steam  whistles,  the  ring  of  bells  in  the  streets; 
to  control  and  limit  traffic  on  the  streets,  avenues,  and  pub¬ 
lic  places;  to  regulate  and  prohibit  the  use  of  streets  and 
sidewalks  for  the  use  of  signs,  sign  posts,  awnings,  awning 
posts,  telegraph,  telephone,  and  electric  light  posts,  and 
other  purposes  than  travel  and  traffic ;  to  establish 
from  time  to  time  such  police  stations  as  may  be  necessary; 
to  provide  for  the  sprinkling  of  streets  and  cleaning  of  the 
same,  and  to  punish  those  who  refuse  so  to  do,  and  to  pro¬ 
hibit  persons  from  roaming  the  streets  at  unreasonable 
hours. 

PREVENT  ERECTION  OF  BUILDINGS. 

56.  To  prevent  the  erection  of  buildings  within  the 
City  limits,  which  shall  be  dangerous  to  passers  by,  or  to  ad¬ 
jacent  property,  and  in  case  any  building  on  any  publie 
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street  shall  become  dangerous  to  passersby  the  Council  shall 
have  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  made  sate 
at  the  expense  of  the  property,  and  said  expense  shall  be  col¬ 
lected  in  the  same  manner  as  for  street  improvements. 

57.  To  license  and  regulate  all  such  callings,  trades, 
and  employments,  not  herein  specially  provided  for,  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Council,  the  public  good  may  require 
to  be  licensed  and  regulated,  and  as  are  now  prohibited  by 
law. 

Sec.  39.  The  power  and  authority  given  to  the  Council 
by  Section  38,  can  only  be  exercised  or  enforced  by  ordi¬ 
nance,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  a  majority  of  the 
Council  may  pass  any  ordinance  or  make  any  by-law  not 
repugnant  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state, 
necessary  or  convenient  for  carrying  such  power  and 
authority,  or  any  part  thereof,  into  effect,  and  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  City, 
and  the  health  of  its  inhabitants. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

the  mayor,  his  powers  and  duties. 

MAYOR’S  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Sec.  40.  The  Mayor  is  the  executive  of  the  municipal 
corporation  and  as  such  must  exercise  a  careful  super¬ 
vision  over  its  general  affairs  and  subordinate  officers,  and 
see  that  the  laws  relating  to  the  City,  and  the  ordinances 
and  regulations  of  the  Council  are  enforced.  It  is  his  duty 
annually,  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  appointed 
by  this  Act,  to  communicate  by  message  to  the  Council  a 
general  statement  of  the  condition  of  affairs  of  the  munici¬ 
pal  corporation  and  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  such 
measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient  and  proper,  and  to 
make  such  special  communication  to  the  Council  from  time 
to  time  as  he  may  think  proper  and  useful . 
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DUTIES  OF  MAYOR. 

41.  The  Mayor  shall  take  and  approve  all  official 
undertakings  which  the  ordinances  of  the  City  may  re¬ 
quire  any  officer  to  give  as  a  security  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duty,  or  any  undertaking  which  may  be 
required  of  any  contractor  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  contract,  and  when  he  approves  such  undertaking,  he 
must  immediately  file  the  same  with  the  Auditor  and  Po¬ 
lice  Judge. 


OTHER  DUTIES  TO  BE  PERFORMED. 

42.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  and  exercise 
such  other  authority  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  this  Act, 
any  City  ordinance  or  any  law  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  state. 

PRESIDENT  MAY  APPROVE  ORDINANCE. 

43.  No  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Council 
shall  go  into  force  or  be  of  any  effect  until  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  except  as  provided  in  Sections  44,  45,  and  46 ; 
Provided,  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor  from  the  City 
the  president  of  the  Council  shall  have  the  right  and  power 
to  take  and  approve  such  ordinances  as  may  be  passed 
during  such  absence. 

APPROVAL  OF  ORDINANCE. 

44.  Upon  the  passage  of  any  ordinance,  the  enrolled 
copy  thereof  attested  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  and  if  the  Mayor  approve  the  same,  he  shall  write 
upon  it  “approved,”  with  the  date  thereof,  and  sign  it 
with  his  name  of  office,  and  thereupon,  unless  otherwise 
provided  therein,  such  ordinance  shall  become  law  and  be 
of  force  and  effect. 

VETO. 

45.  If  the  Mayor  does  not  approve  an  ordinance  so 
submitted,  he  must,  within  ten  days  from  the  receipt  there¬ 
of,  return  the  same  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  with 
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his  reasons  for  not  approving  it ;  and  if  the  Mayor  do  not 
so  return  it  such  ordinance  shall  become  law  as  if  he  had 
approved  it. 

PASSAGE  OVER  VETO. 

46.  Upon  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  after  the 
return  of  an  ordinance  from  the  Mayor,  not  approved,  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the 
Council  with  the  message  of  the  Mayor,  which  must  he 
read,  and  such  ordinance  shall  then  be  put  upon  its  passage 
again,  and  then,  if  two  thirds  of  all  members  constituting 
the  Council,  as  then  provided  by  law,  vote  in  the  affirmative, 
it  shall  become  a  law  without  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
and  not  otherwise. 

PRESIDENT  OF  COUNCIL. 

47.  During  any  absence  of  the  Mayor  from  the  City, 
or  if  he  be  unwell,  or  from  any  reason  he  unable  to  attend, 
the  President  of  the  Council  shall  be  the  acting  Mayor,  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  such  office  during  such  absence, 
or  disability,  except,  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

OP  THE  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS  OF  THE  COR¬ 
PORATION. 

Sec.  48.  The  Treasurer  is  receiver  of  taxes  and  must 
receive  and  keep  all  moneys  that  shall  come  to  the  City,  by 
taxation  or  otherwise,  and  pay  out  the  same  upon  a  warrant 
from  the  Council,  attested  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

DUTIES  OF  TREASURER. 

49.  The  Treasurer  must  keep  an  account  with  the 
general  fund  and  a  separate  account  with  each  special 
fund  that  may  be  raised  for  any  specific  object,  and  when 
a  warrant  is  drawn  on  any  particular  fund  it  can  only  be 
paid  out  of  such  fund  and  in  the  order  of  its  presentation 
for  payment. 
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TREASURER’S  QUARTERLY  REPORTS. 

50.  The  treasurer  must  make  a  report  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  quarters  ending  the  last  day  of 
March,  June,  September,  and  December,  and  file  the  same 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  within  five  days  from 
expiration  of  such  quarters,  respectively,  which  report 
must  be  published  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

DUTIES  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 

51.  The  duties  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall 
be  defined  by  ordinance,  and  he  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  at  any  time  required  of  him  by  ordinance  and  as  are 
required  of  him  in  this  act. 

DUTIES  OF  CITY  ATTORNEY. 

52.  The  City  Attorney  must  attend  to  all  actions,  suits, 
or  proceedings  in  which  the  city  is  legally  interested;  and 
attend  to  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  charged  with  a  vio¬ 
lation  of  a  City  ordinance;  and  give  his  advice  and  opinion 
in  writing  concerning  any  matter  in  which  the  Council  is  in¬ 
terested,  when  required  by  the  Mayor  and  Council,  and  per¬ 
form  such  other  duties  as  may  he  prescribed  by  ordinance. 
The  City  Attorney  shall  also  be  the  legal  adviser  and  attor¬ 
ney  of  the  water  commission,  but  for  all  such  services  the 
said  commission  shall  pay  such  reasonable  compensation  as 
they  may  prescribe. 

53.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  the  accounting 
and  clerical  officer  of  the  city,  and  judge  of  the  police  court, 
and  clerk  of  the  council.  He  shall  exercise  and  perform  all 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of 
Astoria. 


DUTIES  OF  AUDITOR. 

54.  All  demands  and  accounts  against  the  City  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  with  the 
necessary  evidence  in  support  thereof,  and  he  shall  audit 
the  same  and  report  them  to  the  Council  with  all  conven- 
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ient  speed,  together  with  and  suggestions  or  explanations 
which  he  may  deem  proper  and  pertinent;  Provided,  that 
no  demands  or  accounts,  or  either  of  them,  of  fees  for  ex¬ 
tra  services  performed  by  any  officers  under  this  act  shall 
be  presented  to  or  audited  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 
All  such  demands  shall  be  the  subject  of  petition  to  the 
Council  who  shall  allow  only  for  such  extra  services  as  may 
have  been  indispensably  necessary,  and  for  which  no  salary 
is  allowed  by  law.  All  such  petitions  shall  lie  over  from  the 
meeting  at  which  they  are  presented  until  the  next  regu¬ 
lar  meeting. 

55.  When  a  demand  or  account  has  been  presented  to 
the  council  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  they  must  ex¬ 
amine  the  same  and,  if  they  deem  it  correct,  they  may  by 
vote  direct  whether  the  same  shall  be  paid,  or  any 
part  thereof,  as  they  may  deem  just  and  legal . 

56.  When  the  Council  orders  any  demand  or  account 
to  be  paid,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  must  draw  a 
warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  ordered  paid, 
Which  warrant  must  be  drawn  on  the  special  fund  appro¬ 
priated  therefor  and  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  be  attest¬ 
ed  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 


DUTIES  OF  AUDITOR  AND  POLICE  JUDGE. 

57.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge’s  name  of  office 
whether  acting  as  Auditor,  Police  Judge,  or  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  is  “Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of 
Astoria . '  ’  It  is  his  duty,  under  direction  of  the  Council, 
to  keep  a  fair  and  correct  journal  of  its  proceedings  and 
to  file  and  keep  all  papers  and  books  connected  with  the 
business  of  the  Council .  He  may  have  a  deputy,  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  him  in  writing,  and  to  continue  during  his 
pleasure.  Such  deputy  shall  have  the  power  to  perform 
any  act  or  duty  required  of  his  principal,  and  his  principal 
is  responsible  for  his  acts  and  conduct. 
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58.  lie  must  issue  all  licenses  authorized  by  City 
ordinances,  upon  delivery  to  him  of  the  receipt  of  the 
Treasurer,  or  other  officer  authorized  to  collect  for  licenses, 
for  the  amount  of  money  required  for  such  license. 

59.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  must  keep  proper 
books  of  account  showing  therein  all  sums  appropriated, 
the  date  thereof,  and  out  of  what  fund,  the  date  and 
amount  of  all  warrants  drawn  thereon,  and  to  whom  pay¬ 
able,  and  all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  ordinance,  or  proper  or  necessary  to  a  correct 
understanding  of  the  City  finances. 

OFFICIAL  BOOKS. 

60.  The  official  books  and  papers  of  all  the  officers 
mentioned  in  this  chapter  are  City  property,  and  must  be 
kept  as  such  by  such  officers  during  their  continuance  in 
office,  and  then  deliver  to  their  successors. 

POLICE  COURT. 

61.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  the  judicial 
officer  of  the  City  and  shall  hold  a  court  therein,  at  such 
place  as  the  Council  shall  provide,  which  shall  he  known  as 
the  Police  Court. 

OFFICE  OF  AUDITOR  AND  POLICE  JUDGE  WHEN  VACANT. 

62.  The  office  of  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be 
deemed  vacant  whenever  he  shall  be  absent  from  the  City 
for  a  period  of  more  than  ten  days,  without  the  consent  of 
the  Mayor  first  had  and  obtained,  except  in  case  of  sickness. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  the  Mayor 
may  preside  over  the  Police  Court  in  all  manners  relating 
to  a  violation  of  any  City  ordinance. 

JURISDICTION  OF  AUDITOR  AND  POLICE  JUDGE. 

63.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  has  jurisdiction 
and  authority  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  both  civil  and 
criminal  matters,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  and  juris- 
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diction  and  be  subject  to  all  general  laws  of  the  state  of 
Oregon  prescribing  the  duties  and  rights  of  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  and  mode  of  performing  them,  and  shall  receive 
the  same  compensation  and  in  like  manner  as  other  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  as  provided  for  in  the  general  laws  of  the  State 
of  Oregon  regulating  the  compensations  of  Justices  of  the 
Peace. 


APPEAL  FROM  POLICE  COURT 

64.  All  civil  and  criminal  proceedings  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  or  in  the  police  court,  including 
all  proceedings  for  the  violation  of  any  City  ordinance,  are 
governed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  appli¬ 
cable  to  Justices  of  the  Peace  or  justice  courts  in  like  or 
similar  cases,  but  in  a  proceeding  for  a  violation  of  a 
City  ordinance  the  trial  shall  be  without  a  jury,  unless  the 
defendant,  on  demanding  a  jury,  shall  pay  into  the  court 
a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  expense  of  such  jury;  Provided, 
that  any  party  to  a  proceeding  in  the  police  court  may  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  for  the 
County  of  Clatsop,  from  a  final  judgment  rendered  against 
him  therein  for  a  violation  of  a  City  ordinance  at  any  time 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  same  is  entered,  upon 
his  giving  an  undertaking  in  not  less  than  double  the  amount 
of  said  judgment  imposed  thereby,  and  in  no  case  less  than 
$100,  conditioned  that  he  pay  to  the  City  of  Astoria  any 
fine  and  all  costs  and  disbursements  assessed  against  him 
on  the  appeal,  or  in  case  said  judgment  be  that  the  party 
appealing  be  imprisoned,  that  hi*  will  render  himself  in  exe¬ 
cution  thereof  and  pay  all  costs  and  disbursements  adjudged 
against  him  on  said  appeal. 

AUDITOR  SHALL  MAKE  MONTHLY  STATEMENT. 

65.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  make  out 
and  report  to  the  Council  a  monthly  statement  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  transacted  before  him  while  acting  as  Police  Judge 
and  the  amount  of  money  received  and  collected  on  account 
thereof. 
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COMPENSATION  OF  AUDITOR  AND  POLICE  JUDGE. 

66.  The  Council  shall,  by  ordinance,  regulate  the 
manner  of  compensating  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  for 
his  services,  except  as  provided  for  in  section  68;  Pro¬ 
vided .  that  in  the  event  of  the  Common  Council  providing 
a  salary  for  such  officer,  costs,  fees,  and  <  xpenses  taxed 
against  or  received  from  any  defendant  in  a  proceeding 
before  the  Police  Judge  for  a  violation  of  a  City  ordi¬ 
nance  shall,  when  received  or  collected,  be  paid  by  said 
Judge  to  the  City  Treasurer,  who  shall  give  him  duplicate 
receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  receipts  shall  be  bled  with 
the  Auditor;  and,  Provided  furl  her,  that  no  fees,  expenses, 
or  disbursements  whatever,  on  account  of  such  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  or  any  police  officer,  on  account  of  any  ser¬ 
vice  performed  by  either  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  taxed 
or  collected  in  any  proceeding  before  such  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  for  a  violation  of  a  law  of  the  state  under 
any  circumstance. 


DISPOSALS  OF  FINES. 

67.  All  hues  imposed  by  said  judge,  and  penalties 
recovered  by  him  for  a  violation  of  a  City  ordinance  shall, 
when  received  or  collected,  be  paid  by  said  Judge  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  who  shall  give  duplicate  receipts  therefor. 
All  hues  and  penalties  for  a  violation  of  a  state  law  shall 
be  disposed  of  by  said  Judge  as  provided  by  the  general 
laws  of  the  State. 

68.  All  actions  and  proceedings  pending  in  the  police 
court  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  on  the  taking  effect  of  this 
Act,  shall  thereafter  be  proceeded  in,  in  criminal  matters 
or  cases,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  All 
actions  and  proceedings  in  civil  matters  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  acting  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  pending 
on  the  taking  effect  of  this  Act,  shall  thereafter  be  contin¬ 
ued  and  tried  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 
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69.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  authorized  to 
administer  any  oath  authorized,  or  required,  to  be  taken 
by  any  law  of  this  State  or  City  ordinance. 

DUTIES  OF  SURVEYOR. 

70.  The  duties  of  the  Surveyor  shall  be  provided  by 
ordinance,  and  other  duties  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act 
may  be  required  of  any  officer  mentioned  in  this  Chapter 
by  ordinance. 

71.  The  official  books  and  papers  of  any  officer  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  Chapter  may  be  inspected  at  any  time  by  a 
committee  of  the  Council,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  that 
purpose. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  STREETS. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

Sec.  72.  The  Council  shall  have  the  power  and  authority 
to  grade,  pave,  plank,  gravel,  curb,  and  otherwise  improve 
and  repair  the  highways,  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  and  alleys 
of  the  city,  and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses 
thereof  may  divide  the  City  into  street  improvement 
districts.  The  term  paving  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the 
construction  of  crosswalks,  gutters  and  curb.  The  power 
and  authority  to  improve  a  street  includes  the  power  and 
authority  to  improve  the  sidewalks  and  pavements,  and  to 
determine  and  provide  for  everything  convenient  and 
necessary  concerning  such  improvement.  The  fee  of  all 
the  streets  now  within  the  city  and  recorded  between  low 
and  high  water  mark  of  the  Columbia  river  is  granted  to 
the  City,  and  all  the  streets  within  the  City  limits  and  at 
right  angles  to  the  Columbia  river  are  extended  to  the 
ship’s  channel  for  the  use  of  the  public,  and  the  fee  of 
the  same  is  hereby  vested  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  and. all 
streets  now  constructed  below  ordinary  high  tide,  and 
provided  for  in  this  Act,  shall  vest  in  the  City  in  fee, 
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and  shall  forever  remain  open  as  thoroughfares  for  the 
use  of  the  public.  No  part  of  the  expense  of  improving  any 
street,  lane,  or  alley,  by  grading,  paving,  planking,  or 
graveling,  or  otherwise,  or  repairing  the  same,  except  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  shall  be  paid  from  the  general  fund,  but 
the  whole  of  the  expense  of  such  improvements,  including- 
the  street  crossings,  shall  be  defrayed  by  special  assess¬ 
ment  upon  the  lots,  lands,  and  premises,  inclusive  of  water 
frontage  out  to  the  harbor  line,  included  in  a  special  assess¬ 
ment  district,  to  be  constituted  of  the  lands  fronting  upon 
the  part  of  the  street  or  alley  so  improved  or  proposed  so  to 
be,  and  of  such  other  lands  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Council  may  be  benefitted  by  the  improvement ;  except  that 
repairs  can  be  made  as  hereinafter  provided  in  Section  76; 
except,  also,  that  whenever  any  of  the  owners  of  the  land 
assessed  for  such  improvement  shall  ask  for  the  privilege 
of  paying  his  assessments  in  installments,  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided,  the  Council  shall  have  the  authority  to  pay  out  of 
the  general  fund  for  said  improvement  a  sum  of  money 
equivalent  to  the  amount  left  owing  to  the  City  through  the 
acceptance  of  the  provision  for  such  payment  in  install¬ 
ments.  And  the  Council  shall  have  the  power  and  author- 
ity  to  issue  and  sell,  from  time  to  time,  bonds  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  for  the  purposes  of  meeting  such  expenses  or  re¬ 
plenishing  the  said  general  fund,  and  all  bonds,  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  sales  of  which  are  applied  in  meeting  such  expen¬ 
ses  or  replenishing  said  general  fund,  shall  not  be  taken 
into  computation  in  ascertaining  the  amount  of  indebted¬ 
ness  of  the  City  mentioned  in  Section  132  of  this  Act. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  bonds  issued  and  warrants 
drawn  upon  the  general  fund  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
such  expense  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate,  at  any  one 
time,  the  sum  of  $50,000,  and  any  and  all  bonds  issued  and 
warrants  drawn  in  excess  of  said  amount  for  said  purpose 
shall  be  void.  When  the  expenses  for  any  improvement 
or  repairs  shall  be  assessed  in  a  special  assessment  district 
and  there  shall  be  lands  belonging  to  the  City  or  used  for

public  buildings  or  public  grounds,  and  exempt  by  law 
for  such  assessments,  fronting  on  such  improvement,  or 
within  said  district,  such  part  of  the  expenses  of  such  im¬ 
provement  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  or  board  of 
assessors  making  the  special  assessment  would  be  justly 
apportionable  to  such  public  grounds,  buildings  and  City 
property,  shall  be  paid  from  the  general  fund. 

73.  'File  City  Council  shall  have  control  of  all  sidewalks 
in  the  public  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City,  and  may  pre¬ 
scribe  the  grade  thereof.  They  shall  have  the  power  to 
construct  and  maintain  sidewalks  and  crosswalks  in  the 
public  streets  and  alleys  and  charge  the  expense  thereof 
upon  the  lots  and  premises  adjacent  to  and  abutting  upon 
such  walks.  The  Council  shall  also  have  authority  to  require 
the  owners  and  occupants  of  lots  and  premises  to  construct 
and  maintain  sidewalks  in  the  public  streets  adjacent  to  and 
abutting  upon  such  lots  and  premises,  and  to  keep  them 
in  repair  at  all  times,  and  to  construct  and  lay  the  same 
upon  such  lines  and  grades  and  of  such  widths, 
materials  and  manner  of  construction  and  within  such 
time  as  the  Council  shall  by  ordinance  or  resolution  pre¬ 
scribe.  The  Council  shall  also  have  the  power  to  cause 
and  require  the  owners  and  occupants  of  any  lot  or  prem¬ 
ises  to  remove  all  earth,  snow  and  ice  fr  >:n  the  sidewalks 
in  front  of  and  adjacent  to  such  lots  and  premises,  and  to 
keep  the  same  free  from  obstructions,  encroachments,  en¬ 
cumbrances,  filth,  and  other  nuisances.  If  the  owner  or 
•occupant  of  any  lot  or  premises  shall  fail  to  construct  or 
maintain  any  particular  sidewalk,  as  mentioned  and  pre¬ 
scribed  above,  or  shall  fail  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  or 
to  remove  the  earth,  snow,  ice,  and  filth  therefrom,  or  to 
remove  and  keep  the  same  free  from  obstructions,  en¬ 
croachments,  incumbrances,  or  other  nuisances,  or  shall 
fail  to  perform  any  other  duty  as  required  by  the  Council 
in  respect  to  such  sidewalk,  within  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  Council  shall  require,  the  Council  may  cause 
the  same  to  be  done,  and  such  sidewalk  to  be  constructed 
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ox’  repaired  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant ;  and 
the  amount  of  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  Council  thereby, 
together  with  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  per  cent  of 
such  expenses  as  a  penalty  for  the  delinquency  of  the 
property  owner,  shall  be  charged  against  and  become  a 
lien  upon  the  abutting  property,  which  shall  be  equalized 
and  collected  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  76  for 
the  equalization  and  collection  of  amounts  due  for  certain 
street  repaii’s. 

STREET  IMPROVEMENT  AND  REMONSTRANCE. 

74.  When,  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  cost  and 
expenses  of  any  street,  local  or  public  improvement,  may 
be  defrayed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  special  assessment 
upon  lands  abutting  upon  or  adjacent  to,  or  otherwise  ben- 
efitted  by  the  improvement,  such  assessment  may  be  made 
as  in  this  Chapter  provided.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  as¬ 
sessors,  consisting  of  the  City  Surveyor  and  two  other 
members,  who  shall  be  freeholders  and  electors  in  the  City, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Council.  Their  compensation  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Council.  Special  assessments  author¬ 
ized  by  this  Act  shall  be  made  by  such  board.  If  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  board  shall  be  interested  in  any  special  assess¬ 
ment  directed  by  the  Council,  they  shall  appoint  some 
other  person  to  act  in  his  stead  in  making  the  assessment, 
who,  for  the  purpose  of  that  assessment,  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  board.  When  the  Council  shall  determine  to  make 
any  pixblic  improvement  or  repairs,  and  defray  the  cost 
and  expenses  thereof  by  special  assessment,  they  shall  so- 
declare  by  resolution  or  ordinance,  stating  in  general  terms 
the  improvement  and  shall  designate  the  district  of  lands 
and  premises  which  in  their  judgment  shall  be  benefitte  1 
thereby,  and  upon  which  the  special  assessment  shall  be 
levied.  It  «hall  be  sufficient  to  state  in  general  terms  in 
such  resolution  or  ordinance,  in  describing  the  proposed 
improvement  or  l’epairs,  whether  the  street  or  other  high¬ 
way  is  to  be  improved  or  repaii’ed  by  grading  and  plank- 
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ing  or  piling-,  or  underpinning  and  planking,  or  in  any 
other  generally  designated  manner,  and  the  width  of  the 
improvement,  but  no  more  particular  statement  of  such 
improvement  shall  therein  be  required.  By  such  resolution 
or  ordinance  the  Council  shall  also  direct  notice  of  their 
intention  to  make  such  improvement  or  repair  to  be  given 
by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in  said  City. 
Such  notice  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  improvement 
to  be  made  in  such  general  terms  as  can  be  used  in  such 
resolution  or  ordinance,  and  a  statement  of  the  district  to 
be  assessed  for  such  improvement  or  repair,  and  such  notice 
shall  be  published  in  said  newspaper  for  at  least  eight  days. 
If  a  remonstrance  against  such  improvement  or  repair, 
signed  by  the  residents  of  the  City,  owning  more  than  one 
half  of  the  property  in  the  district  in  which  the  special 
assessment  is  to  be  levied,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  by  the  time  of  the  next  regular  meeting 
•of  the  Council  following  the  final  publication  of  such  notice, 
no  such  improvement  or  work  shall  be  ordered,  except  by  a 
vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  members  of  the  Council.  Before 
ordering  any  public  improvements  or  repairs,  any  part  of  the 
expense  of  which  is  to  be  defrayed  by  such  district  assess¬ 
ment,  theCouncil  shall  also  by  resolution  or  ordinance  cause 
estimates  of  the  expense  thereof  and  specifications  for  the 
proposed  work  to  be  made  and  deposited  with  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge.  At  any  time  after  the  expiration  of 
said  time  in  which  said  remonstrances  can  be  filed,  and  within 
ninety  days  thereof,  and  also  after  such  estimates  and  speci¬ 
fications  are  deposited,  the  Council  may  by  ordinance 
order  the  improvement  or  repair  made,  and  prescribe  the 
time  and  manner  of  making  the  same. 

MANNER  OF  ASSESSMENTS. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

75.  When  any  special  assessment  is  to  be  made  pro 
rata  upon  the  lots  and  premises  in  any  special  assessment 
district,  according  to  the  benefits,  the  council  shall  by  reso- 
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lution  or  ordinance,  either  at  the  time  of  ordering  the  im¬ 
provement  or  repair,  or  before  or  after  the  time,  direct  the 
same  to  be  made  by  the  board  of  assessors,  and  shall  state 
therein  the  amount  to  be  assessed,  and  describe  or  designate 
the  lots  and  premises  or  locality  constituting  the  district 
to  be  assessed.  Upon  receiving  such  order  or  directions, 
the  board  of  assessors  shall  make  out  an  assessment  roll, 
ordering  and  describing  therein  all  lots,  premises  and  par- 
cels  of  land  to  be  assessed  and  the  valuation  thereof,  with 
the  names  of  the  parties,  if  known,  and  shall  levy  thereon 
and  against  such  persons  the  amount  to  be  assessed  in  the 
manner  directed  by  the  council  and  the  provisions  of  this 
act  applicable  to  assessments.  They  shall  assess  upon  each 
lot  or  parcel  of  land  such  relative  portion  of  the  whole 
sum  to  he  levied  as  shall  be  proportionate  to  the  estimated 
benefit  resulting  to  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land  from  the  im¬ 
provement  ;  and  when  such  assessment  is  completed,  they 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  council.  The  costs  and  ex¬ 
penses  of  any  improvement  which  may  be  defrayed  by 
special  assessment  shall  include  the  cost  of  survey,  plans, 
assessments,  advertisements  and  costs  of  construction.  In 
no  case  shall  the  whole  amount  levied  by  special  assess¬ 
ment  on  any  lot  or  premises  for  any  one  improvement 
exceed  75  per  cent  of  the  value  of  such  lot  or  land,  as 
valued  and  assessed  for  municipal  taxation  in  the  last 
preceding  tax  roll  of  Clatsop  County,  Oregon;  any  costs 
exceeding  that  per  cent  which  would  otherwise  be  charg- 
able  on  such  lot  or  premises  shall  be  paid  from  the  general 
fund  of  the  city. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

76.  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Council  or  its 
committee  on  streets  and  public  ways  it  is  necessary  or 
advisable  to  repair  a  street  in  front  of  any  lot  or  parcel 
of  land,  and  the  cost  of  the  repairs  shall  not  exceed  $25,  or 
a  sum  so  apportionate  to  $25  as  fifty  feet  of  frontage  is 
to  the  entire  frontage  of  a  lot  or  parcel  of  land  upon  the 
street,  if  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  have  more  or  less  than 
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fifty  feet  of  frontage  on  the  street  to  be  improved,  the* 
repair  may  also  be  made  as  follows:  If  the  owner  of  the 
lot  or  parcel  of  land  he  a  resident  of  the  city,  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Streets  may  serve  upon  him  personally  a  notice 
in  writing,  stating  the  repairs  to  he  made  and  requiring 
him  to  make  the  same  within  twenty- four  hours  from  the 
time  such  service  of  notice  is  made.  If  the  owner  of  the 
lot  or  parcel  of  land  he  not  a  resident  of  the  city  or  be 
absent  therefrom,  such  a  notice  requiring  the  improvement 
to  he  made  within  seventy-two  hours  may  bo  served  upon 
him  by  posting  the  same  upon  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land.  If 
the  repair  he  not  then  made  within  the  time  specified  with¬ 
in  the  notice,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  may  at  any  time 
within  sixty  days  thereafter  cause  the  same  to  be  made, 
and  the  cost  of  the  repair,  together  with  the  further  sum 
equivalent  to  10  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  repair,  as  a 
penalty  for  the  delinquency  of  the  property-owner,  shall 
be  a  lien  upon  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  from  the  time  the 
repair  is  so  made.  Provided,  that  within  thirty  days  from 
the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  repair  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Streets  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  an  itemized  statement  showing  the  cost  of  the 
repair,  the  amount  due  for  the  same,  inclusive  of  the  pen¬ 
alty,  and  that  service  of  such  notice  has  been  made  as 
herein  provided.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  keep 
a  lien  docket  in  which  the  amount  of  such  liens  returned  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  be  entered  by  him,  and 
such  docket  shall  also  contain  a  column  or  space  in  which 
shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  such  liens  after  the  same 
are  equalized  or  corrected,  as  well  as  descriptions  of  the 
property  upon  which  the  liens  may  exist,  the  names  of  the 
owners  thereof,  and  the  dates  of  the  completion  of  the 
work,  and  the  dates  upon  which  the  statements  are  filed. 
At  any  time  after  the  amounts  of  any  liens  as  returned  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  have  been  entered  in  such 
lien  docket,  the  Council  may,  by  resolution,  cause  a  notice 
to  be  published,  for  at  least  ten  days,  in  some  newspaper  of 
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the  City,  of  its  intention  to  examine  and  correct  or  confirm 
or  equalize  the  charges  entered  in  such  lien  docket  as  re¬ 
turned  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  at  a  designated 
regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  that  any  objections  to 
the  same  can  be  made,  and  will  be  considered  at  such 
meeting.  Such  lien  charges  shall  be  examined,  equalized, 
corrected  or  confirmed  by  the  Council  at  such  meeting;  and 
at  said  time,  or  any  time  thereafter,  the  Council  may  by 
resolution  direct  the  amount,  as  equalized,  corrected  or  con¬ 
firmed,  to  be  entered  in  the  appropriate  column  or  space 
therefor.  At  any  time  thereafter  a  warrant  for  the  sale 
of  the  property  can  be  issued  as  in  case  of  any  other  as¬ 
sessment.  Provided,  further,  that  when  the  cost  of  making 
repairs  to  any  street  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $125  for 
three  hundred  lineal  feet  of  the  street  repaired,  and  a 
proportionate  amount  for  any  fifty  lineal  feet  thereof,  the 
Common  Council  may  order  the  same  repaired,  and  pay  the 
costs  and  expenses  thereof  out  of  the  street  repair  fund; 
and  in  case  of  an  emergency,  any  repair  to  a  street  may  be 
made  and  paid  out  of  said  repair  fund,  at  a  cost  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  $300,  when  authorized  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  of  the  Council;  and  no  repairs  shall  be  paid 
for  out  of  any  fund  other  than  said  street  repair  fund.  All 
material  placed  upon  the  streets  in  the  repair  and  im¬ 
provement  thereof  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  City  of 
Astoria. 


SPECIAL  ASSESSMENTS. 

77.  When  any  special  assessment  shall  be  reported  by 
the  board  of  assessors  to  the  Council,  as  in  this  Chapter 
directed,  the  same  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  and  numbered  ;  before  adopting  the  as¬ 
sessment  the  Council  shall  cause  notice  to  be  published  for 
at  least  ten  days,  in  some  newspaper  of  the  City,  of  the 
filing  of  the  same,  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and 
appointing  a  time  when  a  committee  of  the  Council  ap¬ 
pointed  by  it.  for  that  purpose,  and  the  board  of  assessors 
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will  meet  to  review  the  assessment.  This  committee  and 
the  board  of  assessors  shall  sit  as  a  board  of  equalization 
and  shall  have  power  to  raise  or  lower  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  such  assessment;  Provided .  that  in  case  any  as¬ 
sessment  is  raised,  the  parties  effected  thereby  shall  be 
notified  in  writing  three  days  before  such  change  shall  be 
made.  Any  person  objecting  to  the  assessment  must  file 
his  objections  thereto  in  writing,  with  the  Auditor  and  Po¬ 
lice  Judge.  The  said  committee  and  board  of  assessors 
shall  report  the  result  to  the  Council,  who  shall  have  the 
power  and  authority  to  review  and  correct  the  action  of 
the  said  board  of  equalization,  and  confirm  the  same  as 
corrected ;  or  they  may  refer  the  same  back  to  the  board 
of  assessors  for  revision,  or  annul  it  and  direct  a  new  as¬ 
sessment —  in  which  case  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had 
as  in  respect  to  the  previous  assessment.  When  a  special 
assessment  shall  be  confirmed,  the  Auditor  anil  Police  Judge 
shall  endorse  a  certificate  thereof  upon  the  roll,  showing 
the  date  of  confirmation.  When  any  special  assessment 
shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Council,  it  shall  be  final  and  con¬ 
clusive.  All  special  assessments  from  the  date  of  confir¬ 
mation  thereof,  constitute  a  lien  upon  the  respective  lots 
or  parcels  of  land  assessed,  and  shall  also  be  a  charge 
against  the  person  to  whom  assessed,  until  paid.  Upon  the 
confirmation  of  such  assessment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to  enter  a  statement  thereof  in 
the  Docket  of  City  Liens,  as  provided  in  the  next  section. 

DOCKET  OF  CITY  LIENS. 

78.  The  Docket  of  City  Liens  is  a  book  in  which 
must  be  entered  in  pursuance  of  Section  77,  the  following 
matters  in  relation  to  assessments  for  the  improvement  of 
streets : 

1.  The  name  of  the  owner  thereof,  or  that  the  owner 
is  unknown. 

2.  The  number  or  letter  of  the  lot  assessed  and  the 
number  or  letter  of  the  block  and  the  town  or  addition  in 
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which  it  is  situated,  or.  if  a  tract  of  land,  a  description  of 
the  tract  of  land. 

3.  The  sum  assessed  upon  such  lot  or  tract  of  land 
and  the  date  of  entry. 

4.  The  time  and  manner  in  which  the  assessment 
is  to  be  paid. 

PAYMENT  IN  INSTALLMENTS. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

79.  Whenever  the  assessment  against  a  lot  of  twenty- 
five  by  one  hundred  feet,  or  an  equivalent  quantity  of  land, 
shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  $50  or  more,  the  Council  shall 
order  that  the  assessment  for  such  improvement  shall  be 
paid  in  five  equal  installments,  one  to  be  paid  at  the  time 
for  the  payment  of  the  special  assessment  and  one  shall  be 
paid  every  year  thereafter,  at  such  time  as  the  Council  shall 
order,  together  with  interest  on  the  portion  still  remaining 
unpaid  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  until  the  whole 
amount  is  paid:  Provided,  however,  that  all  persons  en¬ 
titled  to  the  benefit  of  this  provision  shall,  on  or  before  the 
confirmation  of  such  assessment,  file  with  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  his  written  application  that  he  be  allowed  to 
pay  the  cost  of  such  improvement  in  installments,  and  in 
such  written  application  shall  also  state  that  he  does  there¬ 
by  waive  all  and  any  irregularities  in  such  proceedings  to 
improve  such  street  and  giving  therein  also  a  description 
of  his  property  affected  thereby  by  lots,  blocks,  or  other 
convenient  description:  and  thereafter  and  thereupon 
such  property  owner  and  such  property  thereby  affected 
shall  pay  the  cost  of  such  improvement  in  installments  as 
above  provided.  Provided,  further,  however,  that  such 
property  owner  and  such  property  shall  have  the  privilege 
at  any  time  of  paying  the  whole  of  such  assessment  and  all 
interest  accrued  and  thereupon  have  such  property  re¬ 
leased  from  the  lien  of  said  assessment.  Provided,  further, 
that  whenever  the  assessment  of  any  one  person  or  persons 
owing  property  jointly,  company,  or  corporation,  for 
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such  street  improvement,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  $200 
then  such  person  or  persons,  company,  or  corporation  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  this  section  as  to  payment  in  install¬ 
ments  upon  like  terms.  All  special  assessments,  except  such 
installments  thereof  as  the  Council  shall  make  payable  at 
a  future  time,  as  provided  herein,  shall  be  due  and  payable 
on  confirmation,  or  such  time  thereafter  as  the  Council 
may  prescribe.  If  any  special  assessment  shall  be  divided 
into  installments,  a  special  assessment  roll  shall  be  made  for 
each  installment  as  the  same  shall  become  due,  with  the 
accrued  interest  on  all  unpaid  installments  included  as¬ 
sessed  therein.  Such  special  roll  may  be  made  and  con¬ 
firmed  without  notice  to  the  person  assessed.  In  case  any 
installment  of  assessment  against  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
shall  not  be  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  the 
same  becomes  due,  the  Council  shall  have  the  privilege  and 
option  of  declaring  by  resolution  or  ordinance  that  all  of 
the  remaining  unpaid  installments  which  stand  against  the 
same  property  shall  at  once  become  due  and  payable;  and, 
when  so  declared,  all  such  installments  may  be  collected  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of 
the  first  installment  then  overdue,  or  said  remaining  unpaid 
installments  may  be  collected  at  one  time  by  a  suit  in  the 
circuit  court  of  the  State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County, 
in  which  suit  the  persons  owning  the  property  upon  which 
the  unpaid  installments  for  any  one  street  assessment  re¬ 
main  due  may  be  joined  as  parties  defendant.  The  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  to  exclude  the 
operation  of  the  general  law  now  in  force  as  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  street  and  sewer  assessments  in  installments. 


COUNCIL  MAY  MAKE  ADDITIONAL  ASSESSMENTS. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

80.  Should  any  lot  or  lands  be  divided  after  a  special 
assessment  thereon  has  been  confirmed  and  divided  into 
installments,  and  before  the  collection  of  all  of  the  install¬ 
ments,  the  Council  may  require  the  board  of  assessors  to 
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apportion  the  uncollected  amounts  upon  t!ie  several  lots 
and  parcels  of  land  so  divided.  The  report  of  such  appor¬ 
tionment.  when  confirmed,  shall  be  conclusive  upon  all 
the  parties,  and  all  the  assessments  thereafter  made  upon 
such  lots  or  lands  shall  be  according  to  such  division.  Should 
any  special  assessment  prove  insufficient  to  pay  for  the  im¬ 
provement  or  work  for  which  it  was  levied,  and  all  of  the  ex¬ 
penses  incident  thereto, the  Council  may,  witliinthe  limitation 
prescribed  for  such  assessments,  make  an  additional  pro 
rata  assessment  to  supply  the  deficiency;  and  in  case  a 
larger  amount  shall  have  been  collected  than  was  necessary, 
the  excess  shall  be  refunded  ratably  to  those  by  whom  it 
was  paid.  Whenever  any  special  assessment  shall,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council,  be  invalid  by  reason  of  any  irreg¬ 
ularity  or  informality  in  the  proceedings,  or  if  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  adjudge  such  assessment 
to  be  illegal,  or  the  Council  shall  have  failed  to  assess  the 
cost  of  any  street  improvement  upon  the  lands  properly 
chargeable  therewith,  the  Council  shall,  whether  the  im¬ 
provement  has  been  made  or  not,  or  whether  any  part  of  the 
assessment  has  been  paid  or  not,  have  power  to  cause  a  new 
assessment  to  be  made  for  the  same  purpose  for  which  the 
former  assessment  was  made.  All  the  proceedings  of  such 
reassessment,  and  for  the  collection  thereof,  shall  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the  original 
assessment,  and  whenever  any  sum,  or  any  part  thereof, 
levied  upon  any  premises  in  the  assessment  so  set  aside  has 
been  paid  and  not  refunded,  the  payment  so  made  shall  be 
applied  upon  the  reassessment  upon  such  premises,  and  the 
reassessment  shall,  to  that  extent,  be  satisfied.  No  judg¬ 
ment  or  decree,  nor  any  act  of  the  Council  vacating  a 
special  assessment,  shall  destroy  or  impair  the  lien  of  the 
City  upon  the  premises  assessed  for  such  amount  of  the 
assessment  as  may  be  equitably  charged  against  the  same, 
or  as  by  a  regular  assessment  mode  of  proceedings  might 
have  been  lawfully  assessed  thereon;  and,  Provided,  fur¬ 
ther,  that  in  case  of  any  irregularity  of  any  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  for  the  improvement  or  repair  of  any  street,  and

the  levy  of  the  assessment  to  defray  costs  and  expenses 
thereof,  whether  such  irregularities  be  jurisdictional  or 
otherwise,  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  have  power  to  bring 
suit  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop 
County  against  the  owner  or  owners  of  lot  or  lots,  block  or 
blocks,  parcel  or  parcels  of  land  upon  which  the  cost  of  such 
improvements  or  repairs  might  or  could  have  been  charged 
or  imposed,  and  which  were  benefited  thereby,  which  said 
lands,  lots,  and  premises  shall  include  all  lots,  lands,  and 
premises  to  the  middle  of  each  block  abutting  upon  the 
portion  of  the  street  so  improved  or  repaired  and  on  each 
side  of  said  portion  of  said  street,  unless  a  different  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  legally  described  in  the  resolution  or  ordinance 
declaring  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  make  the  improve¬ 
ment,  and  recover  the  proportion  of  the  costs  of  such  im¬ 
provement  or  repairs  from  each  of  said  lots,  lands,  and 
premises  benefited  by  such  repairs  or  improvements,  ac- 
cordingto  the  benefits  resulting  to  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
from  the  improvement.  In  any  such  suit  so  instituted,  all 
persons  whose  property  is,  or  would  be,  so  liable  for  the 
payment  of  any  such  proportion  of  the  assessment  afore¬ 
said,  shall  be  joined  as  parties  defendant  in  one  action,  and 
the  judgment  rendered  therein  shall  be  a  several  judgment 
in  rem  against  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels  of  land  owned 
by  each  of  the  several  defendants  for  its  proportion  of  the 
cost  of  the  improvement  and  costs  and  disbursements,  and 
the  lien  therefor  shall  be  decreed  upon  the  premises.  The 
general  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon  governing  suits  in 
equity,  service  of  summons,  and  other  process,  shall  apply 
to  any  such  suit. 


DOCKET  OF  CITY  LIENS. 

SI.  The  Docket  of  City  Liens  is  a  public  writing,  and 
the  original  or  certified  copies  of  any  matter  authorized 
to  be  entered  therein  are  entitled  to  the  force  and  effect 
thereof,  and  from  the  date  of  the  entry  therein  of  an 
assessment  upon  a  lot  or  part  thereof  the  sum  so  entered 
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is  to  be  deemed  a  tax  levied  and  a  lien  thereon,  which  said 
lien  shall  have  priority  over  all  other  liens  or  incumbrances 
thereon  whatsoever. 

COUNTY  CLERK  TO  FURNISH  NAMES  OF  PROPERTY 

OWNERS. 

82.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  who  is  the  owner 
of  any  lot,  or  paid  thereof,  assessed  for  the  improvement  of 
a  street,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  take  the  cer- 
tificate  of  the  County  Recorder  of  the  County  of  Clatsop, 
stating  who  is  the  owner  thereof  at  the  date  of  the  ordi¬ 
nance  making  the  assessment,  as  may  appear  from  the 
records  of  deeds  for  said  county,  which  certificate  such 
County  recorder  is  authorized  and  required  to  give  when 
demanded  to  give  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

NOTICE  FOR  COLLECTION  OF  ASSESSMENTS. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

83.  A  sum  of  money  assessed  for  the  improvement  of 
a  street  cannot  he  collected  until,  by  order  of  the  Council, 
ten  days'  notice  thereof  is  given  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in 
the  City  of  Astoria.  Such  notice  must  contain  the  number 
of  the  assessment  roll,  a  brief  description  of  the  street  or 
part  of  street  improved  or  repaired,  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  against  whom  the  assessments  are  made,  and  the 
amount  owing  by  each,  and  no  other  statement  shall  be  re¬ 
quired. 

WARRANT  FOR  COLLECTION. 

84.  If  within  five  days  from  the  expiration  of  said 
ten  days,  as  required  by  Section  83,  the  sum  assessed  upon 
any  lot,  or  part  thereof,  is  not  wholly  paid  to  the  City  Treas¬ 
urer  and  a  duplicate  receipt  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  the  Council  may  thereafter  order  a  warrant  issued 
for  the  collection  of  the  same,  to  be  issued  by  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  directed  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  other 
person  authorized  to  collect  delinquent  taxes  due  the  City. 
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LEVY. 

85.  Such  warrant  must  require  the  person  to  whom  it 
is  directed  to  forthwith  levy  upon  the  lot,  or  portion  of 
lot,  upon  which  the  assessment  is  unpaid,  and  sell  the  same 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  and  return  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale  to  the  Treasurer,  and  the  warrant  to  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  with  his  doings  endorsed  thereon,  together 
with  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale  as  paid  to  him. 

RETURN  OF  WARRANT. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

86.  Such  warrant  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of 
an  execution  against  real  property,  and  shall  be  executed 
in  like  manner,  except  as  in  this  Chapter  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided.  Such  warrant  must  require  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
proceed  to  collect  the  unpaid  assessment  named  therein,  by 
advertising  and  selling  to  the  highest  bidder  the  lot,  part 
thereof,  or  tract  of  land  described  in  the  warrant,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  for  the  sale  and  collection  of  de¬ 
linquent  state  and  county  taxes,  and  return  the  proceeds 
of  such  sales  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  warrant  to  the 
Auditor  with  his  doings  endorsed  thereon,  together  with 
the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  as 
paid  to  him.  Provided,  that  all  the  unpaid  assessments  for  any 
one  improvement  or  repair  of  a  street,  or  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  or  repair  of  a  sewer,  may  be  included  in  one  adver¬ 
tisement  and  notice  of  sale,  but  each  piece  or  parcel  of  land 
shall  be  sold  separately  and  for  a  sum  not  less  than  the  un¬ 
paid  assessment  thereon,  and  the  interest  and  costs  of 
advertising  the  sale;  and,  Provided  furl  her  that  in  the  ex¬ 
ecution  of  said  warrant  no  levy  upon  the  lot,  or  lots,  or 
parcels  of  land  described  therein  shall  be  required.  The 
notice  of  sale  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  four  suc¬ 
cessive  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  sale.  The  warrant  shall 
be  returned  within  ninety  days  after  the  receipt  of  the 
same  by  the  Chief  of  Police.  At  every  sale  of  real 
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estate  under  any  such  warrant  for  the  collection  of  delin¬ 
quent  assessments,  as  provided  in  this  Chapter,  or  for  the 
collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  as  provided  in  Chapter  X 
of  this  Act,  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  some  other  officer  duly 
authorized  by  the  Common  Council,  shall  bid  for  and  in 
the  name  of  the  City  of  Astoria  for  each  tract,  lot,  or  parcel 
of  land  offered,  the  amount  of  the  assessment  against  the 
same,  or  the  tax  for  which  it  is  offered,  including  the 
amount  of  any  costs  and  charges  accrued;  and  if  no  greater 
sum  be  bid,  such  tract,  lot,  or  parcel  of  land  shall  be  struck 
off  to  the  (_  ity  of  Astoria,  and  shall  be  held  by  it,  and  lie 
subject  to  redemption  in  like  manner  as  if  it  had  been  sold 
to  a  private  person. 

DEED  TO  PURCHASER. 

M7.  The  person  executing  such  warrant  shall  immed¬ 
iately  make  a  deed  for  the  property  sold  thereon  to  the 
purchaser,  stating  therein  that  the  same  is  made  subject 
to  redemption  as  provided  in  this  Chapter.  Within  three 
years  from  the  date  of  such  sale  the  owner  or  his  successor 
in  interest,  or  any  person  having  a  lien  by  judgment,  de¬ 
cree,  or  mortgage  on  the  property,  or  any  part  thereof, 
separately  sold,  may  redeem  the  same  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  provided  in  the  next  Section. 

REDEMPTION— HOW  MADE. 

88.  Redemption  is  made  by  the  payment  of  the  pur¬ 
chase  money  and  twenty-five  per  cent  additional,  together 
with  interest  on  the  purchase  money  from  the  date  of  sale 
to  the  time  of  payment,  at  legal  rate,  and  the  amount  of 
any  tax  which  the  purchaser  may  have  paid  on  the  property. 

EFFECT  OF  REDEMPTION. 

89.  A  redemption  discharges  the  property  from  the 
effects  of  the  sale  for  the  assessment.  If  made  by  the  owner 
or  his  successor  in  interest,  the  estate  in  the  property  is 
thereby  restored  to  the  owner  or  his  successor  in  interest, 
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as  the  ease  may  be,  but  if  made  by  a  lien  creditor,  the 
amount  paid  for  redemption  is  thereafter  to  be  deemed  a 
part  of  his  judgment,  decree,  or  mortgage,  as  the  ease  may 
be,  and  shall  bear  like  interest,  and  may  be  enforced  and 
collected  as  a  part  thereof. 

MAY  ENFORCE  REDEMPTION. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

90.  Whenever  a  purchaser,  or  those  claiming  under 
him,  refuse  to  convey  to  a  person  entitled  to  redeem,  such 
person  may  enforce  a  conveyance  therefor  by  a  suit  in  equity 
as  for  a  specific  contract  to  convey  real  property  and  such 
suit  may  be  maintained  against  absent  persons  without 
proof  of  tender  of  money  and  offer  to  redeem,  if  the  plain¬ 
tiff  bring  the  money  into  court  and  offers  to  redeem.  Every 
action,  suit,  or  proceeding  which  may  be  commenced  for  the 
recovery  of  land  which  shall  have  been  sol  1  by  the  Chief 
of  Police  of  Astoria  for  any  assessment  or  tax,  except  in 
cases  where  the  assessment  or  tax  for  which  the  land  was 
sold  has  been  paid  before  the  sale  of  the  land  redeemed 
as  provided  by  law,  shall  be  commenced  within  four  years 
from  the  time  of  the  recording  of  the  deed  executed  by 
the  Chief  of  Police,  and  not  thereafter. 

ESTABLISHING  GRADES. 

91.  The  Council  shall  have  authority  to  determine 
and  establish  the  grade  of  all  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  and 
public  grounds  within  the  City,  and  to  require  improve¬ 
ments  and  buildings  adjacent  to  or  abutting  upon  such 
streets,  alleys,  or  grounds,  to  be  made  and  constructed  in 
conformity  with  such  grade,  and  the  Council  may  change 
or  alter  the  grade  of  any  street,  alley,  or  public  ground,, 
or  any  part  thereof,  whenever  in  their  opinion  the  public 
convenience  will  be  promoted  thereby.  Whenever  a  grade 
shall  be  established  or  altered  a  record  and  diagram  thereof 
shall  be  made  in  the  book  of  street  records  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Surveyor;  Provided,  that  in  ease  of  a  street 
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<>i  poition  thereof  which  has  been  once  fully  improved  as 
required  by  ordinance,  no  grade  shall  be  changed  on  such 
improved  street,  or  portion  thereof,  except  upon  the  written 
petition  of  the  owners  of  at  least  three-fourths  of  the 
property  abutting  upon  said  street,  or  that  part  thereof 
upon  which  said  change  of  grade  is  proposed  to  be  made. 
If  any  damage  shall  result  to  any  owner  by  any  change 
of  the  established  grade  of  any  street,  alley,  sidewalk, 
wharf,  or  landing,  the  Council  may,  in  their  discretion, 
levy  and  collect  the  amount  thereof  by  special  assessment 
upon  the  lots  benefited  thereby,  and  therewith  pay  the 
same;  but  the  City  shall  incur  no  liability  by  reason  of 
anything  in  this  Section  contained.  Before  the  grade  of 
any  street,  avenue,  or  alley  shall  he  established  or  altered, 
ten  days  notice  thereof  must  be  given  by  publication 
in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Astoria;  such 
notice  must  be  given  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  by 
order  of  the  Common  Council,  and  must  specify  with  con¬ 
venient  certainty  the  street,  avenue,  or  alley,  or  part  there¬ 
of,  of  which  the  grade  is  proposed  to  be  established  or 
altered.  Within  ten  days  from  the  final  publication  of 
such  notice  the  owners  of  three-fourths  of  the  property 
adjacent  to  such  street,  avenue,  or  alley,  or  part  thereof, 
as  the  case  may  be,  may  make  and  file  with  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  a  written  remonstrance  against  the  pro¬ 
posed  grade  or  alteration,  and  thereupon  the  same  shall 
not  further  be  proceeded  in  or  made.  If  no  such  remon¬ 
strance  be  made  and  filed,  the  Council,  at  its  earliest  con¬ 
venience  thereafter  and  within  six  months  from  the  final 
publication  of  such  notice,  may,  by  ordinance,  establish 
the  proposed  grade. 

92.  (Repealed,  1901.) 

93.  A  sale  of  property  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Chapter  conveys  to  the  purchaser,  subject  to  redemption, 
as  herein  provided,  all  the  estate  or  interest  therein  of  the 
owner,  whether  known  or  unknown,  together  with  all  the 
rights  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging. 
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DISCHARGE  FROM  ASSESSMENT. 

94.  When  an  assessment  on  any  lot  or  any  part  there¬ 
of  becomes  delinquent,  any  person  having:  a  lien  thereon  by 
judgment,  decree,  or  mortgage,  may,  at  any  time  before  the 
sale  of  such  lot,  or  part  thereof,  pay  the  same,  arid  such 
payment  discharges  the  property  from  the  effects  of  such 
assessment ;  and  the  amount  of  such  delinquent  assessment 
and  all  accruing  costs  and  charges,  if  any,  when  so  paid, 
is  thereafter  to  be  deemed  a  part  of  such  lien  creditor's 
judgment,  decree,  or  mortgage,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
shall  bear  like  interest,  and  may  be  enforced  and  collected 
as  a  part  thereof. 


WORK  TO  BE  LET  TO  LOWEST  BIDDER. 

95.  The  Council  must  provide  by  ordinance  for  the 
time  and  manner  of  doing  the  work  of  any  proposed  im¬ 
provement,  subject  only  to  he  following  restric¬ 
tions,  viz:  after  proper  notice,  the  work  must  be  let  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  for  either  the  whole  work 
necessary  to  complete  the  proposed  improvement,  or  such 
subdivision  thereof  as  will  not  materially  conflict  with  the 
•completion  of  the  remaining  portions,  but  no  bid  for  a 
fractional  part  of  any  class  of  work  chargeable  to  any 
block  fronting  on  the  street  to  be  improved  shall  be  received. 
And  a  bid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the 
property  fronting  on  a  street  proposed  to  be  improved, 
must  be  accepted;  Provided,  the  same  is  as  low  as  any 
other  bid,  and  the  work  can  be  so  subdivided  without  injury 
to  the  owners  of  adjacent  property.  The  Council  may  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  rejection  of  any  or  all  bids,  when  deemed  un¬ 
reasonable,  and  that  the  bid  of  any  person  who  before  bid 
or  contracted  for  such  work,  and  been  delinquent  therein, 
shall  not  be  received.  The  Council  may  provide  for  taking 
security  by  bond,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any  con¬ 
tract  let  under  its  authority,  and  the  provisions  thereof 
may  be  enforced  by  an  -action  in  the  name  of  the  City. 
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96.  All  money  paid  or  collected  upon  assessments  for 
the  improvement  of  streets  shall  be  kept  as  a  separate 
fund,  and  in  nowise  used  for  any  other  purpose  whatever ; 
all  money  so  assessed,  including  a  deficit,  from  the  time  of 
being-  entered  in  the  Docket  of  City  Liens,  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  legal  rate  until  paid  or  collected. 

NO  NOTICE  WHEN  OWNERS  PETITION  FOR  GRADE  OR 

IMPROVEMENT. 

97.  The  proceedings  authorized  by  this  Chapter  for 
the  establishment  or  alteration  of  a  grade  or  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  a  street,  or  part  thereof,  may  be  taken  and  had 
without  giving  the  notice  prescribed  in  Section  73,  whenever 
the  owner  or  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  adjacent  property 
shall,  in  writing,  petition  the  Council  therefor. 

98.  The  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
locate,  establish,  lay  down,  and  construct  and  maintain 
all  such  sewers  and  drains  as  in  their  judgment  may  he 
necessary,  either  for  general  sewerage  or  drainage  pur¬ 
poses.  or  to  prevent  land  from  sliding,  and  to  that  end  may, 
by  ordinance  or  resolution,  establish  sewer  or  drainage 
districts  to  be  composed  of  such  lands  as  in  their  judg¬ 
ment  may  be  benefitted  thereby,  and  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  of  such  sewer  or  drains 
by  assessment  upon  the  property  in  such  districts  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  benefits  received,  substantially  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Charter  for  the  establishment  of  street  im¬ 
provement  districts,  and  the  assessment  of  the  costs  of 
such  improvement  upon  the  property  benefitted  thereby. 
And  the  Council  shall  not  only  have  power  and  authority 
to  establish  such  sewers  and  drains  in  the  streets  of  the 
City,  but  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  when  they 
deem  it  necessary,  to  establish  and  lay  down  such  sewers 
and  drains  through  lots  and  blocks,  or  other  private  prop¬ 
erty  in  the  City,  and  to  that  end  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  condemn  and  appropriate  so  much  of  such 
private  property  or  an  easement  of  right  of  way  over  the 
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same  for  the  purpose  of  laying  and  maintaining  such  sewer 
or  drain  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  that  purpose, 
and  substantially  in  the  manner  now  provided  in  this 
Charter  for  the  condemnation  of  land  for  general  street 
purposes;  Provided ,  that  all  costs  of  such  condemnation 
and  appropriation  shall  be  considered  part  of  the  cost  of 
such  sewer  or  drain  and  shall  be  included  in  the  assessment 
made  on  the  property  benefitted  by  such  sewer  or  drain. 


GENERAL  FUND. 

99.  The  cost  of  establishing  or  altering  the  grade  of 
any  street,  or  part  thereof,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  the  City.  The  term  “general  fund,”  as  used  in 
this  Chapter,  includes  any  fund  raised  by  special  tax  for 
the  purpose  in  connection  with  which  such  term  is  used. 

100.  Whenever  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  sold  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  shall  bring  more  than  the 
assessment  thereon,  with  interests  and  costs,  and  charges 
of  collection,  the  surplus  must  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  the  person  executing  the  warrant  must  take  a  sepa¬ 
rate  receipt  for  such  surplus  and  file  it  with  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  on  the  return  of  the  warrant.  At  any 
time  thereafter  the  owner  or  his  legal  representative,  is 
entitled  to  a  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  such  surplus; 
Provided,  whenever  any  lot,  or  part  thereof,  sold  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  shall  bring  less  than  the 
assessment  thereon,  the  Common  Council  shall  supply  the 
deficiency  out  of  the  general  fund  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Council,  such  improvement  is  necessary. 


DEED— WHAT  TO  SPECIFY. 

101.  The  deed  to  the  purchaser  must  express  the  true 
consideration  therefor,  which  is  the  amount  paid  by  the 
purchaser,  and  the  return  of  the  person  executing  the  war¬ 
rant  must  specify  the  amount  for  which  each  lot.  or  por¬ 
tion  thereof,  sold,  and  the  name  of  the  purchaser. 
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WHO  DEEMED  OWNER. 

102.  Whenever  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  is  sold  for  a 
delinquent  assessment  for  a  street  improvement,  and  after¬ 
wards  resold  for  a  deficit  in  such  assessment,  as  in  this 
Act  provided,  to  any  other  person  than  the  purchaser  at  the 
first  sale,  or  his  successor  in  interest,  such  purchaser  or  suc¬ 
cessor  for  the  purpose  of  making  redemption  from  the  pur¬ 
chaser  at  such  sale,  is  to  be  deemed  an  owner  within  the 
meaning  of  this  Act. 

103.  Whenever  the  grade  of  any  street  has  been  es¬ 
tablished  the  Common  Council  may  authorize  the  owner 
or-  owners  of  any  property  thereon  to  cut  down  or  fill  up 
such  street  in  front  of  such  property,  according  to  such 
grade,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  owner. 

104.  The  authority  mentioned  in  the  last  Section  can¬ 
not  be  given  after  an  assessment  has  been  made  for  the 
improvement  of  a  street  in  front  of  such  property,  and  in 
giving  such  authority  the  Council  may  impose  such  terms 
and  conditions  thereon  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
deposit  of  excavations  upon  any  part  of  such  street  as 
may  be  required  to  be  filled  up. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

■OF  THE  OPENING.  HAVING  OUT,  AND  WIDENING  STREETS  AND 

ALLEYS. 

Section  105.  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  has  power  and  authority  within  the  City,  when¬ 
ever  it  deems  it  expedient,  to  open,  lay  out.  establish,  Aviden, 
straighten,  close,  vacate,  and  extend  the  streets  and  alleys 
and  to  appropriate  private  property  for  that  purpose. 
Provided,  that  no  street  nor  part  thereof  shall  he  vacated 
•or  abolished  against  the  objections  of  the  owner  of  the 
property  abutting  upon  said  street  or  part  of  street  with¬ 
out  due  compensation  being  made  to  him  for  any  damage 
occasioned  to  his  property  thereby.  Such  compensation 
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shall  be  assessed  and  paid  in  the  manner  provided  for 
assessments  and  payments  as  in  case  of  street  improve¬ 
ments,  and  the  amount  of  damage  may  be  determined  in  the 
same  manner  as  damages  are  determined  in  the  case  of 
laying  ont  of  streets. 

SURVEYOR  TO  SURVEY  OPENING  OF  STREETS. 

106.  Whenever  the  Council  shall  deem  it  expedient 
to  lay  out  and  establish  or  widen  a  street  or  alley  it  shall 
direct  the  City  Surveyor  to  survey  such  street  or  alley,  or 
such  widened  street  or  alley,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  to 
mark  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  to  make  his  report,  con¬ 
taining  a  plat  of  the  survey  of  such  street  or  alley,  and  a 
full  and  perfect  description  of  such  street  or  alley,  and 
the  boundaries  thereof  and  of  the  portion  of  each  lot  or 
part  to  be  appropriated  for  such  street  or  alley,  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  which  report,  when  so  made,  if  satisfactory  to  the 
Council,  shall  be  adopted  by  an  ordinance  embodying  such 
report.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  make  such  survey,  and 
report  within  twenty  days  from  the  time  the  same  is  or¬ 
dered,  unless  the  Council  shall  grant  further  time. 

COUNCIL  TO  APPOINT  VIEWERS. 

107.  Thereafter,  and  within  thirty  days  of  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  such  report,  the  Council  shall  appoint  three  dis¬ 
interested  freeholders  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  no  kin  to 
any  owner  or  person  interested  in  any  property  to  be  ap¬ 
propriated,  possessing  the  qualifications  of  jurors  of  the 
circuit  court  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  for  Clatsop  County,  to 
view  such  street  and  make  an  assessment  of  the  damages 
vnd  benefits  as  provided  in  the  next  following  Section  of 
this  Act,  and  shall  assign  a  day  and  place  for  them  to  meet, 
and  shall  cause  a  ten  days’  notice  to  be  given  by  publication 
in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  of 
the  appointment  of  such  viewers,  with  their  names  and  the 
time  and  place  appointed  for  them  to  meet,  and  specifying 
with  convenient  certainty  the  boundaries  and  terminus  of 
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the  proposed  street  or  alley  to  be  laid  out,  established,  or 
widened,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  boundaries  and  de¬ 
scription  of  the  private  property  to  be  apportioned  for  such 
purpose. 


VIEWERS— THEIR  DUTIES. 

108.  1  he  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  immediately 

and  at  least  five  days  before  the  time  assigned  for  such 
meeting,  cause  such  viewers  to  be  notified  of  their  appoint¬ 
ment  and  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  and  such 
viewers  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  designated,  and 
take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned 
them,  and  shall  then,  or  on  any  other  day  to  which  they 
may  adjourn,  not  exceeding  one  week,  proceed  to  view  the 
proposed  street  or  alley,  and  to  assess  and  determine  how 
much  less  valuable,  if  any,  any  lands,  tenements,  heredita¬ 
ments,  or  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  through,  or  over 
which,  or  any  part  of  which,  such  street  or  alley  is  to  be 
laid  out,  established,  or  widened,  will  be  rendered  by  the 
laying  out,  establishing  or  widening  of  such  street  or  alley; 
and  if  several  parties  have  different  estates  or  interests  in 
any  lot,  or  parts  thereof,  or  any  improvements  thereof,  the 
damages  of  which  each  of  said  persons  will  respectively 
sustain,  according  to  the  rules  of  law  in  suits  of  partition, 
and  shall  also  make  a  just  and  equitable  estimate  and  assess¬ 
ment  of  the  value  of  the  benefits  and  advantages  of  such 
street  or  alley,  so  to  be  laid  out,  established  or  widened, 
as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  respective  owners,  lessees,  or 
other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements,  heredita¬ 
ments,  and  premises,  any  part  of  which  is  required  for  the 
opening,  laying  out,  or  widening  of  such  street  or  alley, 
in  excess  of  the  damages  which  any  such  owner,  lessee,  or 
other  person  interested,  will. sustain  by  reason  of  the  opening 
laying  out,  establishing,  or  widening  of  such  street  or  alley, 
and  of  the  value  of  the  benefits  and  advantages  of  such 
street  or  alley  to  the  respective  owners,  lessees,  or 
other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements,  heredita¬ 
ments,  and  premises,  not  required  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
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out,  opening,  establishing,  and  widening  any  such  street  or 
alley,  but  fronting  on,  or  to  front  thereon,  or  being  at, 
anti  within  half  the  distance  of  the  next  street  or  alley 
thereto,  and  also  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  boundary 
of  the  street  or  alley  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  established,  or 
widened,  on  each  side  thereof,  and  which  the  said  view¬ 
ers  shall  be  deemed  to  be  benefited  by  such  street  or  alley,  in 
respect  to  the  respective  estate  and  interest  of  such  owners, 
lessees,  and  other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  and  premises,  and  shall  report  such  assess¬ 
ment  to  the  next  session  of  the  Council.  The  respective 
sums  so  assessed  by  said  viewers  upon  the  owners, 
|esseeSi  or  other  persons  interested  in  the  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments  or  premises,  deemed  by  the  said  viewers  to 
be  benefitted  by  the  laying  out,  opening,  establishing,  or 
widening  of  any  such  street  or  alley,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  shall  be  a  lien  or  charge  upon  the  estate  and 
interest  of  the  respective  owners,  lessees  and  other  persons 
interested  in  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and 
premises  for,  and  on  account  of  which,  the  said  respective 
sums  shall  be  assessed  by  said  viewers  upon  the  said  respect  ive 
owners,  lessees,  or  other  persons  interested  therein,  and 
shall  be  entered  in  the  Docket  of  the  City  Liens,  in  like 
manner  as  an  assessment  for  street  improvements  in  said 
City  of  Astoria ;  and  the  said  owners,  lessees  and  other  per¬ 
sons  interested  as  aforesaid  shall,  moreover,  be  respective¬ 
ly  and  severally  liable  to  pay  such  assessment,  and  in 
case  no  appeal  is  taken  as  to  any  such  assessment  benefits 
the  said  assessment  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  of 
the  City  of  Astoria  within  ten  days  from  the  expiration  of 
the  time  limited  for  appeal  or  the  same  shall  be  deemed 
delinquent  and,  thereupon,  whenever  the  Council  so  or¬ 
der,  shall  be  collected  in  like  manner  as  provided  for  the 
collection  of  delinquent  taxes  by  the  Act  incorporating  the 
City  of  Astoria.  All  moneys  arising  from  such  assessment 
of  benefits  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  applicable 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  damages  assessed  to  the  owners 
and  other  persons  interested  in  property  taken  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  laying  out,  opening,  establishing,  or  widening  the 
street  or  alley  in  which  such  benefits  are  assessed.  The 
liability  to  pay  a  tax,  except  the  benefits  provided  in  this 
Act,  to  satisfy  any  such  assessment  of  damages,  shall  not 
disqualify  any  person  from  serving  as  such  viewer. 

109.  If  it  shall  appear  to  the  Council  that  the  dam¬ 
ages  assessed  are  unreasonable,  or  that  the  benefits  assessed 
are  insufficient  in  any  respect,  the  Council  may  set  aside 
such  view  and  order  another  view  under  the  same  regula¬ 
tions  as  provided  in  the  case  of  the  first  view.  The  view¬ 
ers  shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  their  services  the 
same  fees  as  referees  in  courts  of  record,  to  be  paid  by  the 
City  of  Astoria. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  BENEFITS  AND  DAMAGES. 

110.  If  no  further  view  be  ordered,  the  Council  shall, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  time  hereinafter  limited  for  appeal, 
if  no  appeal  shall  be  taken,  and  immediately  after  judgment 
is  rendered,  if  an  appeal  is  taken,  make  an  appropriation  for 
damages  and  costs,  as  the  case  may  be,  assessed  by  such 
viewers  or  by  the  jury  on  appeal  against  the  City,  and 
shall  order  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer,  payable 
out  of  a  fund  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  for  the 
amount  of  damages  and  costs  assessed  to  the  owner  or  own¬ 
ers,  or  other  persons  interested,  in  each  lot  or  part  thereof 
or  of  the  improvements  thereon,  in  favor  of  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  other  persons  interested,  and  as  soon  thereafter 
as  the  full  amount  of  such  appropriation  shall  be  in 
the  City  Treasury  subject  to  such  warrants,  and  the 
amounts  respectively  assessed  shall  be  tendered  to  the  par¬ 
ties  entitled  to  the  same,  such  property  shall  be  deemed 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  such  street  or  alley  and 
not  otherwise;  Provided,  that  no  process  of  any  court 
shall  issue  to  compel  any  appropriation  of  damages  on  the 
issuing  of  warrants  for  the  same. 

APPEAL  TO  CIRCUIT  COURT. 

111.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot,  or  part  thereof, 
sought  to  be  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  or  of  the  improve- 
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merits  thereon,  or  any  person  having  an  interest  therein,  or 
any  person  against  whom  an  assessment  of  benefits  has 
been  made,  may  appeal  to  tire  Circuit  Court  of  the  State  of 
Oregon,  for  Clatsop  County,  from  such  report  and  assess¬ 
ment  of  damages  and  benefits.  Any  number  of  persons  may 
join  in  such  appeal,  and  the  only  question  to  be  determined 
by  such  appeal  shall  be  the  question  of  damages  and  bene¬ 
fits. 

APPEAL— HOW  TAKEN. 

112.  An  Appeal  shall  be  taken  by  serving  a  notice  of 
appeal  upon  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and 
City  Attorney,  and  filing  an  undertaking  with  one  or  more 
sureties,  who  shall  justify  in  the  same  manner  as  bail  upon 
arrest  in  civil  action,  conditioned  that  the  appellant  will 
pay  all  costs  and  disbursements  that  may  be  awarded 
against  them  on  appeal,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  together  with  proof  of  service  of  such  notice  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  State  of  Ore¬ 
gon,  for  Clatsop  County,  within  twenty  days  from  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  report  of  the  viewers  of  the  Council. 

JURY  TO  VIEW  STREET 

113.  Such  appeal  shall  he  deemed  and  be  heard  and 
determined,  and  the  judgment  thereon  enforced  so  far  as 
practicable,  in  the  same  manner  as  an  action  at  law.  The 
jury  shall  view  the  proposed  street  or  alley,  the  property 
to  he  appropriated,  and  the  property  against  which  bene¬ 
fits  are  assessed,  and  proof  of  damages  and  benefits  may  be 
introduced  by  the  City  and  the  appellants.  The  City  shall 
he  considered  the  plaintiff. 

JURY  TO  ASSESS  DAMAGES. 

114.  The  jury  shall  assess  and  determine  by  their 
verdict  how  much  less  valuable,  if  any,  each  lot  or  part 
thereof,  with  the  improvements,  may  be  rendered  by  the 
opening,  laying  out,  establishing,  or  widening  such  street 
or  alley,  and  in  case  of  persons  having  different  estates  and 
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separate  interests,  in  any  lot,  or  part  thereof,  or  of  the  im¬ 
provement  thereon,  shall  apportion  the  same  between  them 
and  shall  also  assess  and  determine  the  value  of  the  benefits 
and  advantages,  if  any,  of  such  street  or  alley  so  to  be  open¬ 
ed,  laid  out,  established,  or  widened,  as  the  case  may  he, 
to  the  respective  owners,  lessees,  and  other  persons  interest¬ 
ed  in  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  premises, 
any  part  of  which  is  required  for  the  opening,  laying  out, 
establishing,  or  widening  of  such  street  or  alley,  in  excess 
of  the  damages  which  the  owner,  lessee,  or  other  person  will 
sustain  by  the  opening,  laying  out,  establishing,  or  widening 
of  any  such  street  or  alley,  and  assess  afid  determine  the 
value  of  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  such  street  or  alley 
to  the  respective  owners,  lessees,  or  other  persons  interested 
in  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  premises  not 
required  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  opening,  establish¬ 
ing,  or  widening  any  such  street  or  alley,  but  fronting 
on,  or  to  front  thereon,  or  being  at  or  within  half  the 
distance  of  the  next  street  or  alley  thereto,  and  also  with¬ 
in  one  hundred  feet  of  the  boundary  of  the  street  or  alley  to 
be  laid  out,  opened,  established,  or  widened  on  each  side 
thereof,  and  which  the  jury  shall'  deem  to  be  benefited 
by  such  street  or  alley  in  respect  to  their  respective  estates 
and  interests  of  said  owners,  lessees,  and  other  persons  re¬ 
spectively,  so  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements,  heredita¬ 
ments,  and  premises;  but  the  issues,  testimony  and  verdict 
upon  such  appeal,  shall  be  confined  to  the  parties  appealing, 
and  the  jury  shall  not  reassess  any  damages  or  benefits  un¬ 
appealed  from. 

The  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  de¬ 
termination  of  the  matter  of  such  assessment.  On  an  ap¬ 
peal  from,  the  report  and  assessment  of  damages  and  bene¬ 
fits  the  fact  that  one  called  as  a  juror  is  a  taxpayer  within 
the  City  of  Astoria  shall  not  disqualify  him  from  sitting  as 
such  juror. 

115.  If  the  appellant,  or  any  of  them,  fail  to  recover 
greater  damages,  or  receive  a  more  favorable  assessment  of 
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benefits,  as  the  ease  may  be,  than  were  assessed  by  the  view¬ 
ers,  judgment  shall  be  rendered  against  them  ai'd  their 
sureties  on  the  appeal  bond  for  their  proportion  of  costs  of 
such  appeal  to  be  paid  pro  rata,  according  to  the  amount  of 
damages  and  benefits  assessed,  and  in  all  cases  against  the 
appellant  appealing  from  an  assessment  of  benefits  for  the 
amount  of  benefits  assessed  by  the  jury  against  them  and 
against  the  City  for  the  damages  assessed  to  the  owner  or 
other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements,  heredita¬ 
ments,  and  premises,  and  for  the  costs  of  such  appeal,  that 
are  not  adjudged  against  the  appellant. 

116.  The  same  costs  and  fees  shall  be  taxed  and  paid 
upon  such  appeal  as  are  allowed  in  other  actions. 

117.  The  power  and  authority  granted  to. the  Council 
by  this  Chapter  is  granted  to  the  municipal  corporation  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  to  be  exercised  according  to  the  {  revis¬ 
ions  of  the  Act  creating  such  corporation,  unless  otherwise 
specially  provided  therein ;  the  power  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  survey  of  any  street  or  alley,  or  to  appropriate  money  as 
herein  granted,  must  be  exercised  by  ordinance,  and  not 
otherwise. 


CHAPTER  X. 

OP  THE  POLICE  FORCE. 

COMMISSIONERS  MUST  BE  TAXPAYERS. 

Sec.  118.  The  police  force  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
shall  be  appointed  and  organized  by  three  Police  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  the  City  of  Astoria  who  shall  exercise  the  powers, 
duties,  and  authority  hereinafter  enumerated.  The  Police 
Commisioners  shall  be  residents,  voters,  and  tax  payers 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  the 
board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  made  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  with  the  consent  of  a  major¬ 
ity  of  the  Common  Council.  The  Commissioners 
shall  take  the  oath  of  office  required  of  other  City 
officers  and  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
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duties  upon  the  first  Monday  in  January  after  their 
election.  The  board  of  Police  Commissioners  shall  hold 
their  stated  meeting's  at  such  time  as  they  shall  agree  upon 
by  vote,  at  a  room  to  be  provided  by  the  Common  Council, 
and  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings.  They 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  who  shall  hold 
such  position  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elect¬ 
ed  and  qualified.  Special  meetings  of  the  board  may  he 
called  by  the  president  by  giving  notice  to  the  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  time  and  object  thereof.  The  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  shall  act  as  clerk  of  said  board  and  shall 
certify  to  the  Common  Council  the  names  of  all  persons 
appointed  to  office  by  said  board.  The  board  of  Police  Com¬ 
missioners  has  power,  and  it  is  their  duty,  within  said  City 
to  organize,  govern,  and  conduct  a  police  force  within  the 
City  of  Astoria,  and  to  that  end  may:  First,  appoint  a 
Chief  of  Police,  one  or  more  Captains  of  Police,  and  a  suit¬ 
able  number  of  regular  policemen.  Second,  remove  or  sus¬ 
pend  any  member  of  the  police  force,  including  the  Chief: 
and  Captains,  for  any  cause  which  they  may  deem  sufficient, 
to  be  stated  in  the  order  of  removal  or  suspension.  Third, 
make  all  necessary  or  convenient  rules  or  regulations  for 
the  organization  and  conduct  of  said  police  force,  for  the 
care  and  management  of  the  city  prison,  for  receiving  and 
hearing  complaints  against  any  member  of  said  force,  for 
the  removal  or  suspension  of  any  member  of  said  force,  and 
for  the  forfeiture  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  wages  that 
may  be  due  any  member  of  said  force  on  account  of  mis¬ 
conduct  or  negligence  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties;  and 
they  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
the  City  Charter  for  the  management,  control,  and  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  police  force. 

119.  The  term  of  office  for  a  Police  Commissioner 
shall  be  six  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified. 

120.  The  present  Police  Commissioners  shall  continue 
in  office  for  the  respective  terms  for  which  they  have  re- 
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spectively  been  elected,  and  the  successors  of  each  shall 
be  elected  at  the  time  prescribed  in  the  present  law,  and  so 
that  one  Police  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  every  two 
years. 

121.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  a  peace  officer,  and  must 
execute  all  process  issued  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
or  directed  to  him  by  any  magistrate  of  this  state.  He  may 
make  arrests  for  a  breach  of  the  peace  or  commission  of  a 
crime  within  the  limits  of  the  City,  with  or  without  a  war¬ 
rant,  as  a  peace  officer  may  do  under  the  laws  of  the  state. 
He  must  exercise  a  vigilant  control  over  the  peace  and  quiet 
of  the  City.  He  is  keeper  of  the  city  prison,  or  house  of  cor¬ 
rection,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the  board  of  Police 
Commissioners.  He  must  collect  all  delinquent  taxes  and 
assessments,  when  required  by  warrant,  and  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer  monthly.  He  must  attend  regularly  upon  the 
sittings  of  the  police  court,  and  the  meetings  of  the  Common 
Council  and  board  of  Police  Commissioners.  He  shall  have 
control  of  Captains  of  Police  and  Policemen,  when  they  are 
on  duty,  and  shall  see  that  the  City  ordinances  and  the  rules, 
orders,  and  regulations  of  the  Common  Council  and  board 
of  Police  Commissioners  are  observed  and  enforced.  He 
may  suspend  any  Captain  of  Police  or  Policeman,  when 
they  are  on  duty  until  the  case  shall  be  inquired  into  and 
determined  by  the  board  of  Police  Commissioners.  Before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  file  a  bond  in 
such  sum  as  the  board  of  Police  Commissioners  and  Com¬ 
mon  Council  may  require  and  subscribe  and  take  an  oath 
that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  Chief  of  Police 
and  Tax  Collector  during  his  continuance  in  office,  and  will 
account  for  and  pay  over  all  moneys  that  may  come  into 
his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office. 

122.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  receive  and  collect  the 
same  fees  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  assessments  as  are 
allowed  by  law,  or  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance,  which 
fees  he  shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer,  taking  duplicate 
receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  Audi- 
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tor  and  Police  Judge.  The  fees  earned,  received,  and  col¬ 
lected  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any  member  of  the  police 
force  in  the  police  court,  in  proceedings  for  a  violation  of 
a  City  ordinance,  or  a  crime  against  a  stat  law,  shall  be 
disposed  of  in  a  similar  manner. 

123.  The  Captains  of  Police  and  Policemen  shall  pos¬ 
sess  the  same  power  and  authority  as  the  Chief  of  Police 
in  making  arrests  and  serving  processes;  they  must  exercise 
a  vigilant  control  over  the  peace  "and  quiet  of  the  City. 
Every  Policeman  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties, 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  that  he  will  faithfully  perform 
his  duty  for  which  he  was  appointed. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS. 

124.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  not  bound  by  any 
contract  or  in  any  way  liable,  thereon,  unless  the  same  is 
authorized  by  City  ordinance,  and  made  in  writing,  and  by 
order  of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  or  some  other  person  duly  authorized,  on  behalf  of 
the  City.  But  an  ordinance  may  authorize  any  officer  or 
agent  of  the  City,  naming  him.  to  bind  the  City,  without  a 
contract  in  writing,  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

ROAD  TAXES. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

125.  All  road  taxes  collected  upon  property  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  all  poll  taxes  collected 
upon  persons  residing  therein,  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
City  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  collected  for  it,  and 
shall  be  expended  exclusively  upon  the  repair  of  roads, 
streets,  highways,  and  alleys  of  said  City,  and  shall  be  kept 
in  a  separate  fund,  known  as  the  “Street  Repair  Fund. 

126.  Xo  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but 
in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose  made 
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l)\  ordinance :  and  an  ordinance  making’  an  appropriation 
of  money  must  not  contain  a  provision  upon  any  other  sub¬ 
ject.  and  if  it  does,  such  ordinance  as  to  such  provision  shall 
he  void,  and  not  otherwise. 

127.  When  an  additional  ward  is  created  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  the  three  Councilmen  from  each  ward  shall,  at  the  first 
election  therefor,  be  elected  for  the  terms  of  one,  two,  and 
three  years,  respectively,  and  the  voting'  and  returns  there¬ 
of  shall  take  place  and  be  made  accordingly. 

128.  The  first  election  under  this  Act  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December.  1899. 


SALARY  OF  COUNCILMEN. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

129.  A  member  of  the  Common  Council,  for  words 
utteicd  hi  a  debate  therein,  shall  not  lie  cpiestioned  hi  any 
other  place.  Neither  the  City  of  Astoria  nor  any  of  the- 
members  of  the  Council  thereof  shall  in  any  manner  he 
held  liable  for  any  damages  resulting  from  a  defective  con¬ 
dition  of  any  street,  alley,  or  highway  thereof;  and  the 
Mayor  and  each  member  of  the  Common  Council  shall  re¬ 
ceive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  dollars  (.+100)  per  annum, 
from  which  shall  be  deducted,  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5)  for  each  time  that  the 
Mayor  or  member  of  the  Council  shall  be  absent  from  a 
meeting  of  the  Council. 

130.  The  present  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  and  all  officers  of  said  City,  excepting  the  Harbor 
Master,  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  term  for  which 
they  were  elected,  as  if  elected  or  appointed  under  this 
Act,  and  all  ordinances  of  the  City  now  in  force,  shall  con¬ 
tinue  in  force  until  repealed  by  the  Council. 

FISCAL  YEAR. 

131.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  com¬ 
mence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  end  on  the  last  day 
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of  December,  of  each  year,  and  during  any  such  year  the- 
rates  of  general  and  special  taxes  levied  must  not  exceed 
in  the  aggregate  two  per  centum. 

INDEBTEDNESS  OF  THE  CITY. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

132.  The  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall 
never  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $215,000 ;  and 
any  debt  or  liability  incurred  in  violation  of  this  section, 
excepting  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Act,  whether  by 
borrowing  money,  loaning  the  credit  of  the  City,  or  other¬ 
wise,  shall  be  null  and  void,  and  of  no  effect.  In  estimating 
the  indebtedness  of  the  City  provided  for  'n  this  Section, 
as  well  as  other  indebtedness  provided  for  in  this  Act,  no 
assets  or  resources  of  the  City  shall  be  taken  into  consider¬ 
ation,  but  all  warrants  issued,  and  all  liabilities  incurred, 
whether  for  salaries  of  officers,  or  for  ordinary  running  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  City,  whether  incurred  voluntarily  or  involun¬ 
tarily,  and  all  unpaid  interest  upon  municipal  bonds  and 
warrants,  except  where  there  is  cash  on  hand  accumulated 
in  a  fund  for  the  payment  thereof,  shall  be  taken  and  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  part  of  said  indebtedness. 

133.  In  any  suit,  action,  or  proceeding  in  any  court, 
concerning  any  assessment  of  property  or  levy  of  taxes 
authorized  by  this  Act,  or  the  collection  of  such  tax  or  pro¬ 
ceeding  consequent  thereon,  such  assessment,  levy,  conse¬ 
quent  proceeding  and  all  proceedings  connected  therewith, 
shall  be  presumed  to  be  regular  and  duly  done  or  taken, 
until  the  contrary  is  shown ;  and  when  any  proceeding,  mattei 
or  thing  is  by  this  Act  committed  or  left  to  the  discretion 
or  judgment  of  the  council,  such  discretion  or  judgment 
when  exercised  or  declared  is  final  and  cannot  be  reversed 
or  called  in  question  elsewhere. 

DEED  FOR  PROPERTY  SOLD. 

(Amendment  1901.) 

134.  In  making  a  deed  for  real  property  sold  foi 
delinquent  taxes,  or  a  delinquent  assessment  for  the  improve- 
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ment  of  a  street  or  sewer,  it  is  not  necessary  to  recite  or 
set  forth  the  proceedings  prior  to  the  sale,  but  it  is  sufficient 
if  it  substantially  appears  from  such  deed  that  the  property 
is  sold  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  from  the  City  of  Astoria, 
and  the  date  thereof,  together  with  the  date  of  sale  and  the 
amount  bid  thereat  by  the  purchaser;  and  such  deed  shall 
be  prima  facia  evidence  of  the  authority  to  make  the  sale, 
and  the  regularity  of  all  anterior  proceedings.  No  suit  or 
legal  proceedings  shall  be  instituted  to  set  aside  such  a  deed 
or  to  have  the  same  declared  void,  without  first  tendering 
to  the  purchaser  of  the  property  at  the  tax  or  assessment 
sale,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  whether  the  purchaser  be  the  City 
or  otherwise,  the  amount  bid  at  such  sale-  for  the  property, 
together  with  10  per  cent  penalty  on  said  amount,  with 
interest  on  the  amount  bid  at  such  sale  from  the  date  of 
sale,  and  all  taxes  and  assessments  paid  by  such  purchaser 
on  account  of  such  property,  with  legal  interest  thereon. 
And  in  any  suit  or  action  prosecuted  by  any  person  claim¬ 
ing  to  be  the  owner  of  any  property  under  a  tax  or  assess¬ 
ment  sale  for  the  recover  of  the  possession  of  such  property, 
the  defendant,  except  in  cases  where  the  taxes  or  assessments 
have  been  paid,  shall  tender  with  his  answer,  and  pay  in  court 
for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  of  the  tax  title,  the  amount  here¬ 
inbefore  required  to  be  tendered  in  an  action  brought  to  set 
aside  such  tax  deed.  The  style  of  the  warrant  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  delinquent  assessments  or  taxes  shall  be:  “In 
the  name  of  the  City  of  -Astoria.” 

135.  (Repealed  1901. 

136.  Real  property  when  sold  for,  or  to  satisfy  delin¬ 
quent  assessment  or  tax,  must  be  sold  for  United  States  gold 
or  silver  coin,  and  not  otherwise ;  and  any  one  applying  or 
seeking  to  redeem  property  so  sold  as  in  this  Act  provided, 
must  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  the  sum  necessary  therefor  in  such 
coin,  and  not  otherwise. 

137.  All  property,  real  and  personal,  subject  to  tax¬ 
ation  for  municipal  purposes,  shall  be  assessed  at  the  actual 
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cash  value  thereof,  and  real  property  not  laid  off  into  lots 
at  the  time  of  making  the  assessment  shall  be  assessed  at  its 
actual  cash  value  per  acre,  or  fraction  thereof. 

138.  All  City  ordinances  heretofore  passed  by  the 
municipal  authorities  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  force  when 
this  Act  takes  effect,  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  after 
this  Act  takes  effect,  and  thereafter  until  repealed  by  the 
Council;  all  rights  vested  or  liabilities  incurred  under  the 
Act  of  incorporation  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  any  City 
ordinance  when  this  Act  takes  effect,  shall  not  thereby  be 
lost,  impaired,  or  discharged. 

ORDINANCES  TO  BE  PUBLISHED. 

139.  The  Council,  as  soon  as  practicable,  after  this 
Act  takes  effect,  must  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  codi¬ 
fying  and  publishing  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  of  all  ordi¬ 
nances,  or  parts  thereof,  then  in  force,  and  for  the  pub¬ 
lishing  in  like  form  annually  thereafter,  the  City  ordinances 
for  the  current  year. 


CHAPTER  XII. 

WATER  COMMISSION. 

Sec.  140.  The  City  of  Astoria,  hereinafter  referred  to. 
as  “the  City,’’  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  or 
purchase,  keep,  conduct  and  maintain  water  works  therein, 
of  a  character  and  capacity  sufficient  to  furnish  the  City  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof  with  an  abundance  of  good,  pure  and 
wholesome  water  for  all  uses  and  purposes  necessary  for  the 
convenience  and  well  being  of  the  same,  and  also  one  or  more 
electric  light  plants  to  be  operated  by  water  or  other  power, 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  City  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  with  an  abundance  of  electric  lights  for  all  uses 
whatever,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sup¬ 
ply  the  City  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  electric  lights; 
and  to  that  end  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise  and 
own  and  possess  such  real  and  personal  property,  w  ithin  and 
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without  the  limits  of  the  City,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
persons  herein  authorized  to  construct,  purchase,  conduct, 
and  maintain  the  same,  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  con¬ 
venient,  and  for  such  purpose  may  also  issue  bonds  run¬ 
ning  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty 
years,  and  dispose  of  the  same  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
Provided ,  that  nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed 
to  limit,  restrict,  or  cut  oft'  any  power  or  authority  hereto¬ 
fore  given  the  Council  of  said  City,  and  the  rates  for  all 
water  or  light  furnished  the  City,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Section,  shall  be  such  as  may  be  mutally  agreed  iipon 
by  the  said  Council  and  the  hereinafter  mentioned  Commis¬ 
sion.  In  case  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  shall  at  any 
time  desire  to  acquire  for  any  purpose  herein  mentioned 
any  real  or  personal  property  or  franchise,  or  any  right  of 
way  upon  or  over  any  land  or  lands  without  or  within  the 
limits  of  the  City,  or  to  acquire  the  right  to  construct  and 
maintain  any  reservoir,  ditch,  aqueduct,  flume,  water 
pipes  or  water  pipe  line  over,  across  or  upon  any  such 
land  or  lands,  or  shall  desire  to  acquire  any  property,  real 
or  personal,  water  water  course,  or  water  and  riparian  rights 
within  or  without  said  City,  and  the  Water  Commission, 
through  its  chairman  and  secretary,  shall  certify  to  such 
Common  Council  that  it  has  been  unable  to  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the 
appropriation  thereof,  the  said  Common  Council  shall  by 
ordinance  direct  an  action  to  be  instituted  in  the  name 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  state  of 
Oregon  for  Clatsop  County,  to  condemn  and  appropriate  to 
the  use  of  such  City  such  property,  franchise,  right  of  way, 
water,  water  course,  water  and  riparian  rights,  and  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  any  such  action  to  sub¬ 
mit  any  question  to  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers,  inhabitants,  or 
voters  of  the  City.  Such  action  shall  be  commenced  and 
prosecuted  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  general  laws 
of  the  state  of  Oregon,  providing  and  regulating  the  mode 
of  proceeding  to  appropriate  land  by  private  corporations. 
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141.  The  power  and  authority  given  to  the  City  by 
Section  140  hereof,  to  construct  or  purchase  water  works 
and  electric  light  plants,  and  issue  and  dispose  of  bonds 
therefor,  shall  be  exercised  as  hereinafter  provided  by  the 
following  named  substantial  taxpayers  and  bona  tide  resi¬ 
dents  thereof,  namely:  J.  Q.  A.  Bowlby,  11.  0.  Van  Dusen, 
F.  A.  Fisher,  C.  4.  Trenchard,  S.  Elmore,  \V.  E.  Dement, 
and  Charles  S.  Wright,  who  shall  be  styled  collectively 
“The  Water  Commission,”  and  are  hereinafter  mentioned 
and  referred  to  as  The  Commission. 

142.  Within  thirty  days  from  the  time  this  Act  goes 
into  effect  the  seven  persons  named  in  Section  141  hereof 
shall  meet  at  some  convenient  place  in  the  City  on  the 
written  call  of  three  or  more  of  their  number,  published  in 
a  daily  paper  of  the  City,  for  not  less  than  three  days  before 
the  time  named  therein  for  said  meeting  and  organize  by 
the  election  of  a  presiding  officer  from  their  number,  who 
shall  be  styled  “The  Chairman  of  The  Commission"  and 
also  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  styled  “The  clerk  of  The  Commis¬ 
sion.” 


COMMISSION  TO  FILL  VACANCIES. 

143.  The  Commission  shall  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  that  body  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the 
City,  or  otherwise,  by  the  appointment  of  a  person  to  be 
a  member  thereof  who  is  a  bona  tide  resident  and  taxpayer 
of  the  City:  and  four  members  of  The  Commission  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  organization,  as 
well  as  the  transaction  of  all  other  business. 

144.  The  chairman  of  the  Commission  shall,  if  pres¬ 
ent,  preside  at  all  meetings  thereof,  and  in  case  of  his  ab¬ 
sence,  The  Commission  may  appoint  from  their  number 
a  chairman  for  the  time  being. 

145.  The  chairman  of  The  Commission  shall  execute 
all  written  contracts  on  behalf  thereof,  and  sign  all  orders 
for  the  payments  of  money  authorized  thereby. 
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146.  The  clerk  of  The  Commission  is  its  clerical 
officer,  and  lie  shall  make  and  keep  a  fair  minute  of  its  acts 
and  doings,  countersign  all  orders  authorized  by  it,  and 
signed  by  the  chairman,  for  the  payment  of  money, 
and  witness  all  written  contracts  signed  by  the  chairman 
on  its  behalf,  keep  its  accounts,  and  have  the  custody  of  its 
books  and  papers. 

147.  The  Water  Commission  shall  elect  a  treasurer 
who  shall  be  custodian  of  all  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of 
bonds,  and  all  moneys  coming  into  the  hands  of  The  Com¬ 
mission  or  any  of  the  officers  of  said  Commission.  He  shall 
give  bonds  in  such  sum  as  The  Commission  shall  decide 
upon,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  on  the  order  of  the  chair¬ 
man,  countersigned  by  the  clerk. 

148.  The  chairman  and  clerk  aforesaid  shall  also  do' 
and  perform  all  such  other  acts  and  duties  as  may  be  re¬ 
quired  of  them  or  either  of  them  by  The  Commission  or  this 
Act,  and  they  and  each  of  them  shall  hold  their  offices  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Commission,  and  the  clerk  and 
trasurer  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  The  Commis¬ 
sion  may  from  time  to  time  direct  or  prescribe. 

149.  The  Commission  may  also  from  time  to  time 
employ  and  discharge  such  other  agents,  workmen,  laborers, 
and  servants  at  such  compensation  or  wages  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
purpose  of  this  Act. 

150.  The  Water  Commission  shall  meet  in  the  City 
of  Astoria  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  least  once  a 
month,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  it  may  direct,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  it  may  provide,  and  all  meetings  of  said  Com¬ 
mission  shall  be  public;  and  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  not 
be  bound,  nor  be  in  any  way  liable  on  any  contract  made 
by  the  said  Water  Commission  or  any  servant  or  agent  or 
employee  thereof,  except  said  contract  be  duly  authorized 
by  resolution  of  said  Commission  passed  at  any  meeting 
thereof,  and  unless  said  contract  be  in  writing  and  signed 
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by  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  said  Commission ;  and  no 
agents,  servants,  or  employee  of  said  Commission  shall  have 
any  power  or  authority  to  incur  indebtedness  or  liability 
for  or  on  behalf  of  said  Commission  or  said  City  of  Astoria 
for  any  labor,  material,  or  for  any  work  outside  of  any  con¬ 
tract  of  said  Commission,  except  same  be  authorized  as 
herein  before  provided,  or  be  expressed  in  the  contract 
of  said  Commission. 

151.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  Act  into  effect 
The  Commission  is  authorized  to  issue  and  dispose  of  the 
bonds  of  the  City  of  the  denomination  of  from  $100  to 
$1,000,  as  the  purchaser  may  desire,  with  interest  coupons 
attached  thereto,  the  par  value  of  which  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  $500,000,  signed  by  its  chairman  and  counter¬ 
signed  by  its  clerk,  whereby  the  City  shall  be  held  and  con¬ 
sidered  in  substance  and  effect  to  undertake  and  promise, 
in  consideration  of  the  premises,  to  pay  to  the  bearer  of  each 
of  said  bonds  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  years  for 
which  the  same  are  issued,  which  must  not  be  less  than 
twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  the 
sum  named  therein  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  to¬ 
gether  with  interest  thereon  in  like  gold  coin  at  the  rate  of 
not  to  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly 
as  provided  in  said  coupons;  Provided ,  that  all  bonds  here¬ 
tofore  issued  by  The  Commission  under  the  authority  of  the 
existing  Charter,  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  therein 
contained,  shall  lie  deducted  from  the  amount  herein  author¬ 
ized  to  be  issued,  and  all  such  bonds  are  hereby  validated 
and  made  binding  obligations. 

152.  The  Commission,  or  a  majority  thereof,  has 
power  and  authority: 

1.  To  employ,  hire,  and  discharge,  from  time  to  time, 
all  such  agents,  workmen,  laborers,  and  servants  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  or  convenient  in  the  conduct  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  said  waterworks  and  said  electric  light  plants. 
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2.  To  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  conduct  and  management  of  the  same  by  the  City  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof. 

3.  To  establish  rates  for  the  use  and  consumption 
of  water  or  light  by  the  City  and  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
including  the  people  living  along  the  line  or  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  works  without  the  City,  except  that  such  rates  for 
the  City  shall  be  established  only  by  the  mutual  agreement 
and  consent  of  the  Council. 

4.  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  water  and  light 
rates  monthly,  in  advance  or  otherwise,  and  to  shut  off 
the  water  or  light  from  any  house,  tenement  or  place  for 
which  the  water  or  light  rate  is  not  duly  paid,  or  when  any 
rule  or  regulation  is  disregarded  or  disobeyed. 

153.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  each 
year,  the  Water  Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall 
make  a  written  statement  of  the  probable  cost  and  expense 
of  operating  and  maintaining  the  waterworks  system  and 
electric  light  plant,  in  case  any  exists,  during  the  year  next 
ensuing,  and  also  the  probable  cost  of  any  contemplated 
alteration,  improvement,  or  extension  of  such  water  works 
system  or  any  part  thereof,  or  said  electric  light  plant,  or 
both,  and  thereupon  said  Commission  shall  ascertain  and 
prescribe,  as  nearly  as  it  conveniently  can,  such  a  water  and 
light  rate  to  be  charged  to  the  consumers  of  water  and  light 
during  such  year  as  will  insure  sufficient  income  from  the 
sale  of  water  and  light  to  pay  said  estimated  expenses  and 
cost,  together  with  one  year’s  interest  on  the  bonds  which 
have  been  issued  by  said  Commission  and  are  outstanding, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  term  outstanding  as  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Section  of  this  Act  expressed. 

154.  The  Water  Commission  shall,  at  the  time  of  mak¬ 
ing  the  written  statement  and  estimate  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  Section  of  this  Act,  make  an  additional  estimate 
in  a  sum  equal  to  one  per  centum,  and  not  to  exceed  two 
per  centum  of  the  par  value  of  the  bonds  ment  ioned  in  the  said 
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preceding  Section  of  this  Act,  which  sum,  when  so  estimated, 
shall  also  be  considered  in  fixing  the  water  rate  and  light 
rate,  in  addition  to  the  cost,  expenses,  and  interest  the  esti¬ 
mate  of  which  is  provided  in  the  said  preceding  Section  of 
this  Act;  and  the  said  sum  herein  provided  for  as  an  ad¬ 
ditional  estimate  shall  also  be  collected  as  a  part  of  said 
water  and  light  rate;  and  said  sum  when  so  collected  shall  be 
kept  and  invested  under  the  direction  of  The  Commission, 
or  as  hereinafter  provided,  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  and  the  redemption  of  such  bonds.  The  said  Com¬ 
mission  is  hereby  granted  the  privilege,  in  its  discretion, 
of  investing  said  sinking  fund  in  the  bonds  or  warrants 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  to  that  end  may,  prior  to  the 
maturity  of  any  bonds  which  have  been  issued  by  said  Com¬ 
mission  and  are  then  outstanding  within  the  meaning  of 
the  word  outstanding  as  hereinafter  defined,  on  such  terms 
and  at  such  times  as  to  said  Commission  may  appear  ad¬ 
vantageous  to  the  City,  purchase  such  of  said  bonds  as  it 
may  be  able  to  acquire  with  the  said  sinking  fund.  Said 
bonds  when  so  purchased  shall  be  by  order  of  the  said  Com¬ 
mission  endorsed,  “Payable  only  on  the  order  of  the  chair¬ 
man  and  clerk  of  the  Water  Commission  of  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria,”  and  said  bonds  when  so  indorsed  shall  be  non-negotia- 
ble,  but  shall  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  said  Com¬ 
mission  and  shall  not  be  cancelled,  but  shall  be  deemed  out¬ 
standing  for  the  purpose  of  said  investment  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  additional  estimate  hereinabove  re¬ 
ferred  to.  Any  surplus  earnings  or  money  received  by  The 
Commission  from  any  source  and  not  included  in  the  said 
per  centum  herein  above  provided  for,  may,  at  the  discretion 
of  said  Commission,  be  carried  to  said  sinking  fund  for  the 
purposes  herein  above  expressed. 

155.  The  Commission  shall  cause  a  quarterly  statement 
in  detail  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  to  be  made  and 
signed  by  its  chairman  and  clerk,  and  filed  with  the  City 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  who  shall  preserve  the  same 
among  the  files  of  his  office,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to 
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be  published  in  at  least  one  daily  paper  of  the  City,  and  The- 
Commission  shall  cause  to  be  so  made,  filed  and  published,, 
as  a  part  of  its  last  quarterly  report  of  each  year,  an  inven¬ 
tory  or  statement  of  the  property,  implements,  and  material 
in  its  possession  or  control  pertaining  to  the  water  works 
and  electric  light  plants,  together  with  the  condition  and 
approximate  value  thereof. 

156.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  taxpayer,  within 
the  meaning  of  this  Act,  so  as  to  be  eligible  to  become  a 
member  of  the  Commission  under  this  Act,  unless  he  has 
paid  to  the  City,  within  a  year  before  his  selection  or  ap¬ 
pointment  to  such  position,  a  tax  of  not  less  than  $25.00 ; 
and  whenever  any  member  of  said  Commission  shall  fail  to 
pay  such  tax  to  the  City  for  one  year  he  shall  cease  to  be  a 
member  thereof,  and  his  place  therein  shall  be  deemed 
vacant  and  may  be  filled  accordingly. 

CHAPTER  XIII, 

BICYCLE  COMMISSION. 

Sec.  157.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  license  and  regulate  bicycles,  tandems, 
and  all  like  vehicles;  and  to  lay  out,  construct,  and  main¬ 
tain  paths  and  ways  both  within  and  without  the  corpor¬ 
ate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
foot  passengers  and  cyclists,  and  to  lease,  own,  acquire,  and 
appropriate  the  necessary  rights-of-way  over  private  prop¬ 
erty  whereon  to  lay  out  and  construct  such  ways,  both  with¬ 
in  and  without  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
and  to  prohibit  the  use  of  such  paths  or  ways  by  persons 
other  than  cyclists  and  foot  passengers,  and  to  punish  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  any  violation  of  any  of  the  by¬ 
law's  enacted  by  the  Commissioners  hereinafter  named.  The 
jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  police  court  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  shall  extend  to  and  be  coextensive  with  the- 
limits  of  such  paths  and  ways  wherever  located,  in  Clatsop 
county,  Oregon. 

158.  The  power  and  authority  given  to  the  City  of 
Astoria  by  the  foregoing  Section,  Section  157  hereof,  shall 
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be  exercised  exclusively  by  Frank  L.  Parker,  Y.  Boelling 
and  G.  C.  Fulton,  who  shall  be  styled  collectively,  “The 
Public  Ways  Commission.” 

159.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  time  this  Act  goes 
into  effect  the  three  parties  named  in  the  foregoing  Sec¬ 
tion,  Section  158  hereof,  shall  meet  at  the  council  chambers 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  on  the  written  call  of  any  one  of  said 
members,  and  shall  qualify  by  subscribing  and  filing  with 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  their  oaths  of  office,  sworn  to 
before  some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  which 
said  oath  of  office  shall  be  substantially  as  follows. 

We,  Frank  L.  Parker,  Y.  Boelling,  and  G.  C.  Fulton, 
being  each  first  duly  sworn,  on  oath  depose  and  say,  and 
each  for  himself  and  not  one  for  the  other,  says,  that  1  will 
faithfully  and  honestly  perform  the  duties  of  my  office  as 
a  member  of  the  Public  Ways  Commission  as  by  law  re¬ 
quired.  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  so  help  me  God. 


Subscribed  and  sworn  to  before  me  this 
day  of . 


The  said  three  members  shall  thereupon  organize  by 
the  election  of  a  president  from  one  of  the  members,  who 
shall  be  styled,  “President  of  the  Public  Ways  Commis¬ 
sion”:  and  also  shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  treasurer,  either 
from  one  of  the  members  or  some  competent  and  qualified 
person  who  shall  be  a  taxpayer  and  a  bona  vde  resident  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  who  shall  be  styled,  “Clerk  of  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Ways  Commission,”  and  “Treasurer  of  the  Public 
Ways  Commission,”  respectively.  The  clerk  and  treasurer 
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of  the  Public  Ways  Commission  shall  hold  office  according- 
to  the  pleasure  of  the  Public  Ways  Commission,  and  shall 
receive  no  compensation  whatever  for  their  services.  The 
Public  Ways  Commission  shall  have  authority  to  require 
bonds  of  the  treasurer  in  such  sum  or  amount  as  it  may 
deem  sufficient. 

160.  The  members  of  the  Public  Ways  Commission 
shall  receive  no  compensation  whatever  from  any  source 
for  their  services  hereunder.  A  majority  of  the  Public 
Ways  Commission  will  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  any 
business  or  perform  any  act  authorized  by  this  Act.  And  in 
addition  to  the  powers  herein  granted,  the  majority  of  said 
Public  Ways  Commission  shall  be  authorized  to  remove  any 
member  thereof  from  his  office  for  malfeasance,  inattention, 
or  incompetency.  But  any  member  ceasing  to  be  a  resident 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  said 
Commission. 

161.  In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  Public  Ways 
Commission  by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  otherwise, 
the  remaining  members  of  the  Public  Ways  Commission 
shall  be  authorized  to  elect  a  competent  person  to  fill  such 
vacancy,  but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  become  a  member 
of  said  Public  Ways  Commission  unless  he  shall  be  at  the 
time  of  his  election  a  bona  fide  resident  of,  and  a  taxpayer 
in  the  City  of  Astoria.  Any  person  appointed  to  fill  any 
vacancy  in  said  Commission  must  qualify  as  herein  pro¬ 
vided  within  five  days  after  said  appointment;  otherwise  he 
will  be  held  to  have  declined. 

162.  The  Public  Ways  Commission  shall  meet  at  the 
council  chambers  in  the  City  hall  at  least  once  in  each  month 
to  consider  and  take  action  upon  such  business  as  may  come 
before  it.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  such  times  as 
may  be  determined  by  either  the  president  or  any  two  mem¬ 
bers,  upon  written  call  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to 
such  special  meeting.  The  powers  herein  granted  to  the 
Public  Ways  Commission  shall  be  exercised  exclusively  by 
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it,  and  said  Public  Ways  Commission  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  make  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary, 
needful,  or  convenient  to  protect  all  boulevards,  paths,  and 
ways  by  it  maintained,  laid  out,  or  constructed,  and  to  reg¬ 
ulate  the  use  thereof,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  bicycles, 
tricycles,  tandems,  and  like  vehicles  thereon  within  and 
without  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and 
upon  the  public  streets  and  public  places  in  the  City  of 
Astoria.  All  lawful  by-laws  passed  and  enacted  by  said 
Public  Ways  Commission  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  any  person  or 
persons  violating  any  such  by-laws  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  the  police  court  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $50.  or  imprisonment  in  the  City 
jail  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  days,  or  both  fine  and  im¬ 
prisonment.  And  all  fines  collected  for  the  violation  of  any 
by-law  of  said  Public  Ways  Commission  shall  be  paid  over 
to  said  Commission  and  by  it  expended  in  the  construction, 
reconstruction,  and  maintenance  of  paths  and  ways  as 
herein  provided. 

163.  All  moneys  received  from  1' censes, ;  nd  all  moneys 
received  from  fines  or  forfeitures  as  herein  provided,  shall 
be  handled  exclusively  by  the  Public  Ways  Commission, 
and  shall  be  expended  by  it  for  the  construction,  recon¬ 
struction,  and  maintenance  of  boulevards,  paths,  and  ways 
within  or  without  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Public  Wavs  t  om- 
mission.  The  City  of  Astoria  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  indebtedness  created  by  said  Public  Ways  Commission 
in  any  sum  or  amount  over  and  above  the  amount  of  mone\ 
collected  and  received  by  said  Commission,  and  on  hand  at 
the  creation  of  said  indebtedness.  And  all  indebtedness 
created  by  said  Commission  shall  be  payable  onl\  b\  war¬ 
rants  on  its  own  treasurer,  and  not  by  a  warrant  issued  by 
the  City  of  Astoria,  or  any  fund,  nor  can  any  court  be 
required  to  compel  the  City  of  Astoria  to  levy  any  tax 
for  the  payment  of  any  indebtedness  created  by  said  Com* 
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mission.  All  such  indebtedness  shall  be  paid  exclusively 
by  fines,  licenses,  and  forfeitures  collected  by  said  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  not  otherwise,  and  it  shall  he  held  in  all  the  courts 
that  any  person  contracting  with  said  Public  Ways  Com¬ 
mission  shall  be  considered  to  have  incorporated  in  such 
contract,  whether  verbal  or  written,  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  Section. 

164.  The  Public  Ways  Commission  shall  be  the  ex¬ 
clusive  judges  of  the  necessity  for  and  extent  of  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  any  private  property,  either  within  or  without 
the  City  of  Astoria,  for  the  purpose  of  construction  of  or 
maintaining  thereover  boulevards,  paths,  or  ways,  and  shall 
have  the  right  to  appropriate  or  lease  rights-of-way  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  or  maintaining  thereover  boule¬ 
vards,  paths,  or  ways  as  herein  provided,  which  powers 
shall  he  exercised  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  pro¬ 
cedure  as  provided  for  the  appropriation  of  lands  by  the 

ater  Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  but  all  expenses 
shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  Public  Ways  Commission; 
but  suit  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Public  Ways  Commission. 

165.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  and 
all  of  the  police  officers  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to  see  that  all 
by-laws  of  the  Public  Ways  Commission  are  duly  enforced, 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  such  officers  to  arrest  all* 
violaters  of  such  by-laws,  and  to  execute  all  lawful  orders 
of  said  Public  Ways  Commission. 

166.  The  Public  Ways  Commission  are  further  author¬ 
ized  and  empowered  to  pass  such  by-laws  as  !t  shall  consider 
necessary  and  convenient,  to  confiscate,  appropriate,  and  sell 
any  vehicle  herein  authorized  to  he  licensed  when  the  owner 
or  possessor  shall  refuse  to  pay  such  license  as  may  be  re¬ 
quired  by  said  Commission,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  said  Commission 
and  used  by  such  Commission  in  constructing,  reconstruct¬ 
ing,  laying  out,  or  maintaining  paths  or  -ways. 
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167.  All  paths  and  ways  laid  out,  constructed,  or  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Public  Ways  Commission  hereunder  shall  be 
public  ways,  free  to  the  exclusive  use  of  cyclists  and  foot 
passengers  only. 

168.  The  clerk  of  the  Public  Ways  Commission  is 
hereby  required  to  keep  a  true  and  correct  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Public  Ways  Commission ;  and  such 
records  shall  be  considered  public  records,  and  copies  duly 
certified  to  by  the  clerk  of  said  Commission  shall  be  held  to 
be  sufficient  proof  thereof. 

169.  An  act  entitled  “An  act  to  incorporate  the  City 
of  Astoria,  in  Clatsop  County,  State  of  Oregon,  and  to  re¬ 
peal  an  act  entitled  ‘An  act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  As- 
taria,  in  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  approved  October  20, 
1876,'  ’’  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  Febru¬ 
ary  18,  1891,  and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

170.  Inasmuch  as  the  power  and  authority  of  the 
Water  Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria  with  reference  to 
contracts  and  the  investment  of  its  sinking  fund  is  not 
sufficiently  defined  by  the  present  Charter,  this  Act  shall 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  twelve  days  after  its  approval 
by  the  governor  of  the  state  of  Oregon.

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ORDINANCE  No.  1341. 


AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  OFFENSES  AND  DISORDERLY 

CONDUCT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

PROFANE  AND  ABUSIVE  LANGUAGE. 

Section  1.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  any  violent,  riotous,  or  disorderly  conduct,  or  who 
shall  use  any  profane,  abusive,  or  obscene  language  in  any 
street,  house,  or  place  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  whereby 
the  peace  or  quiet  of  the  City  is  or  may  be  disturbed,  or  who 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  indecent  or  immoral  act  or  practice  in 
said  City,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  police  court, 
be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding  100  days,  or  both, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

ASSAULT  AND  BATTERY. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  any  assault,  or  assault  and  battery,  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
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misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  in  the  police 
court,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  days. 

FIGHTING. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  disturb 
the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  fighting,  quar¬ 
relling,  or  being  engaged  in  any  riotous  assemblage,  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  in  the  police  court,  be  fined  not  to 
exceed  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to 
exceed  100  days. 

RESISTING  OFFICER. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  resist 
any  peace  officer,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  assist  any  peace 
officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  who  shall,  by  any 
means  whatsoever,  aid  or  assist  any  person  in  his  custody, 
upon  a  charge  of  a  violation  of  a  City  ordinance,  in  his 
endeavor  to  escape  from  custody,  whether  such  escape  is 
effected  or  not,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdmeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  police  court,  .shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

DRUNKENNESS. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  found 
drunk  in  any  public  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  or  who  shall  disturb  the  peace  and 
quiet  of  any  of  its  inhabitants  by  yelling,  whooping,  or 
singing  in  a  rude  or  boisterous  manner,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  in 
the  police  court,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to 
•exceed  100  days. 

THROWING  RUBBISH  IN  STREETS. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  throw  or 
deposit  in  any  street,  sidewalk,  or  footpath  in  the  City  of 
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Astoria,  any  broken  glass,  bottles,  crockery,  nails,  or  other 
substances  whatever,  or  deposit  or  throw  any  paper  in  the 
streets  of  the  City,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  in  the  police  court,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

DRIVING  OVER  SIX  MILES  AN  HOUR. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  or  persons  shall  ride  or  drive  any 
horse  or  horses,  mule  or  mules,  or  beast  of  burden  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  at  a  greater  speed 
than  six  miles  per  hour,  and  over  the  piled  or  bent  work 
roadways  the  speed  shall  not  exceed  four  miles  per  hour. 
Any  person  or  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

WEIGHT  OF  LOADS  HAULED. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  or  persons  shall  drive  or  use  any 
truck,  dray,  cart,  or  other  vehicle  without  having  attached 
to  the  body  thereof  a  suitable  chain  or  brake  for  locking  the 
wheels  thereof,  and  no  person  shall  load  upon  any  dray, 
truck,  cart,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  under  his  or  her  control, 
a  greater  load  than  two  and  one  half  tons  at  any  one  time 
for  transportation  through  the  streets  of  the  City.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$5.00  nor  more  than  $100.00,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  City 
jail  not  to  exceed  50  days. 

CRUELTY  TO  ANIMALS. 

Sec.  9.  Any  person  who  shall  cruelly  beat,  torture, 
misuse,  deprive  of  food,  or  otherwise  treat  any  animal  with 
cruelty  shall  l>e  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
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conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  be  punished  by 
a  tine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 


CURFEW. 

Sec.  10.  No  minor  shall  be  permitted  to  go  abroad  or 
wander  upon  the  streets,  or  in  any  public  place  in  the  City 
of  Astoria,  after  the  hour  of  eight  o'clock,  p.  m.,  during  the 
months  of  November,  December,  January,  February,  March, 
and  April,  and  after  the  hour  of  nine  o’clock,  p.  m.,  during 
the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  August,  September,  and 
October  of  each  year,  unless  accompanied  by  the  parents  or 
guardian  of  such  minor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief 
of  Police  to  tap  the  fire  bell- in  No.  2’s  engine  house  three 
taps,  and  the  engineer  of  Columbia  Engine  Company,  No.  3, 
to  tap  the  fire  bell  on  said  engine  house,  and  the  janitor  of 
the  upper  Astoria  school  to  tap  the  bell  on  said  school  house 
three  times  at  the  hours  mentioned,  after  which  any  minor 
found  upon  the  street  or  in  any  public  place,  except  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  liable  to  arrest,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  of  each  police  officer 
to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  enforced. 
No  minor  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  visit  or  be  in  any 
variety  theater,  dance  hall,  or  saloon.  Any  minor  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be¬ 
fore  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $2.00  nor  more  than  $25.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  tin* 
City  jail,  not  to  exceed  12  days. 


ROAMING  STREETS. 

Sec.11.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  found  roam¬ 
ing  the  streets  of  the  City  at  night,  after  the  hour  of 
twelve  o  clock,  without  having  any  lawful  business  upon 
the  streets  at  the  time,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police 
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court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor 
more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  to  exceed  100  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 


EXHIBITING  CRIPPLES  OR  DEFORMED  PERSONS. 

Sec.  12.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  exhibit  or 
cause  to  be  exhibited  upon  the  streets,  or  in  any  public  place 
within  the  City,  any  cripple,  maimed,  or  deformed  person, 
they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished 
by.  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days, 

BEGGING. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  crippled,  maimed,  or  deformed  person 
shall  beg  upon  the  streets,  or  in  any  public  place,  he  shall 
be  deemed  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

CARRYING  GARBAGE  ON  SIDEWALKS. 

Sec.  11.  If  any  person  or  persons  .shall  carry  any 
basket  or  baskets,  bucket  or  buckets,  bag  or  bags,  or  anv 
other  thing  suspended  or  attached  to  poles,  across  or 
upon  the  shoulders,  or  shall  carry  any  rubbish,  garbage, 
swill,  or  filth,  so  as  to  be  offensive  to  pedestrians  upon  any 
sidewalk,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be 
punished  hv  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days. 


HAULING  GARBAGE. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  person  shall  remove,  transfer  through 
or  over  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  any  swill,.

or  garbage,  except  in  a  tightly  covered  box  or  apparatus, 
or  in  such  manner  as  will  prevent  the  contents  thereof 
from  being  deposited  in  the  public  street,  or  from  being 
exposed  in  the  open  air  during  such  process  of  transporta¬ 
tion,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  tnan 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

CUTTING  WOOD  ON  SIDEWALKS. 

Sec.  16.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  cut,  saw,  or 
split  any  wood  upon  the  sidewalk  of  any  improved  stfieet 
within  the  City,  he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police 
court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $2.00 
nor  more  than  $50.00.  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  to  exceed  25  days. 

POSTING  BILLS. 

Sec.  17.  If  any  person  shall  post,  stick,  stamp,  paint, 
or  otherwise  affix,  or  cause  to  be  done  by  another,  any  notice, 
placard,  bill,  poster,  or  advertisement,  to,  or  upon,  any  side¬ 
walk,  curb,  or  curbstone,  lamp  post,  hydrant,  shade  tree, 
or  tree,  or  upon  any  gate,  gate  post,  awning,  or  awning 
post,  horse  post,  telegraph,  telephone,  or  electric  light  post, 
or  upon  any  building,  wall,  or  part  thereof,  without  first  ob¬ 
taining  permission  from  the  owner,  agent,  or  occupant  of 
such  premises  or  property,  or  who  shall  in  any  manner  de¬ 
face  any  building,  fence,  or  property,  of  another,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

CUTTING  WOOD  ON  SUNDAY. 

Sec.  18.  No  person  shall  cut,  saw,  split,  carry  or  pile 
any  wood  or  fuel  on  the  streets  of  the  City  on  the  first  day 
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of  the  week,  commonly  called  Sunday,  or  the  Lord’s  day. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  25  days. 

SOLICITING  FOR  HOUSES  OF  ILL  FAME. 

Sec.  19.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  solicit  any 
person  to  visit  or  enter  a  house  of  ill  fame-,  or  bawdy  house, 
or  any  house  or  place  kept  for  the  purpose  of  lewdness,  or 
prostitution,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days. 


ASSUMING  TO  BE  AN  OFFICER. 

Sec.  20.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  falsely  as¬ 
sume  to  be  a  Chief  of  Police,  Captain  of  Police,  Policeman, 
or  other  officer  of  the  City,  and  shall  take  upon  himself  to 
act  as  such,  or  who  shall  wear  the  adopted  uniform  of  the 
police  force,  unless  he  is  a  duly  elected  or  appointed  officer, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction,  be¬ 
fore  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

DISCHARGING  FIRE  ARMS. 

Sec.  21.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  fire  off  or 
discharge  any  ordnance,  gun,  pistol,  rifle,  or  other  fire-arm, 
within  the  City  limits  of  Astoria,  or  any  fire-works,  or  fire¬ 
crackers  of  any  kind  or  description,  in  that  portion  of  the 
City  west  of  Salmon  street,  north  of  Wall  street,  or  Court 
street,  and  east  of  Madison  street,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
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$5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days;  Provided,  that  the  Mayor 
may  permit,  upon  national  holidays,  and  other  days  of  pub¬ 
lic  celebration,  the  same. 

BREACH  OF  PEACE  IN  BAR  ROOMS. 

Sec.  22.  Any  keeper  of  a  bar  room  or  drinking  shop 
who  shall  permit  any  breach  of  the  peace,  or  disturbance  of 
public  decorum  or  order,  or  noisy  or  disorderly  conduct  on 
the  premises,  when  it  is  in  his  or  her  power  to  prevent  it, 
or  who  shall  give  or  sell  to  any  person  already  intoxicated 
any  intoxicating  liquor,  or  to  any  person  under  the  age  of 
legal  majority,  or  who  shall  allow  or  permit  any  minor  to 
remain  in  or  about  any  bar  room  or  drinking  shop,  under 
his  or  her  control,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days. 

EMPLOYING  WOMEN  IN  BAR  ROOMS. 

Sec.  23.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  bar  room  or  drink¬ 
ing  shop  who  shall  permit  or  employ  any  woman  to  act  as 
waitress,  or  bar-tender,  or  sing,  or  dance,  or  to  serve  in  any 
other  capacity  in  such  bar  room  or  drinking  shop,  or  who 
shall  permit  any  theatrical  or  minstrel  show,  exhibition,  or 
concert  to  take  place  in  such  bar  room  or  drinking  shop, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

SMOKING  OPIUM. 

Sec.  24.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  smoke 
opium  in  any  house  or  place  kept  for  the  purpose  of  smok¬ 
ing  opium,  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  found  in 
any  house  or  place  kept  for  the  purpose  of  smoking  opium, 
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shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  con¬ 
viction,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ed  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days.  In  all  prosecu¬ 
tions  for  violation  of  this  Section,  common  reputation  of 
the  house  or  place  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  support 
of  the  complaint. 


SMOKING  OPIUM. 

Sec.  25.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  smoke 
opium  in  any  house  or  place  kept  for  the  purpose  of  smoking 
opium,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days.  Any  room, 
hall,  or  apartment  in  any  building  in  which  such  opium  is 
allowed  to  be  smoked  in  by  others,  by  the  owner  or  occupant 
thereof,  or  by  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  building  in 
which  such  room  is  situated,  shall  be  deemed  an  opium  joint 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Section. 

BATHING  IN  COLUMBIA  RIVER. 

Sec.  26.  No  person  shall  bathe  in  the  waters  of  the 
Columbia  river  within  the  limits  of  the  City  between  the 
hours  of  6  o'clock  a.  m.  and  eight  o'clock  p.  m.,  without 
wearing  a  suitable  bathing  suit  which  shall  cover  the  body 
from  the  waist  to  the  knees.  Any  person  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police 
court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor 
more  than  $100.00.  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not 
to  exceed  50  days. 

STANDING  ON  STREETS. 

Sec.  27.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  stand  in 
or  upon  the  street  or  sidewalk  within  the  City  limits,  after 
being  notified  to  move  on  by  any  police  officer,  shall  be 
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deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  25  days. 

BEAN  SHOOTERS. 

Sec.  28.  If  an  person  or  persons  shall  use,  or  cause 
to  be  used,  any  bean  shooter,  air  gun,  or  other  contrivance 
or  invention,  used  in  shooting  or  throwing  beans,  stones, 
pebbles,  shot,  or  other  substance  or  thing,  in  or  upon  any 
street,  park,  lane,  or  other  public  place  in  the  City,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

OBSTRUCTING  SIDEWALKS. 

Sec.  29.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  obstruct 
any  sidewalk  of  the  City  with  goods,  merchandise,  or  other 
substance,  either  as  a  display  of  goods,  or  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  after  being  notified  to  remove  said  goods,  or  mer¬ 
chandise,  or  other  substance,  by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  Sup¬ 
erintendent  of  Streets,  and  shall  allow  said  goods,  wares, 
merchandise,  or  other  substances,  to  remain  on  said  side¬ 
walk  for  a  longer  period  than  two  hours  after  being  so 
notified,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATION  OF  ORDINANCE. 

Sec.  30.  In  all  cases  of  conviction  for  any  of  the 
offenses  mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  the  court  shall  ad¬ 
judge  the  offender  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  prosecution,  and 
shall,  in  default  of  payment  of  fine  and  costs,  commit  the 
offender  to  the  City  jail  for  a  term  of  imprisonment  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  100  days,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  term  of  impris- 
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eminent  in  the  City  jail  in  lieu  of  fine  shall  not  be  fixed, 
the  offender  shall  he  imprisoned,  in  default  of  payment  of 
fine,  one  day  for  each  $2.00  of  such  fine. 

Sec.  31.  That  ordinance  No.  991,  entitled  “Concern¬ 
ing-  offenses  and  disorderly  conduct,”  approved  August  10, 
1887,  he,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  VAGRANCY  AND  PROVIDING  FOR 

THE  PUNISHMENT  THEREOF. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

VAGRANCY. 

Section  1.  That  all  idle  or  dissolute  persons  who  have 
no  visible  means  of  living',  or  lawful  occupation,  or  employ¬ 
ment  by  which  to  earn  a  living;  all  persons  who  shall  be 
found  within  the  City  limits  begging  the  means  of  support 
in  public  places,  or  from  house  to  house,  or  who  shall 
procure  a  child  or  children  to  do  so;  all  persons  living  in  or 
about  houses  of  ill  fame  or  ill  repute,  or  who  shall  lodge  in 
or  about  such  houses,  shall  be  deemed  vagrants,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  police  court  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $20.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Sec.  2.  That  ordinance  No.  987,  entitled  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  defining  vagrancy  and  providing  for  the  punishment 
thereof,”  approved  August  1,  1887,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1900. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  SUPPRESS  BAWDY  HOUSES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

PUNISHMENT  FOR  KEEPING  BAWDY  HOUSES. 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  open,  set  up,  or  keep,  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  any  bawdy  house,  or  any 
person  who  shall  open,  set  up,  or  keep,  or  shall  knowingly 
assist  or  aid  in  setting  up  or  keeping  any  bawdy  house,  or 
who  shall  be  found  in  any  such  house,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  police  court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $20.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  jail  not  less  than  10  nor  more  than  100  days,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

COMMON  FAME  IS  EVIDENCE. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  prosecution  under  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  common  fame  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  support 
of  the  complaint,  and  every  house  or  place  used  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  prostitution,  fornication,  or  lewdness,  shall  be  taken 
and  deemed  to  be  a  bawdy  house  within  the  meaning  of 
this  ordinance,  and  any  person  residing  in  any  such  house 
or  place  with  a  knowledge  of  its  .character,  shall  be  conclu¬ 
sively  presumed  in  any  prosecution  against  such  person  or 
persons  for  setting  up  or  keeping  such  house,  to  keep  the 
same. 

Sec.  3.  That  ordinance  No.  72,  entitled  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  to  suppress  bawdy  houses.”  approved  May  23,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  MINORS  FROM  PLAYING  CARDS, 
BILLIARDS,  POOL,  OR  OTHER  GAMES  IN  ANY  SALOON, 
OR  IN  ANY  PLACE  KEPT  FOR  CARDS  OR  BILLIARD  PLAY¬ 
ING. 


The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  minor  shall  be  allowed  to  fre¬ 
quent  or  visit  any  saloon  or  other  place  where  games  of 
any  kind  are  played,  or  where  billiards,  pool,  pigeon  hole, 
or  bowling  alleys  are  conducted  or  run;  any  minors  who 
shall  frequent  or  visit  any  such  places  as  heretofore  men¬ 
tioned,  or  any  keeper  or  proprietor  thereof  who  shall  per¬ 
mit  any  minor  to  remain  in  or  about  such  place,  or  to  play 
any  such  games,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding 
100  days.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1784. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PREVENT  AND  SUPPRESS  GAMING  AND 
GAMBLING  HOUSES,  AND  ALL  PLACES  WHERE  ANY 
GAME  WHERE  CHANCE  PREDOMINATES,  IN  PLAYING  FOR 
ANYTHING  OF  VALUE,  AND  TO  PUNISH  ANY  PERSON  WHO 
ENGAGES  IN  ANY  SUCH  GAME,  OR  KEEPS  OR  FREQUENTS 
ANY  SUCH  HOUSE  OR  PLACE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  open,  set  up,  or  keep, 
either  as  owner,  proprietor,  keeper,  manager,  employe, 
with  or  without  hire,  lessee,  or  otherwise,  any  gaming  or 
gambling  house,  or  any  house  or  place  where  any  banking 
or  any  other  game  is  played  with  cards,  dice,  cheen,  buttons, 
or  any  other  device,  for  anything  of  value,  whether  the 
same  be  played  for  money,  checks,  or  credits,  or  any  other 
representative  of  value. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  in  any  house, 
room,  or  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  engage  in,  or  play  in  or  at,  or  bet  at,  or  upon  any 
game  played  with  cards,  dice,  cheen,  buttons,  or  any  other 
device,  for  anything  of  value,  whether  the  same  be  played 
for  money,  checks,  credits,  or  other  representative  of  value. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  corpor¬ 
ate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  frequent,  or  go  into,  or 
visit  any  gaming  or  gambling  house,  or  place  mentioned  in 
Section  1  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  corpor¬ 
ate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  set  up,  or  keep,  either  as 
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owner,  proprietor,  keeper,  manager,  employe,  with  or 
without  hire,  lessee,  or  otherwise,  any  kind  of  gambling 
table,  or  gambling  device  adapted,  devised  and  designated 
for  the  purpose  of  playing  any  game  of  chance,  for  money 
or  property,  or  induce,  or  entice,  or  permit  any  person  or 
persons  to  bet  or  play  at,  or  upon,  any  such  gambling  table 
or  gambling  device,  or  upon  any  game  played  at,  or  by 
means  of  such  table  or  gambling  device,  or  on  the  side  of  or 
against  the  keeper  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  open,  set  up,  or  keep,  any  house, 
shop,  or  place  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  gambling,  or 
permit  or  suffer  any  person  or  persons  in  any  house,  shop, 
or  place,  under  his  control  or  care,  to  play  at  any  game  for 
anything  of  value,  whether  the  same  be  played  for  money, 
checks,  credits,  or  other  representative  of  value. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  corpor- 
porate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  invite,  entice,  or  per¬ 
suade,  any  person  or  persons,  to  frequent,  go  into,  or  visit 
any  gaming  or  gambling  house  mentioned  in  this  ordinance, 
or  to  engage  in,  or  play  at,  or  in,  or  bet  at,  or  upon,  any 
banking  or  other  game  played  with  cards,  dice,  cheen, 
buttons,  or  any  other  device,  for  anything  of  value,  whether 
the  same  be  played  for  money,  checks,  ci’edits,  or  any  other 
representative  of  value,  or  to  engage  in,  play  at,  or  in,  or  bet 
at,  or  upon,  any  of  the  games  or  gambling  devices  mentioned 
in  this  ordinance  for  anything  of  value. 

Sec.  7.  Every  per- on  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $25.00  and  no  more  than  $200.00,  or  in  default  of  the 
payment  of  such  fine,  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  more  than  90  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison¬ 
ment. 
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Sec.  8.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  all  Policemen  in  the  employ  of  the  City,  to  see- 
that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  strictly  enforced..

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  MINORS  FROM  BEING  ON  THE 

STREETS  AFTER  CERTAIN  HOURS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
shall  be  permitted  to  go  abroad  upon,  or  wander  about  the 
streets,  alleys,  parks,  or  other  public  grounds  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  after  the  hour  of  nine  o’clock  p.  m.  from  the  first 
day  of  May  to  the  first  day  of  November,  and  after  the  hour 
of  eight  o’clock  p.  m.  from  the  31st  day  of  October  to  the 
1st  day  of  May,  unless  such  minor  shall  be  accompanied  by 
his  or  her  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  control 
of  such  minor;  any  minor  who  shall  violate  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
•'City  jail  not  to  exceed  10  days. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  enforced. 

Sec.  3.  That  Section  16,  of  ordinance  No.  991,  en¬ 
titled  “An  ordinance  concerning  offense  and  disorderly 
conduct,”  approved  August  10,  1887,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  OBSTRUCTION  OF  STREETS, 

AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PUNISHMENT  THEREOF. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Three  or  more  persons  shall  not  stand  together 
or  near  each  other  in  any  street  or  upon  any  sidewalk  in 
the  City,  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  there¬ 
in  for  vehicles  or  passengers.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  all  Police  officers  to  order  any  persons 
offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  Section  to  move  on, 
and  if  the  persons  so  ordered  or  requested  do  not  forthwith 
obey,  they  shall  each  upon  conviction  thereof  in  Police  court 
be  fined  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty  days.

TO  PREVENT  THE  DESTRUCTION  OF  CERTAIN  PROPERTY,  AND 

TO  PREVENT  THE  FASTENING  OF  BOATS,  RAFTS,  OR  OTHER 

PROPERTY  TO  THE  ROADWAYS  WITHIN  THE  CORPORATE. 

LIMITS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  A.STORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  cut,  burn,  or  in  any  manner  destroy  or  appro¬ 
priate  to  their  own  use  any  property  found  upon  the  shore 
or  bank  of  the  Columbia  river,  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  in  the  County  of  Clatsop  and  State 
of  Oregon,  being  the  property  or  belongings  of  another, 
without  first  giving  three  days'  notice  by  publication  in  a 
daily  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  fasten  any  boat,  raft,  or  other  property  to  any 
pile,  brace,  or  other  portion,  or  part,  of  any  street  roadway 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  to  moor 
or  place  and  leave  any  such  boat  or  raft  or  other  property 
in  a  place  where  the  same  will  come  in  contact  with  any 
such  roadway,  or  to  unload  or  deposit  on  anv  such  roadway 
any  goods,  merchandise,  or  material. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  convicted 
of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  hundred  dolars. 

Sec.  4.  Ordinance  numbered  112,  and  all  other  ordi¬ 
nances,  and  parts  of  ordinances,  in  conflict  with  this  ordi¬ 
nance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PREVENT  ANIMALS  AFFECTED  WITH  CON¬ 
TAGIOUS  DISEASES  FROM  BEING  AT  LARGE. 


The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  the  owner 
or  owners  of,  or  person  or  persons  exercising  ownership 
or  control  over  any  horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  dog, 
or  other  animal  affected  with  the  glanders,  or  the  disease 
commonly  called  the  epizootic,  or  with  any  other  contagious 
or  infectious  disease,  to  be  at  large  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  any  person  or  persons  be¬ 
ing  the  owner  or  owners  of,  or  who  exercises  owner¬ 
ship  or  control  over  any  such  animal  or  animals  affected 
with  any  such  disease,  and  who  permits  such  animal  or  ani¬ 
mals  to  be  at  large,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  City, 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Judge  of  said 
City,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  for  the  first 
offense  and  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  for  the  second  of¬ 
fense,  and  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  subse¬ 
quent  offense,  and  in  every  case  shall  be  imprisoned  in 
the  jail  of  said  City  until  the  fine  and  the  costs  of  the  action 
are  paid,  not  to  exceed  twenty  days.  This  ordinance  shall 
he  in  force  from  and  after  its  approval  by  the  Mayor  of  this 
City.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  MANNER  OF  TAKING  CASH 

DEPOSITS  FOR  THE  RELEASE  OF  PRISONERS  AND  THE  FOR¬ 
FEITURE  OF  TIIE  SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  at  any  time  before  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  trial,  in  the  police  court,  of  persons  arrested  for 
the  violation  of  a  city  ordinance,  the  Police  Judge  must 
make  an  order,  signed  with  his  name  of  office,  for  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  the  defendant  from  custody  upon  the  defendant 
depositing  with  the  Chief  of  Police  the  sum  of  money 
named  by  said  judge. 

Sec.  2.  The  order  for  the  discharge  of  the  defendant 
shall  be  to  the  following  effect : 

“To  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any  Captain  of  Police  or 
Policeman  of  the  City  of  Astoria:  A.  B.,  who  is  detained 
by  you  to  answer  (state  charge)  having  made  a  deposit  of 

. dollars  to  answer  the  same,  you  are  commanded 

forthwith  to  discharge  him  from  your  custody.” 

Sec.  3.  When  money  has  been  so  deposited,  if  it 
remain  on  deposit  at  the  time  of  a  judgment  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  money,  the  Chief  of  Police,  under  the  direction  of 
the  court,  shall  apply  the  money  in  satisfaction  thereof,  and 
after  satisfying  the  same,  must  refund  the  surplus,  if  any, 
to  the  defendant. 

Sec.  4.  If,  without  sufficient  excuse,  the  defendant 
neglect  or  fail  to  appear  for  arraignment,  or  for  trial  or 
judgment,  or  upon  any  other  occasion  when  his  presence  in 
court  may  be  lawfully  required,  or  to  surrender  himself  in 
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execution  of  the  judgment,  the  court  must  direct  the  fact  to 
be  entered  in  its  journal;  and  the  deposit  is  thereupon 
forfeited. 

Sec.  5.  When,  by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  the  defend¬ 
ant  to  appear  at  the  time  set  for  trial,  he  has  incurred  a 
forfeiture  of  his  deposit,  as  provided  in  Section  4,  the 
Police  Judge  may,  by  an  order  entered  upon  the  journal 
of  the  police  court,  direct  his  arrest  and  commitment  to  cus¬ 
tody,  and  his  detention  until  legally  discharged. 

Sec.  6.  The  order  of  recommitment  of  the  defendant 
must  recite  generally  the  facts  upon  which  it  is  founded. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Judge  to 
keep  a  suitable  book  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  names  of 
persons  making  application  to  be  discharged,  the  amount  of 
deposit  required,  and  the  date  thereof,  said  book  to  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  committee  on  Health  and  Police. 

Sec.  8.  Neither  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any  Captain 
of  Police,  or  any  Policeman,  shall  admit  any  prisoner  to  bail 
or  take  a  deposit  in  lieu  thereof,  except  as  provided  in  this 
ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  WORKING  OF  CITY  PRISON¬ 
ERS. 

1'he  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  hereafter  all  City  prisoners,  dur¬ 
ing  the  term  of  their  imprisonment  or  commitment,  shall 
be  liable  to  work  upon  the  public  squares,  lots,  blocks,  en¬ 
gine  houses,  streets,  cisterns,  sewers,  and  other  property  of 
the  City,  or  property  of  which  the  City  has  direct  charge  or 
control,  and  in  cleaning  all  crossings  of  streets  in  the  C  ity, 
when  so  required  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  apply  to  the  Chief  of  Police  at  his  office  at  or  be¬ 
fore  the  hour  of  7  o’clock  a  .  m.,  and  at  or  before  the  hour  of 
one  o’clock  p.  m.,  of  each  day  of  the  week,  Sundays  ex¬ 
cepted,  for  the  City  prisoners  to  work  on  the  public  streets 
and  property  of  said  City,  and  if  there  are  any  person  or 
persons  confined  in  such  jail  under  sentence  for  violation  of 
a  City  ordinance,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  deliver  such 
person  or  persons  into  the  custody  of  such  Superintendent 
of  Streets,  and  if  necessary  shall  furnish  a  guard  sufficient 
to  prevent  the  escape  of  such  prisoners. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  prisoners  must  labor  as  herein  pro¬ 
vided  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
and  if  necessary  they  may  be  shackled. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  labor  more 
than  ten  hours  in  one  day.  If  any  prisoner  shall  refuse  to 
labor  when  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  he, 
for  every  such  refusal,  shall  be  closely  confined  in  the  City

jail,  with  no  food  except  bread,  and  no  drink  except  water, 
for  a  period  of  twenty-four  hours,  or  may  he  compelled  to 
go  upon  the  streets  with  a  ball  and  chain  attached  to  his 
leg*. 


Sec.  5.  On  or  before  the  second  day  of  each  month 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  hie  with  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  a  statement  containing  the  names  of  pris¬ 
oners  who  shall  have  performed  work  during  the  preceding 
month,  together  with  the  number  of  days  of  work  performed 
by  each  prisoner,  the  kind  of  work  performed,  and  the  ag¬ 
gregate  days’  work  performed  by  prisoners  under  his  di¬ 
rection  during  said  preceding  month. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  at  all  times  to  employ  City  prisoners,  at  any  point, 
or  at  any  work  designated  by  a  majority  of  the  Committee, 
or  chairman  of  the  Committee,  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  re¬ 
quire  any  female  to  perform  labor,  nor  to  require  any 
prisoner  to  labor  on  Sunday.  The  term  “prisoner  ’  or  “City 
prisoners,”  as  used  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  construed  to 
include  all  persons  who  have  been  or  may  be  hereafter  sen¬ 
tenced  to  imprisonment  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  committed  to  prison  for  the  non¬ 
payment  of  any  fine  imposed  for  the  violation  of  such  ordi¬ 
nance,  and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  8.  That  ordinance  Xo.  161,  entitled,  “To  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  working  of  City  prisoners,  '  approved  April  4, 
1877,  ordinance  No.  418,  entitled,  “To  provide  for  working 
City  prisoners,”  apporved  July  20,  1881,  and  all  ordinances, 
and  parts  of  ordinances,  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PREVENT  AND  PUNISH  TRESPASS  UPON  REAL. 

OR  PERSONAL  PROPERTY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  if  any  person  within  the  incorporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  wilfully  and  with  force 
and  violence  enter  upon  the  improved  lands  of  another, 
after  having  been  forbidden  by  the  owner  or  party  in  pos¬ 
session  of  said  lands  not  to  do  so,  or  shall  interfere  with  the 
personal  property  of  another  with  force  and  violence  and 
against  the  will  of  the  owner,  or  who  shall  enter  upon  the 
premises  of  another  in  the  night  time  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  of  the  premises,  in  or  about  the  premises,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  trespass,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  said  City,  shall 
be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  less  than  two  days 
or  more  than  twenty-five  days.

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  ride 
a  bicycle  dow  n  any  grade  or  slope  in  a  street  or  public  high¬ 
way  in  the  City  of  Astoria  without  keeping  his  feet  upon 
the  pedals  thereof,  or  to  ride  a  bicycle  upon  a  sidewalk  in 
said  street  or  highway  in  said  City:  and  any  person  violat¬ 
ing  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  thirty  dol¬ 
lars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  for  not  less  than 
two  nor  more  than  fifteen  days  for  each  offense.

Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more  than  $5.00,  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.

Section  1.  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
scatter,  leave  or  distribute  upon  any  street  in  the  City  of 
Astoria  any  hand  bills  or  advertisements  of  printed  matter 
used  for  the  purpose  of  advertisements,  and  any  person 
violating  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $3.00  nor  more  than  $10.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  for  not  less  than  one  day  and 
a  half,  nor  more  than  five  days.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  WOMEN  FROM  LOITERING  OR  BE¬

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  woman  shall  be  allowed  to  remain 
in,  loiter  about,  or  solicit  drinks  in  any  bar-room,  clrinkinu 
shop,  club  or  gambling  room  of  any  saloon  in  the  City  of 
Astoria. 

Sec.  2.  Any  woman  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  or  found  in  or  about  any  bar  room,  club 
or  gambling  room,  or  who  shall  solicit  any  person  to  drink  in 
such  saloon,  bar  room,  gambling  or  club  room,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  (  ity  Jail  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  twelve  days 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
upon  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  and  ap¬ 
proval  by  the  Mayor.

FASTENING  THE  SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  (has  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  owner,  em¬ 
ployee,  or  driver  of  any  team  consisting  of  wagon,  buggy, 
truck,  hack,  express  wagon,  carriage,  or  other  vehicle,  drawn 
by  one  or  more  horses  or  mules,  to  permit  or  allow  said  team 
in  his  charge  or  under  his  control,  to  stand  upon  any  of 
the  public  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria  without  first  se¬ 
curely  fastening  and  securing  the  same,  so  as  to  prevent  run¬ 
aways;  Provided ,  that  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any 
teams  when  the  owner,  agent,  employee,  or  driver  is  present 
with  the  team.  Said  horses  or  mules  shall  be  fastened  by 
means  of  a  rope  or  strap  attached  to  a  weight  sufficient 
to  hold  said  horses  or  mules,  or  tied  to  a  hitching  post,  or 
any  other  secure  fastening. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police- 
Judge  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  exceeding 
20  days.

Whereas,  the  health  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  inhabi¬ 
tants  thereof  is  daily  endangered  by  microbes  or  germs  of 
disease  arising  from  the  saliva  caused  by  expectorating  or 
spitting  upon  the  public  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
tending  to  impair  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  City, 
causing  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  now  therefore, 

The  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  expectorate  or  spit  upon  the  sidewalks  of  the 
City  or  upon  the  lioor  or  carpets  of  any  public  hall,  meeting 
house,  or  assembly  room,  or  upon  the  floor  of  any  street 
car. 


S53.  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  be  fined  not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more  than 
$10.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  exceeding 
five  days. 


Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
each  police  officer  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  strictly  enforced.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  INTERFERENCE  WITH  EMPLOYES 

OF  THE  ASTORIA  PAID  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  in  any  way  interfere  with  any  of  the  employes 
of  the  Astoria  Paid  Fire  Department  or  the  Chief  Engineer, 
Engineers,  Drivers,  Extramen,  or  other  employes  while  in 
discharge  of  their  duty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  shall  he  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$5.00  nor  more  than  $100.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
Jail  not  exceeding  50  days.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2284. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  INTERMENTS  IN  TIIE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA. 


'The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  allowed 
or  permitted  to  inter  or  cause  to  be  buried  any  deceased 
person  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  forbidden  to  issue  permits 
therefor. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  Jail  not  exceeding  20  days.

ORDINANCE  NO.  1009. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  AND  RE¬ 
MOVAL  OF  NUISANCES  AND  TO  PUNISH  THOSE  WHO  AUl.OW 
OR  MAINTAIN  THEM. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

ANIMALS  NOT  TO  BE  KILLED  IN  CITY  LIMITS. 

Section  1.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  kill  or 
slaughter  within  the  City  limits  any  animal  or  animals,  the 
flesh  of  which  is  intended  to  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale;  and 
no  person  shall  keep  in  any  yard,  pen,  corral,  or  enclosure, 
within  the  City  limits,  any  beeves,  sheep,  swine,  or  other  ani¬ 
mals  for  sale,  or  to  be  slaughtered,  for  a  longer  period  than 
three  days. 


THROWING  MEAT  IN  STREET. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall  cast  or  keep  in  or 
adjoining  any  street,  lane,  alley,  square,  or  public  place, 
public  wend,  or  in  any  yard,  lot,  block,  or  premises  within 
the  City  limits,  or  in  the  Columbia  river  between  the  east¬ 
ern  boundary  of  the  City  and  the  western  boundary  thereof, 
any  putrid,  unsound,  unwholesome,  or  refuse  meat,  or  flesh 
of  any  animal  or  fish,  whether  salted  or  otherwise,  or  any 
hides,  or  skins  of  any  kind,  or  the  whole  or  part  of  any 
dead  animal,  or  fish,  or  any  unsound,  putrid,  or  unwhole¬ 
some  substance,  or  the  offal,  garbage,  or  offensive  part  of 
any  animal  or  fish. 

STAGNANT  WATER. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  or  persons  shall  permit  or  suffer  to 
accumulate  in  or  upon  any  yard,  lot,  place,  or  premises,  or 
upon  any  street  or  sidewalk  adjacent  to  or  abutting  upon 
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any  lot,  block,  place,  or  premises,  owned  or  occupied  by  him 
or  them,  or  for  which  he  or  they  may  be  agent  or  agents, 
within  the  City  limits,  any  stagnant  or  impure  water,  refuse 
vegetables,  decayed  or  decaying  substances,  garbage  or  filth 
of  any  kind,  nor  suffer  such  yard,  lot,  place  or  premises  to 
be  or  remain  in  such  condition  to  cause  or  create  a  noisome 
or  offensive  smell  or  atmosphere,  or  thereby  to  be,  become  or 
create  or  cause  a  public  nuisance;  Provided ,  that  no  person 
shall  be  prosecuted  for  a  violation  of  this  Section  unless  such 
violation  shall  continue  for  twenty-four  hours  after  he  or 
they  have  received  the  notice  provided  in  section  eight  of 
this  ordinance. 

SWINE,  SHEEP,  GEESE. 

Sec.  4.  Any  swine,  sheep,  goats,  geese,  or  ducks  kept 
within  the  City  shall  be  kept  in  proper  enclosures,  and 
such  enclosures  shall  be  kept  properly  cleaned  and  free  from 
stench :  and  whenever  such  pen  or  enclosure  shall  become  a 
nuisance  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  abate  and  remove  the 
same,  at  the  cost  of  the  owner,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  be¬ 
fore  the  Police  Court  in  case  of  refusal  of  such  owner  to  pay 
the  same. 


PRIVIES. 

Sec.  5.  No  pei’son  who  is  the  owner  or  occupant  or 
agent  for  any  house,  store,  building,  or  premises  in  the  City 
of  Astoria,  to  which  a  privy  belongs,  or  appertains,  shall  use 
or  keep  the  same  in  such  condition  as  to  cause  a  noisome  or 
offensive  smell  so  as  to  become  a  nuisance. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed,  or  use  any  privy  or 
cess  pool  under  the  sidewalk  in  front  of.  or  adjoining,  any 
property  owned  or  occupied  by  them  or  him,  and  every  day 
which  such  person  or  persons  shall  use,  or  permit  to  be  used, 
such  privy  or  cess  pool,  after  receiving  the  notice  provided' 
in  Section  8  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  a  new  and 
separate  offense. 
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AWNINGS. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
on  Fire  and  Water,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  (or  a  majority 
of  them)  any  building  or  awning  within  the  City  limits 
shall  become  so  much  injured  by  fire,  decay,  or  on  account 
of  defective  material  used  in  the  construction  thereof,  or 
from  any  other  cause,  as  to  be  dangerous  to  surrounding 
property,  or  in  danger  of  falling  down,  the  same  shall  be 
deemed  a  nuisance  and  shall  be  by  them  so  declared,  and 
they  shall  forthwith  file  such  declaration  in  the  office  of 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  who  shall  forthwith  furnish 
to  the  Chief  of  Police  a  certified  copy  of  such  declaration, 
to  be  served  by  him  upon  the  owner  of  such  property,  or  in 
case  of  his.absence  from  the  City,  upon  his  agent.  And  any 
owner  of  such  building,  or  in  the  case  of  the  absence  of 
such  owner  from  the  City,  his  authorized  agent,  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  or  repair  such  building  or  awn¬ 
ing  for  three  days  after  being  ordered  so  to  do  by  the  Chief 
of  Police,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  up¬ 
on  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  fined  in 
a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars.  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty  days;  and 
each  day  that  such  building  or  awning  shall  so  stand,  after 
such  conviction  shall  be  deemed  a  new  and  separat  offense. 

DUTY  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE, 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  he  in¬ 
formed  of  the  existence  of  any  nuisance  prohibited  by  Sec¬ 
tions  two,  three,  and  five,  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  immedi¬ 
ately  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  an  examination  of  the 
yard,  lot,  place,  or  premises,  on  which  it  is  charged  that 
such  nuisance  is  suffered  or  permitted,  and  if  a  nuisance  is 
found  to  exist  thereon,  or  to  exist  in  or  upon  any  street, 
gutter,  or  sidewalk  adjacent  to,  or  abutting  upon  said  yard, 
lot,  place,  or  premises,  he  shall  forthwith  give,  or  cause  to 
be  given,  to  either  owner,  agent,  or  occupant  of  such  yard, 
lot,  place,  or  premises,  or  to  all  of  them,  a  notice  to  remove 
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or  abate  such  nuisance;  and  if  such  nuisance  shall  not  be 
removed  or  abated  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  no¬ 
tice,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  cause  the  owner  or  occupant 
of,  or  agent  of,  such  property  to  be  arrested  in  the  Police 
Court,  and  if  he  or  they  shall  be  convicted,  the  Chief  of 
Police  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  and  shall  be, 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  remove  any  obstructions  that 
it  may  be  necessary  to  remove  in  order  to  reach  and  re¬ 
move  or  abate  such  nuisance.  The  expense  of  the  removal 
of  any  nuisance  by  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  in  the  first  instance,  but  the  same  shall  be<  taxed  as 
part  of  the  costs  in  such  case,  and  be  recovered  by  the  City 
from  the  owner,  agent,  or  occupant  notified  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 


PENALTY. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
Police  Court,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  less 
than  five  days  nor  more  than  twenty  days,  and  in  all  cases 
of  conviction  the  costs  of  the  case  together  with  the  cost  of 
removing  or  abating  the  nuisance,  shall  be  taxed  against 
the  defendant. 

►Sec.  10.  That  ordinance  No.  454  entitled  ‘ ‘  To  provide 
for  the  prevention  and  removal  of  nuisances,”  approved 
March  15,  1882,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  891. 


AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  PRESERVATION  OF  HEALTH  AND  PRE¬ 
VENTION  OF  DISEASE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  (toes  ordain  as  followi.' 

CUBIC  AIR. 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  disease 
and  preserving  health  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  use  any  tenement  house,  or  other  building  used 
as  a  sleeping  apartment  within  the  City  of  Astoria  which 
contains  less  than  five  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of 
air  or  space  for  each  and  every  person  lodging  in  such 
house  or  apartment. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sleep  or  lodge  in 
any  house,  room,  or  apartment  containing  less  than  five 
hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air  space  in  the  clear,  for 
each  and  every  person  occupying  said  room. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  violating  Section  one  or  two 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  he  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  to 
exceed  twenty  days. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
members  of  the  police  to  make  examination  of  premises, 
where  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  persons  are  living  in 
overcrowded  houses  in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  and  upon 
examination,  if  persons  are  found  violating  this  ordinance, 
to  arrest  any  person  violating  the  same  and  take  the  person 
or  persons  before  the  Police  Judge  for  trial.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1014. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  SECURE  THE  PROTECTION  OF  PROPERTY  AND 
PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CLEANLINESS  AND  ORNAMENT  OF  THE 
CITY. 


The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

CATERPILLARS. 

Section  1.  The  owners  and  occupants  of  all  occupied 
premises  are  hereby  required  whenever  necessary  to  clean 
out  by  burning,  trimming,  or  otherwise,  the  caterpillars 
from  all  trees  upon  the  premises  owned,  occupied,  or  for 
which  they  are  agents  within  the  City  limits. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  permit  caterpillars  to 
remain  in  or  upon  any  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  him, 
or  any  owner  or  agent  of  any  unoccupied  premises,  who 
shall  permit  caterpillars  to  remain  upon  such  premises  after 
written  notice  from  the  Chief  of  Police,  shall,  upon  convic¬ 
tion  thereof,  before  the  Police  Court,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  twenty  dollars,  or  ten  days’  imprisonment  in 
the  City  Jail. 


THISTLES. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
insert,  or  cause  to  be  inserted,  in  the  official  paper  of  the  City 
a  notice  requiring  all  thistles  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
to  be  cut  down,  dug  up,  or  destroyed.  Every  owner  or 
occupant  of  all  occupied  premises,  and  every  owner  or  agent 
of  all  unoccupied  premises  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  who  shall  permit  or  allow  any  thistles  to  blossom  or 
grow  upon  such  premises,  or  in  front  of,  or  abutting  upon 
the  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  them,  or  for  which  they 
are  agents,  after  the  publication  of  the  notice  herein  men- 
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tionecl,  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Police  Court, 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  ten  days. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  strictly  en¬ 
forced.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2707. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROTECT  THE  HEALTH  OP  THE  INHABI¬ 
TANTS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE 
CLEANLINESS  OF  THE  CITY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  kill  or  slaughter  within 
the  City  limits  any  animal  or  animals,  the  flesh  of  which  is 
intended  to  be  offered  for  sale,  and  no  person  shall  keep 
in  any  yard,  pen,  corral,  or  other  inclosure  within  the  City 
limits  any  beeves,  cattle,  or  sheep  for  sale,  or  to  be  slaugh¬ 
tered,  for  a  longer  period  than  three  days ;  and  no  swine 
shall  be  kept  in  any  corral,  pen,  or  inclosure  within  the  City 
limits  nearer  than  one  hundred  feet  from  any  dwelling  or 
residence. 


Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  permit  or  suffer  to  accumu¬ 
late,  or  stand  in,  or  upon,  any  yard,  lot,  place,  or  premises, 
or  upon  any  street,  or  sidewalk,  adjacent  to  or  abutting  up¬ 
on  any  lot,  block,  place,  or  premises,  owned  or  occupied  by 
him,  or  for  which  he  is  agent,  within  the  City  limits,  any 
cess  pool,  stagnant  or  impure  water,  refuse,  vegetables,  de¬ 
cayed  or  decaying  substances,  garbage,  rubbish,  or  filth  of 
any  kind,  nor  suffer  such  yard,  lot,  place,  or  premises  to 
be  or  remain  in  such  a  condition  as  to  cause  or  create  a 
noisome  or  offensive  smell  or  atmosphere,  or  thereby  to 
be,  become,  cause,  or  create  a  public  nuisance. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  who  is  the  owner,  or  occupant,  or 
agent  of  the  owner  of  any  house,  store,  building,  or  prem¬ 
ises  within  the  City  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  suffer 
or  permit  to  be  maintained  upon  said  premises,  or  in  such 
house  or  building,  any  privy  or  cesspool,  or  filthy  or  stag- 
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riant  water  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any  street  in  which 
a  sewer  exists,  without  causing'  such  privy  or  cesspool  to  he 
connected  with  such  sewer,  with  proper  closed  drain  con¬ 
nections,  and  such  connections  kept  unobstructed,  and  the 
drain  pipe  shall  consist  of  terra  cotta  sewer  pipe,  or  iron, 
or  other  material  not  subject  to  decay  or  injury  from  acids, 
and  the  manner  of  making  the  connections  and  the  size  of 
ithe  pipe  shall  be  such  as  to  drain  such  cesspool,  privy,  or 
stagnant  water,  and  to  preevent  the  gas  from  the  sewer 
from  escaping  through  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  inform¬ 
ed  of  the  existence  of  any  refuse,  vegetables,  decayed  or  de¬ 
caying  substance,  garbage,  rubbish  or  filth  of  any  kind 
upon  any  premises,  or  place,  mentioned  in  Section  2  of  this 
ordinance,  he  shall  notify  in  writing  the  owner  of  such 
premises  to  remove  the  same  within  twenty-four  hours  from 
the  date  of  the  service  of  such  notice,  and  to  disinfect  the 
premises  by  sprinkling  lime  or  other  disinfectants  thereon, 
and  in  case  of  failure  to  do  so  within  said  time,  he  shall 
arrest  such  person  so  notified.  Upon  the  conviction  of  such 
person  in  the  Police  Court  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  cause  the 
premises  to  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  at  the  expense  of 
the  City  of  Astoria.  All  fines  collected  for  violation  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as 
the  “Nuisance  Fund,"  and  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  cleaning  premises  and  abating  nuisances.  Whenever  the 
Chief  of  Police  shall  be  informed  of  the  existence  of  any 
privy,  cesspool,  or  stagnant  water  mentioned  in  Section 
3  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  served 
upon  the  owner,  occupant,  or  agent  of  the  owner  of  the  prem¬ 
ises  upon  which  such  cesspool,  privy,  or  stagnant,  or  filthy 
water  stands,  to  connect  the  same  with  the  nearest  sewer 
within  forty-eight  hours  from  the  date  of  the  service  of  such 
notice,  and  in  case  such  owner,  occupant,  or  agent,  upon 
whom  such  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  fail  to  make  such 
connection  within  said  time,  he  shall  be  arrested  and  tried 
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in  the  Police  Court.  For  each  day  that  such  owner,  occu¬ 
pant,  or  agent  shall  delay  in  making  such  connection,  after 
forty  eight,  hours’  notice  to  make  the  same,  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  5.  Where  stagnant  water,  cesspools,  or  filthy 
water  can  he  removed  only  by  filling  a  lot,  or  lots,  or  any  block, 
on  account  of  the  same  being  below  the  level  of  the  adja¬ 
cent  sewer,  the  fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  City  by  the 
Chief  of  Police,  which  report  shall  describe  the  lots  that 
it  is  necessary  to  fill. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
and  police  officers  to  see  that  this  ordinance  is  strictly  en¬ 
forced. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Police  Court, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ^3  0.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00,  or  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  days,  or  by  both  fine  and 
imprisonment.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2703. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ORNAMENT  OF  THE  CITY 

OF  ASTORIA  AND  THE  REMOVAL  OF  ALL  DECAYED  AND  DI¬ 
LAPIDATED  STRUCTURES  THEREIN. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  or 
agent  of  the  owner,  of  each  building  in  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria,  within  the  established  fire  limits,  that  has  upon  the 
same  a  shingle  roof,  to  cause  the  same  to  he  thoroughly 
painted  with  red  fire-proof  mineral  paint  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner,  or  agent  of  the  owner,  of  any 
building  or  structure  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  which  is 
in  a  ruinous  or  dilapidated  condition,  so  as  to  be  unfit  for 
use,  or  dangerous  to  any  person  in  the  same,  or  upon  the 
streets,  or  of  any  building  partially  destroyed  by  fire  so  as 
to  present  a  ruinous  or  unsightly  appearance,  shall  cause 
such  building  to  he  taken  down  and  removed  within  one 
week  from  the  time  such  owner,  or  agent  of  the  owner,  shall 
be  notified  in  writing  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  to  see  that  this  ordinance  is  strictly  enforced. 

Sec.  J.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  Jail  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  days, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2299. 


AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  NUISANCES,  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PRE¬ 
VENTION  AND  REMOVAL  OF  NUISANCES,  AND  TO  PUNISH 

PERSONS  MAINTAINING  OR  REFUSING  TO  ABATE  THE  SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  all  slaughter  houses,  oil  works,  hog¬ 
pens.  cow  stables,  cesspools,  glue  and  glucose  factories,, 
manufactories  or  any  place  where  putrid  flesh  of  animals 
or  fish  is  deposited,  and  places  where  stagnant  water  ex¬ 
ists.  are  hereby  declared  nuisances. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  in¬ 
formed  of  the  existence  of  any  nuisances  prohibited  by 
Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  immediately  examine 
the  premises  where  the  same  exists,  and  if,  in  his  opinion, 
a  nuisance  exists  as  prohibited  by  Section  1,  he  shall  im¬ 
mediately  cause  notice  to  be  served  upon  the  occupant  or 
owner,  or  in  their  absence,  the  agent  or  manager  of  said 
premises,  to  vacate  the  same  within  twenty-four  hours; 
Provided ,  that  all  nuisances  requiring  the  removal  of  build¬ 
ings,  machinery,  etc.,  the  owner,  or  occupant  thereof,  shall 
be  allowed  not  to  exceed  twenty  days  to  remove  or  abate 
the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company,  or 
corporation  who  shall  have  been  notified,  who  shall  fail, 
refuse,  or  neglect  to  abate  or  remove  a  nuisance  as  provided 
by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  exceeding  300  days.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1195. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  IMPOSE  AND  REGULATE  THE  MANNER  OP 
ISSUING  AND  COLLECTING  LICENSES  IN  TIIE  CITY  OP 
ASTORIA. 


The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  person,  firm,  company,  or  cor¬ 
poration  shall  be  engaged  in,  prosecute,  or  carry  on  any 
trade,  business,  or  profession  hereinafter  mentioned  and 
described,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  until 
he,  she,  or  they  shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  therefor 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  every  person,  firm,  company,  or  cor¬ 
poration  required  by  this  ordinance  to  obtain  a  license  to 
engage  in  any  trade,  business,  or  profession,  for  which  a 
license  is  required  by  this  ordinance,  shall  pay  to  the  City 
of  Astoria,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  such  sums 
as  are  herein  provided. 

DUTY  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  collect  all  licenses  required 
to  be  taken  out  by  this  ordinance,  and  he  shall  give  his  re¬ 
ceipt  for  all  money  paid  to  him  for  such  licenses,  on  re¬ 
ceipts  furnished  him  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  as 
herein  provided.  The  person  to  whom  such  receipt  is  given 
shall  present  the  same  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
who  shall  issue  the  license  for  which  such  receipt  calls  for, 
in  the  manner  herein  provided.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall, 
immediately  after  receiving  any  money  for  licenses,  deposit 
the  same  with  the  City  Treasurer,  taking  a  duplicate  re¬ 
ceipt  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
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Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  the  other  to  be  retained  by 
him.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  furnish  the  Chief 
of  Police  with  receipt  books,  the  receipts  of  which  shall  be 
numbered  consecutively  with  a  corresponding  number  on 
the  stubs,  and  each  book  shall  be  charged  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  when  delivered  to  him,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  as  herein  provided.  When  all  receipts  are  used  the 
Chief  of  Police  shall  return  the  stubs  to  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  and  shall  he  credited  with  the  same. 

MUST  PRODUCE  LICENSE. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  every  receipt  issued  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  every  license  thereon  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 

N 

Judge,  to  be  taken  out  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
contained  and  set  forth  the  purpose,  trade,  business,  or  pro¬ 
fession  for  which  such  license  is  granted,  and  the  name  and 
place  of  abode  of  the  one  taking  out  the  same;  if  by  a  ped¬ 
dler,  whether  authorized  to  travel  on  foot  or  with  one  or 
more  animals,  the  time  for  which  such  license  is  to  run,  and 
the  date  or  time  of  granting  such  license.  Every  person 
'exercising  or  carrying  on  any  trade,  business,  or  profession, 
or  doing  any  act.  for  which  a  license  is  required,  shall,  on 
demand  of  any  City  officer,  produce  such  license,  and  un¬ 
less  he  or  they  shall  do  so,  he,  she  or  they  may  be  taken 
^nd  deemed  to  have  no  license.  And  in  case  any  peddler 
shall  refuse  to  produce  his  or  her  license  when  demanded 
by  any  officer,  said  officer  may  seize  the  animal,  wagon,  or 
contents,  or  pack,  or  bundle,  or  basket  of  any  person  refus¬ 
ing,  and  hold  the  same  until  the  license  is  produced.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  officer  to  arrest  any  person 
or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  forthwith  take  such 
person  or  persons  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to 
be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  in  case  more  than  one  pursuit,  employ¬ 
ment,  or  occupation  hereinafter  described,  shall  be  pursued 
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or  carried  on  in  the  same  place,  by  the  sani3  person  at  the 
same  time,  license  must  be  taken  out  for  each,  according  to 
the  rate  severally  prescribed. 

WHEN  DUE. 

Sec.  6.  All  licenses  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  known  as  annual,  semi-annual, 
quarterly,  weekly,  and  daily.  Annual  licenses  shall  expire- 
on  the  31st  day  of  December  of  each  year.  Semi-annual 
licenses  shall  expire  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  and  the  31st 
day  of  December  of  each  year.  Quarterly  licenses  shall  ex¬ 
pire  on  the  31st  day  of  March,  30th  day  of  June,  30th  day 
of  September,  and  31st  day  of  December  of  each  year.  No 
license  shall  be  issued  for  a  less  period  than  the  full  annual, 
semi-annual,  quarterly,  or  weekly  term,  and  no  deduction 
shall  he  made  for  a  part  of  a  term.  All  licenses  shall  be 
dated  from  the  first  of  the  month  in  which  the  liability 
therefor  accrued.  Daily  licenses  may  be  issued  at  any 
time. 


LICENSE  NOT  TRANSFERABLE. 

Sec.  7.  No  license  granted  or  issued  under  any  or 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  in  any  manner 
assignable  or  transferable,  or  authorize  any  person  other 
than  is  therein  mentioned  or  named  to  do  business,  or 
authorize  any  business  to  be  done  other  than  is  therein 
mentioned  to  be  done  or  transacted,  or  the  business  therein 
mentioned  to  be  done  or  named  to  be  done  or  transacted  at 
any  other  place  than  is  therein  mentioned  o’’  named. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  having  a  license  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  exhibit  the  same  at  all 
times  while  in  force,  in  some  conspicuous  part  of  his  or  her 
place  of  business,  and  shall  produce  the  same  when  apply¬ 
ing  for  a  renewal  thereof,  if  requested  so  to  do,  by  the  Chief 
of  Police,  or  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 
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AUCTIONEERS. 

Sec.  9.  Auctioneers  shall  pay  an  annual  license  of 
one  hundred  dollars.  Every  person  shall  be  deemed  an 
auctioneer  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance  who  shall 
engage  in  offering  property  for  sale  at  public  outcry.  The 
provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not  apply,  however,  to  any 
Sheriff,  Chief  of  Police,  Administrator,  Executor,  or  other 
officer  or  person  making  sales  under  judgment,  decree,  or 
order  of  Court,  or  under  any  warrant  to  enforce  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  taxes  or  an  assessment,  or  to  execute,  or  complete 
any  judicial  or  legal  process. 

Sec.  10.  Repealed  by  ordinance  No.  2701. 

PEDDLERS. 

Sec.  11.  Peddlers  shall  be  rated  and  classified  as 
follows:  When  traveling  with  more  than  two  horses  the 
first  class.  When  traveling  with  two  horses  the  second 
class;  when  traveling  with  one  animal,  the  third  class;  and 
when  traveling  on  foot,  the  fourth  class.  Peddlers  of  the 
first  class  shall  pay  a  weekly  license  of  fifty  dollars.  Peddlers 
of  the  second  class  shall  pay  a  weekly  license  of  forty  dol¬ 
lars.  Peddlers  of  the  third  class  shall  pay  a  weekly  license 
of  twenty-five  dollars.  Peddlers  of  the  fourth  class  shall 
pay  a  weekly  license  of  ten  dollars.  Any  person  except 
persons  peddling  newspapers,  billies,  or  other  religious 
tracts,  and  farmers  peddling  the  product  of  their  own 
farms,  gardens,  or  ranches,  who  offer  for  sale  at  retail  or 
wholesale,  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or*  other  com¬ 
modities  as  they  travel  from  place  to  place  or  from  house 
to  house  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  deemed  a  peddler 
under  this  ordinance. 


BOOK  AGENTS. 

Sec.  12.  Book  agents  or  solicitors  shall  pay  a  weekly 
license  of  five  dollars.  All  persons  who  solicit  orders  for 
books,  albums,  maps,  pictures,  or  other  goods  to  be  delivered 
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and  collected  for  on  delivery,  shall  be  deemed  a  book  agent, 
•or  solicitor  under  this  ordinance. 

THEATERS. 

Sec.  13.  Theaters,  for  the  purpose  of  licensing  the 
same,  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes.  Those  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  which  malt  or  spiritous  liquors  are  sold,  or  which 
are  conducted  in  any  building  in  which  such  liquors  are 
sold,  shall  be  deemed  theaters  of  the  second  class.  All 
others  shall  be  deemed  theaters  of  the  first  class,  and  every 
entertainment  consisting  in  whole  or  in  part  of  dramatic  or 
operatic  representations,  plays,  or  performances,  concerts, 
readings,  lectures,  or  other  amusements  (except  balls), 
shall  be  deemed  a  theater  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance.  Provided,  that  no  license  shall  be  required  of  any 
entertainment,  exhibition,  or  show  gotten  up  wholly  or  in 
part  by  the  inhabitants  of  this  City,  when  the  proceeds  aris¬ 
ing  from  such  entertainment,  exhibition,  or  show,  are  to  bo 
applied  for  the  benefit  of  any  religious,  charitable  or  other 
public  object  or  purpose  connected  with  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria. 

Theaters  of  the  first  class  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of 

$5.00  or  a  weekly  license  of  $ . ,  or  a  quarterly 

license  of  $25.00.  Those  of  the  second  class  shall  pay  a 
daily  license  of  $5.00  or  a  quarterly  license  of  $40.00,  or  an 
annual  license  of  $130.00. 

Sec.  14.  The  keeper  and  proprietor  of  every  circus 
shall  pay  $100.00  per  day;  Provided .  that  no  license  shall 
be  issued  to  any  circus  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  or 
Sunday. 

(As  amended  by  ordinance  No.  2272.) 

JUGGLERS. 

Sec.  15.  Jugglers  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  five 
dollars.  Every  person  who  shall  perform  by  sleight-of-hand 
shall  be  regarded  as  a  juggler  under  this  ordinance. 
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FORTUNE  TELLERS. 

Sec.  16.  Fortune  tellers  and  astrologers  shall  pay  a 
daily  license  of  five  dollars,  or  a  weekly  license  of  twenty 
dollars.  Every  person  who,  by  advertisement,  sign,  or 
notices  of  any  kind,  claims  to  follow  or  does  follow  the  oc¬ 
cupation  of  fortune  teller  or  astrologer,  shall  be  deemed  a 
fortune  teller  or  astrologer  under  this  ordinance. 


LUNG  TESTERS. 

Sec.  17.  Every  person  operating  or  conducting  any 
lung  tester  or  lift  tester,  or  other  machine  or  instrument 
in  the  streets  for  pay,  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  five  dol¬ 
lars. 


PAWNBROKERS. 

Sec.  18.  Pawnbrokers  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of 
twenty-five  dollars.  Every  person  whose  business  or  occu¬ 
pation  is  to  take  or  receive,  by  way  of  pledge,  pawn,  or 
exchange,  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  or  any  kind  of 
personal  property  whatever,  for  the  repayment  or  security 
of  any  money  lent  thereon,  shall  be  deemed  a  pawnbroker 
under  this  ordinance.  All  persons  who  shall  carry  on  the 
business  of  pawnbroker  shall  keep  a  register  in  which  shall 
he  entered  in  legible  writing  a  description  of  all  property 
purchased  or  taken  as  a  pledge,  pawn,  or  security  for  any 
money  loaned  thereon  of  any  description  whatever,  whether 
new  or  old,  together  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the 
person  or  persons  from  whom  such  property  was  purchased 
or  received,  and  said  register  shall  be  kept  in  the  English 
language,  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
City  Attorney,  or  any  police  officer.  Any  person  carrying 
on  such  business  who  shall  fail,  refuse,  or  neglect  to  keep 
such  register,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  exhibit  the  same  as 
herein  provided,  when  requested  so  to  do,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than

ten,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  Jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days,  and  shall  forfeit  the 
license  to  such  pawnshop. 

STEAMBOAT  RUNNERS. 

Sec.  19.  Each  and  every  runner  for  steamboats  shall 
pay  a  quarterly  license  of  ten  dollars.  Each  and  every 
person  who  shall,  in  a  public  manner,  solicit  passengers  or 
freight  for  steamboats,  on  the  public  streets  or  on  the 
wharves  or  docks  of  the  City  shall  be  deemed  a  steamboat 
runner  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

SAILOR  BOARDING  HOUSE  RUNNERS. 

Sec.  20.  Each  and  every  runner  or  solicitor  for  any 
sailor  boarding  house  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of  ten 
dollars. 


HOTEL  RUNNERS. 

Sec.  21.  Hotel  runners  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license 
of  ten  dollars,  and  when  employed  and  acting  as  such  shall 
wear  a  metallic  badge  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  his 
person  on  which  shall  be  inscribed  the  word  “hotel,”  to¬ 
gether  with  the  name  of  the  hotel  for  which  he  is  acting; 
Provided,  that  the  keepers  and  proprietors  of  any  hotel, 
inn,  tavern,  or  boarding  house,  situated  in  the  City  of 
Astoria,  may  take  out  a  license  under  this  Section  in  the 
name  of  such  hotel,  inn,  tavern,  or  boarding  house,  and 
the  runner  or  person  employed  by  such  proprietors  from 
time  to  time,  and  wearing  the  badge  of  such  hotel,  inn, 
tavern,  or  boarding  house,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  deem¬ 
ed  to  be  fully  licensed  under  this  ordinance.

WHARFINGERS. 

Sec.  23.  Wharfingers  shall  pay  an  annual  license  of 
fifteen  dollars  for  each  two  hundred  feet  or  fraction  thereof 
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of  river  front  or  wharf  owned,  used,  or  occupied  by  them. 
Any  person  who  lias  charge  of  any  wharf,  or  dock,  within 
the  City  limits,  anw  whose  business  it  is  to  receive  or  take 
charge  of  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  articles  of  any  kind 
or  description  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  the  same  on 
hoard  of  any  vessel,  steamboat,  scow,  or  other  water  craft 
or  cars,  shall  he  deemed  a  wharfinger  under  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  24.  Repealed. 

LIVERY  STABLES. 

Sec.  25.  Livery  stables  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license 
of  twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  Every  place  where  horses 
or  carriages  are  kept  for  hire  within  the  City  of  Astoria 
shall  be  regarded  as  a  livery  stable. 

SHOOTING  GALLERIES. 

Sec.  26.  Shooting  galleries  shall  pay  a  quarterly 
license  of  ten  dollars. 

MUSEUMS,  SNAKES  AND  REPTILES. 

(As  amended  by  ordinance  No.  2830.) 

Sec.  27.  Museums  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  shows 
not  herein  enumerated  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  five  dol¬ 
lars  or  a  quarterly  license  of  fifty  dollars;  Provided ,  that  no 
license  shall  be  issued  for  any  entertainment  or  show  ob¬ 
noxious  oi*  immoral,  or  which  shall  have  a  tendency  to  cor¬ 
rupt  public  morals,  or  that  may  be  disgusting  in  any  of  its 
features,  nor  shall  any  license  be  issued  or  granted  to  any 
exhibition  or  show  where  the  owner,  employee,  proprietor, 
or  manager  thereof  pretends  or  does  eat  snakes,  or  other  rep¬ 
tiles,  or  any  snake  show  or  exhibition  of  any  kind,  unless 
the  snakes  or  reptiles  are  securely  kept  in  a  glass  or  covered 
case,  and  are  not  handled,  and  are  simply  used  to  exhibit 
the  snake  or  other  reptile.  Any  person,  firm,  company  or 
corporation  who  opens  up  any  snake  show  or  exhibition 
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contrary  to  the  provision  of  this  Section  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be¬ 
fore  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $100.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  Jail  not  exceeding  100  days. 

Approved  August  17,  1903. 

Sec.  28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  licenses  issued 
under  this  ordinance  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  Such 
record  shall  contain  the  name  and  number  of  each  license 
issued,  the  time  for  which  the  same  was  issued,  the  date 
of  issuing  and  date  of  expiration  of  said  license.  He 
shall,  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  semi-annual  and 
annual,  publish  a  notice  in  a  newspaper,  doing  the  City 
printing,  to  the  effect  that  such  licenses  are  due  and  pay¬ 
able,  and  if  not  paid  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such 
notice,  a  penalty  of  25  per  cent,  additional  shall  be  charged 
upon  all  such  licenses. 

PENALTY  FOR  NOT  SECURING  LICENSE. 

Sec.  29.  All  persons,  firms,  companies,  or  corpora¬ 
tions  required  to  take  out  a  license  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  take  the  same 
out  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  publication  as  men¬ 
tioned  in  Section  28  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  penalties  prescribed  in  Section  32  of  this  ordinance, 
pay  an  additional  sum  of  25  per  cent,  to  the  amount  of  such 
license,  to  be  collected  at  the  time  of  the  payment  of  the 
license,  and  no  license  shall  be  issued  until  such  penalty  is 
paid. 


Sec.  30.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Attorney  to 
prosecute  any  person,  firm,  company,  or  corporation  charged 
with  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
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and  also  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  such  person  or 
persons  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  tax  or  license  required 
by  such  person  or  persons  in  carrying  on  his  or  her  trade, 
business,  or  occupation. 

Sec.  31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
and  the  police  officers  of  this  City  to  see  that  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  are  enforced  and  to  make  complaint  to 
the  City  Attorney  for  all  violations  of  the  same. 

PENALTY. 

Sec.  32.  That  if  any  person,  firm,  company,  or  cor¬ 
poration  shall  exercise  or  carry  on  any  trade,  business,  or 
profession,  or  do  any  act  heretofore  mentioned  for  the  exer¬ 
cising,  carrying  on  or  doing  any  trade,  business,  or  profession 
for  which  a  license  is  required  by  this  ordinance  without 
first  taking  out  such  license,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  he,  she,  or  they,  in  case  the 
offender  be  a  person,  firm,  or  company,  and  in  case  the 
offender  be  a  corporation,  then  the  clerk,  agent,  manager, 
or  person  conducting  or  having  charge  of  such  trade,  busi¬ 
ness  or  profession,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  he  fined  not  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail 
not  to  exceed  twenty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  besides  being  liable  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  license  and  penalties  herein  described. 

Sec.  33.  That  ordinance  No.  992,  entitled,  “  An  ordi¬ 
nance  to  impose  and  regulate  licenses  in  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria,  '  ’  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2484. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  LICENSE  AND  REGULATE  TRAVELING  PHOTO¬ 
GRAPHERS  AND  TRAVELING  SELLERS  OF  ALL  ART  AND  PHO¬ 
TOGRAPHIC  COUPONS,  THE  CANVASSING  FOR  PORTRAITS,  AND 
THE  GIVING  AWAY  OR  SELLING  OF  PORTRAITS  BY  CANVASS¬ 
ERS  OR  TRAVELING  SALESMEN. 


The  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  and  ap¬ 
proval  of  this  ordinance  no  person  who  is  a  traveling  sales¬ 
man,  or  the  seller  or  canvasser  of  or  for  photographs  or 
photographic  or  art  coupons,  shall  transact  any  business 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  without  having  first 
obtained  from  said  City  a  license  therefor  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  and  approval 
of  this  ordinance  no  person  or  persons  shall  give  away, 
sell,  canvass,  or  take  orders  for  photographs  or  portraits 
or  art  or  photographic  coupons  without  first  obtaining  a 
license  therefor  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  That  every  person  or  persons,  or  firm,  or 
corporation,  who  shall  engage  in  any  of  the  lines  of  busi¬ 
ness  mentioned  in  Sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance  shall, 
before  so  doing,  make  application  to  the  Chief  of  Police  for 
a  license  so  to  do,  and  shall  pay  for  said  privilege  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  the  payment  of  which  shall  entitle 
the  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  making  said  application, 
to  transact  the  said  business  for  the  period  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  said  license. 

Sec.  4.  The  license  provided  for  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  issued  as  other  City  licenses  are  issued  by  the  Audi-

shall  apply  only  to  non-residents. 

Sec.  5.  Each  and  every  person,  firm,  company  or 
corporation  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $20.00 
nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail 
not  to  exceed  100  days.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2381. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  LICENSE  AND  REGULATE  THE  FOLLOWING 
NAMED  INSTRUMENTS  OF  AMUSEMENT,  TO- WIT  :  BIOSCOPE, 
VITASCOPE,  VISTASCOPE,  STEREOSCOPE,  PROJECTOSCOPE, 
KINTESCOPE,  VERASCOPE,  GRAPPHONE,  STERYOPTICANS, 
MAGIC  LANTERNS,  PHONOGRAPHS,  GRAMAPHONE,  GRAPHA- 
PHONE,  AND  MERRY-GO-ROUND,  ALSO  ALL  EXHIBITIONS 
WITH  TRAINED  ANIMALS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  person,  firm,  company,  or  cor¬ 
poration  shall,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
keep,  own,  operate,  maintain,  set  up,  or  conduct  any  of  the 
following  named  instruments  or  devices  for  the  amusement 
of  the  public  without  first  having  obtained  from  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria  a  license,  as  herein¬ 
after  provided,  which  said  instruments  and  devices  are 
hereby  designated  as  follows :  Bioscope,  vitascope,  vista- 
scope,  stereoscope,  projectoscope,  kintescope,  verascope, 
grapphone,  steryopticans,  magic  lanterns,  phonographs, 
gramaphone,  graphaphone,  and  merry-go-round ;  also  all 
exhibitions  with  trained  animals. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person,  firm,  or  corporation  required 
by  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  to  procure  a  license  as  in  said 
Section  1  specified  shall  make  application  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  of  the  City  of  Astoria  as  in  Section  3  of  ordinance 
No.  1195,  of  the  ordinances  of  said  City,  approved  July 
16,  1890,  provided  for  either  a  quarterly  license,  annual 
license,  semi-annual  license,  weekly  license,  or  daily 
license,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  said  license  as  to  their 
duration  shall  be  the  same  as  in  Section  6  of  said  ordinance 
No.  1195,  designated. 
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Sec.  3.  Every  person,  firm,  or  corporation  mentioned 
in  Sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance  who  shall  keep,  own, 
operate,  maintain,  set  up,  or  conduct  for  hire  or  for  loan 
to  the  public  for  compensation,  or  who  shall  charge  the 
public  or  any  person  or  persons  for  the  privilege  of  looking 
at  or  into  or  upon  any  picture  produced  by  any  of  the  afore¬ 
said  instruments,  or  who  shall  by  any  means  or  device 
or  slot  attached  to  any  of  said  instruments,  <  r  had,  or  kept 
in  or  about  any  of  them,  require  the  public  or  any  person 
listening  to  or  of  hearing  any  music,  speaking,  reproduction 
of  any  voice,  playing  or  singing  of  music,  or  song  emanat¬ 
ing  from  or  produced  by  means  of  any  of  the  instruments, 
shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Astoria  the  following  rate  of  license : 

For  every  bioscope,  vitrascope,  vestascope,  stereoscope, 
projectoseope,  kintescope,  verascope,  graphascope,  stereop- 
tican,  magic  lantern,  phonograph,  gramaphone,  grapha- 
phone,  kept,  operated,  set  up,  maintained,  or  conducted  as 
in  this  Section  of  this  ordinance  before  specified,  the  license 
paid  shall  be  a  daily  license  of  $1,  or  a  weekly  license  of 
$2.50,  or  a  quarterly  license  of  $5.00,  and  no  license  shall  be 
issued  for  a  less  period  than  any  of  those  hereinabove  men¬ 
tioned,  and  no  deductions  shall  be  made  for  a  fractional 
term  or  time. 

Sec.  4.  Every  merry-go-round  shall  pay  a  daily 
license  of  $5.00,  a  weekly  license  of  $10.00,  or  a  quarterly 
license  of  $25.00,  and  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  as  to  licenses  for  fractional  periods  shall  apply  to 
merry-go-rounds. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  any  person,  firm,  company,  or  cor¬ 
poration  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  take  out  the  license  or  licen¬ 
ses  mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  or  shall,  without  first  hav¬ 
ing  obtained  the  necessary  license  therefor,  keep,  or  attempt 
to  keep,  or  own,  or  operate,  or  maintain,  or  set  up,  or  con¬ 
duct  any  of  the  instruments,  or  devices,  or  machines,  or 
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exhibitions  in  this  ordinance  enumerated,  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $100.00  for  each  and  every 
offense,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  to  exceed 
fifty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  in  addition  to  being  liable  as  a  part  of  this 
penalty  to  the  payment  of  the  license  and  penalties  herein 
enumerated.

ORDINANCE  NO.  2611. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  LICENSE  AND  REGULATE  NICKELVIN-THE 

SLOT  MACHINES  AND  OTHER  DEVICES  OF  LIKE  NATURE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
conduct,  maintain,  or  operate,  either  as  owner  or  proprietor, 
employee  or  lessee,  any  nickel-in-the-slot  machines,  or  other 
devices  of  like  character  wherein  are  used  cards,  dice,  or 
any  substitute  therefor,  or  wherein  there  enters  any  ele¬ 
ment  of  chance,  whether  the  same  be  played  or  operated 
for  money,  checks,  credits,  or  any  other  thing  or  representa¬ 
tive  of  value,  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  without  first  ob¬ 
taining  a  license  from  the  City  of  Astoria  so  to  do,  as  in 
this  ordinance  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  applying  for  a  license  to  operate, 
conduct,  or  maintain  a  nickel-in-the-slot  machine,  or  other 
machine  of  like  character,  shall  pay  unto  the  City  of  Astoria 
the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  quarter  as  a 
quarterly  license  fee,  which  said  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  of  said  City.  All  quarterly  licenses  of  snch 
machines  shall  expire  on  the  last  day  of  March,  June,  Sep¬ 
tember,  and  December  of  each  year,  and  no  license  shall 
be  issued  except  to  the  end  of  the  quarter  in  which  the  same 
shall  be  issued.  All  licenses  issued  under  this  ordinance 
shall  be  numbered,  and  state  the  name  of  the  person  to 
whom  issued,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  to 
whom  the  license  is  issued  to  keep  the  same,  at  all  times, 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the  machine  operated, 
and  a  separate  license  shall  lie  required  for  each  machine. 

bnc.  3.  All  license  fees  collected  and  licenses  issued 
under  this  ordinance  as  herein  provided  shall  be 
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collected,  receipted  for  and  disbursed  and  issued  in  the 
manner  provided  by  ordinance  No.  1195  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  approved  July  16,  1890,  entitled,  “An  ordinance  to 
impose  and  regulate  the  manner  of  issuing  and  collecting- 
licenses  in  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  owning, 
operating  or  maintaining  any  nickel-in-the-slot  machine, 
or  other  machine  for  which  a  license  is  required  under  this 
ordinance,  to  permit  any  minor  to  play  the  same. 


Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Po¬ 
lice  Court  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine- 
of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $100.00,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2701. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  LICENSE,  TAX,  AND  REGULATE  HACKS,  CABS, 
HACKNEYS,  CARRIAGES,  WAGONS,  CARTS,  DRAYS,  AND  ALL 
OTHER  VEHICLES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  vehicle,  drawn  by  horses  and 
used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  passenger,  persons, 
freight,  or  merchandise  within  the  City  of  Astoria  shall, 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  be  driven 
at  any  time  at  a  faster  rate  of  speed  than  eight  miles  an 
hour. 

Sec.  2.  No  vehicle  shall  be  used  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  with  a  tire  narrower  than  two 
inches  wide. 


Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  haul 
-or  drive  over  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria  any  dray, 
wagon,  or  cart  with  a  larger  load  than  two  tons  in  weight. 

Sec.  4.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  every  stage  coach, 
wagon,  hack,  carriage,  dray,  cart,  bus,  or  other  vehicle  used 
for  carrying  passengers,  baggage,  merchandise,  freight,  or 
other  goods  or  chattels,  within  thecorporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Astoria,  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of  five  dollars  for 
each  vehicle  drawn  by  one  horse,  or  animal,  and  for  each 
additional  animal  used  in  drawing  a  vehicle  the 
sum  of  three  dollars;  that  is, one  horse  vehicle  shall  pay  a 
quarterly  license  of  five  dollars,  two  horses  eight  dollars, 
three  horses  eleven  dollars,  and  four  horses  fourteen  dollars 
and  so  on.  The  owner  or  driver  of  the  vehicle  shall  place 
the  number  of  his  license  upo  nthe  side  of  the  vehicle  in 
legible  figures  in  black  upon  a  white  back  ground,  and  the 
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figures  shall  not  be  less  than  one  and  one  half  inches  in 
height,  and  said  number  shall  remain  during  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  such  license.  The  owner  of  any  hand  cart  used  for 
the  purpose  of  conveying  or  carrying  merchandise  upon  the 
streets  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of  $3.00,  and  the  same 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  to  other  vehicles. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  or  any  provision  thereof,  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor 
more  than  $100.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  days,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2800. 


AN  ORDINANCE  LICENSING  HAWKERS  AND  DEFINING  WHAT 
SHALL  CONSTITUTE  THE  SAME. 


The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Hawkers  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of 
$10.00,  or  a  weekly  license  of  $50.00.  Any  person  offering 
for  sale  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  by  outcry  on  the 
streets,  or  who  shall  sell  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  or 
shall  conduct  business  from  a  stand  or  wagon  on  the  streets, 
whether  by  outcry  or  otherwise,  shall  be  deemed  a  hawker 
under  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  conducting  the  business  of  hawker 
as  defined  in  this  ordinance  without  obtaining  a  license 
from  the  City  of  Astoria,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the 
Police  Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  Jail  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than 
fifty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  3.  Said  hawker’s  license  shall  be  isued  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  by  general  ordinance  No.  1195. 
All  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  here¬ 
by  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1857. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  TAXING,  LICENSING  AND  REGU¬ 
LATING  BAR  ROOMS  AND  DRINKING  SHOPS  AND  PLACES 

WHERE  LIQUORS  ARE  SOLD  WITHIN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall,  in  the 
City  of  Astoria,  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  person  or  by  another,  sell,  barter,  or  deliver, 
or  knowingly  permit  to  be  sold  by  another  or  for  or  on  his 
account  or  otherwise,  any  wine,  malt,  or  spiritons  liquors 
in  less  quantities  than  one  gallon,  without  first  obtaining 
a  license  so  otdoshrdluemfwypvbgkqjetaionshrdlucmfwyp 
a  license  so  to  do  from  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the  manner 
in  this  ordinance  hereinafter  provided;  Provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the 
sale  of  liquors  for  medicinal  purposes,  made  by  a  regularly 
licensed  pharmacist  upon  a  prescription  therefor  made  by  a 
regularly  licensed  physician  or  surgeon  in  the  regular  course 
of  such  physician’s  or  surgeon’s  practice,  to  a  patient  and  for 
medical  purposes  only.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police 
Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  Jail  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  days,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  each  police  officer 
of  the  City  to  make  complaint  to  the  City  Attorney  of  each 
and  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and 
such  violation  must  be  prosecuted  by  such  Attorney. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  applying  for  a  license  co  sell 
wine,  malt,  or  spiritons  liquors  in  less  quantities  than  one 
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gallon,  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  pay 
into  the  City  treasury  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  license  be  issued  for  a  less 
period  than  one  year,  and  no  license  shall  be  in  any  manner 
transferable.  Provided,  further,  that  the  Common  Council 
shall  have  the  right  to  revoke  a  license  at  any  time. 

Sec.  3.  Before  a  license  shall  be  issued  as  provided 
for  in  this  ordinance,  the  applicant  shall  petition  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his 
license,  and  shall  also,  with  said  petition,  present  to  the 
Common  Council  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $500.00,  with  two 
or  more  sureties,  payable  to  the  City  of  Astoria,  conditioned 
that  he  or  they  will  keep  an  orderly  house,  and  will,  in  all 
things,  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  dur¬ 
ing  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  said  license. 
Attached  to  said  bond  shall  be  an  affidavit,  verified  by  the 
oath  of  the  sureties,  to  the  effect  that  they  are  free-holders 
in  the  City  of  Astoria  and  are  worth  the  sum  of  one  thous¬ 
and  dollars  over  and  above  all  just  debts  and  liabilities, 
exclusive  of  property  exempt  from  execution.  Said  peti¬ 
tion  shall,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Police,  who  shall 
report  thereon  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil.  No  license  shall  be  granted  on  the  night  of  the  presen¬ 
tation  of  the  petition.  The  Committee  on  Health  and  Police 
shall  report  thereon  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Council,  and  file  the  same,  with  their  report,  with  the  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Police  Judge  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Common  Council.  When  said  report  is  filed, 
and  on  or  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  in  which 
said  report  is  to  be  considered,  the  applicant  shall  file  with 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  the  receipt  of  the  City  Treas¬ 
urer  for  the  amount  of  money  designated  for  such  license. 
No  saloon-keeper  shall  he  permitted  to  keep  open  any  sa¬ 
loon,  or  sell  or  give  any  wine,  malt  or  spiritous  liquors,  who- 
has  no  license  from  the  City  or  who  has  not  complied  with 
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the  provisions  of  this  Section.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  twenty-five  days. 

Sec.  4.  The  petition  required  by  this  ordinance  shall 
state : 

First  — The  name  of  the  applicant. 

Second — Whether  such  applicant  has  before  held,  or 
holds  at  the  time  of  the  application,  a  license  ;  if  so,  at 
what  time  such  license  has,  or  does,  expire.. 

Third — The  number  and  street  where  such  house  is 
situated  where  the  liquors  are  to  be  sold. 

Fourth — Such  petition  shall  be  verified  by  the  appli¬ 
cant.  or,  if  more  than  one,  then  by  one  of  such  applicants, 
stating  that  such  petition  is  true. 

Sec.  5.  Said  petition  shall  be  granted  on  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  approval  of  the  bond  by  the  Mayor,  and  said 
Mayor  shall  examine  the  bond  of  the  applicant  and  either 
approve  or  disapprove  the  same.  Upon  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  being  complied  with,  the  Auditor  and  Po¬ 
lice  Judge  shall  issue  such  license  to  such  applicant. 

Sec.  6.  The  peace  bond  given  by  the  applicant,  as 
provided  in  this  ordinance,  in  case  of  any  violation  of  any 
of  its  provisions,  or  conditions,  shall  be  liable  to  be  prose¬ 
cuted  therefor  in  a  civil  action,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  City  Attorney  to  prosecute  the  bond  given  by  such  ap- 
plcant  for  any  violation  of  its  provisions. 

Sec.  7.  Any  keeper  of  a  bar-room  or  drinking  shop 
who  shall  permit  any  breach  of  the  peace  or  disturbances  of 
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public  order  or  decorum,  by  noisy  or  disorderly  conduct  on 
the  premises,  when  it  is  in  his  power  to  prevent  the  same, 
or  who  shall  sell  or  give  any  intoxicating  liquor  to  any 
person  already  intoxicated,  or  to  any  person  under  the  age 
of  legal  majority,  or  who  shall  allow  or  permit  any  minor 
to  remain  in  or  about  any  bar-room  or  drinking  shop,  or 
place  where  liquors  are  sold,  or  who  shall  permit  any  theat¬ 
rical  or  minstrel  show,  exhibition  or  concert  to  take  place, 
in  such  bar-room  or  drinking  shop,  or  place  where  liquors 
are  sold,  or  who  shall  permit  any  minor  to  be  or  remain  in 
any  theater  or  place  of  amusement  in  which  intoxicating 
liquors  are  sold,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  police  court,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty-five,  nor  more  than  one  hundred, 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  less  than 
twelve,  nor  more  than  fifty,  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court,  and  shall  forfeit  the  license  to  such  bar-room 
or  drinking  shop  or  place  where  liquors  are  sold. 

Sec.  8.  Each  and  every  place  where  any  wines,  malt 
or  spiritous  liquors  are  sold,  bartered  or  delivered  shall  be 
deemed  a  bar-room  or  drinking  shop  or  place  where  liquors 
are  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  Each  and  every  person  having  a  license  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  exhibit  the  same  at 
all  times,  while  the  same  is  in  force,  in  his  or  their  place  of 
business.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Sec¬ 
tion  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  be  fined  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  days.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1894. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  TIIE  LICENSING  AND  KILLING 

OF  DOGS. 

The  Cify  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

DOGS  NOT  PERMITTED  TO  RUN  AT  LARGE. 

Section  1.  No  dog'  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at  large 
in  any  street,  lane,  alley,  public  highway,  or  in  any  square, 
park,  or  any  public  place,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  without  being  licensed,  and  also  having  a  collar  of 
leather  or  metal  secured  about  the  neck  of  each  dog,  which 
collar  shall  have  a  number  attached  thereto,  said  number 
to  be  furnished  by  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  to  be  the  same 
number  as  that  on  the  license. 

OWNER  TO  TAKE  OUT  LICENSE. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner  or  any  person  having  in  charge 
any  dog  permitted  to  run  at  large  within  the  City  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria  shall  take  out  a  license  for  the  same,  by 
paying  to  the  Chief  of  Police  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  for  each  male  dog,  and  five  dollars  for  each 
female  dog,  which  shall  entitle  him  to  a  license  from  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  which  license  shall  designate  the 
name  of  the  owner,  and  said  license  shall  be  numbered, 
which  number  shall  correspond  with  that  worn  by  the  dog. 

CHIEF  OF  POLICE  TO  KILL  DOGS. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  or 
any  one  appointed  by  him,  to  kill  and  bury  any  and  all  dogs 
found  roaming  at  large  in  violation  of  Section  1  of  this 
ordinance.  Provided,  that  if  any  dog  be  seized  for  violation 
of  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  returned  to  the 
owner,  or  to  any  person  claiming  it,  upon  the  payment  of 
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the  license  and  a  fee  of  two  dollars  to  the  Chief  of  Police; 
Provided,  it  is  claimed  within  three  days  after  it  is  seized. 

FEMALE  DOGS. 

Sec.  4.  No  female  dog  in  the  time  of  heat,  no  habitu¬ 
ally  vicious  dog,  or  mad  dog,  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at 
large  within  the  City  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  under 
any  circumstances,  whether  licensed  or  not. 

ANY  PERSON  MAY  KILL  FEMALE  DOGS. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  kill  any  such  dog. 
The  owner  of  any  such  dog,  and  any  person  permitting  any 
such  dog  to  run  at  large  within  the  City  limits  of  the  City 
of  Astoria,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  $20.00 
nor  more  than  $50.00. 

PENALTY  FOR  ALLOWING  DOGS  TO  RUN  AT  LARGE. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  permitting  a  dog  of  which  he 
has  no  control,  or  of  which  he  is  the  owner,  to  run  at  large, 
in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$50.00. 

PENALTY  FOR  INTERFERING  WITH  OFFICER. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  hinder  or  mole  t  any 
person  who  is  engaged  in  seizing  any  dog,  or  killing  the 
same,  according  to  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  by  the  Auditor  an  1  Police 
Judge  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  $5.00,  nor  more  than 
$100.00,  or  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
fifty  days. 

LICENSE  TO  BE  ISSUED  FOR  ONE  YEAR. 

Sec.  7.  All  licenses  shall  be  issued  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31. 
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Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  is  to  take  effect  and  be  in  full 
force  from  and  after  January  1,  1895. 

Sec.  9.  Ordinance  No.  1109,  entitled,  “An  ordinance 
to  provide  for  the  taxing  and  killing  of  dogs,”  approved 
August  2,  1899,  be,  and  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  LICENSE,  TAX,  AND  REGULATE  WASH  HOUSES 

AND  PUBLIC  LAUNDRIES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

LAUNDRIES  MUST  PAY  LICENSE. 

Section  1.  The  owner  or  owners,  proprietor  or  keeper 
of  each  public  wash  house  or  public  laundry,  or  any  person 
who  shall  solicit  for  washing  or  laundry  work  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  pay  a  quarterly 
license  of  ten  dollars,  which  said  license  shall  include  the 
license  on  one  wagon*  used  by  such  laundry,  the  first  quar¬ 
ter  to  commence  on  October  1,  1896.  This  Section  shall 

not  apply  to  steam  laundries;  Provided,  however,  that  noth¬ 
ing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  exempt  any  steam 
laundry  from  the  payment  of  the  license  on  the  wagon  or 
wagons  used  in  connection  with  the  business  of  said 
laundry,  or  any  other  vehicle  or  wagon  or  can  mentioned  in 
Section  22  of  ordinance  No.  1195  of  the  Ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  approved  July  16,  1890. 

(As  amended  by  ordinance  NO . ,  approved 

August  19,  1898.) 

WHAT  IS  CONSIDERED  A  LAUNDRY. 

Sec.  2.  Every  house,  building  or  place  which  is  open 
to  the  public  as  a  laundry  or  wash  house  shall  be  deemed 
a  public  laundry  or  wash  house  under  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  company  who 
shall,  either  as  proprietor  or  manager,  conduct  the  business 
of  any  such  public  laundry  or  wash  house,  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  required  to  maintain  and  keep  in  good  order  and 
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sanitary  condition  the  premises  wherein  such  business  is 
conducted. 

PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATING  ORDINANCE. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  company  or  corporation 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or 
shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  out  a  license  as  provided 
for  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $10.00,  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

AN  ORDINANCE  FIXING  THE  HOURS  OF  WORK  FOR  EMPLOYES 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA  UNDER  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  STREETS. 


The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  eight  hours’  work  shall  constitute 
a  day’s  work  for  all  employes  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the 
Street  Department  employed  under  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  including  his  deputy.

AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  STREETS  AND  FIXING  HIS  SALARY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  dors  ordain  as  follows: 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS  TO  HAVE  CONTROL  OF 

STREETS. 

Section.  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  all  streets,  alleys,  roads, 
sidewalks,  pavements  and  public  grounds  in  the  City  of 
Astoria,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways  of  the  Common  Council,  and  shall  report 
from  time  to  time  to  such  committee  such  work,  alterations, 
repairs  or  improvements  as  may  he  necessary,  together 
with  the  best  manner  of  doing  the  same. 

DUTY  OF. 

Sec.  2  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets,  under  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways,  to  superintend  the  grading,  planking  and 
repairing  of  all  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks,  and  all  other 
improvements  of  the  city  which  may  have  been,  or  may 
hereafter  by  ordinance  be,  placed  in  their  charge  or  under 
their  supervision. 

TO  REMOVE  OBSTRUCTION. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  all  obstructions 
from  the  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks  and  public  grounds  of 
the  city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance. 

SHALL  ACT  AS  ASSISTANT  TO  SURVEYOR. 

Sec.  4.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  act  as 
assistant  to  the  City  Surveyor,  whenever  he  can  do  so 
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without  conflicting  with  his  other  duties,  and  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  are  now,  or  may  be  hereinafter,  prescribed 
by  ordinance.  He  shall  see  that  all  ordinances  relating 
to  streets  are  strictly  enforced,  and  make  complaint  to  the- 
City  attorney  of  all  violations  thereof. 

SEE  THAT  STREETS  ARE  KEPT  IN  REPAIR. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways,  to  see  that  all  improved  streets  are  kept 
in  good  repair,  and  to  repair  and  replank  any  part  thereof 
when  ordered  so  to  do,  when  in  their  opinion  the  same  is 
necessary  for  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public. 

(As  amended  by  ordinance  No.  2390.) 

Sec.  6.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  Common  Council  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  he  required  by  the  Common  Council, 
lie  shall  report  monthly  to  the  city,  showing  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  thtj  work  of  the  street  department  and  such  other 
matters  as  shall  be  required  of  him.  He  shall  receive  a 
monthly  salary  of  Seventy  Five  dollars  for  his  services, 
payable  at  the  end  of  each  month,  lie  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  deputy,  to  he  appointed  by  tin1  Common  Council,  and 
such  deputy  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $2  per  day  for  each 
day  he  is  employed  by  the  city.

AN  ORDINANCE  FIXING  T1IE  COMPENSATION  OF  THE  EMPLOYES 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA  IN  THE  STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  dots  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That,  commencing  with  November  1,, 
1902.  the  employes  of  the  City  of  Astoria  under  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Streets  in  the  Street  Department  shall  receive* 
a  salary  of  $2.50  per  day.

-AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  KEEPING  THE  SIDEWALKS  OF 
THE  CITY  IN  REPAIR  AND  REQUIRING  THE  OWNERS  OR 
OCCUPANTS  OF  PROPERTY  UPON  WHICH  ANY  DEFECTIVE 
OR  DANGEROUS  OR  OBSTRUCTED  SIDEWALK  ABUTS  TO  RE¬ 
PAIR  THE  SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

Section.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  keep  the  sidewalks  adjacent 
to  and  abutting  upon  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land  in  good 
repair  and  safe  condition  for  travel  at  all  times.  It  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot  or  par¬ 
cel  of  land  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  to  remove  all  earth,  snow,  ice,  filth  or  other  obstruc¬ 
tions  from  the  sidewalks  in  front  of  and  adjacent  to  such 
lot  or  parcel  of  land,  and  to  keep  the  same  free  from  ob¬ 
structions. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  see  that  this  ord. nance  is  strictly  enforced,  and 
whenever  he  shall  know  of  any  defective  sidewalk  or  any 
sidewalk  that  is  dangerous  from  any  cause,  or  obstructed 
in  any  manner,  he  shall  serve  notice  upon  the  owner  or  oc¬ 
cupant  of  said  lot  or  parcel  of  land  upon  which  the  defect¬ 
ive  or  dangerous  or  obstructed  portion  of  the  sidewalk  abuts, 
requiring  such  owner  or  occupant  to  make  the  necessary  re¬ 
pairs  or  remove  the  obstruction,  as  the  case  may  be,  within 
thirty-six  hours  from  the  time  of  the  service  of  such  notice 
upon  such  owner  or  occupant  of  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land, 
and  that,  if  he  fail  to  make  such  repairs  or  remove  such 
■obstructions  within  said  time,  the  City  of  Astoria  will 
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cause  the  same  to  be  done  and  assess  the  costs  thereof  to  the 
owner,  with  25  per  cent  thereon  in  addition  thereto  as  a 
penalty,  or  cause  the  said  owner  or  occupant  to  be  arrested 
and  prosecuted  in  the  Police  Court  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
for  violation  of  this  ordinance;  Provided,  further,  that  if 
the  owner  of  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land  he  not  a  resident  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  and  there  being  no  occupant  of  the 
same,  such  notice  may  be  served  by  posting  a  copy  thereof 
for  thirty  six  hours  upon  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  abutting 
upon  such  defective,  dangerous  or  obstructed  sidewalk. 


Sec.  3.  That  in  case  said  repairs  be  not  made  or  said 
obstruction  removed  from  said  sidewalk  within  thirty  six 
hours  from  the  time  of  the  service  of  said  notice  upon  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  said  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Streets  may  cause  the  same  to  he  made,  and 
shall,  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  said  notice  and 
within  thirty  days  from  the  completion  of  said  repairs  or 
the  removal  of  said  obstruction,  make  and  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
proof  of  the  service  of  said  notice,  together  with  a  statement 
showing  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
upon  which  the  defective  or  obstructed  sidewalk  abutted,  a 
description  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  an  itemized  state¬ 
ment  of  the  repairs  made  and  the  cost  thereof,  which  said' 
statement  shall  be  verified  under  oath  as  true,  and  there¬ 
after  the  costs  of  said  repairs  or  removal  of  said  obstruc¬ 
tions,  with  25  per  cent  thereof  additional  as  a  penalty,  shad 
be  entered  as  an  assessment  in  the  lien  docket  against  the 
owner  of  the  abutting  property  in  the  same  manner  that 
assessments  for  the  repair  of  streets  as  provided  by  Section 
76  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria  are  entered,  and 
shall  be  equalized  and  collected  in  the  same  manner.  The 
Superintendent  of  Streets  may  also  cause  the  arrest  of  such 
delinquent  owner  or  occupant  of  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land, 
in  case  of  failure  to  repair  after  said  notice;  for  violation- 
of  this  ordinance. 
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Sec.  4.  In  case  any  person  shall  be  injured  upon  any 
defective  or  obstructed  sidewalk  within  the  city  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  on  account  of  such  injury,  the  City 
of  Astoria  shall  have  a  remedy  over  against  the  owner  of 
the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  abutting  upon  such  defective  or 
obstructed  sidewalk,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
Attorney  to  prosecute  such  suit  in  the  name  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  to  recover  back  such  damages  against  the  abutting 
property  owner. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
•of  this  ordinance,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $10  nor  more  than  $100,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  Jail  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  days,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1829. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  REPAIRS  TO  STREETS. 

The  City  of  Astana  dais  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  owners  or  agents  of  any  property  , 
fronting-  or  abutting  on  any  street  improved  by  direction  of 
the  Common  Council,  or  under  a  permit  authorizing  such 
improvement,  shall,  when  notified  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  at  their  own  expense,  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
such  local  repairs  to  such  street,  roadway,  sidewalk  or  cross¬ 
walk  as  will  place  the  same  in  good  condition. 

KIND  OF  MATERIAL. 

Sec.  2.  Materials  used  in  work  done  shall,  as  far  as 
practicable,  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
ordinances  relating  to  the  improvement  of  such  streets,  or 
to  the  permits  granted  therefor,  and  upon  the  completion  of 
the  repairs  all  surplus  materials  shall  be  immediately  re¬ 
moved  and  the  street  cleaned  up  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Street  Superintendent. 

Sec.  3.  A  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  the 
offender  or  offenders  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offense.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  177. 


RELATING  TO  THE  USE  OF  STREETS  FOR  BUILDING  PURPOSES  AND 

REMOVAL  OF  BUILDINGS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  dors  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  occupy  any 
portion  of  any  street  or  sidewalk  for  the  deposit  of  build¬ 
ing  material,  or  for  the  removal  of  any  building  or  build¬ 
ings,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  Applications  for  permits  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  specify,  if  for  building  purposes,  the  name  of  the 
street  and  the  number  of  lots  and  blocks,  the  size  and  de¬ 
scription  of  the  building  to  be  constructed,  or,  if  to  be  re¬ 
paired,  the  character  of  the  repairs,  the  space  in  front  of 
the  lot  or  lots  needed  and  the  proposed  time  for  completing 
the  work.  For  the  removal  of  a  building  or  buildings,  the 
application  shall  state  the  number  of  the  lot  and  block  upon 
which  the  same  is  situated,  the  size  of  the  building,  the 
number  of  the  lot  and  block  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  re- 
move  the  same,  the  route  to  be  taken  and  the  length  of 
time  required  for  such  removal. 

Sec.  3.  Permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Streets  in  conformity  with  the  endorsement  upon  ap¬ 
plication  therefor  by  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
Ways.  A  record  thereof  shall  be  kept  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent.  of  Streets,  setting  forth  in  a  concise  manner  the  dates, 
description  of  property  and  the  objects  for  which  the  per¬ 
mit  was  granted.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  longer 
period  than  thirty  days.  The  subject  matter  of  such  per¬ 
mit  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
.Streets. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
shall  endorse,  upon  application  for  permits  for  building 
purposes,  the  width  of  that  portion  of  the  street  to  be  used* 
which  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  one  half  of  the  width  of  the 
street,  and  the  date  upon  which  the  permit  shall  expire. 
They  may,  at  any  time  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  re¬ 
quire  the  space  occupied  to  be  suitably  enclosed  and  a  tem¬ 
porary  walk  laid  around  the  same,  lighted lantenrs conspicu¬ 
ously  placed  on  the  premises  during  the  night,  and  such 
other  precautions  taken  to  prevent  accidents  as  they  may 
deem  expedient.  Upon  application  for  permits  for  the  re¬ 
moval  of  buildings,  the  committee  shall  endorse  the  mode 
and  route  for  such  removal,  and  the  date  upon  which  the 
permit  will  expire,  together  with  such  restrictions  as  the 
public  interest  may  require.  The  committee  may,  at  their 
discretion,  require  applicants  for  permits  to  give  security, 
by  deposit,  or  otherwise,  for  any  damage  that  may  accrue 
by  carelessness  or  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 


Sec.  5.  the  removal  of  a  building  or  buildings  under 
a  permit,  when  commenced,  shall  be  continued  during  all  of 
the  hours  of  the  day,  and  day  by  day,  until  complete,  with 
the  least  possible  obstructions  to  the  thoroughfare  occupied. 
Xo  building  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  over  night  upon  any 
street  crossing  or  intersection,  or  so  near  thereto  as  to  pre¬ 
vent  easy  access  to  any  fire  hydrant  or  cistern.  A  lighted 
lantern  shall  be  kept  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  each  end  of 
such  building  during  the  hours  in  which,  the  street  lamps 
are  lighted. 


Sec.  6.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  named  in  the 
permit,  or  sooner  if  the  use  of  the  street  is  no  longer  neces¬ 
sary,  the  street  shall  be  cleared  of  all  obstructions  and 
placed  in  as  good  repair  as  it  was  before  the  permit  was 
granted. 
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Sec.  7.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police 
Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollai's,  and  each  day  of  maintain¬ 
ing  or  continuing  such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  separate 
offense,  and  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  8.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  TIIE  DRIVING  OF  PILES,  BUILDING 
OF  WHARVES  AND  OTHER  IMPROVEMENTS,  AND  THE  OB¬ 
STRUCTION  OF  STREETS  ON  THE  RIVER  FRONT  AND  PRO¬ 
TECTING  THE  RIVER  FRONT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  drive 
piles,  build  a  wharf  or  wharves,  or  make  any  improvements 
or  deposit  any  ballast  or  earth,  or  make  any  other  obstruc¬ 
tions  upon  the  city  front  lying  beyond  low  water  mark  in 
the  Columbia  river,  without  first  obtaining  permission  from 
the  Common  Council,  which  permission  shall  in  no  case  be 
granted  except  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  Application  for  permission  to  build  a  wharf 
or  make  other  improvements  beyond  the  line  of  low  water 
mark  shall  be  signed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land 
fronting  the  same,  and  shall  specify,  with  convenient  cer¬ 
tainty,  the  mode  and  extent  of  such  improvements,  the  ma¬ 
terial  to  be  used,  distance  beyond  the  line  of  low  water 
mark  intended  to  be  occupied,  the  depth  of  water,  and  such 
other  information  as  will  enable  the  Common  Council  to 
determine  whether  the  same  will  unnecessarily  interfere 
with  the  navigation  of  the  Columbia  river,  the  use  of  the 
streets  connected  therewith,  and  also  its  security  against 
fire. 


Sec.  3.  That  no  storehouse,  warehouse,  building  or 
construction  of  any  nature  shall  be  placed  upon  any  wharf, 
in  or  in  the  line  of  any  street,  so  as  to  prevent  or  restrict  the 
public  use  of  said  street,  through  its  full  width,  across  or 
•over  any  wharf  to  the  water  front  of  said  wharf,  without 
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authority  first  duly  declared  by  ordinance  of  the  Common 
Council.  Provided,  that  so  much  of  Concomly  street  as 
lies  upon  blocks  56  and  56  1-2,  McClure  s  Astoria,  be  and  is 
hereby  excepted  from  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  cause  all 
piles  or  other  materials  that  may  be  driven  or  placed  upon 
the  city  front,  or  any  street,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  to  be  removed  forthwith. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police 
Court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  twenty  days;  and  each  day  of  maintaining  or  con¬ 
tinuing  such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  new  offense,  and 
punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  6.  That  ordinance  No.  67,  entitled,  “To  regulate 
the  erection  and  repair  of  private  wharves,”  approved 
April  22,  1872,  and  ordinance  N.  79,  entitled,  ‘To  prevent 
the  obstruction  of  streets  across  wharves  to  the  river  front,” 
approved  May  20,  1873,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re¬ 
pealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  STREET  ASSESSMENTS,  AND 

DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  AND  FIXING  THE  COMPENSATION 

OF  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

COUNCIL  TO  APPOINT  ASSESSORS. 

Section  1.  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria.  at  their  first  regular  meeting  in  January  of  each  year, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  shall  nominate  and  ap¬ 
point  two  assessors,  to  be  called  street  improvement  assess¬ 
ors,  who,  together  with  the  City  Surveyor,  shall  constitute 
the  Boai'd  of  Assessors,  whose  duty  it  shall  he  to  make 
all  assessments  for  improving  and  repairing  the  streets  and 
sidewalks,  and  removing  snow,  earth  and  ice  from  the  same, 
as  provided  in  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  The 
said  assessors  shall  hold  office  for  the  period  of  one  year, 
or  until  they  shall  be  removed  by  the  Common  Council. 
The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
remove  said  assessors,  or  either  of  them,  whenever  in  the 
.judgment  of  said  Common  Council  the  said  assessors  shall 
appear  incompetent  for  the  duties  of  said  office,  or  the  work 
of  said  assessors  shall  he  unsatisfactory  to  said  Common 
Council.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of  As¬ 
sessors,  for  any  cause,  the  Common  Council  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  fill  such  vacancy,  at  any  time,  by 
nomination  and  appointment,  as  in  the  original  instance. 

COMPENSATION. 

Sec.  2.  The  compensation  of  each  of  said  assessors 
shall  be  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually  em¬ 
ployed  in  discharging  the  duties  of  the  said  office. 

ASSESSORS  MUST  QUALIFY. 

Sec.  3.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
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duties  of  their  office,  each  of  said  assessors  appointed  by 
the  Common  Council  must  qualify  by  taking,  subscribing 
and  filing  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  an  oath  to 
faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  the  duties  of  the  said 
office  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  shall  direct 
the  Board  of  Assessors  to  make  a  special  assessment  for  the 
improvement  of  a  street,  pro  rata  upon  the  lots  and  prem¬ 
ises  in  any  specified  district,  according  to  the  benefits  as 
provided  in  section  77  of  the  City  Charter,  the  Board  of 
Assessors  shall  proceed  as 'follows: 

Sec.  5.  The  board  shall  first  obtain  from  the  Record¬ 
er  of  Conveyances  of  Clatsop  County,  through  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  a  certificate  showing  the  names  of  the 
owners  of  all  the  property  in  said  assessment  district;  the 
Board  shall  then  proceed  to  make  an  assessment  roll  as 
follows : 


ASSESSMENT  ROLL— HOW  MADE. 

Sec.  6.  The  names  of  the  owners  of  property  shall  be 
placed  on  said  roll  in  alphabetical  order;  opposite  each 
name  shall  be  placed  in  separate  columns,  (1)  the  number 
of  each  lot  or  fractional  lot,  or,  if  a  tract  of  land,  de¬ 
scription  of  the  tract  owned  by  the  person  whose  name  is 
used;  (2)  in  case  it  is  a  lot  or  part  of  a  lot,  the  number 
of  the  block  and  the  name  of  the  addition  of  the  city  in 
which  it  is  located;  (3)  the  assessed  value  of  the  lot,  part  of 
lot  or  premises,  according  to  the  last  preceding  city  assess¬ 
ment  roll ;  (4)  the  sum  in  dollars  and  cents  which  the  board 
assess  upon  said  lot,  fractional  lot  or  tract;  (5)  in  case  the 
said  premises  should  be  justly  assessed  for  more  than  fifty 
per  cent  of  its  last  assessed  valuation,  the  board  shall  here 
place  the  amount  which  the  said  assessment  exceeds  said 
fifty  per  cent  and  place  only  fifty  per  cent  of  its  valuation 
under  “4"  above.  In  case  more  than  one  person  owns 
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property,  jointly  the  names  of  all  the  owners  shall  he 
placed  together,  beginning  with  the  name  first  appearing 
on  said  certificate,  and  a  reference  should  be  made  to  this 
at  every  place  where  the  other  names  should  appear  under 
the  alphabetical  order  And  in  case  one  person,  firm,  com¬ 
pany,  or  corporation  owns  more  than  one  lot  or  tract  of  land 
each  lot  and  tract  should  be  separately  assessed,  on  lines 
following  the  first  line  used,  consecutively.  The  form  of 
the  assessment  roll  may  be  substantially  as  follows:

Sec.  7.  The  board  must  show  total  of  assessment  at 
end  of  roll,  and  also  total  of  excess,  and  this  added  together 
must  equal  the  total  assessment  required  to  be  raised.  The 
total  amount  required  to  be  raised  must  be  endorsed  on 
the  roll. 

Sec.  8.  Before  making  up  the  roll,  the  board  must 
make  a  personal  examination  of  the  district  and  of  the 
property  to  be  assessed. 

OWNERS  NOT  COMPETENT  AS  ASSESSORS. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  name  of  any  member  of  said  board 
shall  appear  on  the  list  of  names  furnished  in  said  certifi¬ 
cate  as  the  owner  of  any  property  in  the  district,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  board  to  at  once  notify  in  writing  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  fact,  and  the  Common 
Council  shall,  at  its  next  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  act  in  his  stead 
in  making  said  assessment,  which  person  must  likewise 
qualify  as  in  ease  of  the  said  assessors.  Provided,  how- 
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ever,  should  it  appear  to  the  Council  from  any  source  that 
any  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  is  the  owner  of  any 
property  in  the  district,  the  Council  may  designate  a  person 
to  act  in  said  member’s  place  at  the  time  said  assessment  is 
ordered. 


Sec.  10.  When  any  assessment  is  being  prepared  it 
shall  be  designated  by  the  hoard  as  “THE  SPECIAL  IM¬ 
PROVEMENT  ASSESSMENT  ROLL  FOR  THE  IM¬ 
PROVEMENT  OF - STREET  FROM - 

TO- - - - ,”  inserting  in  the  blank  spaces  the 

name  of  street  and  the  points  between  which  it  is  to  he  im¬ 
proved,  and  when  completed  it  shall  be  certified  to  by  said 
Board  of  Assessors,  and  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  together  with  a  written  notification  addressed  to  the 
Common  Council,  to  the  effect  that  said  roll  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  filed,  and  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall 
number  all  such  assessment  rolls  consecutively  in  the  order 
in  which  they  shall  be  filed  in  his  office. 


NOTICE  OF  FILING  ASSESMENT. 

Sec.  11.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Common  Council 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  the  Council  shall,  by 
resolution,  direct  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to  give 
notice  by  publication  for  at  least  ten  days  in  the  official 
newspaper  of  the  city,  to  the  effect  that  the  said  assessment 
roll  is  on  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  inspection  by  all  persons  interested,  and  appoint¬ 
ing  the  time,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  days  after 
the  final  publication  of  said  notice,  when  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways,  who  are  hereby  designated  as  a 
committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  Board  of  Assessors  will 
meet  to  review  said  assessment, 

OBJECTIONS. 

Sec.  12.  All  objections  to  said  assessment  must  be  in 
writing  and  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  on  or 
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before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  said  commit¬ 
tee  and  said  Board  of  Assessors,  who  shall  together  consti¬ 
tute  the  Board  of  Eq  ualization. 

BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION. 

Sec.  13.  Said  Board  of  Equalization  shall  meet  at  the 
time  designated  in  such  notice,  and  if  all  business  coming 
before  them  should  not  be  completed  at  one  meeting,  they 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  they  shall  have  com¬ 
pleted  their  labors.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Equalization.  The  Board  of  Equalization  shall 
report  of  the  result  of  their  labors  to  the  Council  as  soon  as 
practicable.

CONSTITUTING  A  PUBLIC  WAY  DISTRICT,  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR 
TIIE  RAISING  AND  EXPENDITURE  OF  AN  ESPECIAL  PUBLIC 
WAY  FUND. 

The  City  of  Astona  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  hereby  constituted 
a  Public  Wav  District,  the  boundary  of  which  shall  be  and 
is  coincident  with  the  boundary  of  said  city,  as  defined  in 
the  Charter. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of 
nominal  repair  of  paved,  planked  and  improved  streets,  and 
for  the  construction  and  repair  of  street  crossings,  cross¬ 
walks,  bridges,  drains,  culverts,  the  cleaning  of  streets,  side¬ 
walks,  drains,  parks,  public  places  and  other  general  high¬ 
ways  purposes,  there  shall  be  raised  each  year  by  tax  levied 
upon  the  taxable  property  within  said  Public  Way  District 
such  sums  of  money  as  the  Common  Council  shall  deem 
necessary  out,  and  by  ordinance  or  resolution  direct;  Pro¬ 
vided ,  that  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  limit- 
fixed  by  subdivision  2  of  Section  38  of  the  Charter.

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  DAMAGES  CAUSED  BY  NEGLECT 

TO  REPAIR  OR  TO  REMOVE  OBSTRUCTIONS  FROM  SIDEWALKS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  If  any  owner  occupant  or  person  in 
charge  of  any  lot  or  lots,  block  or  blocks,  or  premises  shall 
neglect  to  repair  any  sidewalk  in  front  of  or  adjacent  to 
such  premises,  or  to  remove  any  earth,  snow  or  ice  there¬ 
from,  or  to  keep  the  same  free  from  obstruction  or  encum¬ 
brances  in  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  ordinance 
and  regulations  of  the  Council,  he  shall  be  liable  for  the 
amount  of  all  damages  which  may  be  received  or  suffered 
by  any  accident  or  injury  occuring  by  reason  of  such 
neglect.

AN  ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  AND  DIRECTING  THE  AUDITOR 
AND  POLICE  JUDGE  TO  GIVE  NOTICE  BY  PUBLICATION  OF 
THE  TIME  OF  ACCEPTANCE  OF  ANY  STREET  OR  SEWER  IM¬ 
PROVEMENT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  before  any  street  of  sewer  improve¬ 
ment  shall  be  finally  accepted  by  the  Council,  and  warrants 
issued  to  pay  for  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Police  Judge,  upon  certificates  of  approval  of  said 
work  of  the  City  Surveyor,  Street  Superintendent  and 
Street  Committee  being  filed  with  him,  to  forthwith  to 
cause  to  be  inserted  in  the  official  paper  of  the  City,  in 
three  consecutive  daily  publications,  a  notice  to  the  public 
and  to  all  interested  that  said  improvement  will  be  accept¬ 
ed  by  the  Common  Council,  on  a  certain  day,  unless  prior 
thereto  objections  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police 
J  udge. 

Said  notice  shall  recite  that  certificates  of  approval  of 
the  City  Surveyor,  the  Street  Superintendent  and  Street 
Committee  have  been  duly  filed,  and  shall  set  forth  the 
location  of  the  improvement,  and  the  name  of  the  conti'act- 
or,  and  the  day  of  acceptance  to  be  named  I  herein  shall  be 
that  of  the  following  regular  Council  meeting.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  OBSTRUCTION  OF  SIDEWALKS 

BY  SLIDES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  owner,  agent  or  person  having  con¬ 
trol  of  any  lot  or  premises  fronting  on  a  public  street  and 
above  the  grade  thereof  shall,  at.  his  own  expense,  keep  the 
sidewalk  free  of  all  obstructions  caused  by  slides. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Superin¬ 
tendent  to  notify  any  owner,  agent  or  person  having  con¬ 
trol  of  any  lot  or  premises  where  sidewalks  have  been  ob¬ 
structed  by  slides  to  remove  the  same  within  twenty-four 
hours. 


Sec.  3.  Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  for  the  period  of  twenty-four- 
hours,  after  being  notified  by  the  Street  Superintendent, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than’ 
fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  less- 
than  three  nor  more  than  twenty  days,  for  each  and  every 
offense.

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF 

STREETS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  and 
approval  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  break  up  dig  up  or  fill  any  street,  or  construct 
any  sidewalk,  crosswalk,  plank  gutter,  plank  roadway,  or 
do  any  work  in  or  upon  any  public  streets  or  roads  or 
alleys  within  the  City  limits,  except  as  in  this  ordinance 
provided. 


WIDTH  OF  SIDEWALKS. 

Sec.  2.  All  sidewalks  hereafter  laid  shall  correspond 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  unless  otherwise  provided 
by  the  Common  Council  by  ordinance.  The  width  of  all 
sidewalks  hereafter  constructed  or  relaid  upon  streets  sixty 
feet  wide  shall  be  ten  feet  wide  from  the  line  of  the  block  to 
the  outside  of  the  curb;  Provided ,  that  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil  may,  by  ordinance,  have  sidewalks  so  constructed  as 
to  leave  a  space  two  feet  between  the  curb  and  the  end  of 
the  sidewalk  for  the  purpose  of  planting  trees.  The  side¬ 
walk  shall  be  built  at  a  height  of  two  inches  above  the  grade 
of  the  center  of  the  street.  In  all  sidewalks  there  shall 
be  placed  sills  4x6  inches,  placed  upon  cross  sills  3x8  inches 
of  sufficient  length  to  reach  across  the  sidewalk,  and  the 
sills  so  laid  upon  the  cross  sills  as  to  break  joints.  The 
covering  planks  shall  not  be  less  than  U/o  inches  thick,  and 
not  more  than  eight  inches  wide,  and  of  sufficient  length  to 
reach  the  entire  width  of  the  sidewalk.  The  covering 
planks  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the  sills  with  not  less 
than  20d  wire  nails,  two  nails  to  each  stringer.  The  side- 
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walks  shall  rise  from  the  line  of  the  curb  to  the  line  of  the 
block  at  the  rate  of  14  inch  per  foot.  Where  a  two-foot 
space  is  left  for  trees,  such  space  shall  be  filled  with  earth 
to  the  top  of  the  curb;  Provided ,  asphaltum  or  other  dur¬ 
able  sidewalk  may  he  laid  at  the  option  of  tin*  owner,  or  the 
city. 


CURBS. 

Curbs  shall  be  made  of  wood  not  less  than  12  inches 
wide,  4  inches  thick  and  in  lengths  of  not  less  than  16  feet; 
their  ends  shall  be  cut  square  so  as  to  make  good  square 
joints.  The  top  of  the  curb  shall  be  two  inches  above  the 
grade  of  the  street.  Round  corners  in  the  shape  of  a  quad¬ 
rant.  with  a  radius  of  three  feet,  shall  be  constructed  at  the 
corner  of  each  sidewalk.  They  shall  be  made  of  a  stick  of 
timber  51  inches  long,  15  inches  wide  and  16  inches  deep. 
Their  ends  shall  be  cut  square  so  as  to  make  good  joints 
with  the  curb  in  each  direction,  and  when  completed  they 
shall  present  a  smooth  and  even  surface. 

GUTTERS. 

Sec.  3.  Plank  gutters  shall  be  laid  as  the  Common 
Council  shall  direct  in  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  time 
.and  manner  of  improving  the  street. 

PLANK  ROADWAY. 

Sec.  4.  Plank  roadways  shall  he  laid  in  the  following 
manner  unless  otherwise  provided  hv  ordinance. 


One  sleeper  4x12  inches  shall  be  imbedded  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  street  and  shall  be  so  placed  that  the  planking 
will  rest  firmly  upon  it.  Two  sleepers  4x8  inches  shall  he 
placed  on  either  side,  one  at  the  outer  edge  of  the  covering 
plank,  the  other  in  the  middle;  Provided,  that  no  sleepers 
shall  be  over  30  inches  apart  from  center  to  center.  The 
tops  of  the  sleepers  shall  be  placed  so  as  to  conform  to  the 
slope  of  the  street.  The  sleepers  shall  be  16  feet  in  length 
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and  so  laid  as  to  break  joints  with  eacli  other.  At  each 
joint  of  the  stringer  a  strip  of  plank  2x8x2  feet  long  shall 
be  imbedded  for  the  ends  of  the  stringer  to  rest,  upon.  The 
covering  planks  shall  be  of  the  length,  width  and  thickness 
as  shall  be  designated  in  the  ordinance  of  improvement  of 
the  street,  6  inches  square,  grain  edge  up.  The  planks  shall 
be  sawed  in  the  middle  at  right  angles  to  the  length,  to 
make  good  joints,  and  shall  be  laid  at  right  angles  to  the 
sleeper  and  bear  firmly  upon  each  sleeper.  Each  plank 
shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the  sleepers  with  6-ineh  spikes 
in  3-inch  planks,  and  one  inch  for  each  additional  inch  in 
thickness  of  the  planks,  on  alternate  edges  of  the  plank, 
and  two  in  each  end.  Where  planks  are  laid  one  inch  apart 
a  strip  1x3  inches,  6  inches  in  length,  shall  be  placed  at 
each  end  between  the  planks. 

PILING. 

Sec.  5.  W  henever  any  roadway  shall  be  improved  by 
piling,  planking  and  capping,  it,  shall  be  constructed  as 
follows:  Where  new  piles  are  driven  they  shall  not  be  less 
than  15  inches  in  diameter,  and  not  more  than  10  feet 
apart,  driven  firmly  into  the  ground.  Where  piles  already 
in  the  ground  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  tops  are  cut 
off,  posts  12  inches  square  may  be  used  as  designated  in 
the  ordinance  of  improvement.  Caps  shall  be  12  inches 
square  and  not  less  than  20  feet  long.  Stringers  shall  be  as 
follows:  In  the  center  of  the  street,  two  stringers,  4x16 
inches  wide,  shall  be  laid;  the  outside  stringer  shall  be 
4x12  inches  wide  and  the  intermediate  stringers  shall  be  4 
inches  thick  and  of  sufficient  width  to  correspond  to  the 
slope  from  the  center  to  the  outside  stringer,  and  shall  be 
laid  firmly  upon  the  caps  without  any  blocking  whatever, 
and  securely  spiked  to  the  caps,  and  no  stringers  less  than 
4  inches  in  thickness  shall  be  used.  The  covering  plank 
shall  be  as  designated  by  the  Common  Council  in  the  ordi¬ 
nance  providing  for  the  improvement.  The  iron  bolts  and 
spikes  shall  be  designated  in  the  ordinance  of  improve- 
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ment.  Caps  shall  be  placed  at  right  angles  to  the  line  of 
the  street  to  be  improved,  and  shall,  if  20  feet  long,  rest 
on  three  pdes ;  if  30  feet  long,  rest  on  four  piles  and  break 
joints.  1  he  caps  shall  be  bolted  to  each  pile  or  timber, 
with  iron  bolts,  and  shall  be  placed  not  more  than  10  feet 
apart  from  center  to  center.  The  stringers  shall  be  placed 
not  more  than  30  inches  apart  from  the  center  and  shall 
lap  each  other  at  the  joints  from  outside  of  cap  to  outside. 
The  planks  shall  be  of  sufficient  lengths  to  reach  from 
the  center  of  the  street  to  the  outside  line  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  to  be  made,  and  shall  be  spiked  to  each  stringer  on 
alternate  edges  of  the  plank,  one  spike  to  each  stringer,  and 
two  spikes  in  each  end  of  the  plank.  When  it  is  necessary 
to  use  mudsills,  they  shall  be  4x16  inches  and  of  sufficient 
length  to  reach  halt  the  width  of  the  street  to  be  improved. 
Braces  shall  be  spiked  to  piles  and  posts  sidewise  of  the 
street  and  shall  be  2x10  inches  and  of  sufficient  length  to 
reach  from  bent  to  bent.  Posts  placed  upon  mudsills  shall 
be  cut  square,  and  shall  be  placed  equidistant  apart.  There 
shall  be  seven  posts  on  60-foot  streets,  six  posts  on  50-foot 
streets,  and  four  posts  where  the  street  is  only  improved  to 
a  width  of  30  feet.  All  roadwork  constructed  by  bentwork 
and  piling  shall  be  guarded  by  a  rail  3x4  inches,  .spiked  to 
stanchions  not  more  than  7 y2  feet  apart,  with  boards  1x10 
firmly  nailed  in  the  center.  Stanchions  shall  be  firmly 
spiked  to  the  caps,  and  between  the  caps  to  stringers. 

KIND  OF  LUMBER. 

Sec.  6.  All  lumber  used  in  the  construction  or  repair 
of  sidewalks,  gutters,  roadways,  or  other  improvement  on 
the  streets,  shall  be  sound  yellow  fir,  free  from  sap,  shake 
or  loose  or  rotten  knots,  and  shall  be  sawed  to  uniform 
thickness  with  good  square  edges.  All  material  used  in  or 
upon  any  work  upon  the  streets  that  does  not  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  at  once  rejected 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  it,  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  carefully  examine 
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all  lumber  and  to  cull  out  all  such  lumber  and  immediately 
have  the  same  returned  to  the  mill  supplying  the  same,  at 
the  expense  of  the  contractor.  Whenever  any  street  is  im¬ 
proved  or  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  all 
the  lumber,  caps,  posts,  etc.,  shall  be  reserved  for  the  city ; 
and  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  remove  the  same  and 
pile  all  such  lumber  at  a  place  to  be  designated  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  who  shall  immediately  have  the 
same  hauled  away  to  some  convenient  place  designated  by 
the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways.  Any  contract¬ 
or  or  contractors  who  shall  refuse,  fail  or  neglect  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  or  who  shall  destroy  any 
of  said  lumber,  shall  pay  for  the  same  at  the  rate  of  five 
dollars  per  thousand,  to  be  deducted  from  his  or  their  con¬ 
tract  price  of  the  cost  of  improvement,  and  all  bids  and 
contracts  shall  provide  for  reserving  all  lumber  herein 
provided  for. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the 
Police  Court,  shell  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  days. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  for  any 
company  or  corporation  supplying  this  city  and  its  inhab¬ 
itants  with  water  or  gas  to  dig  up.  disturb,  dig  under,  or 
undermine  a  public  street,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  gaining  access  to  their  pipes  or  mains,  or  laying 
such  pipes  or  mains  or  sewer  pipes,  such  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  or  authorized  agent  shall,  without  delay,  put  the 
street  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  before  it  was  so  dug  up 
or  disturbed,  and  remove  all  rubbish,  surplus  earth  and 
other  material  from  the  street.  Any  person,  company  or 
corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  con- 
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viction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  to 
•exceed  one  hundred  days.  Any  person  or  persons  laying 
sewers  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8. 

PERMITS  FOR  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Sec.  9.  No  permits  for  performing  any  street  work 
ordered  by  the  Common  Council  shall  be  granted  to  any 
person,  but  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
may  accept  a  bid  for  doing  not  less  than  one  block  of  the 
proposed  improvement. 

Sec.  10.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
may  issue  a  permit  to  any  person  to  improve  a  street  or  any 
portion  thereof  not  ordered  improved  by  ordinance.  No 
permit  shall  be  issued  unless  the  person  applying  therefor 
execute  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  City  of  Astoria, 
signed  by  two  freeholders,  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  $500. 
conditioned  that  the  person  applying  therefor  will  im¬ 
prove  said  street  or  portion  thereof  to  the  established  grade 
and  in  the  manner  required  by  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways. 


ADVERTISE  FOR  BIDS. 

Sec.  11.  Immediately  upon  the  passage  and  approval 
of  an  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  any  street,  the 
Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  may  advertise  for 
bids  for  the  work  upon  said  street  and  proceed  to  the  im¬ 
provement  thereof;  Provided ,  that  the  committee  may 
advertise  for  doing  the  work  alone,  and  the  city  furnish 
the  material,  or  may  advertise  for  both  lumber  and  labor. 
Every  contractor  or  contractors  who  shall  he  granted  a 
contract  for  the  improvement  of  any  street,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall,  before  commencing  work  upon  said  street, 
sign  a  contract  therefor,  and  enter  into  bonds  with  the 
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City  of  Astoria,  as  provided  in  the  Charter  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  the  amount  of  such  bond  to  be  not  less  than  the 
estimate  of  probable  cost  of  such  improvement. 

ACCEPTANCE  OF  IMPROVEMENT. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  street  ordered  by  the  Common 
Council  to  be  improved  has  been  fully  improved  and  com¬ 
pleted  according  to  the  ordinance  providing  therefor,  the 
Surveyor  and  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  examine 
the  same,  and  report  the  facts  to  the  Commitee  on  Streets, 
and  Public  Ways,  and  they  to  the  Common  Council,  who 
shall  accept  the  same  by  ordinance,  and  thereafter  all  re¬ 
pairs  and  improvements  made  upon  said  street  or  any  por¬ 
tion  thereof  improved  shall  be  made  and  done  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  If  any  contractor  or  con¬ 
tractors  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  perform  the  part  of  im¬ 
provement  awarded  to  him  or  them  according  to  the  ordi¬ 
nances  in  relation  thereto,  or  the  contract,  the  committee 
shall  so  report  the  same  to  the  Common  Council,  and  the 
Council  shall  not  accept  the  same,  but  shall  by  ordinance 
forfeit  the  bonds  of  said  contractor  or  cantractors,  and 
shall  proceed  to  improve  said  street  as  required  by  the  ordi¬ 
nance  providing  therefor,  and  said  contractor  or  contract¬ 
ors  and  their  bondsmen  shall  be  liable  to  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria  for  the  entire  expense  and  costs  of  completing  said  im¬ 
provement,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  the  City  Attorney 
shall  immediately  proceed  to  collect  the  same  by  the  proper 
action  in  the  courts,  and  thereafter  said  contractor  or  con¬ 
tractors  shall  not  be  allowed  any  contracts  for  city  work 
of  any  kind.  If  any  contractor  or  contractors  shall  use 
improper  materials  in  the  construction  of  any  street  im¬ 
provement,  they  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  pay 
.for  work  and  labor  until  such  defective  material  is  replaced 
with  material  required  by  this  ordinance. 
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Sec.  13.  That  ordinance  No.  1345,  entitled,  “In  re¬ 
lation  to  the  improvement  of  streets,”  approved  April  16, 
1891,  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  con¬ 
flict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  MANNER  OF  REPAIRING 
STREETS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 


The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to 
repair  any  street  or  portion  of  street  within  the  City  of 
Astoria  and  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  will  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  $5.00  in  any  one  place,  and  when  so  made  50 
lineal  feet  of  such  street  at  the  point  of  repair  will  be  there¬ 
by  placed  in  good  repair  and  condition,  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  shall  cause  the  repairs  to  be  made,  and  the  cost 
and  expenses  thereof  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  repair  fund; 
Provided,  that  not  more  than  ten  dollars  shall  be  expended 
in  any  one  year  from  said  repair  fund  in  the  repair  of  the 
same  50  lineal  feet  of  any  one  street. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  on  the  first  of  each  month  to  file  with  the  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Police  Judge  a  report  stating  therein  each  repair 
made  under  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  during  the  previous 
month,  the  location  thereof  with  reference  to  the  lot  and 
block  abutting  upon  the  portion  of  the  street  repaired,  and 
the  cost  and  expense. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets,  in  case  of  the  general  improvement  or  repair 
of  any  street,  or  portion  of  street,  to  sort  out,  store  and  take 
care  of  all  old  material  removed  from  such  street  or  por¬ 
tion  of  street  being  so  improved  or  repaired,  which,  in  his 
judgment,  can  be  used  to  advantage  to  the  repair  of  streets 
as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance,  and  use  the  same  for 
this  purpose. 
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Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  cost  and  expenses  of 
making  repairs  at  any  one  place  shall  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  the  same  shall  be  made  and  the  costs  and  ex¬ 
penses  thereof  assessed  against  and  collected  from  the  per¬ 
son  owning  property  abutting  upon  the  portion  of  the 
street  so  repaired,  as  provided  by  the  Charter  of  the  City 
of  Astoria.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  RECORD  AND  PRESERVE  THE  SURVEY  AND 
MONUMENTS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  ASTORIA. 


The  People  of  the  Town  of  Astoria  do  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  survey  made  on  the  28th  day  of 
November,  1860,  by  A.  B.  Ilallock,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  is  declared  to  be  the  true  official 
survey  of  the  Town  of  Astoria,  as  laid  out  by  John  Mc¬ 
Clure,  center  of  Astor  street  being  the  base  line  and  the 
center  of  Main  street  being  the  meridian. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  meridian  line  is  ascertained  and 
marked  by  three  stone  monuments  planted  in  the  ground, 
one  at  the  point  where  the  south  line  of  Concomly  street 
intersects  the  middle  of  Main  street ;  one  where  the  middle 
of  Astor  street  intersects  the  middle  of  Main  street,  and 
one  where  the  middle  of  Court  street  intersects  the  middle 
of  Main  street,  the  top  of  each  monument  being  marked 
with  two  lines  crossing  each  other  and  the  east  line  of  each 
being  marked  with  the  initial  letters  “A.Y.H.,”  and  the 
figures,  “1860,”  and  the  said  base  line  crosses  the  said 
meridian  at  right  angles  in  the  center  of  the  cross  on  top 
of  the  monument  at  the  intersection  of  Astor  and  Main 
streets,  all  of  which  are  more  fully  set  forth  in  the  certi¬ 
fied  plat  of  the  said  official  survey. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recorder  of  the  Town  is  hereby  directed 
to  cause  this  ordinance  to  be  recorded  in  the  book  in  which 
conveyances  of  real  estate  are  recorded  in  the  County  of 
Clatsop,  and  also  to  cause  the  original  certificate  and  dia¬ 
gram  of  said  official  survey  to  be  secured  permanently  in 
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the  aforesaid  book  at  the  place  where  this  ordinance  shall 
be  recorded,  and  all  future  surveys  shall  be  made  from 
the  said  standard  lines. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  have  effect  from  the 
time  of  its  passage. 

Passed  July  20,  1861. 

Survey  of  base  and  meridian  lines  for  the  Town  of 
McClure’s  Astoria: 

(A).  Commence  at  a  point  on  the  south  side  of  the 
rock  marked  “X”  known  as  J.  M.  Shively’s  northwest 
corner,  thence  south  thirty-five  feet,  to  the  center  of  Astor 
(now  Exchange)  street  (B)  to  a  stake,  thence  west  eleven 
hundred  and  thirty  feet  to  the  center  of  the  intersection 
•of  Astor  (now  Exchange)  street  and  Main  (now  Ninth) 
street  to  a  stone  monument  (C)  marked  on  the  east  side,

The  People  of  the  Town  of  Astoria  do  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  survey  made  on  the  21st  day  of 
August,  1863,  by  A.  B.  Hallock,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  is  declared  to  he  forever  the  true  official 
survey  of  Shively's  and  Welches  Astoria  as  laid  out  by  J. 
M.  Shively,  the  center  of  Wall  street  being  the  base  line 
and  the  center  of  West  Eighth  street  being  the  meridian. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  meridian  line  is  ascertained  and 
marked  by  three  stone  monuments  planted  in  the  ground, 
one  at  the  point  where  the  middle  of  Cedar  street  intersects 
the  middle  of  West  Eighth  street,  marked  1).  one  where  the 
middle  of  Wall  street  intersects  the  middle  of  Eighth  street 
street,  marked  A,  and  one  520  feet  from  monument  A,  in 
the  middle  of  said  street  marked  P,  and  the  said  base  line 
is  ascertained  and  marked  by  four  stone  monuments  plant¬ 
ed  in  the  ground,  one  at  the  point  where  the  middle  of 
West  Ninth  street  intersects  the  middle  of  Wall  street, 
marked  B,  one  at  the  crossing  of  West  Eighth  and  Wall 
street,  marked  A.  one  where  the  middle  of  West  Seventh 
street  intersects  the  middle  of  Wall  street,  marked  C,  and 
one  about  550  feet  from  monument  C.  in  the  middle  of  said

Passed  January  4,  1864. 

Plat  of  survey  of  base  and  meridian  lines  of  the  streets 
in  Shively’s  Astoria  as  made  by  A.  B.  Ilallock : 

Commenced  on  Friday,  August  21st,  1863,  at  an  old 
stake  now  decayed  in  the  ground  showed  to  me  by  J.  M.. 
Shively  to  be  the  northeast  corner  of  block  16  and  the 
southwest  corner  of  Wall  and  West  Seventh  streets  of  the 
recorded  plat  as  established  and  set  by  him  in  the  original 
survey  in  line  with  the  willow  tree  near  the  beach  about 
700  feet  distant  easterly  and  also  in  line  with  the  northwest 
corner  post  of  the  fence  around  said  block  No.  16,  both  of 
which  points  were  shown  also  by  said  J.  M.  Shively  as 
points  in  the  line  of  the  west  boundary  of  Wall  street  of 
the  original  survey  thereof,  in  this  line  330  feet  westerly 
from  the  old  stake  at  the  corner  of  block  16  at  right  angles 
and  30  feet  northerly  therefrom  set  the  stone  monument 
marked  “A”  on  the  plat,  the  center  of  which  is  as  near  the 
center  of  the  intersection  of  Wall  and  West  Eighth  streets 
as  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  original  survey  as  can  now  be 
ascertained.  From  this  monument  “A”  360  feet  easterly 
in  line  parallel  with  old  line  defined  as  above,  set  the  stone 
monument'  ‘  C.  ”  The  center  thereof  isthe  center  point  of  Wall 
and  West  Seventh  streets  as  near  as  now  can  he  ascer- 
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tainecl.  In  line  with  the  monuments  “C”  and  “A”  360 
feet  westerly  from  the  monument  “A”  set  the  monument 
“B”  (stone)  the  center  thereof  is  the  center  of  Wall  and 
West  Ninth  streets.  In  line  with  monuments  C,  A  and  B 
231  feet  and  7  inches  westerly  from  monument  “B”  in¬ 
tersected  a  point  in  the  line,  the  west  boundary  of  Shively’s 
Land  Claim,  as  shown  to  me  by  Cyrus  Olney  and  J.  M. 
Shively,  by  the  rock  on  the  beach  being  the  northwest 
corner  of  Shively’s  claim,  and  a  fir  tree  on  the  hill  south¬ 
erly  blazed,  about  one  quarter  mile  from  this  rock.  This 
tree  from  the  rock  appears  to  the  view,  the  middle  of  a 
group  of  three  trees  about  equal  in  size  ranging  east  and 
west  and  nearest  the  most  easterly  from  this  point  in 
the  claim  line.  Claim  line  assumed  for  meridian  measured 
the  corner  of  Wall  street  North  84  degrees  24  minutes  east 
and  the  course  of  Court  street  by  the  monument  “D”  in 
Court  and  Main  street  north  89  degrees  and  50  minutes 
west,  variation  20  degrees  58  minutes  east  from  the  center 
of  monument  “B”  at  right  angles  with  the  center  of  Wall 
street  north  5  degrees  and  36  minutes  west  360  feet  center 
of  monument  “E”  being  the  center  of  Cedar  and  West 
Ninth  streets.  From  the  center  of  monument  “A”  at 
right  angles  with  the  center  of  Wall  street  north  5  degrees 
and  36  minutes  west  360  feet  center  of  stone  monument 
‘D  being  the  center  of  Cedar  and  West  Eighth  streets. 

On  the  continuation  of  the  line  of  the  monuments  D 
and  A  south  5  degrees  and  36  minutes  east  520  feet  from 
monument  “A”  set  stone  monument  “F”  the  center  of 
West  Eighth  street.  In  continuation  of  the  line  of  monu¬ 
ments  B,  A  and  C  north  84  degrees  and  24  minutes  east  set 
the  stone  monument  “G.  ”  Did  not  measure  the  distance, 
judge  it  to  be  about  550  feet  from  monument  “C.” 

Note.— In  making  the  survey  of  base  and  meridian 
lines  for  streets  on  Olney ’s  claim  in  November,  1860,  the 
claim  line  between  Olney ’s  and  Shively’s  was  taken  for 
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the  true  meridian  line  but  at  that  time  Mr.  Shively  pointed 
out  to  me  the  tree  most  westerly  of  the  group  of  three  trees 
referred  to  in  the  foregoing  notes  which  makes  an  angle 
of  10  minutes  west  of  the  true  claim  line,  hence  the  course 
of  the  streets  measured  from  the  point  35  feet  south  of 
the  rock  are  north  89  degrees  and  50  minutes  west  and 
north  10  degrees  east.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  A  BASE  OF  GRADES  FOR  THE 
STREETS  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  People  of  the  Town  of  Astoria  do  ordain  as  follows: 

Section.  1.  That  the  low  water  line  which  is  14 
and  98  hundreds  feet  below  the  stone  water  table  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  Astoria  custom  house  be  and  is  here¬ 
by  established  as  the  base  of  grades  for  the  streets  of  the 
Town  of  Astoria. 


Passed  the  Board  of  Trutees  June  24,  1872. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  204. 


RELATING  TO  OBSTRUCTION  OF  STREETS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

(As  amended  by  ordinance  No.  2693.) 

Section  1.  No  portion  of  any  building  or  buildings 
hereafter  to  be  erected,  altered  or  repaired  shall  be  allowed 
to  project  over  or  onto,  or  be  situated  in  or  upon  any  street 
or  sidewalk,  and  any  person,  persons  or  corporation  owning, 
occupying,  or  having  control  of  any  building,  structure  or 
other  obstruction,  heretofore  or  hereafter  erected,  situated 
wholly  or  in  part  upon  any  street  or  other  public  highway 
in  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall,  within  ten  days  after  notice 
in  writing  from  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  or  from  the 
abutting  property  owner  in  front  of  whose  propet  t\  such 
obstruction  is  situated,  requiring  him  so  to  do,  at  his  own 
expense,  remove  such  building,  structure  or  other  obstruc¬ 
tion  from  said  street;  Provided,  that  this  Section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  bases,  antis  or  columns  projecting  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  six  feet  in  or  to  corners  or  projections  placed  at  least 
ten  feet  above  the  top  of  the  sidewalk. 

HEIGHT  OF  AWNINGS. 

Sec.  2.  Awnings,  when  desired,  shall  not  be  less  than 
ten  feet  above  the  top  of  the  sidewalk,  and  so  as  to  admit 
of  free  passage  from  the  sidewalk  into  the  roadway;  and  all 
awnings  hereafter  erected,  built  or  repaired,  shall  be  made 
self-supporting.  No  awning,  shade  or  balcony  shall  ex¬ 
tend  beyond  the  line  of  the  curb,  or  edge  of  the  sidewalk. 

SIGNS  AND  ADVERTISEMENTS. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  owning  or  occupying  any  building 
or  premises  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  or  maintain 
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or  suffer  upon  the  street  or  sidewalk  in  front  of  such 
building  or  premises,  any  sign  or  advertisement,  or  place 
any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  upon  the  sidewalk  by 
way  of  show,  advertisement  or  otherwise,  except  the  same 
be  placed  at  a  height  of  not  less  than  nine  feet  clear  of  said 
sidewalks,  or  suspend  or  cause  to  be  suspended,  maintain 
or  suffer  over  the  street  beyond  the  line  of  the  curb  in 
front  of  said  building  or  premises,  any  sign,  advertisement 
or  flag,  except  upon  holidays,  election  days  and  days  of 
public  parade  or  display. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  on 
any  crosswalk,  sidewalk  or  street,  any  article  or  thing  what¬ 
soever  which  shall  obstruct  such  street  or  sidewalk  for  a 
longer  period  than  four  hours,  except  as  provided  in  Sec¬ 
tion  3  of  this  ordinance ;  Provided ,  that  this  Section  shall 
not  apply  to  merchandise  while  in  the  actual  course  of  re¬ 
ceipt  or  delivery;  Provided ,  further ,  that  wood  for-  fuel 
may  be  allowed  to  be  piled  and  remain  in  the  street  in  such 
manner  as  to  cause  the  least  obstruction  to  public  travel,, 
not  to  exceed  forty-eight  hours  for  each  cord  thereof,  and 
not  to  exceed  ten  days  in  the  aggregate,  without  a  permit 
from  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  approved  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways,  which  said  permit  shall 
specify  the  length  of  time.  This  Section  shall  not  be  deem¬ 
ed  to  affect  the  deposit  of  building  material  under  a  per¬ 
mit,  as  provided  by  ordinance  No.  177,  entitled,  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  relating  to  the  Tise  of  streets  for  building  purposes 
and  the  removal  of  buildings. ’r 

THROWING  RUBBISH  ON  STREETS. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  throw  into,  or  deposit  upon 
any  public  street,  highway  or  grounds,  or  upon  any  pri¬ 
vate  premises  or  anywhere,  except  as  in  such  places  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  any  glass, 
metal,  broken  ware,  dirt,  rubbish,  garbage,  or  filth,  and  no 
person  shall  carry  upon  any  sidewalk  exposed  so  as  to  be 
offensive  to  pedestrians  any  rubbish,  garbage  or  filth. 
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DRIVING  ON  SIDEWALKS. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  upon  any  side¬ 
walk  any  horse,  horses  or  vehicle  or  vehicles,  and  no  person 
having  the  charge  or  control  of  any  beast  of  burden  shall 
intentionally  cause  or  permit  the  same  to  stand  upon  any 
street  crossing  or  so  near  thereto  as  to  obstruct  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  owning  or  having  control  of  any 
premises  fronting  on  a  public  street  and  below  the  grade 
thereof,  shall,  within  five  days  after  notice  from  the  Super¬ 
intendent  o  fStreets  requiring  him  to  do  so,  at  his  own  ex¬ 
pense,  erect  a  suitable  barricade  up  the  inner  line  of  the 
sidewalk  in  front  of  such  premises. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  by  whom,  or  under  whose  im¬ 
mediate  direction,  or  by  whose  immediate  authority  as  prin¬ 
cipal  or  as  contractor,  or  employe  any  portion  of  a  publie 
street  may  be  made  dangerous  shall  erect,  and  so  long  as 
the  danger  may  continue,  maintain  around  the  portion  of 
the  street  or  highway,  so  made  dangerous,  a  good  and  suf¬ 
ficient  barrier. 

Sec.  9.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con¬ 
viction  before  the  Police  Judge,  the  offender  or  offenders 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  for  each  and  every 
offense. 

Sec.  10.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  USE  OF  BICYCLES  UN  THE

OF  ASTORIA,  ENTITLED,  1<AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE 
USE  OF  BICYCLES  IN  THE  PUBLIC  STREETS  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  ASTORIA  AND  REPEALING  ORDINANCE  NO.  1979. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  ride  a  bicycle  down  any  incline,  grade  or  slope 
in  any  street  or  public  highway  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
without  keeping  his  or  her  feet  upon  the  pedals  of  said 
bicycle,  and  it  shall  be  further  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  ride  a  bicycle  upon  any  side-walk  in  any  street  or  high¬ 
way  of  said  City  of  Astoria,  and  any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  thirty 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  less  than 
two  or  more  than  fifteen  days  for  each  offense.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2774. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  AND  REMOVAL 
OF  OBSTRUCTIONS  IN  THE  COLUMBIA  RIVER,  WITHIN  THE 
LIMITS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  AND  TO  PREVENT,  RE¬ 
STRAIN  AND  PUNISH  THE  THROWING  OF  BALLAST  AND 
SAWDUST  THEREIN. 

The  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  construct  or  drive  any  pound  net, 
fish  trap,  or  other  fixed  appliances,  or  drive  any  pile 
or  piles,  within  the  waters  of  the  Columbia  river  below 
low  tide  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  excepting  wharves,  or  other  structures  to  aid  navi¬ 
gation,  may  be  constructed  upon  permission  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria  being  first  granted 
by  ordinance,  as  now  provided;  and  all  such  pound  nets, 
fish  traps  and  other  piling  so  driven,  or  which  may  here¬ 
after  be  driven,  in  the  waters  of  the  Columbia  river  be¬ 
low  low  tide,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  are  deemed  and  are  hereby  declared  obstructions 
to  said  river. 

Sec.  2.  It,  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  such 
obstructions  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance, 
heretofore  or  hereafter  driven  in  the  waters  of  the  Co¬ 
lumbia  river  below  low  tide,  and  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to  remove  the  same  within 
ten  days  after  having  been  notified  by  the  Chief  of  Police 
in  writing  so  to  do. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  throw 
or  deposit  in  the  waters  of  the  Columbia  river  any  ballast 
or  sawdust. 
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Sec.  4.  That  any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Ordinance,  upon  conviction  thereof  before 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $10  nor  more  than  $300,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  Jail  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than 
100  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  PUBLIC  SEWERS,  AND 
TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  MANNER  OF  MAKING  CONNECTIONS 
THEREWITH,  AND  TO  COMPEL  ALL  PERSONS  ERECTING  OR 
MAINTAINING  PRIVIES  OR  CESSPOOL  TO  CONNECT  THERE¬ 
WITH. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

(As  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  2693.) 

Section  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  erect,  construct  or  maintain, 
■or  suffer  to  be  erected,  constructed  or  maintained,  upon 
any  premises  owned  or  controlled  by  him  or  them,  any 
privy,  cesspool  or  water  closet  within  two  hundred  feet 
of  any  street  in  which  a  sewer  has  been  or  may  hereafter 
be  laid  or  constructed,  in  that  part  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
known  as  McClure’s  Astoria,  or  within  three  hundred 
feet  of  any  such  street  in  that  part  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
called  Shivley's  Astoria,  without  causing  such  privy  or  cess¬ 
pool  or  water  closet  to  be  connected  with  such  sewer  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons  erecting  or  maintaining  any 
privy  or  cesspool  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Astoria,  who  have  made  the  connections  required  by 
Section  1  of  this  Ordinance,  and  all  persons  who  shall 
connect  with  any  sewer  now  constructed,  or  that  may  here¬ 
after  be  constructed,  shall  keep  said  connections  free  and 
clear  of  all  obstructions,  and  in  good  order  and  condition, 
so  as  to  properly  drain  such  privy  or  cesspool. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons  to  make  any  connections  with,  or  in  any  manner  inter- 
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fere  with  or  obstruct,  any  sewer,  or  drain  pipe  as  herein¬ 
after  provided. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  desiring  to  make  con¬ 
nections  with  any  sewer  or  drain  pipe  shall  make  written 
application  for  a  permit  therefor  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways  and  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
specifying  therein  the  location,  area  to  be  drained,  and 
if  for  house,  drainage  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  5.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
or  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  is  hereby  authorized  to 
grant  permits  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  to  size  of  pipes 
taps,  and  the  manner  of  doing  the  work  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  and  proper;  Provided,  that  no  connection  shall 
be  made  (except  within  the  line  of  the  block)  with  other 
than  terra  cotta  sewer  pipe  or  some  other  material  not 
subject  to  injury  from  the  use  of  acids,  or  other  deleter¬ 
ious  substances;  and  further  provided,  that  the  person  or 
persons  making  the  connections  shall  cause  that  portion 
of  the  street  to  be  placed  in  good  condition. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person  or  persons  required  to  connect 
with  any  sewer  now  constructed,  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to 
connect  with  such  sewer  within  forty-eight  hours  after  be¬ 
ing  notified  to  do  so  by  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  Ordinance, 
or  who  shall  maintain  or  allow  to  be  maintained  any  cess¬ 
pool  to  remain  upon  said  premises,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  Jail  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  days,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  notify 
all  such  persons  in  wrriting  and  to  prosecute  for  any  viola¬ 
tions  of  this  Section. 
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Sec.  7.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court, 
shall  he  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  to  exceed  twenty 
days. 

Sec.  8.  Ordinance  No.  1080  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
entitled,  “An  ordinance  for  the  protection  of  public  sewers, 
and  to  provide  for  the  manner  of  making  connections 
therewith,  and  to  compel  all  persons  erecting  or  maintaining 
privies,  or  cess  pools  to  connect  therewith,  ’  ’  approved  April 
24,  1889.  and  all  other  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordinances 
in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  LETTING  OF  CONTRACTS  FOR 

STREET  WORK. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  shall  by 
Ordinance  provide  for  the  time  and  manner  of  improving 
any  street  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways  of  the  Common  Council  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  furnish¬ 
ing  the  material  and  performing  the  labor  necessary  for 
the  completion  of  the  proposed  improvement,  subject  to 
the  restrictions  and  regulations  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  A  notice  of  receiving  bids  shall  be  published 
not  less  than  three  days  in  the  daily  newspaper  doing  the 
city  printing,  specifying  the  name  of  the  street,  the  part 
thereof  to  be  improved,  the  number  of  the  Ordinance  pro¬ 
viding  therefor,  and  the  time  of  opening  bids.  No  bid 
shall  be  received  after  the  time  stated  in  the  notice  and 
the  right  shall  be  reserved  to  reject  any  and  all  bids. 

Sec.  3.  The  bids  must  specify  the  price  complete  for 
construction,  including  grading,  woodwork  and  macadam 
and  sidewalks  in  front  of  each  block  and  crossing  bid 
upon.  Each  bid  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  undertaking 
verified  by  two  freeholders  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  to  the  effect  that,  if  a  contract  be  awarded  to  such 
bidder,  he  will  enter  into  contract  and  give  security  for 
its  faithful  performance  within  forty-eight  hours  after 
receiving  notice  of  such  award. 

Sec.  4.  As  soon  after  the  time  fixed  for  receiving 
bids  as  practicable,  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
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Ways  shall  open  the  same  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Common  Council  at  its  next  meeting  with  their  recom¬ 
mendations,  and  the  Council  shall  consider  the  same,  and, 
if  deemed  reasonable,  accept  the  lowest  bid  by  motion  or 
resolution,  and  thereupon  said  committee  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contract  with  such  bidder 
for  the  construction  of  the  improvement. 

Sec.  5.  A  bid  offered  by  any  contractor  who  has 
at  any  time  before  taken  any  contract  from  the  city  and 
failed  to  perform  the  same  may  be  rejected.  Unless  the 
amount  of  the  bonds  to  be  given  by  the  contractor  under¬ 
taking  the  work  shall  be  specified  in  the  Ordinance  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  time  and  manner  of  improving  the  street, 
the  contractor  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  in  the  sum 
of  $2000.00  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  contract. 

That  Ordinance  No.  174  and  all  Ordinances  and  parts 
of  Ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  Ordinance  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2900. 


ANT  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  AND  REMOVAL, 

OF  OBSTRUCTIONS  TO  THE  STREETS  AND  SIDEWALKS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
leave  upon  the  streets  or  sidewalks  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
for  a  greater  period  than  twenty-four  hours  any  boxes, 
wood;  coal,  lumber  or  other  building  material,  or  any  other 
obstruction  to  the  use  of  any  street  or  sidewalk,  without 
first  obtaining  permission  in  writing  from  the  Committee 
on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  of  the  Common  Council.  It 
shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  leave  any  wagon, 
cart,  buggy,  dray  or  other  vehicle  standing  upon  any  im¬ 
proved  street  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  hours,  or  leave 
any  such  wagon,  cart,  buggy  or  dray  when  not  being  used 
standing  upon  any  street  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the 
night  time. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  boxes, 
wood,  coal,  lumber  or  other  building  material,  or  any  other 
obstruction  to  the  use  of  any  street,  or  the  own¬ 
er  of  any  wagon,  cart,  hack,  buggy.  dray  or 
other  vehicle,  and  likewise  the  occupant  of  any  real  estate 
adjacent  to  that  part  of  the  street  or  sidewalk  upon  which 
there  is  any  of  the  obstructions  mentioned  in  Section  1  of 
this  Ordinance,  to  remove  the  same  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  being  served  with  written  notice  so  to  do  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria; 
Provided,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  Section  shall  be 
construed  so  as  to  prevent  punishment  of  any  person  for 
violating  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance  prior  to  the  service 
of  said  notice  to  remove  such  obstruction.

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  and  also.  • 
of  the  occupant  of  any  lot  or  premises  to  remove  from 
that  portion  of  the  street  or  sidewalk  which  is  adjacent 
to  said  lot  or  premises  all  snow,  ice  and  earth  thereon  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  being  given  written  notice  so  to  do 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets;  provided  that  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  only  apply  to  improved  streets. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the 
Police  Court  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  less  than 
two  nor  more  than  fifty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

That  Ordinance  No.  1782  and  all  ordinances  and  parts 
of  Ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  Ordinance  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.

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the  alley-way  running  through  blocks  two  (2),  three  (3), 
four  (4),  and  five  (5),  in  Adair’s  Astoria;  thence  along 
said  alley-way  running  through  blocks  two  (2),  three  (3), 
four  (4),  and  five  (5),  in  Adair’s  Astoria  to  its  intersec¬ 
tion  with  Forty-second  street;  thence  along  Forty-second 
street  to  its  intersection  with  Bond  street ;  thence  along 
Bond  street  to  its  intersection  with  Forty-fifth  street.  Also 
commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Sixth  and  Bond  streets, 
and  running  thence  along  Bond  street  to  its  intersection 
with  Fourteenth  street;  thence  along  Fourteenth  street 
to  its  intersection  with  Commercial  street.  Also  commenc¬ 
ing  at  the  intersection  of  Commercial  street  with  Eighteenth 
street;  running  thence  along  Eighteenth  street  to  its  inter¬ 
section  with  Exchange  street;  thence  anong  Exchange  street 
to  its  intersection  with  Twenty-third  street.  Also  commenc¬ 
ing  at  the  intersection  of  Franklin  avenue  with  Thirty- 
fifth  street;  thence  along  Thirty -fifth  street  to  its  inter¬ 
section  with  Duane  street ;  thence  along  Duane  street  to 
its  intersection  with  Thirty-sixth  street.  Also  commenc¬ 
ing  at  the  westerly  terminus  of  Astor  street :  and  running 
thence  along  Astor  street  to  its  intersection  with  Sixth 
street ;  thence  along  Sixth  street  to  its  intersection  with 
Bond  street.  Said  lines  to  be  a  continuous,  connected  right- 
of-way,  and  to  extend  so  as  to  connect  with  each  other  at 
the  points  above  named,  for  a  period  of  seventy-five  (75) 
years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  conditions,  provisions,  limitations  and  forfeit¬ 
ures  hereinafter  expressed. 

Sec.  2.  The  track  of  said  railway  or  railways  shall  be 
a  single  line  of  track,  with  the  necessary  switches,  turnouts, 
cross-overs  and  turn-tables,  on  streets  running  east  and 
west,  and  may  be  single  or  double,  on  streets  running 
north  and  south ;  and  they  shall  be  laid,  graded  and  located, 
as  directed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 
All  street  railways  so  constructed  shall  not  be  wider  than 
the  standard  guage,  and  where  double  tracks  are  con- 
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structed,  there  shall  not  be  more  than  six  (6)  feet  be¬ 
tween  the  inner  rails. 


The  grantees  of  this  franchise,  their  successors  or  as¬ 
signs  shall,  and  at  their  own  expense,  improve  the  streets 
or  portions  of  streets  over  phich  any  street  railway  track 
shall  be  laid  or  operated  between  the  outer  rails  of  said 
track  or  tracks  and  for  one  foot  on  each  side  of  said  outer 
rail,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  streets  shall  be  improved  by 
the  City  of  Astoria.  Further,  that  the  grantees  of  this 
franchise,  their  successors  and  assigns  shall  reimprove  and 
repair  the  streets  or  portions  of  streets  over  which  any 
street  railway  track  shall  be  laid  or  operated  between 
the  outer  rails  of  said  track  or  tracks  and  for  one  foot  on 
each  side  of  said  outer  rail,  at  their  own  expense,  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  streets  shall  be  reimproved  or  re¬ 
paired  by  the  City  of  Astoria.  That  the  foregoing  reim¬ 
provements  and  repairs  shall  include  renewals  and  re¬ 
pairs,  by  grading,  planking  and  paving,  or  other  method, 
but  in  the  case  of  elevated  roadways  or  piling,  under¬ 
pinning  or  other  sub-structure,  shall  not  consist  of  re¬ 
newals  or  repairs  to  the  capping,  piling,  underpinning 
or  other  sub-structure  of  said  elevated  roadways.  A  fail¬ 
ure  by  the  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  to  comply 
with  the  conditions  and  provisions  of  this  section,  shall 
work  a  forfeiture  of  this  franchise. 

Sec.  3.  This  franchise  is  granted  upon  the  express 
condition  that  the  grantees  thereof,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  shall  construct  and  operate  street  railways  upon  all 
the  streets  or  portions  of  streets  herein  before  designated, 
throughout  the  entire  length  thereof,  within  two  years 
from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  in 
case  the  grantees  of  this  franchise,  or  their  successors  or 
assigns,  shall  fail  to  so  construct  and  operate  street  rail¬ 
ways,  throughout  the  entire  length  of  each  and  every 
one  of  said  streets  or  portions  of  streets  hereinbefore  men¬ 
tioned,  strictly  within  said  time,  all  rights  and  privileges 
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under  this  ordinance  shall  ipso  facto  cease  and  determine 
and  become  null  and  void,  as  to  such  portion  of  said  street 
or  streets  upon  which,  at  the  expiration  of  said  two  years,, 
the  grantees  of  this  franchise,  their  successors  or  assigns, 
have  not  constructed  and  are  not  operating  street  railways; 
Provided,  however,  that  the  acquisition  of  a  street  rail¬ 
way  constructed  by  other  parties,  as  in  the  following  section 
provided,  and  the  operation  thereof  by  the  grantees  of  this 
franchise,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  deemed  a 
construction  and  operation  thereof,  within  the  meaning  of 
this  section. 

That  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  and  perpetuating 
the  evidence  as  to  the  streets  and  portions  of  streets,  upon 
which  the  grantees  of  this  franchise,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  shall  have  constructed  and  are  operating  street 
railways  upon,  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways  of  the  Common  Council,  the  City 
Surveyor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  of  said  city 
shall  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  said  city 
a  report,  stating  in  detail  the  streets  or  portions  of  streets 
upon  which  the  grantees  of  this  franchise,  their  successors 
or  assigns,  have  constructed  and  are  operating  street  rail¬ 
ways  ;  and  upon  the  adoption  of  said  report  by  the  Common 
Council  of  said  city,  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
ail  the  streets  and  portion  of  streets  upon  which  said  gran¬ 
tees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  have  constructed  and  are 
operating  street  railways,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  within  said  two  years. 

Sec.  4.  1  his  franchise  and  all  the  rights  and  privil¬ 

eges  herein  given  are  granted  upon  the.  conditions  that 
said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns  shall  ^acquire  and 
absolutely  own  and  operate  the  present  street  car  line  (now 
operated  in  the  City  of  Astoria  by  George  C.  Hollister, 
and  heretofore  owned  and  operated  by  the  Astoria  Street 
Railway  Company),  on  or  before  three  months  from  the 
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date  of  the  pasage  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  also  within 
said  time  acquire  all  rights  and  privileges  granted  under 
the  following  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to-wit: 
Oi dinance  No.  1021,  entitled:  “An  ordinance  granting  a 
franchise  for  a  street  railway  to  J.  W.  Conn  and  F.  W. 
Newell,  or  assigns,”  approved  November  9,  1887;  Ordin¬ 
ance  No.  1038,  entitled:  “An  ordinance  granting  the  As¬ 
toria  Street  Railway  Company  the  privilege  to  build  and 
extend  said  street  railway  over  Water  street  from  its  inter¬ 
section  with  West  Sixth  street  to  its  intersection  with 
West  Fifth  street,  and  thence  along  West  Fifth  street 
to  its  intersection  with  Cedar  street,”  approved  April  26, 
1888;  Ordinance  No.  1156,  entitled,  “An  ordinance  grant¬ 
ing  a  franchise  for  a  street  railway  to  J.  W.  Conn  and 
F.  W.  Newell  or  assigns,”  approved  February  6th,  1890; 
Ordinance  No.  1491,  entitled,  “An  ordinance  granting 
Astoria  Street  Railway  Company  or  assigns  the  right  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  poles  and  wires  for  the 
conveyance  of  electric  currents,”  approved  September  2nd, 
1891;  and  Ordinance  No.  1491,  entitled,  “An  ordinance 
granting  unto  the  Astoria  Street  Railway  Company  or 
assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  poles 
and  wires  for  the  conveyance  of  electric  currents,”  which 
last  mentioned  ordinance  was  approved  December  8th. 
1891 ;  and  make  and  execute  and  deliver  unto  the  City  of 
Astoria  a  waiver  of  all  rights  and  privileges  under  each 
of  the  following  of  the  above  named  ordinances,  to-wit : 
Ordinance  No.  1021,  1038,  1156  and  1491,  as  approved 
September  2nd,  1891,  and  consent  to  the  repeal  thereof 
and  accept  the  provision  of  this  ordinance  in  lieu  thereof. 
That  said  ordinances  No.  1021,  1038,  1156  and  1491,  as 
approved  September  2nd,  1891,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.  Said  grantees  of  this  franchise,  their  successors 
or  assigns,  are  further  required  to  construct  at  the  eastern 
terminus  of  the  present  street  car  line,  within  one  year 
after  they  shall  have  acquired  the  same,  at  least  one-half  a 
mile  of  car  line,  and  extend  said  car  line  that  distance  from 
said  eastern  terminus  easterly,  and  thereafter  operate  the 
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cars  thereover,  within  the  time  in  this  ordinance  re¬ 
quired;  also  within  one  year  from  the  date  they  shall  have 
acquired  the  same,  to  extend  the  present  car  line  a  distance 
of  at  least  one-half  a  mile  westerly  from  the  intersection 
of  Sixth  and  Bond  streets  in  said  city,  and  to  operate 
thereover  the  cars  as  in  this  ordinance  provided.  A  failure 
to  acquire  said  street  car  line  as  aforesaid,  or  to  secure 
and  surrender  under  said  franchise  as  aforesaid,  or  to  make 
the  said  extension  aforesaid,  within  said  times  therefor 
provided,  and  to  operate  the  cars  thereon,  unavoidable 
accidents  excepted,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  herein  granted,  and  this  ordinance  shall  be 
null  and  void  and  of  no  force  and  effect.  Upon  acquiring 
by  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  said  street  rail¬ 
way,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  then  it  is  the  intention  to 
and  this  ordinance  does  grant  unto  said  grantees,  their 
successors  or  assigns,  the  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to 
operate  and  maintain  said  present  line  of  'street  railway 
and  said  extensions  for  the  period  of  seventy-five  (75) 
years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the 
same  as  if  the  present  street  railway  had  been  originally 
constructed  under  this  ordinance,  subject,  however,  to  the 
provisions  and  conditions  herein  expressed.  Said  grantees, 
their  successors  or  assigns,  are  required  to  run  cars  over 
the  entire  line  of  railway  by  them  constructed  or  purchased 
or  acquired  under  this  ordinance,  including  the  present 
street  car  line  and  extensions  thereto,  within  the  time  and 
in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and  in  case  the  said  grant¬ 
ees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  operate  any 
part  or  any  portion  of  said  line  by  them  constructed  or 
owned,  for  the  period  of  twenty  (20)  consecutive  days, 
(accidents  or  casualties  which  reasonable  foresight  could 
not  prevent,  excepted),  then  the  rights  and  privileges  here¬ 
by  granted  upon  such  portion  of  such  street  or  streets  not 
so  operated  aforesaid  shall  be  forfeited  and  all  rights 
under  this  ordinance  thereon  shall  be  declared  null  and 
void  without  any  act  of  the  City  of  Astoria  or  Common 
Council  thereof,  whether  said  omission  or  neglect  shall 
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occur  or  take  place  prior  or  subsequent  to  said  period  of 
two  years  mentioned  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  All  rights  and  privileges  under  this  ordinance 
are  granted  upon  condition  that  said  grantees,  their  suc¬ 
cessors  or  assigns,  shall  transport  free  of  charge  upon 
all  passenger  cars  operated  hereunder,  all  officers  of  the 
police  and  fire  department  of  said  city,  and  Superintendent 
of  Streets  when  traveling  upon  official  business. 

Sec.  6.  The  tracks  of  said  street  railway  shall  be  laid 
in  the  middle  of  the  streets,  as  nearly  as  possible,  except  at 
such  points  where  switches  or  turnouts  make  it  impossible, 
and  except  also  upon  and  along  that  certain  alley-way  run¬ 
ning  through  blocks  two  (2),  three  (3)?  four  (4)  and  five 
(5),  in  Adair  s  Astoria,  where  the  same  shall  be  laid  upon 
the  side  of  the  alley-way.  The  rails  shall  be  laid  upon 
stringers,  ties  or  planks,  and  on  a  level  with  the  surface 
of  the  street  and  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  least  incommode 
the  public  in  the  use  of  said  streets. 

Sec.  7.  That  streets  over  which  said  railway  line 
shall  run,  between  the  rails  and  one  foot  on  each  side 
thereof,  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  by  the  owners  of 
said  railway  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said 
railway,  no  greater  distance  than  the  length  of  one  block 
shall  be  obstructed  at  any  one  time,  nor  for  a  longer  period 
than  ten  (10)  consecutive  days,  without  permission  in  writ¬ 
ing  being  first  obtained  from  the  Common  Council  or  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways.  That  whenever  in 
the  course  of  repairing  or  improving  any  street  it  shall 
become  necessary  to  move  any  of  the  poles  or  wires  be¬ 
longing  to  said  street  railway,  the  same  shall  be  moved 
by  the  owners  or  operators  of  said  Street  railway  at  their 
own  expense. 
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Sec.  9.  The  cars  shall  be  run  between  the  hours  of 
6  a.  m.  and  11  p.  m.  of  each  day,  except  on  Sundays,  and 
between  the  hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  11  p.  m.  on  Sundays,  and 
as  often  as  once  in  every  twenty  (20)  minutes  in  the  same 
direction,  in  the  business  and  thickly  settled  portions  of 
the  city,  which  portion  the  council  reserves  the  right  to 
designate,  but  on  the  line  of  said  railway  outside  of  the 
business  and  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  town,  at  such 
time  as  the  council  may  designate,  not  to  exceed,  however, 
every  twenty  minutes. 

Sec.  10.  Said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns, 
shall  pay  unto  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  compensation  or 
license,  thirty  (30)  dollars  per  annum  for  each  motor  pas¬ 
senger  car  and  freight  car  producing  a  revenue  or  operated 
for  hire,  upon  such  street  railway  at  any  time  during 
each  year,  which  said  license  shall  be  paid  annually,  and 
shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  31st  day  of  each  December 
following  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  said  grantees 
their  successors  or  assigns,  or  any  person,  firm  or  corpora¬ 
tion  operating  such  street  cars  shall  cause  each  to  be  plainly 
numbered  or  lettered  with  a  separate  number  or  letter, 
which  numbers  or  letters  shall  be  at  all  times  displayed 
upon  each  car  operated. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  on  any 
line  of  railway  constructed  or  acquired  under  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  or  operated  thereunder  shall  not  be  over  five  (5) 
cents  for  each  person  on  any  one  route,  and  a  route  shall  be 
construed  to  be  a  continuous  passage  one  way  from  any 
point  in  any  part  of  the  city  to  any  other  point  in  said  city 
where  cars  shall  run,  and'  transfers  must  be  given  by  said 
railway  operators  from  one  line  to  another  so  as  to  make 
one  continuous  passage  for  the  said  five-cent  fare  going  one 
way. 

Sec.  12.  The  cars,  used  upon  said  railway  shall  be  of 
the  most  approved  construction  for  comfort,  safety  and 
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convenience  of  passengers  and  shall  be  equipped  with  all 
modern  and  latest  appliances  for  operating  the  same  with 
the  latest  and  most  approved  brake  and  other  appliances 
for  stopping  when  required.  They  shall  be  drawn  by  cable 
or  propelled  by  electricity  or  counter-balance  or  compressed 
air  or  other  modern  method,  and  not  otherwise,  except  in 
case  of  necessity  by  horse  power  or  steam  after  being  au¬ 
thorized  by  ordinance.  The  greatest  speed  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  fifteen  miles  per  hour  and  no  cars  shall  at  any  time 
be  authorized  to  remain  or  stop  still  upon  the  intersection 
of  streets,  and  any  violation  of  this  section  shall  subject 
the  owners,  operators  or  persons  having  charge  of  such 
cars,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each 
offense,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  (25) 
days  or  both.  The  rails  to  be  used  for  such  railway  con¬ 
structed  or  operated  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  of  first- 
class  ilon  steel  and  of  the  best  and  most  approved  pattern 
now  in  use  for  street  railways,  or  which  shall  be  the  most 
approved  pattern  when  laid  down. 

Sec.  13.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  nor  any  of  the 
privileges  herein  granted  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
municipal  authorities  of  the  City  of  Astoria  from  changing 
the  grade  on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city,  or  from  grading 
paving,  sewering,  planking,  macadamizing,  improving  or 
altering  or  repairing  any  of  said  streets  in  said  city  over 
or  upon  which  the  line  of  railway  may  be  constructed,  or 
in  the  course  of  construction  or  otherwise.  The  owners 
of  such  line  of  railway,  when  it  becomes  necessary  in  the  im¬ 
provement  of  any  street  shall  shift  the  rails  so  as  to  avoid 
as  much  as  possible  the  obstruction  of  any  street  during 
the  progress  of  street  repairing,  improving  or  altering,  and 
whenever  the  owner  of  said  railway  or  operator  thereof 
shall  make  an  excavation  in  or  move  the  planking,  paving 
or  covering  from  any  street  within  said  city,  care  shall 
be  taken  by  such  owner  or  operator  of  such  line  not  to 
disturb  or  injure  any  gas  or  water  mains,  and  any  and  all 
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damage  done  thereto  shall  be  paid  by  such  owner  or  oper¬ 
ator,  and  they,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  liable  therefor; 
and  all  streets  shall  be  placed  in  as  good  condition  after 
the  making  of  any  excavation  therein  or  after  the  moving 
of  any  planking  or  covering  thereof,  as  the  same  were 
prior  thereto,  all  at  the  expenses  of  such  owner  or  oper¬ 
ators,  and  such  owners  or  operators  shall  hold  the  city 
safe  and  harmless  from  any  and  all  damage  of  loss  sustained 
by  any  and  all  persons  or  property  from  any  of  the  causes 
herein  enumerated,  and  in  case  any  person  desires  to  move 
any  building  over,  along  or  across  any  street  in  this  city, 
over  which  are  constructed  wires  or  appliances  for  oper¬ 
ating  any  car  line  or  any  other  purposes  herein  before 
enumerated,  such  person  moving  such  building  must  pay 
the  owner  of  such  wires  and  appliances  the  damage  caused 
thereto  by  such  building  for  removal  and  repairing  such 
lines  directly  caused  by  such  buildings,  said  buildings  shall 
be  moved  at  such  times  and  in  such  manners  as  may  be 
hereafter  provided  by  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  or  persons  shall  obstruct  the  rail¬ 
way  herein  provided  for,  either  during  the  construction 
or  operation  of  the  same,  except  as  may  be  authorized 
by  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Astoria;  nor  shall  any  per¬ 
son  or  persons  carelessly,  wilfully  or  otherwise  violate  the 
foregoing  provision.  No' person  shall  insult,  abuse  or  mal¬ 
treat  any  conductor  of  the  railway  herein  provided  for, 
or  any  passenger  thereon,  or  use  any  opprobious  or  abus¬ 
ive  language  while  traveling  upon  any  car.  Any  person, 
upon  conviction  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  twenty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
No  conductor  or  employee  of  the  railway  herein  provided 
for,  or  any  person  operating  the  same,  or  passenger  there¬ 
on,  or  other  person  on  or  about  the  car  belonging  thereto 
shall  use  offensive,  indecent,  opprobrious  or  indecent  lan- 
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guage,  insult  or  maltreat  or  abuse  any  passenger  on  any 
ear.  That  any  pei'son  upon  conviction  of  a  violation  of 
this  provision  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  (5)  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  dol¬ 
lars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  days  or 
both. 


Sec.  15.  All  rights  under  this  franchise  granted  shall 
be  used  and  exercised  under  such  police  rules,  regulations 
and  restrictions  as  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  16.  Within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the  grantees  of  this  franchise 
shall  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  their  written 
acceptance  thereof. 

Sec.  17.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance,  except  in  case  where  a  forfeiture  is  ex¬ 
pressly  provided  for,  by  the  grantees,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  or  any  person  or  persons  operating  street  cars  under 
them,  shall  subject  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  as¬ 
signs,  or  any  person  or  persons  operating  street  cars  under 
them,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  police  court  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  dollars 
nor  more  than  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  and  every  of¬ 
fense,  or  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  for  not  less  than 
two  (2)  nor  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  days.

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  TO  THE  ASTORIA  &  COLUMBIA  RIVER 

RAILROAD  COMPANY  A  RIGHT  OF  WAY  ON.  OVER,  ACROSS, 

AND  UPON  CERTAIN  STREETS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  Astoria  &  Columbia  River  Rail¬ 
road  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  granted  the  right  and 
privilege  of  building,  maintaining  and  operating  one  or 
more  lines  of  standard  guage  railroad  upon,  over,  along 
and  across  a  strip  of  land  and  water  fifty  feet  wide  from 
the  eastern  limits  of  this  city  to  the  western  limits  thereof, 
the  center  line  of  which  strip  of  land  and  water  is  the 
line  now  surveyed  and  located  and  marked  by  said  company 
as  and  for  its  railroad  line  through  this  city,  and  which 
line  extends  along,  in  front  of.  and  near  to  the  shore  of  the 
Columbia  river;  and  also  where  said  line  crosses  any  street 
or  streets  of  this  city  which  run  north  and  south  from  the 
Columbia  river,  the  right  to  continue,  construct,  operate 
and  maintain  such  line  or  lines  of  railroad  over,  across  and 
upon  such  street  or  streets  at  any  and  all  points  within 
twenty-five  feet  of  each  side  of  center  line  so  surveyed 
and  located;  and  also  the  right  of  building,  maintaining 
and  operating  switches  and  side  tracks  in  connection  with 
said  proposed  railroad  line  or  lines  across  (but  not  length 
wise  upon)  all  or  any  of  such  streets;  and  also  the  right 
and  privilege  of  building,  maintaining  and  operating  a 
telegraph  line  or  lines  upon,  over,  along  and  across  all  or 
any  of  the  streets  of  this  city,  together  with  the  right  or 
privilege  of  using  said  streets,  city  property  or  frontage 
within  the  limits  and  limitations  hereinafter  designated  as 
a  right  of  way  for  the  transportation  of  freight  and  pas¬ 
sengers,  and  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  stated. 
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Sec.  2.  That  said  railroad,  inclusive  of  switches  and 
sidetracks,  shall  not  be  constructed  above  or  below  the  estab¬ 
lished  grade  of  the  street  or  streets  where  the  same  are  trav¬ 
ersed  or  crossed  by  said  railroad,  switches  and  side  tracks; 
that  whenever  any  street  or  portion  of  street  which  is 
used  or  occupied  by  said  railroad,  switches  and  side  tracks 
shall  be  ordered  improved  by  said  city,  the  said  railroad 
company  shall  improve,  at  its  own  expense,  the  said  por¬ 
tion  of  said  street  and  thereafter  maintain  same  in  re¬ 
pair  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  improvement  of 
such  street,  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  included  between  the 
rails  of  said  railroad  and  within  an  area  three  feet  wide 
on  each  side  of  said  rails  on  the  outside  of  the  track  except 
at  the  crossing's  of  cross  streets,  those  running  north  and 
south  to  ship’s  channel,  at  which  places  said  railroad 
company  shall  improve  said  cross  streets  within  the  bound¬ 
ary  lines  of  this  franchise  whenever  the  said  cross  streets 
shall  be  improved  by  the  said  city  to  the  boundary  lines  of 
the  franchise  hereby  granted. 

Sec.  3.  That  there  shall  lie  paid  unto  said  city  by 
said  railroad  company,  or  the  corporation  or  person  owning, 
operating  or  managing  said  railroad  for  the  rights  and  priv¬ 
ileges  hereinbefore  mentioned  or  any  part  of  the  same  that 
may  be  enjoyed,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year  after 
said  road  shall  have  been  constructed. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Council  and  City  reserve  the  right  to  reg¬ 
ulate  by  Ordinance  the  speed  of  cars  and  locomotives  run 
upon  said  railroad  at  any  time  within  the  limits  of  said  city 
and  to  enact  such  ordinances  as  may  be  deemed  advisable 
to  prevent  the  unreasonable  blocking  or  obstructing  of 
streets  by  trains  or  cars  or  otherwise,  to  enforce  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  revenue  to  said  city  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
to  enforce  the  keeping  of  said  proposed  railroad  in  repair, 
to  regulate  the  hanging  and  maintaining  of  said  telegraph 
line;  and  any  other  reasonable  ordinances  regulating  the 
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maintenance  and  operation  of  said  railroad  and  telegraph 
line,  and  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  rights  of  way  and 
privilidges  in  the  exercise  of  teh  police  powers  of  said  city. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  rights  and  privileges  hereinbefore 
mentioned  are  granted  upon  the  condition  (as  to  said  pro¬ 
posed  railroad)  that  said  railroad  will  he  constructed  and 
in  operation  upon  said  right  of  way  therefor  on  or  before 
June  1,  1898,  and  if  it  is  not  built  and  in  operation  through 
said  city  upon  said  right  of  way  by  said  time  said  right 
and  privilege,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  any  street,  city  property 
or  frontage  then  unoccupied  or  unused  by  or  for  a  railroad, 
will  be  revocable  at  the  option  of  the  said  city  or  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  thereof  ,  and  upon  the  condition  (as  to  said 
proposed  telegraph  line)  that  said  right  or  privilege  to 
construct  a  telegraph  line  will  be  revocable  as  to  any  street 
or  part  of  street  upon  which  said  company  will  not  have 
a  telegraph  line  in  operation  by  the  1st  day  of  June.  1898.

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  TO  THE  PACIFIC  STATES  TELEPHONE 
&  TELEGRAPH  COMPANY,  ITS  SUCCESSORS  AND  ASSIGNS, 
TIIE  RIGHT  TO  ERECT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE,  IN  THE 
CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  CLATSOP  COUNTY,  OREGON,  AND  IN  AND 
UNDER  THE  STREETS,  ALLEYS,  AVENUES,  AND  OTHER 
THOROUGHFARES  THEREOF,  WIRES  AND  OTHER  CONDUC¬ 
TORS  FOR  THE  TRANSMISSION  OF  ELECTRICITY  FOR  TELE¬ 
PHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH  PURPOSES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  consideration  of  the  payment  of  the 
several  sums  herein  provided  and  the  acceptance  of  this 
ordinance,  the  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
Pacific  States  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company,  a  cor¬ 
poration  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
to  erect  and  lay,  maintain  and  operate  in  the  City  of  Astoria 
Oregon,  including  all  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  other 
thoroughfares,  poles,  wires  and  other  conductors  for  the 
transmission  of  electricity  for  telephone  and  telegraph 
purposes.  Such  wires  or  conductors  may  be  strung  on 
poles  or  other  fixtures  above  ground,  or  laid  underground 
in  pipes  or  conduits,  or  otherwise  protected,  and  such  other 
apparatus  may  be  used  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  maintain  and  operate  die  same. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Pacific  States 
Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company,  its  successors  and  as¬ 
signs,  to  make  all  needed  and  convenient  excavations  in  any 
of  said  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  thoroughfares  in  the 
said  City  of  Astoria,  Oregon,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting, 
maintaining  and  operating  poles  or  other  supports  for  the 
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said  wires,  or  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down,  maintain¬ 
ing  or  operating  wires  or  other  conductors  underground  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  said  Pacific  States  Telephone 
&  Telegraph  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
disturb  any  of  the  said  streets,  alleys,  avenues  or  other 
thoroughfares  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  it  or  they  shall 
restore  the  same  to  good  order  and  condition,  as  soon  as 
practicable  and  without  unnecessary  delay:  and,  failing 
so  to  do,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall 
have  the  right  to  fix,  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  a  reason¬ 
able  time  within  which  such  repairs  and  restorations  are  to 
be  made,  at  the  expense  of  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns;  and  the  City  of  Astoria  reserves  the  right  to  make 
such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  by  ordinance,  gov¬ 
erning  the  erection  of  poles  and  hanging  of  wires,  as  the 
Common  Council  thereof  may  consider  necessary  to  protect 
the  public  safety,  and  serve  the  convenience  of  the  public. 

Sec.  4.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  so  con¬ 
strued  as  to  in  any  wise  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of 
the  City  of  Astoria  from  sewering,  grading,  paving,  plank¬ 
ing,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  herein  men¬ 
tioned,  but  all  such  work  :  hall  be  done,  if  possible,  so  not 
as  to  obstruct  or  injure,  or  prevent  the  free  use  of,  the 
poles,  wires,  conductors,  conduits,  pipes  or  other  appar¬ 
atus;  and  when  any  street  shall  be  improved  by  the  City 
of  Astoria,  or  the  grading  thereof  changed,  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  on  reasonable  notice  so 
to  do,  cause,  at  its  own  expense,  the  poles  to  be 
removed,  when  necessary  to  allow  said  improvement  or  to 
conform  to  the  grade  of  the  street. 

Sec.  5.  In  consideration  of  the  rights  herein  granted, 
the  said  City  of  Astoria  shall  have  the  right  to  suspend 
upon  the  poles,  or  place  in  the  conduits  placed  by  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  as  aforesaid,  any  and 
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all  wires  which  it  may  require  for  fire  alarm  or  police 
telegraph  service ;  and  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as¬ 
signs,  shall  furnish  and  maintain,  for  the  City  of  Astoria, 
free  of  charge,  during  the  life  of  this  franchise,  one  tele¬ 
phone  instrument  in  the  City  Auditor’s  office,  one  at  the 
City  Jail,  one  at  No.  1  Engine  House,  one  at  No.  2  Engine 
House,  one  at  No.  3  Engine  House  and  one  at  the  office 
of  the  Water  Commissioners. 

Sec.  6.  The  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  herein 
granted  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  for  a  period  of 
(35)  thirty-five  years,  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  as  herein  provided, 
unless  forfeited  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  7.  Said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
not  charge  the  subscribers  for  telephone  within  the  City 
of  Astoria  any  greater  rental  for  similar  services  than 
the  average  rental  charged  by  said  grantee,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  in  other  cities  in  Oregon  and  Washington  of 
approximately  the  same  population,  and  cities  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  approximately  the  same  population  for  the 
purpose  of  this  provision  whose  population  is  within  one 
thousand  inhabitants  of  the  population  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  whether  either  more  or  less. 

Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  is  granted  upon  the  condi¬ 
tion  that  the  said  grantee,  its  succsesors  or  assigns,  shall 
accept  the  provisions  thereof  in  writing,  within  thirty  days 
after  the  approval  of  this  ordinance  by  the  Mayor,  and 
upon  the  further  condition  that  it  or  they  shall  within 
that  time  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
the  sum  of  $500.00,  and  upon  the  further  condition  that 
in  January.  1902,  and  during  the  month  of  Januarv  of 
each  year  thereafter  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years  it  or  Jiey 
shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  further  sum  of  $250.00 
and  during  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  this  franchise 
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the  sum  of  $400.00  per  year,  which  said  sums  so  paid  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  all  licenses  and  franchise  tax  charges  of  every 
kind,  save  only  such  taxes  as  may  be  assessed  and  collected 
upon  the  property  of  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as¬ 
signs,  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  or 
under  such  assessments  for  taxes  as  may  be  levied  upon 
the  property  values  of  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as¬ 
signs,  uniformly  with  other  property  in  said  city. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
may  continue  to  maintain  and  operate  under  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  Ordinance  the  telephone  system  now  in  use 
by  it  and  operated  and  maintained  under  and  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Ordinance  No.  596,  entitled,  “An  Ordinance 
granting  to  George  S.  Ladd,  his  associates  and  assigns, 
the  right  to  erect,  maintain,  and  operate  in  the  City  of 
Astoria,  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  and  in  or  under  the 
streets,  alleys,  avenues,  and  thoroughfares  thereof,  wires 
and  other  conductors  for  the  transmission  of  electricity,” 
aproved  March  19,  1884;  but  the  acceptance  of  the  rights, 
privileges,  and  franchises  hereby  granted  shall  be  deemed 
a  consent  on  the  part  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  that  said  Odinance  No.  596  may  be  repealed 
by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 

Sec.  10.  The  City  of  Astoria  shall  not,  during  the  life 
of  this  franchise,  grant  to  any  other  person,  firm,  or  cor¬ 
poration  any  other  franchise  for  the  purpose  of  operating 
or  maintaining  a  telephone  or  telegraph  system  within  the 
City  of  Astoria  on  more  favorable  terms  to  the  grantee 
than  those  provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  11.  It  is  hereby  expressly  provided  that,  in  case 
of  failure  or  neglect  of  said  Pacific  States  Telephone  & 
Telegraph  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  conditions  or  requirements  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  including  the  payment  of  any  of  said  sums  of 
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money  above  mentioned,  or  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  any  ordinances  passed  in  pursuance  hereof,  shall  work 
a  forfeiture  of  all  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted,  and 
all  rights  and  privileges  granted  under  this  Ordinance  shall 
he  forfeited,  and  the  City  of  Astoria  may  cause  all  wires 
and  poles,  or  other  appliances,  constructed  in  the  streets 
thereof,  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  to  be  removed 
from  the  streets  of  said  city.

DEFINING  THE  DUTIES,  POWERS  AND  COMPENSATION  OF  THE 

OFFICERS  CONSTITUTING  THE  STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
Ways,  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  City  Surveyor  shall 
constitute  a  Street  Department. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
shall  have  special  supervision  over  all  streets  and  public 
ways,  and  over  the  other  officers  of  the  Street  Depart¬ 
ment. 

&EC.  3.  The  Street  Department  shall  have  charge  of 
all  engineering  and  public  surveying  to  be  done  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  including  the  care  of  all  pub¬ 
lic  streets,  alleys,  roads,  highways,  parks,  ground,  sewers 
and  bridges,  and  the  surveying  of  all  lines  of  lots,  streets, 
alleys  and  sidewalks,  and  other  lines  which  may  be  survey¬ 
ed  by  the  authority  of  the  Common  Council,  and  of  all 
street  improvements  and  repairs. 

Sec.  4.  All  such  engineering  and  surveying  shall  be 
done  by  the  City  Surveyor,  under  the  direction  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

Sec.  5.  The  field  notes,  maps,  plans  and  tables  of 
all  surveys,  including  those  made  for  estimates  for  im¬ 
provements,  or  repairs  on  streets  (except  the  setting  or 
resetting  of  temporary  stakes  for  improvements  or  test¬ 
ing  the  accuracy  of  said  improvements)  shall  be  copied  by 
the  City  Surveyor  into  a  record  field  book  to  be  kept  for 
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that  purpose,  and  shall  be  properly  indexed,  designating 
the  street  or  locality  of  the  survey  for  convenient  refer¬ 
ence. 


Sec.  6.  Where  there  are  no  permanent  monuments, 
the  City  Surveyor  shall  place  upon  all  lines  hereafter  rim 
temporary  monuments,  with  proper  bearings  and  distances, 
said  temporary  monuments  to  be  made  in  as  permanent 
a  manner  as  circumstances  will  admit  of,  and  shall  not  be 
more  than  600  feet  apart. 

Sec.  7.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  place  temporary 
bench  marks  on  all  lines  hereafter  run  with  level  for  estab¬ 
lishing  grades  for  streets,  sewers  and  drains,  which  shall  be 
placed  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  apart. 

Sec.  8.  The  table  of  grade  of  streets  shall  be  com¬ 
piled  from  time  to  time  by  the  City  Surveyor,  as  additions 
and  changes  are  made  by  order  of  the  Common  Council,  and 
the  new  table  shall  be  recorded  by  him  in  the  record  field 
book,  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  9.  All  records,  field  books,  maps,  plans  and 
cables  relating  to  surveys  made  by  order  of  the  Common 
Council,  or  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways,  shall 
be  the  property  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  shall  be  handed 
over  by  the  City  Surveyor  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Sec.  10.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  assist 
the  City  Surveyor  in  all  surveys  whenever  he  can  be  spared 
from  his  other  duties,  and  the  City  Surveyor  shall  he  al¬ 
lowed  one  chain  bearer  or  staffsman  when  such  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Streets  is  otherwise  employed,  and  such  other 
assistance  as  the  Common  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
direct  to  be  employed.. 
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Sec.  11.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  Common  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
direct. 

Sec.  12.  The  compensation  of  the  City  Surveyor 
shall  be  five  dollars  per  day,  and  of  his  assistants  (except 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets)  three  dollars  per  day.  Ten 
hours’  actual  service  shall  constitute  a  day  under  this  ordi¬ 
nance. 

(Amended  by  Ordinance  No.  2765.) 

Sec.  13.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  make  under  oath 
or  affirmation,  a  written  statement  at  the  beginning  of  each 
month,  showing  the  kind  of  work  performed  for  the  city  by 
him  and  his  assistants,  for  the  month  just  then  past,  the 
number  of  days  and  parts  of  days  actually  employed  for 
the  city  by  each,  and  such  information  in  relation  thereto 
as  the  Common  Council  may  require. 

Sec.  14.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  have 
the  general  supervision  of  all  streets,  roads,  alleys,  side¬ 
walks,  pavements  and  public  grounds  in  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committtee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways,  and  shall  report  from  time  to  time  to 
such  Committee  such  work,  alterations,  repairs  or  improve¬ 
ments  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  public  grounds,  or  the 
streets  in  front  of  public  property,  together  with  the 
best  manner  of  doing  the  same. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  to  superintend  the  grading,  planking  and  repair¬ 
ing  of  all  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks,  and  all  other  public 
improvements  of  the  city  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter 
by  Ordinance  be  placed  in  his  charge,  or  under  his  super¬ 
vision. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  all  obstructions 
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from  the  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks  and  public  grounds  of 
the  city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  Ordinance. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  to  cause  the  removal  of  all  nuisances  from  the 
streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds  within  the  limits  of  the 
city,  and  the  necessary  expense  of  such  removal  shall  he 
paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  when  the  person  or  persons 
causing  or  permitting  such  nuisance  cannot  be  found. 

Sec.  18.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  act  as 
assistant  to  the  City  Surveyor,  whenever  he  can  do  so  with¬ 
out  conflicting  with  his  other  duties,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  required 
of  him  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council 
or  by  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways.  It 
shall  further  be  his  duty  to  see  that  all  Ordinances  relating 
to  streets  are  strictly  enforced,  and  to  make  complaint  be¬ 
fore  the  Police  Judge  of  all  violations  of  such  ordinances. 

Sec.  19.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  report 
monthly  to  the  Common  Council,  showing  the  condition  of 
the  work  of  the  Street  Department,  and  such  other  matters 
as  may  be  required  of  him. 

Sec.  20.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  remain 
in  and  keep  his  office  open  from  10  o’clock  a.  m.  to  12  in., 
and  from  4  o’clock  p.  m.  to  (5  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  day. 

Sec.  21.  All  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  FURTHER  DEFINE  AND  REGULATE  THE  DUTIES 

OF  THE  OFFICERS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  dors  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  officer  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
shall  absent  himself  from  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  for  over  forty-eight  hours  without  first  obtaining 
permission  in  writing  so  to  do  as  herein  proi  ided,  that  is  to 
say:  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  City  Attorney  and 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  apply  for  per¬ 
mission  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  or  President  of  tin*  Coun¬ 
cil;  and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways,  and  the  Chief  of  Police  and  police 
officers  to  the  Police  Commission.  Said  permission  shall 
state  the  period  for  which  such  absence  is  granted  and 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

r 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  one  of  said  officers  shall  absent 
himself  from  the  city  for  over  forty-eight  hours  without 
having  obtained  permission  so  to  do  as  provided  in  Section 
1.  he  shall  forfeit  his  salary  during  such  absence,  and  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Common  Council  may  be  suspended 
from  his  office. 

Sec.  3.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  and  City  At¬ 
torney  may  appoint  a  deputy  to  act  during  such  absence, 
but  such  deputy  shall  be  paid  by  such  officers  and  shall  re¬ 
ceive  no  pay  from  the  city.  Such  deputies  when  so  ap¬ 
pointed  shall  qualify  by  taking  the  oath  of  office  as  pre¬ 
scribed  for  officers  of  t  lie  city  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  of 
Astoria.

OFFICERS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  Mayor  he  and  is  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  appoint  the  following  standing  committees  on  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Council  in  January  of  each  year,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  convenient:  A  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways,  a  Committee  on  Public  Property,  A  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Fire  and  Water,  a  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  a  Committee  on  Health  and  Police,  a  Committee  on 
Wharves  and  Water  Frontage. 

Sec.  2.  Such  committee  shall  consist  of  three  mem¬ 
bers  and  shall  have  such  powers  and  duties  as  is  or  may 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  powers  prescribed  by  the  Ordinan¬ 
ces  of  the  city,  have  the  power,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  such 
committee,  to  suspend  any  officer  belonging  to  the  Street 
Department  for  the  causes  and  in  the  manner  in  this  ordi¬ 
nance  provided;  to  order  the  repair  of  streets  with  old 
and  sound  planks,  except  in  crossings,  where,  if  necessary, 
new  planks  may  be  used,  the  expense  of  the  same  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  general  fund,  and  also  to  authorize  the  Sup¬ 
erintendent  of  Streets  to  hire  additional  help  if  the  same 
be  necessary,  and  to  perform  such  other  work  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  assigned  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  4.  Repealed  by  Charter  appointing  Police  Com¬ 
mission. 
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Sec.  5.  Tlie  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  duties  provided  by  ordinance,  have  power, 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  have  a  general  supervision  over 
the  Fire  Department,  and  see  that  the  apparatus  of  such 
department  is  in  order,  to  see  that  the  various  officers  of 
the  department  perform  their  respective  duties,  and  per¬ 
form  such  other  work  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  assigned 
by  the  Council. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  Whar¬ 
ves  and  Water  Frontage  and  Public  Property  shall  per¬ 
form  the  duties  prescribed  by  Ordinance,  and  such  other 
work  as  the  Council  may  assign. 

Sec.  7.  Repealed  by  Charter  appointing  Police  Com¬ 
mission. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  of  suspension  of  an  officer  by  a  com¬ 
mittee.  such  committee  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  such  suspension,  furnish  to  the  Council,  by  tiling  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  written 
charges  against  such  officer  suspended,  specifying  the 
grounds  of  suspension,  and  within  the  same  time  shall 
cause  to  be  served  upon  the  accused  a  copy  of  such  charg¬ 
es. 


Sec.  9.  On  or  before  the  next  Council  meeting  after 
charges  shall  be  furnished  by  such  committee  against  an 
officer,  the  Council  shall  fix  a  time  for  the  trial  of  such 
charges,  and  notify  the  accused  thereof,  which  time  shall 
not  be  less  than  two  days  nor  more  than  one  week  there¬ 
after.  At  the  time  appointed  the  Council  shall  meet  and 
proceed  to  hear,  consider  and  decide  upon  such  charges. 
The  accused  shall  have  the  right  to  defend  in  person  or  by 
counsel.  The  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  administer  oaths, 
and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Council  to  punish  for 
contempt. 
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Sec.  10.  If  the  accused  be  found  not  guilty  of  an  of¬ 
fense,  or  malfeasance,  or  inattention,  or  incompetency  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  charges,  he  shall  he  re-instated.  If  guilty,  he 
may  be  suspended  or  removed  from  office  jn  the  discretion 
of  the  Council,  as  provided  in  Section  36,  Chapter  5,  of  the 
Charter.  If  he  be  re-instated  by  the  Council,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  his  pay  the  same  as  if  he  had  not  been  suspend¬ 
ed.  If  he  be  suspended  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  pay  dur¬ 
ing  the  time  his  suspension  shall  continue.  If  he  be  re¬ 
moved  from  office  his  pay  shall  cease  from  the  time  of  his 
suspension.

to  administer  the  same  to  the  effect  that  he  is  a  resident 
and  householder  or  freeholder  in  said  county  and  state,  and 
that  he  is  worth  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  over  and  above  his  just  debts  and  liabilities  and  prop¬ 
erty  exempt  from  execution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  keep  his 
office  open  each  day,  Sundays  excepted,  from  9  o’clock  a. 
m.  to  12  o’clock  in.,  and  from  1  o’clock  p.  m.  to  4  o’clock 
p.  m.  lie  shall  keep  proper  records  and  books  of  account, 
showing  all  the  business  transaction  in  and  through  his 
office,  and  all  his  doings  as  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and 
shall  keep  and  preserve  all  books  and  documents  belonging 
to  the  city,  and  not  properly  in  the  custody  of  any  other 
officer  of  the  city,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
prescribed  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  3.  That  from  and  after  January  1,  1903,  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $125.00 
per  month  for  his  services  as  Auditor  and  Police  Judge- 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  out  of  which  salary  he  shall  pay 
his  deputy,  if  any.

The  City  Attorney  shall,  as  soon  as  prac¬ 
ticable,  report  to  the  Council  in  writing  a  statement  of  all 
suits  or  actions  in  which  the  city  is  a  party  which  may 
have  been  instituecl,  prosecuted  to  final  judgment  or  settled 
by  him,  and  the  result  thereof,  and  he  shall  report  to  the 
Council  in  like  manner  from  time  to  time  the  condition,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  opinion  as  to  the  probable  result,  of  any 
such  suit  or  action.  Provided,  that  the  foregoing  shall  not 
apply  to  actions  instituted  or  prosecuted  in  the  Police 
'Court  of  the  city  for  violation  of  city  ordiannees. 

Sec.  2.  No  writ  of  review  or  appeal  shall  be  taken  by 
the  City  Attorney  in  any  action  or  suit  in  which  judgment 
shall  have  been  rendered  against  the  city  unless,  upon  re¬ 
port  of  the  same  and  facts  concerning  the  same  to  the 
City  Council  by  the  City  Attorney,  the  Council  shall  order 
such  writ  or  appeal  to  be  taken. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  Attorney  shall,  whenever  requested 
by  the  Common  Council  or  any  committee  thereof,  and  as 
soon  as  practicable,  give  his  opinion  in  writing  upon  any 
•question  or  questions  of  law  or  construction  which  may 
;arise  concerning  any  matter  under  consideration  by  said 
Council.  All  such  requests  shall  be  made  to  the  City 
Attorney  in  writing,  and  shall  state  clearly  the  question  or 
questions  upon  which  an  opinion  is  desired.  He  shall 
♦draft  all  ordinances  and  oversee  the  drafting  of  all  street 
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notices,  and  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the1  Common  Coun¬ 
cil,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  absence,  or  when  excused.

Sec.  4.  From  and  after  January  1,  1903,  the  City 
Attorney  shall  receive  a  monthly  salary  of  $90  per  month, 
payable  at  the  expiration  of  each  month,  and  all  travel¬ 
ing  expenses  actually  incurred  on  account  of  city  business 
while  absent  from  the  city.

of  the  City  Treasurer  shall  file  with  the  bond  their  juti- 
fication  to  the  effect  that  they  are  residents  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  and  that  they  are  worth  in  the  aggregate,  over 
and  above  all  debts  and  liabilities,  exclusive  of  property 
exempt  from  execution,  the  amount  of  the  bond. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  receive  for  his  ser¬ 
vices  the  sum  of  $55.00  per  month,  payable  as  other  stated 
salaries  of  the  City  Officers. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is  $1500  in  cash  in  the  hands 
of  the  City  Treasurer  in  the  General  Fund,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  call  outstanding  warrants 
so  as  to  reduce  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand  to  a  sum  be¬ 
low  $500,  and  whenever  there  is  sufficient  cadi  in  any  spec¬ 
ial  fund  to  pay  $100  in  warrants  outstanding  against  such 
special  fund,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to 
call  such  warrant  or  warrants  for  payment. 
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Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer 
to  make  a  quarterly  exhibit  to  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  money  re¬ 
ceived,  stating  the  source  from  which  received,  and  the 
fund  to  which  the  same  belongs,  and  the  amount  paid  out 
from  each  fund  during  the  quarter  and  presented  for  pay¬ 
ment  or  otherwise,  and  the  balance  of  money  or  other  prop¬ 
erty  remaining  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  quarter,  and 
shall  accompany  such  exibit  with  a  schedule  of  all  warrants 
paid  by  him  during  the  quarter,  specifying  the  number 
and  amount  of  each  and  the  funds  out  of  which  such 
amounts  were  paid.  Such  exhibit  shall  be  made  out  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Common  Council  may  by 
resolution  direct. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer 
to  cancel  every  warrant  paid  by  him  at  the  time  of  payment, 
by  writing  across  the  face  thereof  the  word  “Paid”  and  the 
date  of  payment,  which  may  be  done  either  by  writing  or 
by  a  stencil  stamp,  and  such  cancelled  warrant  shall  ac¬ 
company  such  quarterly  report. 

Sec.  6.  All  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer 
shall  be  paid  in  the  order  of  presentation.  It  shall  be  un¬ 
lawful  for  the  City  Treasurer  to  purchase  warrants  for 
others  or  to  act  as  warrant  broker. 

Sec.  7.  The  quarterly  exhibit  of  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
and,  after  being  reported  upon,  the  same  shall  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  city  newspaper  for  two  days.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS  TO  FILE  BOND. 

Section  1.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his

VEYOR  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  AND  ALL  PERSONS  EM¬ 
PLOYED  UNDER  HIM,  AND  IMPOSING  FURTHER  DUTIES  OF 
THE  CITY  SURVEYOR. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Surveyor  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  $5  per  day  of  eight  hours  for  services  ac¬ 
tually  performed  for  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  all  employes 
under  said  City  Surveyor  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $3  per 
day  for  each  day’s  work  of  eight  hours  performed  for  the 
city. 


Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Surveyor  to 
attend  all  regular  meetings  of  the  Common  Council,  for 
which  he  shall  not  receive  pay.  It  shall  also  he  the  duty  of 
the  City  Surveyor  to  prepare  a  plat  for  the  Auditor’s  office 
showing  the  present  grade  of  all  streets  upon  which  grade 
is  now  established,  and  the  width  of  each  street  in  the  ad¬ 
ditions  of  Shivley’s,  McClure’s,  Taylor’s,  Adair’s  and  Al- 
derbrook.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Surveyor 
to  keep  a  record  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  full  de¬ 
scription  of  the  monuments  for  a  base  of  grades  and  for 
the  survey  of  streets  and  the  location  of  all  sewers  and 
drains.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1732. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  MANNER  OF  CONDUCTING  CITY 
ELECTIONS:  PRESCRIBING  THE  MANNER  OF  MAKING  NOM¬ 
INATIONS  OF  CANDIDATES:  PROVIDING  FOR  PRINTING  AND 
DISTRIBUTING  BALLOTS  BY  PUBLIC  OFFICERS  AT  PUBLIC 
EXPENSE,  AND  ADOPTING  THE  AUSTRALIAN  BALLOT  SYSTEM. 

The  Cit/i  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

AUDITOR  TO  GIVE  TEN  DAYS’  NOTICE. 

Section  1.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  give 
ten  days'  notice  by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  City  of  Astoria  of  each  general  election,  the 
officers  to  be  elected  thereat,  and  the  place  dsignated  in 
each  ward  for  holding  the  election  therein,  and  the  judges 
and  clerks  appointed  to  conduct  the  same. 

ELECTIONS  TO  BE  GOVERNED  BY  AUSTRALIAN  BALLOT 

LAW. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  matters  concerning  municipal  elec¬ 
tions  not  in  this  ordinance  or  in  the  Charter  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  provided  for,  shall  be  regulated  and  governed  by 
the  provisions  of  what  is  known  as  the  “Australian  Ballot 
Law”  now  in  force  in  this  state,  which  said  law  was  ap¬ 
proved  February  13,  1891.  and  was  entitled,  “An  Act  fix¬ 
ing  the  time  for  holding  elections;  regulating  the  manner 
of  conducting  state,  district,  county  and  precinct  elections; 
prescribing  the  manner  of  making  the  nominations  of  candi¬ 
dates;  providing  for  printing  and  distributing  ballots  by 
public  officers  at  public  expense;  to  prevent  fraud  and  pun¬ 
ish  crime  affecting  the  right  of  suffrage:  to  repeal  all  of  an 
act  and  acts  and  general  laws  of  the  state  that  have  or  may 
hereafter  be  passed  or  enacted  as  amendatory  of  said  law 
or  act. 
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COUNCIL  TO  APPOINT  THREE  JUDGES. 

Sec.  3.  The  Common  Council  shall  appoint  for  each 
election  three  capable  and  discreet  persons  possessing  the 
qualifications  of  electors  for  each  election  precinct,  who 
shall  not  be  all  of  the  same  political  party,  to  act  as  judges 
of  elections,  and  shall  designate  one  of  the  three  to  be 
chairman;  and  shall  also  appoint  two  suitable  persons  for 
each  election  precinct,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors, 
and  who  shall  be  of  different  political  parties,  to  act  as 
clerks  of  such  election.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall 
make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  immediately 
after  the  appointment  of  said  judges  and  clerks,  a  notice 
thereof,  in  writing,  directed  to  each  judge  and  to  each  clerk 
so  appointed. 


NOTICE  OF  ELECTION. 

Sec.  4.  Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  said 
judges  and  clerks,  before  any  general  election,  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  shall  deliver  to  the  Chief  of  Police  three 
notices  of  the  election  for  each  precinct  in  said  city.  Said 
notice  shall  be  in  the  following  form :

upon  each  of  the  said  judges  and  clerks,  and  post  the  three 
election  notices  in  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of  each  poll¬ 
ing  place. 

JUDGES  AND  CLERKS  TO  MEET  AT  POLLING  PLACE. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  judges  and  clerks  shall  meet  at  their 
respective  polling  places  designated  in  said  notices  at  the 
time  prescribed  for  holding  a  general  or  special  election, 
to  act  as  judges  and  clerks  of  said  election.  The  judge 
appointed  chairman  by  the  Common  Council  shall  act  as 
chairman  if  he  be  present,  and  if  not,  the  judges  shall  elect 
one  of  their  number  chairman. 

Sec.  6.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  the  said  judges  and  clerks  shall  each  take  and  sub¬ 
scribe  the  following  oath  in  each  of  the  poll  books,  which 
oath  shall  be  administered  by  any  officer  authorized  to  ad¬ 
minister  oaths,  or  the  chairman,  if  he  be  present,  and  if 
not,  then  by  one  of  the  judges. 

I, . ,  do  solemnly  swear  i^or  affirm)  that 

I  will  perform  the  duties  of  judge  of  election  (or  clerk,  as 
the  case  may  be,)  according  to  law;  that  I  will  studiously 
endeavor  to  prevent  fraud,  deceit  and  abuse  in  conducting 
the  election. 

FAILURE  OF  JUDGE  TO  ATTEN D— ELECTORS  TO  ELECT. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  one  or  more  of  said  judges  of  election 
shall  not  be  present  at  the  time  prescribed  for  opening  the 
polls,  the  electors  present  may  elect  a  qualified  person  from 
their  number  to  act  as  judge  of  election. 

CLERKS  FAILING  TO  ATTEND  TO  BE  APPOINTED. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  one  or  more  of  said  clerks  shall  not 
be  present  at  the  time  of  opening  the  polls,  the  judges  of 
-election  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  act  as  clerk  of 
said  election. 
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HOUR  OF  OPENING  AND  CLOSING  OF  POLLS. 

Sec.  9.  All  general  elections  hereinafter  held  in  this 
city  shall  be  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
and  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  the  hour  of  8  in  the  fore¬ 
noon  and  continue  open  until  6  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  same  day  at  which  time  the  polls  shall  he  closed.  Prior 
to  opening  the  polls  the  chairman  of  said  judges  of  elec¬ 
tion  shall  make  public  proclamation  of  the  same,  and  thirty 
minutes  before  closing  of  the  polls  public  proclamation 
shall  be  made  by  the  same  officer  that  the  polls  will  be  closed 
in  half  an  hour.  The  ballot  boxes,  poll  books,  ballot  stubs 
and  tally  sheets  shall  be  constantly  kept  together  in  the 
pr  esence  of  at  least  four  of  the  said  officers  from  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  polls  until  the  count  is  completed  and  the  returns 
signed  and  sealed  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  after  the 
count  is  once  begun  it  shall  continue  until  it  is  fully  com¬ 
pleted  without  any  adjournment  and  in  the  presence  of 
all  the  judges  and  clerks. 

DUTY  OF  JUDGES  TO  CHALLENGE  VOTER. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  judge  or  clerk 
of  election,  or  any  elector  present,  to  challenge  any  person 
offering  to  vote  whom  he  shall  know  or  suspect  not  to  be 
qualified  as  an  elector. 

OATH  OF  VOTER  CHALLENGED. 

Sec.  11.  If  any  person  offering  to  vote  is  challenged 
as  unqualified  by  any  one  enumerated  in  Section  10  the 
chairman  of  said  judges  shall  administer  to  him  the  follow¬ 
ing  oath  or  affirmation :  “You  do  solemnly  swear  ( or 
affirm)  that  you  will  fully  and  truly  answer  all  such  ques¬ 
tions  as  shall  be  pxit  to  you  touching  your  place  of  residence 
and  qualifications  as  an  elector  at  this  election.”  The 
chairman  shall  then  propound  such  questions  to  the  person 
challenged  as  may  be  necessary  to  test  his  qualifications  as 
an  elector  at  that  election.  The  judges  may  hear  such  other 
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testimony  and  consider  such  other  evidence  as  is  proper 
upon  the  question.  If  all  the  judges  cannot  agree,  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  judges  shall  decide  the  matter. 

VOTER  REFUSING  TO  TAKE  OATH,  VOTE  REJECTED. 

Sec.  12.  If  the  person  challenged  shall  refuse  to  an¬ 
swer  fully  any  question  touching  his  qualifications  as  an 
elector  which  shall  be  put  to  him,  the  judges  shall  reject  his 
vote. 

JUDGE  SHALL  ADMINISTER  OATH  TO  VOTER. 

Sec.  13.  If  the  challenge  be  not  withdrawn  after  the 
person  offering  to  vote  shall  have  answered  the  questions 
put  to  him  as  aforesaid,  the  chairman  of  said  judges  shall 
administer  to  him  the  following  oath : 

OATH  OF  VOTER. 

“You  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  are  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  have  declared  your  intention 
to  become  such  one  year  next  preceding  this  election ;  that 
you  are  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years ;  that  you  have  been 
a  resident  of  this  state  for  six  months  and  the  City  of 
Astoria  for  three  months  next  preceding  this  election,  and 
that  you  have  resided  in  this  ward  for  ten  days  next  pre¬ 
ceding  this  election;  that  you  have  not  yet  voted  at  this 
election,  and  that  your  true  name  is  as  you  represent  it  to 
be.” 

CLERK  SHALL  WRITE  WORD  "CHALLENGED”  ON  POLL 

BOOK. 

Sec.  14.  Whenever  any  person’s  right  to  vote  shall  be 
challenged,  and  he  has  taken  the  oath  prescribed  by  Section 
13,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  election  to  write  on 
the  poll  books  at  the  end  of  such  person’s  name  the  words, 
“challenged  and  sworn,”  and  the  further  words,  “reject¬ 
ed,”  or  “voted,”  according  to  teh  fact. 
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RULES  GOVERNING  QUALIFICATIONS  AND  RESIDENCE. 

Sec.  15.  The  judges  of  election  in  determining  the 
residence  and  qualifications  of  persons  offering  to  vote,  shall 
he  governed  by  the  following  rules,  so  far  as  the  same  may 
be  applicable: 


PLACE  OF  RESIDENCE. 

1.  The  place  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  the 
residence  of  a  person  in  which  his  habitation  is  fixed  and 
to  which,  whenever  he  is  absent,  he  has  the  intention  of  re¬ 
turning. 

WHEN  RESIDENCE  LOST. 

2.  A  person  shall  not  be  considered  or  held  to  have 
lost  his  residence  who  shall  leave  his  home  and  go  into 
another  state  or  territory  or  county  of  this  state  for  a  cem- 
pory  purpose  only. 

8.  A  person  shall  not  be  considered  or  held  to  have 
gained  a  residence  in  any  county  of  this  state  into  which 
he  has  come  for  a  temporary  purpose  only,  without  the 
intention  of  making  said  county  his  home;  but  with  the 
intention  of  leaving  the  same  when  he  shall  have  accom¬ 
plished  the  business  that  brought  him  into  it. 

4.  If  a  person  remove  to  any  other  state  or  to  any  of 
the  territories  with  the  intention  of  making  it  his  perma¬ 
nent  home,  he  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  have  lost  his 
residence  in  this  state. 

MARRIED  MAN’S  RESIDENCE. 

5.  The  place  where  a  married  man’s  family  resides 
shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  his  residence. 

UNMARRIED  MAN’S  RESIDENCE. 

6.  The  place  where  an  unmarried  man  sleeps  shall  be 
considered  and  held  to  be  his  residence. 
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WHEN  A  VOTER  LOSES  RESIDENCE. 

7.  If  a  person  shall  go  from  this  state  into  any  other 
state  or  territory  and  there  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage 
he  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  have  lost  his  residence 
in  this  state. 


MUST  VOTE  IN  WARD. 

8.  All  the  qualified  voters  shall  vote  in  the  ward  in 
the  city  where  they  may  reside. 

JUDGES  MUST  SHOW  BALLOT  BOXES. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  election 
or  the  chairman  thereof  immediately  before  the  proclama¬ 
tion  is  made  of  the  opening  of  the  polls,  to  open  the  ballot 
boxes  in  the  presence  of  the  people  there  assembled  and 
turn  the  same  upside  down  so  as  to  empty  the  said  boxes 
of  anything  that  may  be  in  them  and  then  lock  said  boxes 
securely,  and  they  shall  not  be  reopened  until  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  counting  the  ballots  therein  at  the  close  of  the  elec¬ 
tion.  During  the  election  one  of  the  judges  other  than  the 
chairman,  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  keys. 

PERSONS  NOT  TO  STAND  WITHIN  FIFTY  FEET  OF  THE 

POLLS. 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  approach  or  stand  within 
fifty  feet  of  the  polls  when  open  for  the  purpose  of  receiv¬ 
ing  votes,  except  such  peace  officers  as  are  particularly 
selected  or  appointed  by  the  judges  to  preserve  order  or  en¬ 
force  the  law  within  such  limits;  and  electors  actually  de¬ 
siring  and  proceeding  to  vote,  and  but  ten  electors  shall  be 
permitted  to  approach  the  polls  within  fifty  feet  at  the  same 
time;  Provided ,  however,  that  the  said  judges  of  election 
shall,  if  requested,  permit  one  person  from  each  political 
party,  selected  by  the  party,  to  stand  outside  of  the  guard 
rail  at  the  polls,  while  open  for  receiving  votes,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  challenging  voters,  and  the  said  judges  of  election 
shall,  if  requested,  permit  the  respective  candidates,  or  some 
person  selected  by  a  candidate,  or  by  several  candidates, 
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or  by  a  political  party,  to  be  present  in  the  room,  but  out¬ 
side  of  the  guard  rail  where  the  said  judges  are  during 
the  time  of  receiving  and  counting  the  votes.  Such  selec¬ 
tion  shall  be  evidenced  in  writing  signed  by  the  chairman 
and  secretary  of  such  political  party  or  by  the  candidate 
or  candidates  and  presented  to  and  filed  with  the  judges. 

JUDGES  HAVE  AUTHORITY  OF  JUSTICES  OF  THE  PEACE. 

Sec.  18.  For  the  purpose  of  holding  elections  and 
preserving  order  at  the  polls  the  judges  of  elections  are  here¬ 
by  appointed  and  invested  with  the  jurisdiction  and  au¬ 
thority  of  justices  of  the  peace  during  the  time  of  holding 
elections;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  to  impose  and  enforce  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  the 
school  fund,  on  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  conduct 
themselves  in  a  disorderly  or  riotous  manner  at  the  polls 
and  shall  persist  in  such  conduct  after  having  been  warned 
of  the  consequences,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  move  from  the 
polls  fifty  feet  when  directed,  or  any  person  who  shall  be 
detected  in  the  commission,  in  the  immediate  presence  of 
the  judges,  of  any  offense  defined  by  this  act,  and  on  the 
refusal  or  neglect  to  forthwith  pay  the  same  to  the  chair¬ 
man,  to  commit  him  or  them  to  the  common  jail  of  the 
county  for  any  time  not  exceeding  twenty-five  days,  or  un¬ 
til  the  fine  is  paid;  and  the  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable 
and  jailor  and  policemen  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town 
are  hereby  required  to  forthwith  execute  said  order  as 
though  it  had  been  issued  by  a  magistrate  in  form  of  law. 
If  no  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable  or  policeman  be  pres¬ 
ent  the  judges  may  appoint  a  special  constable  or  consta¬ 
bles  to  execute  their  orders. 

COMPENSATION  FOR  JUDGES  AND  CLERKS. 

Sec.  19.  There  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Common 
Council  to  the  several  judges  and  clerks  of  election  three 
dollars  per  day  while  holding  elections.

During  the  count  of  the  ballot  each  clerk 
shall  with  pen  and  ink  keep  tally  upon  one  of  the  above  tally- 
sheets  and  shall  prepare  the  certificates  thereto  above  in¬ 
dicated:  and  immediately  upon  completion  of  the  count 
both  clerks  shall  sign  the  tally-sheets  and  each  of  them  shall 
certify  which  sheet  was  kept  by  him ;  and  the  chairman  and 
the  judges  being  satisfied  of  the  correctness  of  the  same, 
shall  then  sign  both  of  said  tally-sheets.  The  clerks  shall  then 
prepare  a  copy  of  that  portion  of  one  of  said  tally-sheets 
showing  the  number  and  name  of  each  candidate,  and  the 
office.and  total  votes  received  by  each,  and  of  the  certificate 
thereto,  which  copy  shall  be  signed  by  the  judges  and 
clerks,  and  immediately  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  on 
the  outside  of  said  polls,  there  to  remain  for  ten  days. 


POLL  BOOKS  TO  BE  ENCLOSED  IN  BOX. 

Sec.  24.  Immediately  after  canvassing  the  votes  in 
the  manner  afoi'esaid  the  judges,  before  they  separate  or 
adjourn,  shall  enclose  the  poll  books  in  separate  covers  and 
securely  seal  the  same.  They  shall  also  enclose  the  tally- 
sheets  in  separate  envelopes  and  seal  the  same  securely. 
They  shall  also  enclose  all  the  ballots  and  stubs  strung  on 
strings  as  aforesaid,  and  seal  the  same  securely.  And  they 
shall,  in  writing  with  pen  and  ink,  specify  the  contents  and 
address  each  of  said  packages  upon  the  outside  thereof  to 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 
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BALLOT  BOX  TO  BE  CONVEYED  TO  AUDITOR. 

Sec.  25.  One  of  the  tally-sheets,  the  poll  book  which 
was  kept  by  the  second  clerk,  the  ballots  and  stubs,  the 
ballot  boxes  and  remaining  supplies  shall  be  forthwith  con¬ 
veyed  by  one  of  the  judges  or  clerks  of  the  election,  to  be 
agreed  upon  for  that  purpose  by  the  judges,  to  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge.  The  remaining  tally-sheet  and  poll  book, 
enclosed  in  an  envelope  and  cover,  and  sealed  securely,  as 
aforesaid,  addressed  and  endorsed  on  the  outside,  so  that  the 
same  can  be  identified,  shall  be  forthwith  deposited  with  one 
of  the  judges  not  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  judge  or 
clerk  who  conveys  the  duplicates  to  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  to  be  kept  by  him  safely  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
proper  court. 

ONLY  WHITE  BALLOTS  TO  BE  COUNTED. 

Sec.  26.  In  the  canvass  of  the  votes  only  white  bal¬ 
lots,  furnished  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
counted,  and  any  ballot  from  which  it  is  impossible  to  de¬ 
termine  the  elector’s  choice  for  any  of  the  offices  shall  be 
void  and  shall  not  be  counted. 

JUDGES  TO  ENVELOPE  REJECTED  BALLOTS. 

Sec.  27.  The  judges  shall  carefully  envelope  all  bal¬ 
lots  cast  which  are  rejected  or  defective  and  not  counted  for 
any  office  and  seal  the  same  securely  and  address  the  same 
to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  endorse  the  same  so 
they  may  be  identified,  and  shall  transmit  the  same  along 
with  the  other  ballots  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  afore¬ 
said.  The  chairman  shall  write  with  pen  and  ink  upon  the 
back  of  every  ballot,  immediately  after  the  same  is  dis¬ 
covered,  the  words  “wholly  defective,”  and  sign  his  initials 
thereto. 

HOW  TO  DETERMINE  VOTER’S  CHOICE. 

Sec.  28.  Any  ballot  from  which  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  the  elector’s  choice  for  a  part  of  the  offices  shall 
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be  counted  for  such  part  and  the  remainder  of  the  ballot 
from  which  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  elector’s  choice 
shall  be  void  as  to  such  defective  part,  and  such  defective 
part  shall  not  be  counted.  The  judges  shall  disregard  mis¬ 
spelling  or  abbreviations  of  the  names  of  the  candidates  for 
office  if  it  can  be  ascertained  from  such  ballot  for  whom  it 
was  intended.  Every  such  ballot  not  counted  for  any  party 
shall  be  immediately  endorsed  on  the  back  thereof,  with  pen 

and  ink,  by  the  chairman,  “Not  counted  for . 

(stating  what  office  or  offices)  who  shall  sign  his  initials 
thereto. 

CONVENTION  OF  DELEGATES— WHAT  TO  CONTAIN. 

Sec.  29.  Any  convention  of  delegates,  and  any  assem¬ 
bly  of  electors,  as  hereinafter  defined,  and  also  individual 
electors  to  the  number  hereinafter  specified,  by  causing  a 
certificate  of  nomination  to  be  duly  prepared  and  filed  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  may  nominate  one  candi¬ 
date  for  each  public  office  to  be  filled  at  the  election,  whose 
name  shall  be  placed  upon  the  ballots  to  be  furnished  as 
hereinafter  provided.  A  convention  of  delegates  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act  is  an  organized  body  of  delegates  rep¬ 
resenting  a  political  party  which  at  the  next  election  pre¬ 
ceding  polled  at  least  3  percent  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  the 
city.  An  assembly  of  electors,  within  the  meaning  of  this 
act,  is  an  organized  body  of  not  less  than  100  electors  of 
the  city. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  NOMINATION — HOW  MADE. 

Sec.  30.  Every  such  certificate  of  nomination  made 
by  such  convention  or  assembly  may  contain  the  name  of 
one  candidate  for  each  office  to  b 3  filled  at  the  election.  It 
shall  state  such  facts  concerning  the  convention  or  assembly 
as  are  required  by  Section  31  of  this  Act  for  its  acceptance, 
and  as  are  required  to  be  stated  therein  by  Section  34  of 
this  Act.  In  conclusion  it  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding 
officer  and  the  secretary  of  the  convention  or  assembly  by 
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which  it  purports  to  be  made,  and  an  affidavit  shall  be 
made  thereon  by  such  presiding  officer  and  secretary,  and 
subscribed  and  sworn  to  (or  affirmed)  by  them  before  some 
pei’son  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  the  effect  that 
the  statements  therein  are  true,  and  the  certificate  of  the 
oath  or  affirmation  shall  accompany  the  certificate  of  nomi¬ 
nation. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  NOMINATION  TO  BE  SIGNED  BY  FIFTY 

ELECTORS. 

Sec.  31.  Every  such  certificate  of  nomination  made  by 
individual  electors  as  aforesaid  of  a  candidate  for  any 
office  to  be  filled  by  the  electors  of  the  city  shall  be  signed 
by  not  less  than  fifty  (50)  electors  of  the  city,  and  of  a 
candidate  for  any  office  to  be  filled  by  the  electors  of  a 
ward,  shall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  ten  (10)  electors  of 
such  ward.  Each  elector  signing  a  certificate  of  nomina¬ 
tion,  shall  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of  residence,  with 
the  street  and  number  thereof,  if  any,  and  each  elector  shall 
be  qualified  to  subscribe  to  only  one  such  certificate  of  nom¬ 
ination,  for  each  offce  to  be  filled  at  the  election.  At  least 
two  of  the  signers  to  each  certificate  of  nomination  made  by 
individual  electors  shall  swear  (or  affirm)  before  some  per¬ 
son  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that  the  statements  and 
signatures  therein  are  true,  and  that  the  requisite  number 
of  signers  thereto  are  qualified  to  make  such  nomination 
and  the  certificate  of  such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  an¬ 
nexed  to  the  certificate  of  nomination. 

WHAT  CERTIFICATE  SHALL  CONTAIN. 

Sec.  32.  All  certificates  of  nomination  shall  state 
such  facts  as  are  required  by  this  act,  and  also  (1)  the  name 
of  candidate,  (2)  the  office  for  which  he  is  nominated,  (3) 
the  party  or  political  principle  which  he  represents,  ex¬ 
pressed  in  not  more  than  three  words,  (4)  his  place  of  resi¬ 
dence,  with  the  street  and  number  thereof,  if  any. 
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QUALIFICATIONS  OF  SIGNERS  TO  PETITION. 

Sec.  33.  No  person  who  is  not  an  elector  shall  be 
qualified  to  join  in  nominating  any  candidate.  No  elector 
shall  be  qualified  to  join  in  a  certificate  of  nomination  made 
by  individual  electors  in  nominating  more  than  one  person 
for  each  office  to  be  filled.  No  person  shall  be  qualified 
to  be  a  candidate  for  more  than  one  office  to  be  filled  at 
the  same  election. 

ACCEPTANCE  OF  NOMINATION  BY  NOMINEE. 

Sec.  34.  A  certificate  of  nomination  may  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  acceptanee  of  the  nominee,  in  which  case  the 
acceptance  shall  be  endorsed  upon  the  certificate  of  nomi¬ 
nation  and  signed  by  the  nominee,  or  it  may  be  by  a  letter 
or  telegram  from  the  nominee  attached  to  the  certificate  of 
nomination  and  filed  therewith.  If  the  certificate  of  nomi¬ 
nation  is  not  thus  accompanied  by  the  acceptance  of  the 
nominee,  he  may  at  any  time  after  the  certificate  of  nomi¬ 
nation  is  filed  and  before  the  time  for  filing  nominations  for 
such  office  has  expired,  file  his  acceptance  thereof  in  the 
same  manner  in  the  same  office  where  the  certificate  of  nom¬ 
ination  is  filed.  The  officer  with  whom  it  is  filed,  shall  en¬ 
dorse  the  same  and  attach  it  to  the  certificate  of  nomination 
to  which  it  refers.  Several  different  certificates  of  nomina¬ 
tion  may  thus  be  filed,  nominating  the  same  person,  and  if 
the  person  so  nominated  so  accepts  one  of  said  nominations, 
it  shall  be  sufficient  and  shall  be  equivalent  to  accepting 
each  one  of  said  nominations  to  the  same  office.  But  unless 
such  nominee  accepts  a  nomination  as  a  candidate  for  some 
office,  in  some  one  of  the  ways  and  within  the  time  afore¬ 
said  he  shall  not  be  considered  as  fully  nominated,  and  his 
name  shall  not  be  placed  upon  the  ballots. 

TIME  OF  FILING  OF  ACCEPTANCE  OF  NOMINATION. 

Sec.  35.  If  such  certificate  of  nomination  be  made 
by  a  convention  or  assembly,  it  shall  be  filed  with  the  Aud¬ 
itor  and  Police  Judge  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100) 
days  and  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  before  the  date  fixed 
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by  law  for  the  election.  If  such  certificate  of  nomination 
be  made  by  individual  electors,  it  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  not  more  than  one  hundred 
(100)  days  and  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  days  before  the 
day  fixed  by  law  for  the  election. 


AUDITOR  TO  ENTER  NOMINATIONS  IN  BOOK. 

Sec.  36.  Immeditaely  after  such  certificate  of  nomi¬ 
nation  is  filed,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  enter  in 
a  book  marked  “Register  of  Nominations,”  the  date  when 
the  certificate  was  filed  with  him,  the  name  of  each  candi¬ 
date,  the  office  for  which  he  is  nominated,  and  the  name  of 
the  party  or  convention  or  assembly  making  the  nomina¬ 
tion,  together  with  the  names  of  the  chairman  and  secre¬ 
tary,  certifying  the  same  and  in  case  the  certificate  of  nom¬ 
ination  is  made  by  individual  electors,  the  names  of  two 
signers  who  make  oath  thereto,  and  the  total  number  of 
signatures  thereto.  As  soon  as  the  acceptance  or  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  candidate  is  filed,  it  shall  also  be  entered 
upon  said  register. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  NOMINATIONS  PUBLIC  RECORDS. 

Sec.  37.  All  such  certificates  of  nomination,  accept¬ 
ances  and  withdrawals,  as  soon  as  filed,  shall  be  public 
records,  and  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  under  proper 
regulations;  and  when  a  copy  of  any  certificate  of  nomina¬ 
tion,  acceptance  or  withdrawal  is  presented  at  the  time  the 
oirginal  is  filed,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  and  a  request  is 
made  to  have  such  copy  compared  and  certified,  the  officer 
with  whom  such  certificate  of  nomination  was  filed,  shall 
forthwith  compare  such  copy  with  the  original  on  file,  and, 
if  necessary  correct  the  copy  and  certify  and  deliver  the 
copy  to  the  person  who  presented  it.  All  certificates  of 
nomination,  acceptances,  withdrawals,  poll  books,  tally- 
sheets,  ballots  and  ballot-stubs,  shall  be  preserved  as  other 
records,  are,  for  two  years  after  the  election  to  which  they 
pertain,  at  which  time,  unless  otherwise  ordered  or  re- 
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strained  by  some  court,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall 
destroy  the  ballots  and  ballot-stubs  by  fire,  without  any  one 
inspecting  the  same. 

WHEN  CANDIDATE  MAY  WITHDRAW  NAME. 

Sec.  38.  Any  person  who  has  been  nominated  and 
accepted  such  nomination,  as  provided  in  this  act,  may 
cause  his  name  to  be  withdrawn  from  nomination  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  election,  by  a  writing  declining  the  nomi¬ 
nation,  stating  the  reason,  signed  and  acknowledged  by  him, 
before  some  officer  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to 
take  acknowledgement  of  deeds,  and  certified  by  such  offic¬ 
er,  and  by  filing  the  same  with  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge. 

EFFECT  OF  WITHDRAWAL  OR  DEATH  OF  NOMINEE. 

Sec.  39.  If  any  person  nominated  as  herein  provided, 
dies  or  withdraws  before  the  day  fixed  by  law  for  the 
election,  and  the  fact  of  the  death  becomes  known  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  he  shall 
forthwith  give  notice  by  posting  a  certificate  of  the  fact  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  his  office.  In  every  such  ease  the' 
name  of  the  candidate  who  has  died  or  withdrawn  shall 
not  be  printed  upon  the  ballots,  and  if  already  printed  shall 
be  erased  or  cancelled  before  the  ballots  are  delivered  to 
the  elector. 

AUDITOR  TO  CERTIFY  NAMES  AND  POST  IN  HIS  OFFICE.. 

Sec.  40.  Not  more  than  fifteen  (15)  and  not  less  than 
eigth  (8)  days  before  the  date  fixed  by  law  for  the  election, 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  arrange  in  the  manner 
provided  by  this  act  for  the  arrangement  of  the  names  and 
other  information  concerning  all  the  candidates  contained 
in  this  certificate  of  nomination  which  have  been  filed 
with  him  and  accepted  by  the  nominees,  and  he  shall  forth¬ 
with  certify  the  same  under  the  seal  of  the  City,  and  file1 
the  same  in  his  office  and  make  and  post  a  duplicate  there¬ 
of  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  office,  and  keep  the  same- 
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posted  until  after  the  election  has  taken  place ;  and  he  shall 
forthwith  proceed  and  cause  to  be  printed,  according  to  law 
the  white  ballots  required  by  this  act. 

AUDITOR  TO  HAVE  BALLOTS  PRINTED. 

Sec.  41.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  cause 
to  be  printed,  according  to  law,  all  the  ballots  required 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  furnish 
the  same  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  for  the  use  of 
all  electors  in  the  City.  Ballots  other  than  those  furnished 
by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  according  to  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  used  or  circulated,  or  cast  or 
counted  in  any  election  provided  for  in  this  act. 

BALLOTS— HOW  PRINTED. 

Sec.  42.  All  ballots  designed  to  be  voted,  shall  be 
printed  in  black  ink  upon  a  good  quality  of  white  paper, 
and  shall  be  alike  and  of  the  same  size.  Duplicate  impres¬ 
sions  of  the  same  shall  be  printed  upoii  cheaper  colored 
paper,  so  as  to  be  readily  distinguishable  from  the  white 
ballots.  These  colored  ballots  shall  be  used  solely  as  sample 
ballots  for  the  information  and  convenience  of  voters,  and 
shall  not  be  voted,  and  if  voted  shall  not  be  counted. 

BALLOTS— WHAT  TO  CONTAIN. 

Sec.  43.  The  ballots  shall  be  styled  “official  ballot;” 
shall  state  the  number  or  name  of  the  ward  they  are  intend¬ 
ed  for,  and  the  date  when  the  election  is  to  be  held;  shall 
contain  the  names  of  all  the  candidates  for  offices  to  be  filled 
at  that  election,  whose  nominations  have  been  duly  made 
and  accepted  as  herein  provided,  and  who  have  not  died  or 
withdrawn,  and  shall  contain  no  other  names  of  persons ; 
the  name  of  each  person  nominated  shall  be  printed  upon 
the  ballot  in  but  one  place;  but  there  shall  be  added  oppo¬ 
site  thereto  the  party  or  political  designation,  expressed  in 
not  more  than  three  words  for  any  one  party  as  specified  in 
each  of  the  certificates  of  nomination  nominating  him  for 
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the  office.  The  names  of  the  candidates  for  such  office 
shall  be  arranged  under  the  designation  of  the  office  in 
alphabetical  order,  according  to  surnames.  There  shall  be 
left  at  the  end  of  the  list  of  candidates  for  each  office  as 
many  blank  spaces  as  there  are  persons  to  be  elected  to 
such  office,  in  which  the  elector  may  write  in  the  names  of 
any  person  not  printed  on  the  ballots,  for  which  he  desires 
to  vote  as  a  candidate  for  such  office.  On  the  left  margin 
of  the  ballot  the  name  of  the  uppermost  candidate  as  print¬ 
ed  shall  be  numbered  12,  the  next  candidate  13,  the  next 
14  and  so  on  continuously  to  the  end  of  the  ballot.  The 
blank  lines  shall  not  be  numbered.  The  ballot  shall  be 
printed  so  as  to  give  each  elector  a  clear  opportunity  to  des¬ 
ignate  his  choice  of  candidates  by  making  a  mark  to  the 
left  of  the  name  of  the  candidate  he  wishes  to  vote  for. 


BALLOTS— HOW  MARKED  AND  WHAT  TO  CONTAIN. 

Sec.  44.  And  on  the  ballots  may  be  printed  such 
words  as  will  aid  the  elector  to  do  this,  as  “vote  for  one,” 
“vote  for  three,”  and  the  like.  Each  ballot  shall  have 
along  the  top  thereof  a  stub  one  and  one  haif  inches  wide, 
perforated  along  the  lower  edge  thereof  and  on  the  left 
half  of  the  stub  shall  be  printed  the  words,  “stub  to  be 
torn  off  by  the  Chairman”  and  on  the  right  half  “stub  to 
be  torn  off  by  the  first  Clerk.”  The  colored  sample  ballots 
need  not  be  perforated.  Immediately  between  the  perfor¬ 
ated  line  shall  be  printed  in  capital  words  “Official  Ballot 
for  Municipal  Election  for  the  City  of  Astoria,  December, 

_ ,  18 - -.”  Under  this  caption  shall  be  printed 

in  bold  faced  type  the  words  “mark  between  the  number 
and  the  name  of  each  candidate  voted  for.  ’  The  ballots 
shall  be  as  near  the  form  of  the  ballots  prescribed  by  law 
for  State  and  County  elections  as  possible,  and  colored 
or  sample  ballots  shall  be  exactly  the  same  as  white  ballots 
as  to  the  printed  matter  on  the  same.  I  here  shall  be 
provided  and  furnished  for  each  election  precinct  not 
less  than  four  white  ballots  for  each  vote  cast  in  such 
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•election  precinct  at  the  general  election  next  preceeding, 
-and  a  like  number  of  colored  or  sample  ballots.  The  col¬ 
ored  or  sample  ballots  shall  be  furnished  as  soon  as  printed 
at  any  time  before  the  election,  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  in  reasonable  quantities  to  all  electors  applying  for 
the  same,  and  on  the  day  of  election  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  judges  at  each  polling  place  the  sample 
ballots  shall  be  given  in  reasonable  and  proper  quantities 
to  all  electors  applying  for  the  same. 

Sec.  45.  The  ballots  shall  be  prepared  and  deposited 
by  the  electors  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  State  Elec¬ 
tions. 


PROVIDING  WHITE  AND  COLORED  BALLOTS. 

Sec.  46.  There  shall  be  provided  and  furnished  for 
each  election  precinct  not  less  than  four  white  ballots  for 
each  vote  cast  in  such  election  precinct  at  the  general  elec¬ 
tion  next  preceding,  and  a  like  number  of  the  colored  or 
sample  ballots.  The  colored  or  sample  ballots  shall  be  du¬ 
plicate  impressions  of  the  white  ballots,  but  without  perfor¬ 
ated  stubs.  These  colored  or  sample  ballots  shall  be  fur¬ 
nished  as  soon  as  printed,  at  any  time  before  the  election, 
by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  in  reasonable  quantities, 
to  all  the  electors  applying  for  the  same;  and  on  the  day 
•of  the  election  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
judges  at  each  polling  place,  the  sample  ballots  shall  be 
given  in  reasonable  and  proper  quantities  to  all  electors 
^applying  for  them.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2258. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  A  PAID  FIRE  DEPARTMENT,  ETC. 

The  City  of  Astoria  dors  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  thereby  and  hereby  is  organized  a 
paid  fire  department  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  with  powers 
and  duties  to  be  exercised  by  and  through  the  Committee 
on  Fire  and  Water  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  shall  have 
power  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  all 
necessary  arrangements,  and  do  and  perform  all  acts  nec¬ 
essary,  to  prepare  the  tire  department  constitued  by  this 
ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  and  their 
successors  in  office  shall  constitute  and  be  ex-officio  fire  com¬ 
missioners  of  the  fire  department  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  4.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  and 
Water  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  ex-offiicio  fire  commis¬ 
sion,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  shall 
be  secretary  of  the  committee,  and  they  shall  hold  their 
stated  meetings  at  such  times  as  they  shall  fix  upon  by  rule, 
and  a  majority  of  their  number  shall  he  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  extinguishment  of  fires  in  the  city, 
.and  the  protection  of  property  endangered  thereby,  the 
Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  ex-officio  fire  commission, 
shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  a  Chief  Engineer,  who  shall 
be  engineer  and  superintendent  of  the  fire  alarm  telegraph,

and  whose  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Committee  on 
Fire  and  Water,  and  the  number  of  engine  companies,  hose 
companies,  hook  and  ladder  companies,  and  chemical  en¬ 
gine  companies,  shall  be  organized  by  said  Committee  on 
Fire  and  Water,  the  ex-officio  fire  commission,  so  as  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  6.  The  officers  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the 
city  shall  be,  1st — The  Committee  in  Fire  and  Water,  as 
the  ex-officio  fire  commission;  2nd — One  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  7.  The  members  of  the  Fire  Department  shall 
be  a  foreman,  engineers,  drivers,  tillerman  and  extramen, 
such  members  and  other  employees  shall  also  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  of  them 
by  the  Chief  Engineer,  who  may  suspend  any  employe  for 
neglect  of  duty  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee 
on  Fre  and  Water. 

Sec.  8.  As  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  2314. 

All  officers  and  members  and  employees  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  constituted  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to 
removal  by  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  by  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  Common  Council,  for  malfeasance,  in¬ 
attention  or  incompetency,  as  provided  for  the  removal  of 
other  officers  of  the  city  in  Section  8  of  Chapter  2  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  Oregon. 

Sec.  9.  The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  members  and 
employees  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  paid  in  monthly 
installments. 

Sec.  10.  All  salaries  shall  be  paid  by  warrant  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  the  Mayor 
and  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  upon  requisition  made  by 
the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water. 

Sec.  11.  The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  the.  ex- 
officio  tire  commission,  shall  purchase  all  supplies  for  the 
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Fire  Department  and  order  all  necessary  repairs  subject 
to  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  12.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  the  executive 
officer  of  the  Fire  Department,  he  shall  devote  his  exclusive 
attention  to  its  interests  and  shall'  engage  in  no  other  busi¬ 
ness.  It  shall  be  liis  duty  to  see  that  the  laws,  orders,  rules 
and  regulations  concerning  the  same,  including  the  ordi¬ 
nances  of  the  Common  Council  are  carried  into  effect,  and 
also  attend  to  such  other  duties  as  Fire  Warden  as  may  be 
required  of  him,  and  to  see  that  all  laws,  orders  and  regula¬ 
tions  established  to  secure  protection  against  fire  are  en¬ 
forced.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to 
enfore  the  rules  and  regulations  made  from  time  to  time  to 
discpline  the  Fire  Department,  and  he  shall  have  power  to 
suspend  any  subordinate  officer,  member  or  employe  for  a 
violation  of  the  same,  and  shall  forthwith  report  in  writ¬ 
ing,  with  his  reasons,  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,, 
the  ex-officio  fire  commission,  for  their  action.  He  shall 
diligently  observe  the  condition  of  the  apparatus  and  work¬ 
ings  of  the  department,  and  shall  report  in  writing  at  least 
once  in  each  week  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water 
upon  the  same,  and  make  such  recommendations  and  sug¬ 
gestions  respecting  it  and  for  its  greater  efficiency  as  he 
may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  13.  The  duties  of  fireman  and  drivers  of  the  en¬ 
gines,  hose  wagons  and  hook  and  ladder  truck  shall  be  to 
take  charge  of  the  apparatus  placed  in  their  charge,  and 
to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Chief  Engineer,  or  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  the 
ex-officio  fire  commission. 

Sec.  14.  The  duty  of  the  extramen  shall  be  to  be  at 
all  fires  and  handle  the  hose,  nozzle  and  apparatus  of  the 
department,  and  to  conform  to  all  rules  made  for  its  man¬ 
agement,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 
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Sec.  15.  The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  the  ex- 
officio  fire  commission,  shall  report  to  the  Common  Council 
at  least  once  in  each  month  the  expenditures  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  with  other  matters  pertaining  thereto  of  public  in¬ 
terest,  and  shall  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  re¬ 
port  in  detail  to  the  Common  Council  the  annual  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  department,  including  a  complete 
inventory  of  all  the  property  in  their  charge. 

Sec.  16.  That  Ordinance  No.  212,  and  Ordinance  288, 
and  Ordinance  No.  289,  and  Ordinance  No.  290,  and  Ordi¬ 
nance  No.  1240,  and  Ordinance  No.  2080,  and  Ordinance  No. 
351,  and  Ordinance  No.  532,  and  Sections  numbered  1  and 
2,  of  Ordinance  No.  703,  and  Ordinance  No.  834,  and  Ordi¬ 
nance  No.  859,  and  Ordinance  No.  1076,  and  Ordinance  No. 
1398,  and  Ordinance  No.  2134,  and  Ordinance  No.  1775,  and 
all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith, 
are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  989. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  STORAGE  OK  COMBUSTIBLE 

MATERIALS  WITHIN  THE  CITY  OP  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  keep  or  offer 
for  sale  any  gun  powder,  giant  powder,  gun  cotton  or  any 
other  explosive  substance,  having  an  explosive  power  equal 
to  ordinary  gun  powder,  in  quantities  greater  than  fifty 
pounds,  in  any  one  place,  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  which 
shall  be  kept  in  an  air  tight  metallic  vessel,  marked  with 
the  name  of  the  substance  in  plain  Roman  letters,  not  less 
than  three  inches  in  height,  and  proportionate  width,  and 
such  vessel  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  conspicuously  in  view 
near  the  entrance  of  the  premises  where  kept,  and  con¬ 
venient  for  removal  therefrom. 

Sec.  2.  No  steamship,  vessel,  or  other  water  craft 
shall  enter  the  City  of  Astoria  while  having  on  board  any 
blasting  powder,  gun  powder,  dynamite  or  explosive  com¬ 
pounds  used  for  blasting  purposes:  Provided ,  That  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  steamships,  vessels  or  other  water 
craft  passing  up  or  down  the  Columbia  river  to  points  ouv 
side  of  the  city  limits,  and  vessels  so  bound  shall  not  be 
anchored  or  moored  within  said  city,  or  remain  vvur.n  the 
city  longer  than  is  actually  necessary  in  transit. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  convey  or  assist  in  convey¬ 
ing  in  any  vehicle  any  gun  powder,  unless  the  same  shall 
be  securely  packed  in  close  packages,  nor  unless  such 
packages,  shall  be  securely  covered  while  in  the  vehicle. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  keep,  store  or  permit  to  be  stored  on  their  or  its 
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premises  any  lacquer  in  quantities  of  more  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  gallons  in  any  store,  warehouse,  cannery  or  other  place 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and 
such  lacquer  shall  be  enclosed  in  a  metallic  tank,  with  air 
tight  cap  and  faucet,  and  shall  be  one  hundred  feet  away 
from  all  fire,  soldering  pots,  solder  and  boiler  furnaces, 
stoves  and  all  other  receptacles  for  fire,  and  the  contents  of 
such  tank  shall  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the  same  in 
plain  Roman  letters  at  least  three  inches  in  height  and  of 
proportionate  width. 

Sec.  5.  No  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
store,  permit  the  storage  of,  or  keep  turpentine,  varnish  or 
crude  petroleum  or  any  refined  or  reformed  product  of 
petroleum  or  any  hydro-carbon  liquid  emitting  an  in- 
fiamable  vapor  in  any  building  or  place  in  larger  quantities 
than  one  hundred  gallons  within  the  City  of  Astoria  within 
the  following  limits:  North  of  the  south  side  of  Pine 
street,  or  north  of  the  south  side  of  Wall  street,  or  north  of 
the  south  side  of  Court  street  east  of  the  west  line  of  Main 
street,  or  north  of  the  south  side  of  Astor  street  between 
the  west  side  of  Main  street  and  the  west  side  of  Washing¬ 
ton  street,  and  outside  of  such  limits  such  substance  shall 
not  be  kept  or  stored  nearer  than  fifty  feet  to  any  other 
building. 


Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  use  or  cause  to  be  used  any 
house,  situated  nearer  than  fifty  feet  to  any  other  house, 
for  the  purpose  of  curing  bacon,  ham,  sausages  or  meats  of 
any  kind  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria; 
Provided,  such  house  may  be  constructed  of  brick  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Committee  on 
Fire  and  Water  nearer  than  fifty  feet  to  other  houses. 

Sec.  7.  No  water  craft  shall  be  permitted  to  remain 
at  the  v  hai  t  longer  than  twelve  hours  after  receiving  gun 
powder,  blasting  powder,  dynamite  or  other  explosives  on 
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board,  and  all  gunpowder,  blasting  powder,  dynamite  or 
other  explosive  substances  deposited  on  the  wharf  for  ship¬ 
ment  shall  be  immediately  passed  on  board  the  vessel  which 
is  to  receive  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department 
is  required  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
enforced,  and  to  make  complaints  to  the  Police  Court  for 
violations  thereof. 

Sec.  9.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  tine  of  not  less  than  live, 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  Jail  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty  days, 
or  both,  at  the  direction  of  the  Court,  and  the  continuing 
or  maintaining  of  such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  new  of¬ 
fense  for  each  day  on  which  the  same  is  so  continued  or 
maintained  and  shall  be  punished  accordingly.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  990. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  OF  FIRES,  AND 
THE  PROTECTION  OF  PERSONS  AND  PROPERTY  ENDANGERED 
THEREBY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  buildings  over  one  story  in  height 
hereinafter  erected,  shall  have  scuttle  frames  and  doors  or 
bulkheads  leading  to  the  roof,  made  of  or  covered  with 
some  fire  proof  material,  and  shall  have  ladders  or  stair¬ 
ways  leading  to  the  same,  and  all  such  scuttles  and  stair¬ 
ways  shall  be  kept  so  as  to  be  of  immediate  use  at  all  times, 
and  all  scuttles  shall  not  be  less  in  size  than  two  by  three 
feet. 


Sec.  2.  Every  chimney  or  flue  that  hereafter  may  be 
built  in  any  frame  building  in  the  city,  shall  have  walls  of 
good  quality  of  brick  or  stone,  at  least  four  inches  in  thick¬ 
ness  of  the  same  material,  which  shall  commence  at  the 
ground,  excepting  in  houses  one  story  in  height,  and  be 
laid  in  good  lime  mortar,  and  be  plastered  on  the  inside, 
and  when  passing  through  or  near  the  woodwork,  be  plas¬ 
tered  on  the  outside;  Provided,  further,  that  patent  chim¬ 
neys  may  be  used  when  desired. 

No  chimney  or  flue  shall  be  built  which  shall  have  any 
joist  or  timber  resting  on  or  entering  into  the  same  further 
than  will  leave  at  least  six  inches  between  the  end  thereof 
and  the  chimney  or  flue.  They  shall  be  well  secured  and 
shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  roof  of  the  building- 
to  which  they  are  attached,  measuring  from  the  point  where 
each  chimney  or  flue  passes  through  the  roof,  and  should 
such  flues  or  chimneys  be  deemed  unsafe  to  the  building. 
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or  buildings  adjoining,  by  the  Fire  Warden,  they  shall 
be  carried  up  to  such  a  height  as  may  be  deemed  nec¬ 
essary,  not  to  exceed  four  feet  above  the  extreme  height 
of  said  building  or  buildings  adjoining. 


Sec.  3.  No  smoke  pipe  in  any  building  with  wooden 
and  combustible  floors  and  ceilings  shall  enter  any  fine, 
unless  said  pipe  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches  from  either 
floors  or  ceilings,  and  in  all  cases  where  smoke  pipes  pass 
through  wooden  partitions  of  any  kind,  whether  the  same 
be  plastered  or  not,  they  shall  be  guarded  by  a  double  collar 
of  metal,  with  at  least  four  inches  of  air  space,  and  holes 
for  ventilation,  or  by  a  soapstone  ring  not  less  than  three 
inches  in  thickness  and  extending  through  the  partition, 
or  by  a  solid  coating  of  plaster  of  paris,  three  inches  thick, 
or  by  an  earthenware  ring  three  inches  from  the  pipe. 


No  stove  pipe  or  smoke  pipe  shall  pass  through  any 
windows,  side  or  roof  of  any  building,  except  by  permit  in 
writing,  granted  by  the  Fire  Warden,  and  such  permit  shall 
designate  the  time  for  which  such  leave  is  granted.  The 
opening  where  the  pipe  goes  through  the  roof  or  side  of  a 
building,  shall  in  all  cases  be  at  least  four  inches  in  diam¬ 
eter  larger  than  the  size  of  the  pipe,  and  be  protected  by  a 
double  collar  of  metal  or  otherwise,  as  in  case  of  passing 
through  partitions,  and  tin  or  zinc  on  the  inside  and  outside 
of  such  openings.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  placed  nearei 
than  sixteen  inches  to  any  wall,  except  at  right  angles 
therewith,  in  passing  through  the  same,  nor  nearer  than 
sixteen  inches  to  the  wall  of  an  adjoining  building.  All 
smoke  pipes  passing  through  the  roof  of  any  building 
shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  roof  of  the  build¬ 
ing  to  which  they  are  attached,  measuring  from  the  point 
where  each  passes  through  such  roof,  and  ii  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Fire  Warden  they  be  deemed  unsafe  to  the  building 
or  buildings  adjacent,  they  shall  be  carried  up  to  such  a 
height  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  not  to  exceed  four  feet 
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above  the  extreme  height  of  such  buildings  adjoining; 
Provided,  That  no  owner,  proprietor,  superintendent,  agent 
or  occupant  of,  or  other  persons  using  or  managing  or  hav¬ 
ing  control  of  any  steam  saw  mill  or  planing  mill  or  fac¬ 
tory  of  any  kind,  or  any  foundry  or  machine  shop,  or  any 
other  establishment  where  steam  power  is  used,  shall  use  or 
continue  the  use  of,  maintain  or  erect  any  smoke  stack  or 
chimney,  in  connection  with  any  such  establishment,  of  less 
height  than  twenty  feet  above  the  adjoining  buildings  or 
or  those  adjacent  thereto.  If  in,  the  opinion  of  the  Fire 
Warden  a  sheet  iron  pipe  is  not  sufficient  for  safety  of  build¬ 
ing  or  buildings,  he  shall  inform  the  owner  or  occupant 
thereof,  and  order  a  brick  or  patent  chimney,  which  order 
shall  be  complied  with  within  ten  days;  Provided,  That 
hotels  and  restaurants  shall  in  all  cases  provide  brick  or 
patent  chimneys  to  be  used  in  place  of  stove  pipes. 

All  owners  or  occupants  of  any  building,  within  the 
city,  in  which  there  is  a  smoke  pipe,  shall,  when  notified 
by  a  Fire  Warden,  comply  with  the  foregoing  requirements, 
and  also  replace  a  bad  or  defective  smoke  pipe  with  a  new 
one  when  ordered. 

Sec.  4.  Any  flue,  smoke  pipe,  furnace  or  chimney 
which  shall  be  deemed  by  a  Fire  Warden  to  be  unsafe,  the 
Fire  Warden  shall  notify  in  writing  the  owner  or  occupant 
of  the  building,  that  the  same  must  be  repaired  or  removed 
within  ten  days,  and  if  the  parties  so  notified  shall  persist 
in  using  any  flue,  smoke  pipe,  furnace  or  chimney,  which 
endangers  the  buildings  to  which  it  is  attached,  or  adjoin¬ 
ing  buildings,  the  Fire  Warden  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
removed  or  repaired,  and  the  cost  of  such  repairs  shall  be 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
building. 


Sec.  5.  No  stovepipe  shall  stand  within  two  feet  of 
any  wooden  or  cloth  wall,  unless  such  wall  is  fully  protec¬ 
ted  by  tin  or  zinc  plates  fastened  thereon,  and  all  persons 
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using-  fire  in  stoves  shall  cause  to  have  placed  under  such 
stoves,  zinc  or  other  incombustible  material,  sufficient  to 
protect  the  doors  from  fire. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  de¬ 
posit  any  ashes  in  any  wooden  vessel  or  on  any  wooden 
floor  in  the  city,  or  deposit  them  in  any  place  upon  theirs 
or  others  premises,  that  will  be  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any 
wood  work. 

Sec.  7.  Spark  catchers  shall  be  placed  upon  all  chim¬ 
neys  or  smoke  stacks  used  for  conveying  off  the  smoke  of 
any  steam  boiler  or  steam  engine,  whenever  deemed  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  safety  of  adjoining  property,  by  the  Committee 
on  Fire  and  Water  and  the  Chief  Engineer  or  a  majority  of 
them. 

Sec.  8.  The  Fire  Warden  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
shall  at  all  times  have  the  right  to  enter  any  building  with¬ 
in  the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  or  ascertaining 
uny  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  fireman  to  give 
the  Warden  notice  of  every  violation  of  this  ordinance 
which  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  wil¬ 
fully  or  maliciously  make  or  ring  a  false  alarm  of  fire, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Judge,  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dol¬ 
lars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  more  than 
twenty  days,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge;  Provided,  That  one  half  of  any  fine  collected  for  the 
violation  of  this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  to  the  person  making  the  complaint. 

Sec.  11.  Whenever  the  Fire  Warden  deems  it  neces- 
■sary  for  the  safety  of  any  building  or  adjoining  buildings, 
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to  have  an  accumulation  of  moss  removed  from  the  roof 
of  such  building,  he  shall  notify  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
such  building,  who  shall  at  once  have  the  same  removed. 


Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  make  a  tire  or  cause  a  fire 
to  be  made  on  any  wooden  pavement  or  planking  within 
the  city,  or  make  or  cause  to  be  made  any  open  fire  for 
burning  rubbish  or  other  combustible  material  on  any  street 
or  lot  within  thirty  feet  of  any  building,  nor  shall  such  fire 
be  made  on  any  street  or  lot  without  the  written  consent 
of  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  and  the  Chief  En¬ 
gineer. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  in  *the  city  boil  any  pitch, 
tar,  rosin,  turpentine,  varnish  or  other  intiamable  substance, 
unless  the  same  be  done  in  open  space,  at  least  thirty  feet 
from  any  building,  boat,  vessel  or  other  property,  that 
might  be  injured  thereby,  or  in  a  fire  proof  building. 

Sec.  14.  That  all  churches,  hotels,  halls,  theaters  and 
all  other  buildings  used  for  public  assemblages  shall  have 
such  means  of  egress  and  ingress  as  the  Committee  on 
Fire  and  Water  and  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  approve;  and 
all  doors  to  the  main  entrance  in  such  buildings  shall  open 
both  outwardly  and  inwardly,  when  said  Committee  on 
Fire  and  Water  and  Chief  Engineer  in  writing  so  direct; 
and  all  down  to  the  main  entrance  in  such  buildings,  while 
being  used  for  assemblages  of  any  kind  shall  be  kept  un¬ 
fastened,  so  they  may  be  immediately  opened  if  necessary r 
and  shall  be  so  kept  until  such  assemblages  are  entirely  dis¬ 
persed  ;  and  all  buildings  hereafter  erected,  altered  or 
changed  and  intended  to  be  used  for  public  gatherings  or 
assemblage,  shall  have  the  main  aisle  and  passage  ways,  at 
least  four  feet  in  width;  Provided,  that  all  main  entrances 
to  such  buildings  hereafter  erected,  with  the  exception  of 
churches,  shall  not  he  less  than  twelve  feet  in  width. 
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Sec.  15.  All  main  aisles  and  passage  ways  in  build¬ 
ings  used  for  public  assemblages  shall  be  kept  by  the  per¬ 
son  or  persons  having  charge  and  control  thereof,  free  from 
camp  stools,  chairs,  sofas,  benches  or  other  obstructions, 
during  any  service,  performance,  exhibition,  lecture,  con¬ 
cert,  ball,  or  any  public  assemblage  whatever. 


Sec.  16.  Every  person  occupying  or  using  a  building 
in  which  there  is  a  hoistway  or  well  hole,  through  the  floor 
or  floors,  shall  keep  such  hoistway  or  well  hole,  when  not 
in  actual  use,  surrounded  by  a  substantial  railing,  and  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  securely  closed  at  night  by  trap 
doors. 


Sec.  17.  Xo  person  shall  use  any  portable  light  in 
any  building  or  place  where  any  combustible  materials 
are  kept,  or  in  the  hold,  or  between  the  decks  of  any  vessel 
or  water  craft,  except  in  the  cabin  while  lying  within  the 
city  limits,  unless  such  light  be  securely  enclosed  in  a 
lantern,  and  no  person  shall  use  a  light  where  combustible 
materials,  are  suspended  above  it  without  so  protecting  it 
to  prevent  such  material  from  falling  upon  or  coming  in 
contact  with  it. 

Sec.  18.  Every  person  making  or  using  shavings 
shall,  at  the  close  of  each  day,  cause  the  same  to  be  securely 
stored  or  disposed  of,  so  as  to  be  safe  from  fire.  All  hay, 
straw,  or  other  combustible  material,  shall  be  so  stored  as 
to  be  safe  from  fire,  and  when  not  so  stored,  the  Fire  Ward¬ 
en  may  direct  the  removal  of  the  same  or  cause  the  same 
to  be  protected  from  fire,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
or  occupant  of  the  premises.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
livery  stable  in  the  city,  shall,  by  himself  or  those  in  his 
employ,  use  therein,  or  in  any  place  containing  hay,  straw, 
or  other  combustible  material,  any  lighted  candle,  or  other 
portable  light,  except  the  same  be  securely  protected  by  a 
lantern.  No  person  shall  in  this  city,  have,  put,  or  keep' 
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any  hay  or  straw  in  stack  or  pile  without  having  the  same 
enclosed  or  secured  so  as  to  protect  it  from  dying  sparks  of 
fire. 


Sec.  19.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Assistant  Engin¬ 
eers  of  the  Fire  Department  are  required  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  enforced  and  to  make 
complaint  to  the  Police  Court  for  violations  thereof. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  owner  or  occupant  of  every  build¬ 
ing  in  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  cause  all  chimneys,  flues 
and  smoke  pipes  in  such  buildings  to  be  cleaned  annually 
between  the  first  of  June  and  the  first  of  September;  when 
any  flue,  smoke  pipe  or  chimney  shall  not  be  so  cleaned, 
the  Fire  Warden  shall  notify  in  writing,  the  owner  or  occu¬ 
pant  of  the  building  that  the  same  must  be  cleaned  within 
ten  days,  and  if  the  parties  so  notified  shall  fail  to  clean 
such  flue,  smoke  pipe  or  chimney,  the  Fire  Warden  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  cleaned,  and  the  cost  of  such  cleaning 
shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  building. 

Sec.'  21.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five, 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  Jail  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty 
days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  except  where 
otherwise  provided  in  this  ordinance,  and  the  continuance 
or  maintaining  of  such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  new 
offense  for  each  day  on  which  the  same  is  so  continued  or 
maintained,  and  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  22.  That  Ordinance  No.  190,  entitled  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  for  the  prevention  of  fires,”  which  ordinance  was 
approved  June  20,  1877,  and  Ordinance  No.  300,  entitled 
“Prohibiting  the  making  of  false  fire  alarms,”  which  ordi¬ 
nance  was  approved  August  23,  1878,  and  Ordinance  No. 
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355,  entitled  “Prohibiting  the  setting  fire  to  timber,  brush, 
etc.,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,” 
which  ordinance  was  approved  November  19,  1879,  and  all 
ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this: 
ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  FIRE  LIMITS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  AS¬ 
TORIA,  AND  TO  REGULATE  THE  MANNER  OF  CONSTRUCTING 
AND  REPAIRING  ANY  BUILDING  THEREIN  FOR  THE  PROTEC¬ 
TION  OF  PROPERTY,  AND  TO  REPEAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  1905, 
ENTITLED  “AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  FIRE  LIMITS  IN 
THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  AND  TO  REGULATE  THE  MANNER  OF 
CONSTRUCTING  AND  REPAIRING  ANY  BUILDING  THEREIN 
FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  PROPERTY,’’  PASSED  THE  COM¬ 
MON  COUNCIL  DECEMBER  28,  1894. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  all  blocks  and  parts  of  blocks,  being 
situated  and  lying  within  the  following  described  boundary 
lines  hereinafter  specified,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  de¬ 
clared  within  the  fire  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Begining  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Block  numbered 
one  (1),  in  that  part  of  the  City  of  Astoria  as  laid  out  and 
recorded  by  John  McClure;  thence  running  south  along  the 
west  line  of  Block  numbered  one  to  a  point  where  said  line 
intersects  the  center  of  Astor  street ;  thence  east  along  the 
center  of  Astor  street  to  a  point  where  the  center  of  Astor 
street  intersects  Sixth  street :  thence  south  along  the  center 
of  Sixth  street  to  a  point  where  Sixth  street  intersects  the 
center  of  Commercial  street ;  thence  east  along  the  center 
of  Commercial  street  to  a  point  where  the  center  of  Com¬ 
mercial  street  intersects  the  center  of  Eighth  street;  thence 
south  along  the  center  of  Eighth  street  to  a  point  where 
the  center  of  Eighth  street  intersects  the  center  of  Duane 
street;  thence  east  along  the  center  of  Duane  street  to  a  point 
where  the  center  of  Duane  street  intersects  the  center  of 
Eighteenth  street;  thence  south  along  the  center  of  Eigh¬ 
teenth  street  to  a  point  where  the  center  of  Eighteenth  street 
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intersects  the  center  of  Exchange  street;  thence  east  along 
the  center  of  Exchange  street  to  a  point  where  the  center 
of  Exchange  street  intersects  the  center  of  Twenty-third 
street;  thence  south  along  the  center  of  Twenty-third  street 
to  a  point  where  the  center  of  Twenty-third  street  inter¬ 
sects  the  center  of  Franklin  avenue;  thence  east  along  the 
center  of  Franklin  avenue  to  a  point  where  the  center  of 
Franklin  avenue  intersects  the  center  of  Thirty-second 
street;  thence  north  along  the  center  of  Thirty-second 
street  to  the  established  wharf  line  on  the  Columbia  river; 
thence  westerly  along  said  wharf  line  to  a  point  north  and 
opposite  the  place  of  beginning;  thence  south  to  the  place 
of  beginning. 

Sec.  2.  All  buildings  hereinafter  erected,  and  all 
buildings  now  erected  which  shall  be  repaired  by  roofing, 
shall  be  constructed  by  having  the  entire  roof  thereof  cover¬ 
ed  with  tin,  or  some  other  incombustible  material,  and  no 
wood  or  shingled  roof  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
allowed.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100.00,  nor 
more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not 
to  exceed  100  days,  and  it  is  further  made  the  duty  of  the 
City  Attorney  to  immediately  bring  the  proper  proceed¬ 
ings  in  the  circuit  court  enjoining  any  person,  firm,  com¬ 
pany  or  corporation  from  proceeding  with  such  building 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  That  Ordinance  No.  1905,  entitled,  “An  Ordi 
nance  to  Establish  Fire  Limits  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  to 
Regulate  the  Manner  of  Constructing  and  Repairing  any 
building  therein  for  the  Protection  of  Property,”  passed  the 
Common  Council  December  28.  1894.  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1870. 

AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  NUMBERING  OF  BUILDINGS 
AND  PLACING  OF  SIGNS  WITH  THE  NAMES  OF  STREETS 
THEREON  AT  CERTAIN  PLACES  AND  PRESCRIBING  CERTAIN 
DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS  IN  CON¬ 
NECTION  THEREWITH. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  uniform  system  of  num¬ 
bering  all  buildings  within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  by  placing  over  the  main  entrance  or  as  near  as 
practicable,  the  number  assigned  thereto  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided.  The  figures  designating  the  number,  whether 
printed  or  otherwise,  not  to  be  less  than  1  3-4  inches  in 
height. 


Sec.  2.  Odd  numbers  shall  be  given  to  houses  on  the 
west  and  south  sides  of  streets,  avenues  and  highways,  and 
even  numbers  to  those  on  the  north  and  east  sides  of  the 
same. 

Sec.  3.  On  streets,  avenues  and  highways,  running 
northwardly  and  southwardly  in  said  city,  numbering  shall 
commence  No.  2  at  A  star  street  in  what  is  knows  as  Mc¬ 
Clure’s,  Shiveley’s  and  Adair’s  Astoria,  and  with  No.  2  at 
Ash  street  in  Alderbrook  and  Van  Dusen’s  Astoria,  and 
shall  increase  southerly  at  the  rate  of  fifty  niunbers  for 
each  block  or  space  between  two  streets. 

On  streets,  avenues  and  highways  running  easterly 
and  westerly  in  said  city,  numbering  shall  commence  with 
No.  2  on  First  street  and  increase  going  east  from  there 
fifty  numbers  for  each  block  or  space  between  two  streets, 
and  the  same  with  all  streets  running  at  right  angles  with 
said  First  street  to  the  eastern  limits  of  the  city. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  desig¬ 
nate  the  numbers  of  all  houses  in  conformity  with  the  pre¬ 
ceding  provisions,  allowing  one  number  to  make  a  uniform¬ 
ity  in  numbering. 

He  shall  furnish  the  number  of  each  house,  now  or 
hereafter  built,  with  its  proper  number  as  soon  as  com¬ 
pleted.  When  any  house  is  not  correctly  numbered  or  not 
numbered  at  all,  the  superintendent  shall  give  such  house 
its  proper  number  and  require  the  same  to  be  put  on  such 
house  in  a  conspicuous  place  next  to  the  street. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  owner,  occupant  or  agent,  after 
having  been  required  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  for  the 
space  of  ten  days,  to  number  a  house  as  required,  or  shall 
number  'or  attempt  to  number  such  house  otherwise  than 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  fined  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  for  each  day’s 
neglect  or  refusal,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not 
to  exceed  one  day  for  every  two  dollars  of  the  fine  so  im¬ 
posed. 


Sec.  6.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
are  hereby  authorized  to  cause  proper  numbers  to  be  placed 
on  all  public  buildings.  They  are  also  authorized  at  the 
expense  of  the  city,  to  cause  good  and  substantial  signs, 
bearing  the  names  of  the  streets,  avenues  or  highways  in 
the  city  respectively,  to  be  put  up  and  maintained,  as 
follows,  to-wit :  Upon  at  least  two  of  the  corners  at  each 
crossing  of  all  streets,  avenues  and  highways,  such  signs 
shall  be  placed  as  to  bp  in  plain  view  of  persons  passing 
either  way  upon  any  of  the  said  streets,  avenues  and  high¬ 
ways;  Provided,  that  when  there  are  no  houses  at  or  near 
such  crossings,  or  the  streets,  avenues  or  highways  are  not 
opened  or  graded,  the  said  superintendent  may  delay  the 
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putting  up  of  such  signs  until  such  time  as  he  deem  it  nec¬ 
essary,  or  until  he  shall  be  directed  so  to  do,  by  the  Common 
Council. 

Sec.  7.  Ordinance  No.  1182,  entitled  “An  ordinance 
to  provide  for  the  numbering  of  houses,  stores  and  other 
buildings  in  the  City  of  Astoria,”  approved  June  24,  1890, 
and  all  other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  NUMBERING  OF  BUILDINGS 
IN  THE  PART  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA  BOUNDED  ON  THE 
EAST  BY  THE  WEST  LINE  OF  THE  JOHN  MCCLURE  DONA¬ 
TION  LAND  CLAIM,  ON  THE  WEST  BY  HAMBURG  AVENUE, 
ON  THE  NORTH  BY  BOND  STREET  AND  TAYLOR  AVENUE  AND 
ON  THE  SOUTH  BY  DRESDEN  AVENUE,  THE  SOUTH  LINE 
OF  LOT  50  OF  BLOCK  115  OF  TAYLOR  S  ASTORIA  AND 
FRANKLIN  AVENUE,  AND  PRESCRIBING  CERTAIN  DUTIES  OF 
THE  CITY  SURVEYOR  AND  AUDITOR  AND  POLICE  JUDGE  OF 
THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA  RELATIVE  TO  THE  NUMBERING  OF 
BUILDINGS  IN  SAID  PORTION  OF  SAID  CITY  AND  PREPARING 
AND  KEEPING  A  MAP  SHOWING  HOW  BLULDINGS  ARE  TO 
BE  NUMBERED  IN  SAID  PORTION  OF  SAID  CITY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  surveyor  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare  a  map  of  the  part  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  west  line  of 
the  John  McClure  Donation  Land  Claim,  on  the  west  by 
Hamburg  avenue  in  Taylor’s  Astoria,  on  the  north  by  Bond 
street  and  Taylor’s  Astoria,  and  on  the  south  by  Dresden 
avenue,  the  south  line  of  lot  50  in  block  115  of  Taylor’s 
Astoria  and  Franklin  avenue  showing  all  lots,  blocks,  and 
parcels  of  land  therein  and  to  assign  to  the  various  lots 
and  parcels  of  land  in  said  part  of  said  city  street  numbers 
to  be  used  in  designated  buildings  in  said  part  of  the  city 
when  desired  by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  buildings. 
That  numbers  are  to  be  so  marked  on  said  map  that  the 
number  for  a  building  on  any  lot  in  said  part  of  said  city 
can  be  easily  determined  from  said  plat  or  map  and  that 
said  city  surveyor  is  to  mark  on  said  map  over  his  signature 
the  object  of  the  same,  and  is  to  attach  thereto  over  his  sig¬ 
nature  an  explicit  statement  or  explanation  bow  the  street 
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number  for  any  location  in  said  part  of  the  said  city  can 
be  determined  therefrom.  That  when  said  map  is  so  pre¬ 
pared  the  City  Surveyor  is  to  file  the  same  in  the  office  of 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  said  city  who  is  to  keep  said 
plat  in  his  office  and  permit  any  one  desiring  so  to  do  to 
inspect  the  same  so  as  to  determine  therefrom  the  street 
number  for  any  building  in  said  part  of  said  city;  and  the 
street  numbers  of  buildings  in  said  part  of  said  city  shall 
be  determined  by  reference  to  said  map.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  ANIMALS  PROM  RUNNING  AT  LARGE 
WITHIN  CERTAIN  LIMITS  OP  THE  CITY  OP  ASTORIA,  AND 
FOR  THE  TAKING  UP  AND  IMPOUNDING  OP  SUCH  ANIMALS, 
AND  THE  SALE  THEREOF. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  horse,  mule,  cow,  cattle,  sheep, 
swine,  or  goat,  or  other  stock,  shall  be  allowed  to  run  at 
large,  or  to  be  herded,  within  any  of  the  streets,  alleys,  pub¬ 
lic  places  or  parks  in  the  City  of  Astoria  within  the  fol¬ 
lowing  described  limits: 

Commencing  at  the  harbor  line  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Columbia  river,  where  the  same  would  be  intersected 
by  the  west  line  of  McClure’s  Astoria  extended  north,  and 
running  thence  south  along  the  west  line  of  McClure’s  As¬ 
toria  to  the  south  line  of  Kensington  avenue;  thence  east 
along  the  south  line  of  Kensington  avenue  to  the  east  line 
of  Eighteenth  street  in  Shively’s  Astoria;  thence  north 
along  the  east  line  of  Eighteenth  street  to  the  south  line 
of  Jerome  avenue:  thence  east  along  the  south  line  of 
Jerome  avenue  to  the  east  line  of  Twenty-third  street  ; 
thence  north  on  Twenty-third  street  to  the  south  line  of 
Harrison  avenue;  thence  east  on  the  south  line  of  Harrison 
avenue  to  the  east  line  of  Thirty-eighth  street ;  thence  north 
on  the  east  line  of  Thirty-eighth  street  to  the  harbor  line 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Columbia  river ;  thence  west  along 
the  said  harbor  line  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sec.  2.  Any  of  the  animals  described  m  Section  1  of 
this  ordinance  found  running  at  large  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  as  hereinbefore  described,  may  be  taken 
up  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any  duly  authorized  officer 
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appointed  by  him,  or  by  any  person,  and  delivered  to  a  po¬ 
lice  officer  and  impounded  in  a  pound  or  in  closure  to  be 
provided  for  that  purpose,  and  such  animal  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  proper  care,  food  and  water  while  so  impounded. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chief  of  Police  may,  with  the  approval 
and  consent  of  the  Police  Commission,  appoint  a  Pound 
Master,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  up  all  animals  found 
running  at  large  within  the  limits  described  in  Section  1  of 
this  ordinance  and  turn  the  same  over  to  the  Chief  of  Police 
and  impound  the  same  within  the  pound. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  any  of  the  animals  mentioned 
in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  taken  up  and  im¬ 
pounded  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  give  immediate  notice  of 
the  taking  up  of  such  animal,  with  a  description  thereof, 
by  the  publication  of  one  notice  in  the  official  newspaper 
of  this  city,  and  if  any  animal  so  taken  up  at  the  expiration 
of  three  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice  still  remain  in 
the  pound,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  file  a  complaint  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  stating  the  place  the  animal  was 
found  running  at  large,  a  description  thereof,  the  fact  that 
the  notice  of  the  taking  of  the  same  up  has  been  given  by 
publication,  and  that  the  animal  still  remains  in  the  pound, 
and  if,  upon  hearing  the  complaint,  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  shall  find  the  facts  stated  therein  to  be  true,  and  that 
the  animal  was  taken  up  within  the  pound  limits,  he  shall 
order  the  same  sold  by  the  Chief  of  Police  at  public  auction 
upon  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  by  publi¬ 
cation  for  five  successive  days  in  the  official  newspaper  of 
the  City  of  Astoria.  If  the  owner  of  the  impounded  ani¬ 
mal  is  known  and  resides  within  the  city  limits,  a  copy  of 
said  complaint,  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hear¬ 
ing  the  same,  shall  be  served  upon  the  said  owner  prior  to 
the  hearing  of  the  complaint,  and  if  the  owner  be  unknown 
or  reside  out  of  the  city  limits,  the  complaint  shall  state 
that  fact.  Upon  the  sale  of  any  animal  the  Chief  of  Police- 
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shall  deduct  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  $3.00  as  a  fee 
for  taking  up  the  animal  and  the  further  sum  of  $1.00  per 
day  for  each  day  that  the  animal  shall  be  impounded  as 
expenses  of  keeping  the  same,  and  the  costs  of  advertising, 
and  shall  pay  the  remainder  to  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  to  be  held  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  the  owner  of  such 
animal.  The  Chief  of  Police,  within  five  days  from  the  time 
of  sale  of  any  animal,  shall  make  a  return  and  file  the  same 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  showing  that  due  notice 
of  sale  was  given,  that  the  animal  was  sold  at  public  auction, 
the  name  of  the  purchaser,  and  the  amount  paid  therefor. 

Sec.  5.  The  owner  of  any  animal  impounded  may 
take  the  same  from  the  pound  by  paying  the  Chief  of  Police 
the  sum  of  $3.00  for  taking  the  same  up  and  the  further 
sum  of  $1.00  per  day  for  each  day  that  such  animal  shall 
be  impounded,  and  the  expense  of  advertising;  Provided, 
that  such  animal  must  be  taken  before  sale  thereof,  as  in 
this  ordinance  provided. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  owning  any  animal  shall  permit 
the  same  to  wear  a  bell  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  and  no  person  owning  any  bull  shall  per¬ 
mit  the  same  to  run  at  large  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  7.  The  owner  or  person  having  charge  of  any 
animal  described  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  who  shall 
suffer  or  allow  the  same  to  go  or  run  at  large,  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  who  shall  permit  any 
animal  mentioned  and  described  therein  to  wear  a  bell,  or 
any  bull  to  run  at  large,  within  the  city  limits,  shall,  upon 
conviction  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days, 
or  both  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the 

Police  Jndge. 
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Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  interfere  with  any  police  offi¬ 
cer,  or  other  person,  when  taking  up  an  animal  mentioned 
in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  within  the  limits  therein  men¬ 
tioned,  nor  shall  any  person  rescue  or  take  any  animal  from 
the  custody  of  the  Pound  Master,  or  out  of  the  pound,  and 
any  person  violating  the  provision  of  this  section,  upon  con¬ 
viction  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  he  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00 
or  by  imprisonment  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
twenty  days  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  All  ordinances 
in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  TIIE  ERECTION  OF  POLES  AND 

HANGING  WIRES  FOR  ELECTRIC  LIGHT,  TELEGRAPH,  FIRE 

ALARM,  TELEPHONE  AND  OTHER  PURPOSES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows s 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  firm,  company  or  corporation,  to  erect  any 
electric,  telegraph,  fire  alarm,  telephone  or  other  poles  for 
the  purpose  of  hanging  wires  thereon  for  any  purpose, 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  except  as 
in  this  ordinance  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  All  poles  erected  by  any  person  or  persons, 
firm,  corporation  or  company,  for  the  purpose  of  hanging- 
wires  thereon,  shall  be  erected  as  follows: 

1st.  Sawed  poles  shall  be  twelve  inches  square  at  the 
street  grade  and  six  inches  square  at  the  top  of  the  pole,  shall 
be  planed  smooth  on  all  sides  and  painted,  so  as  to  present 
a  respectable  appearance,  and  shall  he  of  sufficient  length 
to  reach  from  the  ground  to  a  height  of  forty  feet  for 
electric  lights,  and  thirty-five  feet  for  all  other  purposes. 

2nd.  Round  poles  shall  not  he  less  than  ten  inches  in 
diameter  at  the  grade  of  the  street,  and  shall  be  peeled  and 
dressed  smooth  and  painted  so  as  to  present  a  respectable 
appearance,  and  shall  he  of  sufficient  length  to  reach  to  a 
height  of  forty  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  street  for  elec¬ 
tric  lights,  and  thirty-five  feet  for  all  other  purposes. 

3rd.  All  poles  shall  start  from  the  ground  whether 
over  the  water  or  otherwise,  and  shall  be  erected  and 
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braced  so  as  to  maintain  a  perpendicular  position,  and 
shall  be  placed  in  the  ground  to  a  depth  of  five  feet,  and 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Street  Department; 
and  shall  not  be  at  a  greater  distance  apart  than  200  feet. 

Sec.  3.  All  wires  hung  on  said  poles  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

For  electric  light  purposes,  not  less  than  forty  feet 
from  the  ground  or  street,  and  for  all  other  purposes  not 
less  than  thirty-five  feet ;  Provided,  that  all  wires  for  any 
other  purpose  than  electric  light  shall  be  hung  not  less  than 
five  feet  below  electric  light  wires,  and  shall  he  hung  so  as 
not  to  interfere  in  any  manner  or  come  in  contact  with  said 
electric  light  wires,  and  in  crossing  streets  to  connect  with 
buildings  for  electric  light  purposes,  said  wires  shall  be  at 
least  five  feet  above  all  other  w:res,  and  said  wires  shall  be 
so  insulated  as  to  prevent  danger  from  fire  or  other  dam¬ 
age. 


Sec.  4.  All  poles  and  wires  as  herein  provided  for 
electric  light  purposes,  shall  be  constructed  on  the  south 
and  west  side  of  the  street,  and  for  telegraph,  telephone, 
fire  alarm  and  all  other  purposes  on  the  north  and  east  side 
of  the  street,  and  provided,  that  when  the  sidewalks  on  the 
sides  of  the  street  are  10  feet,  or  more  than  10  feet  wide, 
all  poles  shall  be  erected  inside  of  the  curb,  and  that  when 
the  sidewalks  are  less  than  8  feet,  all  poles  shall  be  erected 
outside  of  the  curb.  The  place  of  erection  of  such  poles 
to  be  designated  by  the  City  Surveyor,  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Street  Department  consisting  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Streets  and  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
Ways. 

Sec.  5.  No  electric  light,  telephone,  telegraph,  or  fire 
alarm  wires  shall  be  placed  upon  any  building  within  the 
City  of  Astoria,  except  when  it  is  necessary  to  provide 
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light,  or  connect  with  telegraph  or  telephone  offices  and 
instruments. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five,  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  City  Jail  not  to 
exceed  twenty  days,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
City  Electrician  to  carefully  inspect  all  wires  within  the 
city,  at  least  once  a  month,  and  to  report  to  the  Committee 
on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  any  violation  of  this  ordinance, 
and  upon  such  notification,  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Public  Ways  shall  cause  all  such  wires  or  poles  to  be 
removed. 

All  ordinances  or  pails  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  ADOPTING  A  SEAL  FOR  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  seal  to  be  hereafter  used  and 
known  as  the  Seal  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  consist  of 
an  outer  rim  on  which  shall  be  the  words  “Seal  of  the  City 
of  Astoria,  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,”  also  the  date  “1865,” 
the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  the  town  (now  City)  of 
Astoria.  Across  the  face  and  below  the  center  of  said  seal 
shall  be  a  scroll  bearing  upon  it  the  inscription  “  Ea  Spectat 
Occasum  Solis,”  beneath  said  scroll  shall  be  a  salmon, 
representing  the  chief  industry  of  Astoria ;  above  said  scroll 
shall  be  a  representation  of  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia 
river,  a  ship  under  full  sail,  Cape  Hancock  and  the  light 
house  and  trees  thereon,  and  sunset.  In  the  heavens  above 
the  river  the  American  eagle.  Said  seal  shall  make  an  im¬ 
pression  2  1-4  inches  in  diameter  as  follows: 
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Sec.  2.  The  Seal  described  in  section  one  of  this 
ordinance  be  and  is  hereby  adopted  as  the  Seal  of  the  City 
of  Astoria.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2051. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  TAKING  OF  PAPERS  AND 

RECORDS  FROM  THE  CITY  OFFICES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  be  allowed  to 
take  any  paper  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  City  Attorney,  Superintendent  of  Streets,  or  Chief 
of  Police,  or  take  any  blanks,  records  or  papers,  belonging 
to  the  City  of  Astoria,  from  any  offices  of  the  Council 
Chambers,  without  first  obtaining  permission  in  writing 
signed  by  the  Mayor  or  President  of  the  Council  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  committee  in  whose  department  the  same  be¬ 
longs,  which  said  permit  must  be  presented  to  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  or  other  officer  having  the  same  in  charge 
and  a  receipt  given  to  such  officer  and  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  Said  permit  must  describe 
the  papers  or  record  taken  and  the  date  of  the  same.  No 
paper,  or  record,  or  book  shall  be  kept  for  a  longer  period 
than  five  hours;  Provided ,  that  the  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  necessary  to  be  used  in  making  any  city  improvement, 
may  be  kept  for  as  long  a  period  as  the  committee  shall  di¬ 
rect,  by  the  contractor.  Any  person  or  persons,  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $2.00  nore  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  Jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Sec.  2.  No  officer  having  custody  of  any  papers,  books 
or  other  records  shall  permit  the  same  to  be  taken  from  his 
office  without  the  applicant  shall  strictly  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  ordinance.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1213. 


AN  ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  AND  REGULATING  TIIE  MANNER 

OP  CONTRACTING  INDEBTEDNESS  ON  BEHALF  OF  THE  CITY 

OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  officers  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or 
any  officer  or  member  of  the  Astoria  Eire  Department  shall 
contract  any  bills  or  purchase  any  supplies  for  any  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
except  as  in  this  ordinance  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  when  any  supplies  are  needed  for  any 
department  of  the  city,  the  application  therefor  shall  be 
made  to  the  committee  in  charge  thereof,  and  if  the  com¬ 
mittee  shall  deem  the  supplies  necessary  they  shall  report 
the  same  to  the  Council  with  their  recommendation  signed 
by  at  least  a  majority  of  the  committee,  and  the  council 
shall  accept  or  reject  the  report.  If  the  report  he  accepted, 
then  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  purchase  such 
supplies.  Provided,  that  no  supplies  shall  be  purchased 
except  by  an  order  signed  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  which  order  shall  set  forth  the 
fact  that  the  purchase  of  supplies  are  authorized  by  the 
Common  Council,  and  shall  specify  the  supplies  authorized, 
and  no  supplies  other  than  those  mentioned  in  the  order 
shall  be  purchased.  Provided ,  further,  that  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  not  apply  to  repairs  to  Eire  Engines 
of  the  city,  that  may  he  necessary  to  keep  the  engine  in 
service. 


.Sec.  3.  That  when  any  steam  tire  engines  shall  need 
repair,  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  shall  have  the  ex¬ 
clusive  power  to  order  all  necessary  repairs  to  he  made,  and 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $100.00. 
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Sec.  4.  That  in  case  of  emergency  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways  are  authorized  to  repair  and  clean 
any  street  or  crossing  within  the  city  limits,  the  cost  of 
which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $100.00. 

Sec.  5.  That  Ordinance  No.  440,  entitled  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  authorizing  the  contracting  of  indebtedness  on  behalf 
o  fthe  City  of  Astoria  by  Committees  of  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil/ ’  approved  January  13,  1882,  and  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  here¬ 
by  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1353. 


AN  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  WARDS  NUMBERS  ONE,  TWO  AND 

THREE,  AND  DEFINING  THE  BOUNDARIES  THEREOF. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  municipal  repre¬ 
sentation  the  City  of  Astoria  is  divided  into  three  wards, 
designated  and  bounded  as  follows:  Ward  No.  one  shall 
embrace  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of  Astoria  lying  west 
of  the  center  line  of  Olney  street,  from  the  northern  limits 
of  the  city  southerly  in  the  southern  limits  to  the  City  of 
Astoria,  at  a  point  where  the  center  line  of  Olney  street 
would  intersect  the  same  if  extended. 

Ward  No.  Two  shall  embrace  all  that  portion  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  lying  between  the  east  line  of  Ward  No. 
One  and  the  claim  line  between  the  donation  land  claims 
J.  M.  Shively  and  John  Adair,  from  the  northern  limits 
of  the  city  southerly  to  the  southern  limits  of  the  city,  at 
a  point  where  said  claim  line  would  intersect  the  same  if 
extended. 

Ward  No.  Three  shall  embrace  all  that  portion  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  lying  east  of  the  east  boundary  line  of  Ward 
No.  Two. 

Sec.  2.  That  Ordinance  No.  1010,  entitled  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  changing  the  boundaries  of  Wards  Nos.  One  and 
Two,"  approved  September  16,  1887,  and  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  are  hereby 
repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2922. 


AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  CITY  TREASURER, 

AND  FIXING  HIS  COMPENSATION. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  city  treasurer  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  City 
of  Astoria  in  the  sum  of  $25,000  (Twenty-Five  Thousand 
Dollars),  payable  in  United  States  gold  coin,  with  two  or 
more  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  mayor,  con¬ 
ditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  And  that  he  will  account  for 
and  pay  over  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  as 
such  treasurer,  provided  that  the  present  bond  of  the  city 
treasurer  shall  hold  in  force,  and  not  be  affected  by  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

That  the  sureties  upon  the  bond  of  the  city  treasurer 
shall  file  with  the  bond  their  justification  to  the  effect  that 
they  are  residents  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  that  they  are 
worth  in  the  aggregate,  over  and  above  all  debts,  and  liab- 
bilities  exclusive  of  property  exempt  from  execution,  the 
amount  of  the  bond. 

Sec.  2.  The  city  treasurer  shall  receive  for  his  serv¬ 
ices  the  sum  of  $75.00  (Seventy-Five  Dollars)  per  month, 
payable  as  other  stated  salaries  of  the  city  officers. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is  $1,500.00  in  cash  in  the 
hands  of  the  city  treasurer  in  the  general  fund,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  call  outstanding  warrants 
so  as  to  reduce  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand  to  a  sum  below 
$500.00,  and  whenever  there  is  sufficient  cash  in  any  special 
fund  to  pay  $100.00  in  warrants  outstanding  against  such 
special  fund  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  call 
such  warrant  or  warrants  for  payment. 
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Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to 
make  a  quarterly  exhibit  to  the  common  council  of  the  City 
of  Astoria,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  money  received, 
stating  the  source  from  which  received,  and  the  fund  to 
which  the  same  belongs,  and  the  amount  paid  out  from  each 
fund  during  the  quarter,  and  the  warrants  drawn  during 
the  quarter,  and  presented  for  payment  or  otherwise,  and 
the  balance  of  money  or  other  property  remaining  in  hand 
at  the  close  of  the  quarter,  and  shall  accompany  such  ex¬ 
hibit  with  a  schedule  of  all  warrants  paid  by  him  during 
the  quarter,  specifying  the  number  and  amount  of  each,  and 
the  funds  out  of  which  such  amounts  were  paid.  Such  ex¬ 
hibits  shall  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  of  each  year,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
the  Common  Council  may  by  resolution  direct. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to 
cancel  every  warrant  paid  by  him  at  the  time  of  payment, 
writing  across  the  face  thereof  the  word  “Paid”  and  the 
date  of  payment,  which  may  be  done  either  by  writing  or 
by  a  stencil  stamp,  and  such  canceled  warrants  shall  ac¬ 
company  such  quarterly  report. 

Sec.  6.  All  warrants  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  shall 
be  paid  in  the  order  of  presentation.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  the  city  treasurer  to  purchase  warrants  for  others  or 
to  act  as  warrant  broker. 

Sec.  7.  The  quarterly  exhibit  of  the  city  treasurer 
shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  and 
after  being  reported  upon,  the  same  shall  be  published  in 
the  city  newspaper  for  two  days. 

Sec  8.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  con¬ 
flict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Passed  the  Common  Council  this  2nd  day  of  May,  1904.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2925. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  AND  DETERMINE  THE  NUMBER 
AND  SIZE  OF  ENTRANCES  AND  EXITS  FROM  ALU  PUBLIC 
HALLS,  TO  ESTABLISH  FIRE  LIMITS  AND  MAKE  REGULA¬ 
TIONS  FOR  PAINTING  SHINGLE  ROOFS  WITHIN  THE  SAME, 
AND  TO  REQUIRE  ANY  PERSON  CONSTRUCTING  ANY  BUILD¬ 
ING  TO  TAKE  OUT  A  PERMIT  THEREFOR. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  all  public  halls  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  on  the  ground  floor  or  in 
the  first  story  of  a  building  shall  have  at  least  one  entrance 
with  door  or  doors  swinging  outward,  and  if  the  seating 
capacity  of  such  hall  be  for  less  than  five  hundred  people 
such  entrance  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  and  if  such 
hall  have  a  seating  capacity  for  five  hundred  people  or  more 
such  entrance  must  be  at  least  eight  feet  in  width.  That 
all  public  halls  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  on  the  second  floor  or  in  the  second  story  of  any 
building,  shall  have  at  least  either  one  entrance  eight  feet 
in  width  or  two  entrances  each  at  least  four  feet  in  width ; 
and  all  public  halls  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  on  the  third  floor  or  in  the  third  story  of  any 
building  shall  have  at  least  two  entrances,  each  of  which 
shall  be  at  least  six  feet  in  width  and  shall  open  and  lead 
directly  from  said  hall  to  the  ground  floor  of  the  building 
and  shall  be  of  such  prescribed  width  throughout  the  same 
or  shall  have  at  least  one  such  entrance  and  two  good  and 
substantial  iron  fire  escapes  leading  from  such  third  floor 
to  the  belt  course,  or  within  16  feet  of  the  ground,  which 
said  fire  escapes  shall  be  placed  so  as  to  be  directly  over  the 
sidewalk  or  street,  provided  that  halls  heretofore  erected 
with  only  one  entrance,  and  the  entrance  being  less  than  six 
feet  in  width,  may  be  used,  provided  three  good  and  suffi- 
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cient  iron  fire  escapes,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  are  placed  upon  such 
building  so  as  to  lead  directly  from  the  hall  to  within  sixteen 
feet  of  the  street.  That  the  doors  of  all  the  entrances  herein 
before  mentioned  are  to  be  so  made  or  placed  as  to  swung 
outward  from  the  public  hall.  That  any  hall  occupied  and 
used  by  any  lodge,  society  or  order  and  any  other  public 
hall  is  to  be  deemed  a  public  hall  within  the  application  and 
intention  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  owning,  leasing,  occupying  or 
using  any  public  hall  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  after  June  1st,  1904,  without  having  the  en¬ 
trances,  exits  or  fire  escapes  required  by  section  one  of  this 
ordinance  or  without  making  the  same  to  conform  in  all  re¬ 
spects  and  particulars  with  said  section  of  this  ordinance, 
shall,  upon  conviction  in  the  police  court,  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  and  each  day  after  said  date  that  any 
public  hall  shall  be  left  without  conforming  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  3.  That  within  the  following  limits  no  person 
shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  any  shingle  or  wooden 
roof  upon  any  building  or  shall  place  or  cause  or  have  to  be 
placed  upon  any  building  any  roof  other  than  a  roof  of  iron, 
tin,  slate,  copper,  paper  or  asphaltum  or  other  metalie  or 
non-inflammable  substance,  said  limits  being  as  follow's,  to 
wit :  Commencing  at  a  point  where  the  north  line  of  Bond 
street  intersects  the  east  line  of  Sixth  street  and  running 
thence  east  along  Bond  street  to  the  east  line  of  Eighth 
street;  thence  south  on  the  east  line  of  Eighth  street  to  the 
north  line  of  Exchange  street  and  thence  east  on  the  north 
line  of  Exchange  street  to  the  w7est  line  of  Seventeenth 
street,  and  thence  north  on  the  wrest  line  of  Seventeenth 
street  to  the  United  States  pier  head  line  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Columbia  river;  thence  west  along  said  pier  head  line 
to  the  point  w'here  the  same  would  be  intersected  by  the  east 
line  of  Sixth  street,  extended  north  on  a  straight  line; 
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thence  south  to  the  point  of  beginning.  It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  owner  or  agent  of  the  owner  of  any  building- 
now  within  said  fire  limits  upon  which  there  is  a  shingle 
roof  to  either  remove  such  roof  and  place  a  metalic  or  non- 
intlammable  roof,  of  the  kind  hereinbefore  mentioned,  upon 
such  building  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  this  ordinance  or  within  said  time  to  cause  such 
shingle  or  wooden  roof  to  be  scraped  clean  of  moss  and  well 
painted  with  a  heavy  coat  of  red  mineral  paint. 

Sec.  4.  And  person  hereafter  desiring  to  construct 
or  cause  to  be  constructed  any  new  building  within  the  cor¬ 
porate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  make  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Property  of  the  Common 
Council  for  a  permit  to  construct  the  same.  Said  applica¬ 
tion  shall  state  the  location  of  the  building,  the  number  and 
sizes  of  the  entrances  and  exits,  the  nature  of  the  sewerage, 
and  the  material  of  which  the  same  is  to  be  constructed  and 
the  application  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  committee 
and  should  the  said  committee  consider  the  building,  when 
constructed,  such  as  will  comply  with  the  ordinances  of 
the  City  relating  to  sewerage,  entrances  and  exits,  and  fire 
protection,  the  application  for  the  permit  shall  be  ap¬ 
proved,  and  thereafter  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of 
the  City  of  Astoria  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  permit  to 
construct  such  building  i;pon  the  payment  of  $1.00  as  a 
fee  for  such  permit. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  hereafter  construct  or 
erect  any  building  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor,  as  in 
this  ordinance  provided,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be,  upon  conviction  thereof 
in  the  Police  Court,  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  for  not  less  than  five  days 
nor  more  than  50  days  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison¬ 
ment. 
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All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with 
this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  hereby  are  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2926. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  GRANTING  A  LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE 
TO  THE  EMPLOYES  OF  THE  ASTORIA  PAID  FIRE  DEPART¬ 
MENT. 


The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Astoria 
Pair  Fire  Department  and  the  Engineers  of  the  chemical 
engine  and  each  driver  in  the  Astoria  Paid  Fire  Department 
shall  be  granted  a  leave  of  absence  in  each  year  not  exceed¬ 
ing  ten  days  in  duration  and  the  same  to  be  granted  at  such 
time  as  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  of  the  Common 
Council  shall  determine  and  allow  and  the  same  shall  be 
granted  by  said  committee  in  writing  and  in  such  case  said 
committee  shall  employ  a  substitute  for  such  person  granted 
a  leave  of  absence,  and  no  deduction  from  the  salary  of 
such  person  shall  be  made  on  account  of  being  absent  on 
such  leave.

AN  ORDINANCE  NAMING  THE  CITY  CEMETERY  SITUATED  IN  SEC¬ 
TIONS  21  AND  28,  TOWNSHIP  8  NORTH,  RANGE  WEST  WIL¬ 
LAMETTE  MERIDIAN,  PROVIDING  FOR  SALE  AND  EXCHANGE  OF 
LOTS  THEREIN  AND  MAKING  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR 
THE  GOVERNMENT  THEREOF. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Cemetery,  located  upon  the 
donation  land  claim  of  W.  II.  Gray  and  Jeramiah  G.  Fuller 
and  being  situate  in  the  south  half  of  the  southwest  quar¬ 
ter  of  section  21  and  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  28, 
all  in  township  8  north,  range  10  west,  in  Clatsop  County, 
Oregon,  is  hereby  named  “Ocean  View  Cemetery,’’  and  the 
same  shall  be  recorded  and  known  by  that  name. 

Sec.  2.  No  persou  shall  inter  or  cause  to  be  interred 
in  said  cemetery  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  without 
first  having  obtained  a  permit  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter  set  out,  or  such  as 
may  hereafter  be  adopted  for  the  government  of  said  ceme¬ 
tery. 

Sec.  3.  The  superintendent  shall  have  full  charge  of 
the  cemetery,  under  the  direction  of  the  committee  on  pub¬ 
lic  property  of  the  Common  Council. 

Sec.  4.  Every  conveyance  of  a  lot  in  the  cemetery 
shall  be  by  deed,  executed  by  the  Mayor  and  attested  by  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  under  the  seal  of  the  City;  but 
such  conveyance  shall  Snly  have  the  effect  of  giving  the 
perpetual  use  of  a  lot  for  burial  purposes  subject  to  the 
laws  of  the  State  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the 
City  for  the  government  thereof :  Provided  that  no  convey¬ 
ance  shall  be  made  of  single  graves  but  permits  shall  be 
issued  for  burial  therein. 
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Sec.  5.  A  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  of  all  burial  permits  issued  by  him,  which  rec¬ 
ord  shall  contain  in  proper  columns— 

The  name  of  the  deceased. 

Place  of  nativity  (if  known). 

Age  (if  known). 

Date  and  place  of  decease. 

Cause  of  death. 

Number  and  date  of  said  permit  issued. 

Name  of  undertaker. 

Lot  or  grave  in  which  buried. 

Sec.  6.  The  Superintendent  shall  keep  in  a  book  pro¬ 
vided  therefore  a  record  of  all  interments,  showing,  in  prop¬ 
er  columns— 

The  name  of  the  deceased. 

Lot  in  which  the  interment  is  made. 

Number  and  date  of  permit. 

Date  of  burial. 

Name  of  undertaker  and  the  charges  for  opening  a 
grave  or  family  vault,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  he  shall 
make  a  monthly  report  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
in  like  form  to  the  record  above  provided,  of  all  interments 
made  during  tlm  month  preceeding,  and  shall  pay  to  said 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  all  moneys  collected  by  him  on 
account  of  said  interment. 

He  shall  keep  a  list  of  all  employes  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  their  work,  rate  of  wages  and  amounts  due,  and 
shall  make  out  and  certify  a  monthly  payroll  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  pay  over 
to  the  City  Treasurer  all  moneys  received  by  him  from  the 
Superintendent  and  all  moneys  received  by  him  from  sales 
of  lots  in  the  cemetery,  and  all  such  moneys  shall  be  kept 
in  the  cemetery  fund,  and  shall  be  used  and  paid  out  only 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  maintaining  said  ceme¬ 
tery. 
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Sec.  8.  The  Committee  on  Public  Property  shall  have 
power  to  fix  and  regulate  the  prices  for  which  lots  and 
graves  in  the  cemetery  may  be  sold;  to  provide  for  the 
exchange  of  lots  in  the  improved  portions  of  the  cemetery 
for  lots  held  by  persons  in  unimproved  portions  of  the  same 
and  in  Hillside  Cemetery,  in  this  city:  Provided,  that  in 
the  exchange  of  lots  in  the  improved  portions  of  the  ceme¬ 
tery  for  lots  in  the  unimproved  portions  such  exchange 
therefor.  And  no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  burial  in  any 
occupied  therein. 

Sec.  9.  When  a  lot  in  the  cemetery  is  sold  the  pur¬ 
chase  price  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  at  the  time  of  or  prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  deed 
shall  be  made  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  to  the  lot  owners  a 
improved  portion,  having  reference  to  the  lots  and  graves 
location  in  the  improved  portions,  to  correspond  as  near  as 
practical  with  the  position  of  his  present  lot  in  the  un¬ 
lot,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  sold  and  the  purchase 
price  thereof,  as  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Property, 
received  therefor :  Excepting  in  case  of  an  exchange  of  lots, 
as  provided  for  in  Section  8  hereof. 

Sec.  10.  The  Superintendent  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Committee  on  Public  Property  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Common  Council  and  his  salary  for  services  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Common  Council. 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Superintendent  at 
a  time  when  the  Common  Council  is  not  in  session  the 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Property  and  the  appointee  shall  hold  his  office  until 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  and  until 
his  successor  is  appointed. 

Sec.  11.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  shall 
govern  in  the  management  of  the  cemetery,  to  wit: 

Concerning  lots  and  their  owners— 
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1st.  The  lots  marked  single  lots  on  the  plates  of  the 
■cemetery  are  hereby  set  off  and  reserved  for  single  graves, 
and  the  remaining  lots  shall  be  sold  as  family  lots.  And  no 
single  graves  shall  be  sold  therein. 

2nd.  Two  or  more  persons  may  unite  in  buying  a 
family  lot,  and  may  receive  a  conveyance  therefor  in  their 
joint  names. 

3rd.  A  purchaser  of  a  single  grave  afterward  buying 
a  family  lot  will  be  allowed  to  remove  the  body  from  said 
grave,  and  reinter  it  in  said  family  lot;  and  will  be  allowed 
the  price  of  such  grave,  less  the  cost  of  removal  and  rein¬ 
terment,  in  the  purchase  of  said  lot. 

4th.  The  owner  of  a  family  lot  may,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Property,  allow  the  burial  of  a 
friend,  or  other  person  not  of  his  family,  in  his  lot;  but 
to  allow  such  burial  for  a  compensation  is  strictly  for¬ 
bidden. 

Concerning  the  improvements  and  keeping  of  the 
•grounds— 

In  order  that  the  general  beauty  and  attractiveness  of 
the  cemetery  may  be  preserved  and  promoted,  and  that  the 
improvements  of  individual  lots  may  contribute  thereto,  the 
following  rules  are  instituted: 

1st.  No  lot  or  parcel  of  ground  shall  be  surrounded 
hy  any  fence,  railing,  coping,  hedge,  embankment  or  ditch. 

2nd.  No  lot  shall  contain  any  vase  or  seat,  or  any  rock 
works,  or  any  architectural  objects,  excepting  by  permission 
of  the  Superintendent. 

3rd.  No  lot  shall  be  decorated  with  any  tree  or  shrub, 
without  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

4th.  No  boundary  stone  or  center  stone  shall  project 
more  than  six  inches  above  the  ground. 

5th.  No  monument  shall  be  placed  in  any  lot  without 
permission  of  the  Superintendent;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  direct  the  location  and  placement  of  the  same.  And  no 
monument  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  interfere  with  important 
■effect  upon  adjoining  lots.  No  more  than  one  monument 
will  be  permitted  in  a  single  lot. 
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6th.  Each  grave  may  be  marked  by  a  stone,  with  or 
without  an  inscription,  lying  flat  upon  the  ground  with  its 
surface  projecting  no  more  than  six  inches  above  the  ground ; 
such  stone  shall  not  exceed  twenty-eight  inches  in  length 
nor  twTenty  inches  in  width  and  shall  be  not  less  than  two 
inches  in  thickness,  and  the  upper  end  of  said  stone  shall 
be  placed  directly  over  the  head  of  the  grave,  and  no  grave 
shall  be  marked  otherwise  than  as  herein  stated. 

7th.  The  Superintendent  shall,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Property,  have  entire  charge 
of  the  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs  in  accordance  with  the 
general  plan  for  the  ornamentation  of  the  grounds.  And 
if  any  tree  or  shrub  standing  in  any  lot,  whether  planted 
by  direction  of  the  Superintendent  or  otherwise,  shall  be¬ 
come,  by  reason  of  its  roots,  branches  or  otherwise,  deti  i- 
mental  to  adjacent  lots  or  avenues,  or  for  any  other  reason 
its  removal  shall  become  necessary  or  advisable,  the  Super¬ 
intendent  shall  have  the  right,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
remove  such  trees  or  shrubs  or  any  part  thereof. 

8th.  Private  vaults  or  tombs  will  be  allowed  in  lots 
where  the  ground  is  suitable  therefor;  but  in  every  case  a 
design  for  the  same  must  first  be  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  Committee  on  Public  Property  of  the  Common 
Council. 

10th.  In  every  ease  where  workmen  are  employed  by 
owners  of  lots  to  do  work  or  make  improvements  in  or 
about  said  lot  such  workmen  shall  be  subject  to  the  control 
and  direction  of  the  Superintendent ;  and  any  workman  who 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  said  directions,  or  who  shall 
carelessly  or  wilfully  do  injury  to  adjacent  lots  or  who 
shall  neglect  to  remove  any  rubbish  accumulated  in  his  work, 
will  not  thereafter  be  permitted  to  work  in  the  grounds  of 
the  cemetery. 

Concerning  interments  and  funerals— 

1st.  Whenever  an  interment  is  to  be  made  in  a  family 
lot  written  application  must  be  made  to  the  City  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  and  a  permit  obtained  therefor. 
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The  application  must  state  the  following  particulars : 

The  full  name  of  the  deceased. 

Place  of  nativity,  if  known. 

Age,  if  known. 

Date  and  place  of  decease. 

Date  of  interment  and  location  of  grave. 

Name  of  undertaker. 

•Outside  size  of  coffin  or  box. 

Cause  of  death,  if  known. 

The  permit  must  be  deposited  with  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  at  least  twelve  hours  before  the  time  of  the  funeral  and 
notice  of  the  hour  of  the  funeral  must  be  given  at  the  same 
time. 

2nd.  Applications  for  interment  in  single  graves  must 
be  made  to  the  City  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  and  the  same 
notice  and  information  will  be  required  as  for  interments 
in  family  lots  and  in  addition  to  the  charges  for  opening 
and  closing  the  graves,  the  price  of  the  ground  occupied  by 
such  grave  shall  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Superintendent 
and  when  such  grave  becomes  vacant  by  the  removal  of 
the  body  interred  therein,  the  ground  thereby  reverts  to  the 
City. 

3rd.  When  a  body  is  to  be  removed  from  one  part  of 
the  cemetery  to  another  a  permit  must  be  obtained  for  such 
removal.  And  when  bodies  are  brought  from  other  burial 
grounds  for  interment,  the  same  proceedings  must  be  had 
as  to  obtaining  permits  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  the 
obtaining  of  permits. 

4th.  All  graves  must  be  opened  and  closed  by  the  Su¬ 
perintendent  and  all  interments  will  be  subject  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  charges,  which  must  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Su¬ 
perintendent,  when  the  permit  is  deposited  with  him : 

For  opening  and  closing  a  grave,  under  five  feet  in 

length  . $4  00 

For  opening  and  closing  a  grave,  five  feet  in  length 

and  upwards .  5  00 
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For  opening  and  closing  a  family  vault  tlie  charge  will 
be,  according  to  the  time  estimated  to  be  required,  from 
$3.00  upwards. 

5th.  Funerals  shall,  unless  special  permission  be 
granted  by  the  Superintendent,  take  place  between  the 
hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m.

AN  ORDINANCE  AMENDING  SECTION  8  OP1  ORDINANCE  NO.  2262: 
OF  THE  ORDINANCES  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  OREGON,. 
ENTITLED  “AN  ORDINANCE  NAMING  THE  CITY  CEMETERY, 
SITUATED  IN  SECTIONS  21  AND  28,  IN  TOWNSHIP  8,  NORTH 
RANGE  10,  WEST  OF  THE  WILLIAMETTE  MERIDIAN,  PRO¬ 
VIDING  FOR  SALE  AND  EXCHANGE  OF  LOTS  THEREIN,  AND 
MAKING  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT 
THEREOF,”  APPROVED  JUNE  19TH,  1897. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  Section  8  of  Ordinance  No.  2262  of 
the  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  Oregon,  entitled  “An 
Ordinance  Naming  the  City  Cemetery,  Situated  in  Sec¬ 
tions  21  and  28,  in  Township  8,  North  Range  10,  West  of  the 
Williamette  Meridian,  Providing  for  Sales  and  Exchanges 
of  Lots  Therein,  and  Making  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Government  Thereof,”  approved  June  19th,  1897,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  8.  The  Committee  on  Public  Property  of  the 
Common  Council  shall  have  power,  and  they  are  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  to  fix  and  regulate  the  prices  for  which  family  lots, 
and  lots  for  single  graves,  in  the  cemetery  may  be  sold,  and 
shall,  on  the  1st  day  of  February  of  each  year,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  of  said  city  a  schedule  of  prices  for  said 
lots,  which  said  schedule  shall  thereafter  be  followed  and 
shall  govern  in  the  sales  of  all  lots  in  said  cemetery,  until 
the  filing  of  the  next  succeeding  schedule,  as  in  this  ordi¬ 
nance  provided;  provided,  however,  that  the  schedule  on 
file  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  shall  govern 
all  sales  aforesaid  until  the  filing  of  a  schedule  for  the  year 
1899,  as  required  by  this  ordinance.

Lots  in  the  unimproved  portions  of  said  cemetery, 
which  shall  hereafter  in  this  ordinance  be  called  “This 
Cemetery,”  and  lots  in  that  cemetery  in  said  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria,  known  as  “Hillside  Cemetery,”  and  located  in  Block 
93,  in  that  part  of  said  City  as  laid  out  and  recorded  by 
J .  M.  Shively,  may  be  exchanged  for  lots  in  This  Cemetery, 
provided  that  in  all  exchanges  aforesaid,  the  lot  owner,  or 
owners,  desiring  to  exchange  shall,  if  he  or  they  request, 
be  entitled  to  a  location,  or  locations,  in  the  improved  por¬ 
tion  of  This  Cemetery,  corresponding  as  nearly  as  prac¬ 
ticable  to  the  location  or  locations  had  in  the  unimproved 
portions  of  This  Cemetery,  or  in  “Hillside  Cemetery,”  and 
all  exchanges  and  sales  of  lots  in  This  Cemetery  shall  be 
made  in  the  following  manner : 

Whenever  any  person  or  persons  shall  desire  to  make 
an  exchange,  or  purchase  of  a  lot  or  lots,  within  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  this  ordinance,  said  person  or  persons  shall  tile  with 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  said  city  a  written  appli¬ 
cation,  or  applications  for  said  exchange  or  purchase,  which 
application  or  applications  shall  contain  a  proper  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  lot  or  lots  desired  to  be  exchanged,  and  the  lot 
or  lots  desired  to  be  acquired  in  exchange,  or  if  a  purchase 
is  desired,  a  proper  description  of  the  lot  or  lots  desired  to 
be  purchased. 

At  the  time  of  making  any  application  for  an  exchange 
of  a  lot  or  lots,  there  shall  also  be  deposited  with  the  appli¬ 
cation  or  applications  a  quit-claim  deed  made  and  executed 
by  the  owners  of  the  lot  or  lots  desired  to  be  exchanged,  as 
grantor  or  grantors  to  the  City  of  Astoria,  grantee,  for  said 
lot  or  lots.  Thereupon  on  approval  of  the  said  Committee 
on  Public  Property,  endorsed  on  the  said  application  or 
applications,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  and  the  Mayor 
of  said  City  shall  make,  execute  and  deliver  proper  convey¬ 
ance  or  conveyances  for  the  lot  or  lots  given  in  exchange, 
which  conveyances  or  conveyance  shall  conform  to  Sec¬ 
tion  4  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  INTERFERENCE  WITH  OR  IN¬ 
JURY  TO  ALL  WATER  PIPES,  MAINS,  SERVICE  PIPES,  SERVICE 
BOXES,  STOP  BOXES  AND  ALL  OTHER  PARTS  AND  APPLI¬ 
ANCES,  INCLUDING  SUPPLY  PIPES,  RESERVOIR  AND  HEAD 
WORKS  OF  THE  WATER  WORKS  AND  WATER  SUPPLY  SYS¬ 
TEM  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  OREGON  ;  REGULATING  THE 
TAKING  OF  WATER  THEREFROM  AND  PREVENTING  THE 
POLUTION  OF  AND  THROWING  OP  ANY  AND  ALL  SUBSTANCES 
AND  MATTER  IN  ANY  WATER  MAIN,  RESERVOIR,  SUPPLY 
OR  OTHER  PIPE  OF  SAID  SYSTEM,  AND  FURTHER  PROVIDING 
FOR  THE  PUNISHMENT  OF  ALL  VIOLATIONS  OF  THIS  ORDI¬ 
NANCE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  and  ap¬ 
proval  of  this  ordinance,  no  person,  or  persons,  firm,  com¬ 
pany,  or  corporation,  shall  in  any  manner  take  any  water 
from  or  attach  to  or  detach  from  any  water  main,  water 
pipe,  service  or  other  pipe,  hydrant,  reservoir  or  connection 
by  means  of  which  water  is  or  may  be  hereafter  supplied 
by  the  City  of  Astoria  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  other 
consumers  of  water,  without  first  having  obtained  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  Astoria  Water  Commission,  or  its  duly  author¬ 
ized  Superintendent  or  agent,  which  permission  shall  be 
obtained  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  said  Commission,  now,  or  hereafter  in  force. 

Sec.  2.  No  person,  firm,  company,  persons  or  cor¬ 
poration  shall  injure,  or  destroy,  or  interfere  with  any 
water  main,  water  pipe,  service  or  other  pipe,  service  box, 
stop  box,  hydrant,  reservoir,  or  connection,  by  means  of 
which  water  is  or  may  be  hereafter  supplied  by  said  City 
to  any  consumer  of  water. 
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Sec.  3.  No  street  contractor,  or  other  person,  or  per¬ 
sons,  firm,  company,  or  corporation  having  in  charge  the 
construction  or  repair  of  any  street,  alley,  highway,  road  or 
crossing  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  along 
the  line  of  the  said  Astoria  Water  System  outside  of  said 
City,  shall  without  first  having  obtained  permission  of  the 
said  Water  Commission  remove,  tear  up,  misplace  or  change 
the  location  of  any  water  pipe,  service  pipe,  stop  box,  serv¬ 
ice  box,  hydrant  or  other  part  or  appliance  belonging  to  the 
said  water  works  or  system,  or  by  means  of  which  water  is 
supplied  to  any  consumer  thereof,  and  each  and  every  one 
of  said  water  pipes,  service  pipes,  service  boxes,  stop  boxes, 
hydrants  or  other  part  or  appliance,  which,  after  the  afore¬ 
said  permission  having  been  obtained,  shall  be  so  removed, 
torn  up,  misplaced  or  changed  in  location  shall  be  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  contractor,  person,  persons,  firm,  com¬ 
pany  or  corporation  obtaining  said  permission,  and  each 
and  every  water  pipe,  service  box,  service  pipe,  stop  box, 
hydrant  or  part  or  appliance  which  shall  be  so  removed, 
torn  up.  misplaced  or  changed  in  location  shall  be  replaced 
in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  prior  to  said  removal,  tearing 
up,  misplacement  or  change  in  location,  and  without  dam¬ 
age  to  the  same,  or  to  the  said  city  or  consumer. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  or  persons  shall  cast,  throw  or  place 
in  any  water  reservoir,  supply  pipe,  water  main,  head  works 
or  other  part  of  the  aforesaid  water  works  or  supply  sys¬ 
tem  of  said  city,  any  dirt,  rubbish,  filth,  wood,  sticks,  stones 
or  other  substance  or  matter,  or  shall  in  any  manner  pollute 
the  water  in  any  reservoir,  supply  pipe,  main,  head  works 
or  other  part  of  said  water  works  or  system. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  or  persons  shall  pile  any  lumber 
or  other  substance  or  material  of  any  kind  within  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  three  feet  from  any  fire  hydrant  in  the  said  City 
of  Astoria,  or  shall  hitch  any  team,  or  horse  or  horses,  or 
other  animal,  or  guy  wire  or  rope  or  other  appliance  used 
as  a  guy  to  any  hydrant,  or  water  pipe,  or  main,  or  manhole 
belonging  to  said  water  works  or  system. 
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Sec.  6.  No  steamer,  steamboat,  or  other  water  craft 
or  person  having  charge  or  control  thereof,  or  any  employe 
thereof,  shall  in  any  manner  attach  to  or  take  water  from 
any  water  main,  public  or  private  hydrant,  water  pipe 
service  or  other  pipe,  reservoir  or  connection  by  means  of 
which  water  is  furnished  to  any  Avater  consumer,  or  to  said 
City  itself,  without  having  obtained  permission  so  to  do, 
as  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance  provided. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  or  persons  shall  in  any  manner 
open  or  interfere  with  any  manhole,  gate  or  right  of  way 
belonging  or  appertaining  to  said  water  works,  or  system, 
either  within  or  without  the  limits  of  said  city. 

Sec.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  also 
apply  to  all  plumbers. 

Sec.  9.  No  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation  shall 
in  any  manner  so  make  any  electrical  ground  connection, 
either  by  attaching  any  \\'ire  or  wires  to  any  water  pipe, 
main,  supply  pipe  or  other  appliance  or  part  of  the  water 
system  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  nor  in  any  manner  place,  at¬ 
tach,  erect  or  construct  any  telephone,  telegraph  or  other 
line  or  wire  or  ground  line  or  wire  used  or  intended  to  be 
used  for  the  conduct  of  electrical  currents  or  electricity  so 
as  to  come  in  direct  or  indirect  contact  Avith  or  charge  Avith 
electricity  any  of  the  aforesaid  pipes,  mains,  supply  pipes 
or  other  appliances  of  said  water  system. 

Sec.  10.  Each  and  every  person,  firm,  company  or 
corporation  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  ordinance 
shall  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  be  punished  in  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
Jail  not  to  exceed  eighty  days.

MENT.

Section  1.  That  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Astoria 
Paid  Fire  Department  and  the  Engineers  of  the  Chemical 
Engine  and  each  driver  in  the  Astoria  Paid  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  shall  be  granted  a  leave  of  absence  in  each  year  not 
exceeding  ten  days  in  duration  and  the  same  to  be  granted 
at  such  time  as  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  of  the 
Common  Council  shall  determine  and  allow  and  the  same 
shall  be  granted  by  said  committee  in  writing  and  in  such 
case  said  committee  shall  employ  a  substitute  for  such 
person  granted  a  leave  of  absence,  and  no  deduction  from 
the  salary  of  such  person  shall  be  made  on  account  of  being 
absent  on  such  leave.

AN  ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  THE  CITY  ATTORNEY  TO  COM¬ 
PILE  AND  PUBLISH  ALL  GENERAL  ORDINANCES  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  AND  THE  RULES  GOVERNING  THE  POLICE 
FORCE,  WATER  COMMISSION,  AND  FIRE  DEPARTMENT,  AND 
THE  TABLE  OF  STREET  GRADES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Attorney  be  and  lie  is  here¬ 
by  authorized  and  directed  to  compile  and  publish  all  general 
ordinances  of'  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  the  rules  governing 
the  Police  Force,  Water  Commission,  and  Fire  Department 
and  the  table  of  street  grades,  and  when  so  compiled  and 
published,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  certify  that 
the  same  were  compiled  and  published  under  authority 
of  this  Ordinance  and  the  same  shall  lie  accepted  as  prima 
facie  evidence  of  said  Ordinances  and  rules  and  regulations 
and  table  of  grades. 


Approved  August  3,  1904. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


FOR  THE 

Supply  and  Use  of  Water. 


Section  1.  Application  fox*  the  use  of  water  must  be 
made  on  printed  fonns,  to  be  furnished  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Water  Works,  and  the  applicant  must  state  fully  and 
truly  all  the  purposes  for  which  the  water  may  be  required, 
and  must  agree  to  conform  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  as 
a  condition  for  the  uses  of  the  water. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  supplied  with  water  from  the  City 
mains  shall  be  entitled  to  use  it  for  any  purpose  other  than 
those  stated  in  his  application,  or  to  supply  in  any  way, 
other  persons  or  families. 

Sec.  3.  Should  the  applicant  or  occupant  of  the 
premises  desire  an  additional  service  or  fixture,  or  to  apply 
the  water  for  a  purpose  not  stated  in  the  original  applica¬ 
tion.  a  new  application  must  be  made  and  a  permit  obtained 
at  the  office  of  the  City  AA7ater  Works. 

Sec.  4.  Should  it  be  desired  to  discontinue  the  use  of 
water  for  any  special  purpose,  whether  for  closets,  bath 
tubs,  street  sprinkler's,  irrigation,  hose  connections,  or  other 
fixtures,  the  faucet  must  be  l'emoved,  the  branch  pipe  must 
be  removed,  the  branch  pipe  or  service  supplying  the  fix¬ 
tures  plugged,  and  notice  given  in  writing  at  the  office  of 
the  City  A\Tater  Works,  before  any  reduction  of  rates  will 
be  made. 

Sec.  5.  Should  it  be  desired  to  discontinue  the  use 
of  all  the  water  supplied  to  the  premises  for  a  period  not 
less  than  one  month,  notice  in  writing  must  be  given,  and 
payment  in  full  of  all  arrearages  (if  any  there  be)  made 
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at  the  office  of  the  City  Water  Works.  The  water  will  then 
be  turned  off  and  turned  on  again  on  application,  without 
charge;  but  no  remission  of  rate  will  be  made  for  a  period 
of  less  than  one  month,  or  without  the  notice  prescribed  in 
this  section. 

Sec.  6.  Where  water  is  now  supplied  through  one 
service  to  several  houses,  families  or  persons,  the  Board  may 
at  their  discretion  either  decline  to  furnish  water  until 
separate  service  is  provided,  or  may  continue  the  supply 
on  the  condition  that  the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  all 
in  the  case  of  non-payment  or  violation  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  by  any  one. 

Sec.  7.  Hereafter  the  service  pipes  must  be  so  ar¬ 
ranged  that  the  supply  to  each  separate  house  or  premises 
may  be  controlled  by  a  separate  stop  cock  placed  within 
and  near  the  line  of  the  street  curb,  and  one  person  must 
pay  for  all  the  water  used  through  said  service,  for  his  own 
use,  or  for  the  use  of  others  to  whom  it  may  be  accessible. 

Sec.  8.  When  two  or  more  families  or  persons  use 
the  same  faucet,  each  will  be  charged  as  in  ease  of  separate 
services. 

Sec.  9.  Taps  at  wash  basins,  water  closets,  baths  and 
urinals,  faucets  and  other  fixtures  must  not  be  left  running. 

Sec.  10.  Water  will  not  be  furnished  where  there  are 
defective  or  leaky  faucets,  closets  or  other  fixtures,  and 
when  such  may  be  discovered  the  supply  will  be  shut  off. 

Sec.  11.  No  cistern  shall  be  filled  from  the  City 
Works  main  except  upon  the  written  permission  of  the 
Commission. 

Sec.  12.  Water  for  buildiug  purposes  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  only  by  payment  in  advance,  on  the  written  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  manager  or  architect  of  the  brick,  stone,  plaster- 
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ing  or  other  materials  for  which  the  water  is  to  he  used. 
For  material  not  stated  in  the  estimate,  the  application 
must  be  renewed. 

Sec.  13.  Water  for  sidewalk  sprinkling,  private 
hydrants,  irrigation,  hose  connections,  closets  or  hath  tubs, 
will  not  be  furnished  to  parties  who  do  not  also  pay  for  use 
of  water  for  families,  stores  or  other  purposes  to  which  it 
may  he,  and  the  water  will  he  turned  oft'  from  the  premises 
as  soon  as  such  payments  are  discontinued. 

Sec.  11.  Sidewalk  sprinkling  must  he  confined  within 
the  limits  of  the  front  of  the  premises  for  which  payment 
has  been  made,  and  not  extended  to  tin1  adjoining  street. 

Sec.  15.  No  hose  shall  he  used  for  sprinkling  the 
streets  except  by  special  contract. 

Sec.  IB.  No  person  shall  place  a  tap  in  front  yard  or 
common  area  of  any  premises,  so  situated  as  to  he  accessible 
to  persons  living  or  occupying  neighboring  premises,  and 
the  water  shall  not  be  allowed  to  pass  to  such  tap,  or  if 
turned  on  to  any  tap  hereafter  put  in,  shall  he  shut  off  until 
such  tap  is  removed  to  some  unexposed  place  on  said  premi¬ 
ses. 


Sec.  17.  All  persons  taking  water  shall  keep  the  serv¬ 
ice  pipes  within  and  without  their  premises  in  good  repair, 
and  protected  from  frost,  at  their  own  expense,  and  they 
will  be  held  liable  for  all  damages  which  may  result  from 
their  failure  to  do  so,  and  no  deduction  from  water  rates 
will  be  made  on  account  of  service  pipes  being  frozen  up. 
Water  running  to  waste  to*  prevent  freezing  is  strictly  pro¬ 
hibited. 

Sec.  18.  The  water  may,  at  any  time,  be  shut  off 
from  the  mains,  without  notice,  for  repairs,  extensions,  or 
other  necessary  purposes,  and  persons  having  boilers  sup¬ 
plied  by  direct  pressure  from  the  mains  should,  in  such 
cases,  open  the  hot  water  faucet  to  prevent  the  danger  of 
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explosion  or  collapse.  The  Water  Commission  will  not  be 
responsible  for  the  safety  of  boilers  on  the  premises  of  any 
water  consumer. 

Sec.  19.  The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  put  in 
a  meter  at  its  own  cost  and  charge  for  measured  water  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  established  meter  rates.  If  a  meter  gets  out 
of  order  and  fails  to  register,  the  consumer  will  be  charged 
with  the  average  consumption  as  shown  by  the  meter  when 
in  order. 

Sec.  20.  When  a  permit  has  been  obtained  for  the 
introduction  of  water,  a  corporation  cock  or  tap  for  the 
mains  will  be  furnished  without  charge,  of  such  size  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Water 
Works. 

Sec.  21.  This  tap  will  be  inserted  by  the  plumber  of 
the  City  Water  Works,  in  all  cases,  and  for  the  work  of 
insertion  a  charge  will  be  made  of  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  payable  in  advance,  by  the  plumber,  employed  to 
make  the  service  connections. 

PLUMBING. 

Sec.  22.  No  plumber  or  other  person  will  be  allowed 
to  make  connections  with  the  City  mains,  or  to  make  al¬ 
terations  in  any  conduit,  pipe  or  other  fixtures  connecting 
therewith,  or  to  connect  pipes  when  they  have  been  discon¬ 
nected,  or  to  turn  water  off  or  on,  on  any  premises,  without 
permission  from  the  City  Water  Works. 

Sec.  23.  Plumbers  doing  any  work  by  which  water 
may  be  drawn  from  the  City  main?  must  make  in  writing 
a  true  and  accurate  report  of  work  done,  and  deliver  it  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Water  Works  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  completion,  and  must  describe  the  positions  of 
the  service  pipes,  ferrules  and  stop  cocks,  by  reference  to 
street  and  lot  corners,  on  blank  forms  to  be  furnished  by 
the  City  Water  Works. 
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Sec.  34.  Within  and  near  the  line  of  the  street  curb 
a  stop  cock  must  he  placed  and  protected  by  means  of  a 
patent  extension  stop  cock  box,  both  of  which  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  City  Water  Works  without  charge. 

Sec.  25.  Within  the  basement  wall  a  stop  and  waste 
cock,  protected  from  frost,  must  in  all  cases  be  placed,  by 
means  of  which  the  services  pipes  in  the  building  may  be 
drained  at  night,  duing  freezing  weather.  Additional  stop 
and  waste  cocks  should  be  placed  in  sags  and  bends  in  the 
pipe  when  it  cannot  otherwise  be  drained. 

Sec.  26.  There  shall  be  a  lead  service  pipe  of  not  less 
that  two  feet  in  length  to  connect  with  corporation  cock  on 
main  for  each  service,  which  must  be  of  a  quality  and 
weight  corresponding  to  A  A  A  Brooklyn  gauge,  with 
wiped  or  cup  joint  and  brass  coupling  on  each  of  lead  con¬ 
nection.  and  lead  connection  must  have  at  least  four  inches 
of  slack  to  guard  against  rupture  of  settlement  of  main  and 
material  in  trench. 

Sec.  27.  All  pipes  from  lead  connection  to  stop  and 
waste  cock  at  curb  must  be  of  galvenized  pipe  of  corre¬ 
sponding  strength  to  lead  pipe. 

Sec.  28.  Plumbers  failing  to  perform  their  work  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  established  Rules  and  Regulations,  or  execut¬ 
ing  it  unskilfully,  or  to  the  damage  of  the  City  Water 
Works,  may  be  debarred  from  making  connections  with  the 
City  mains. 

Sec.  29.  On  failure  to  comply  with  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  established  as  a  condition  to  the  use  of  water, 
or  to  pay  the  water  rates  in  the  time  and  manner  hereafter 
provided,  the  water  may  be  shut  off  until  payment  is  made 
of  the  amount  due,  with  one  dollar  in  addition,  for  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  turning  the  water  off  and  on. 
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Sec.  30.  Should  the  occupant  of  the  premises  turn  on 
the  water  after  it  has  been  shut  oft'  at  the  curb  cock,  it  will 
be  turned  oft  at  the  main,  and  a  charge  of  two  dollars  made 
for  the  expense  of  turning  it  off  and  on. 

Sec.  31.  Agents  of  the  City  Water  Works  may  have 
free  access,  at  proper  hours  of  the  day,  to  all  parts  of  build¬ 
ings  and  premises,  which  may  be  supplied  with  water  from 
the  City  mains,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  condition 
of  the  pipes  and  fixtures,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
water  is  used. 
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RULES 

FOR  THE 

Government  of  Police  Force 

OF  THE 

CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 


Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 


CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 

The  equipment,  discipline,  control  and  management  of 
the  Police  Force  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Chief  of  Police, 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 

Much  must  be  done  by  himself,  and  under  his  own 
immediate  inspection,  as  he  is  held  responsible  for  the  gen¬ 
eral  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Police.  He  must  give 
precise  and  clear  instructions  to  hte  officers  under  him,  and 
report  every  instance  of  neglect  to  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners. 

It  is  not  intended  to  lay  down  any  precise  course  for 
the  Chief  of  Police,  nor  to  say  how  much  of  his  time  is  to 
be  passed  in  the  active  performance  of  his  duties;  but  he 
will  feel  the  importance  of  visiting  parts  of  the  City  at  un¬ 
certain  hours  every  day  and  night,  and  seeing  for  himself 
the  practical  workings  of  the  system  which  is  entrusted  to 
his  care. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  Chief  of  Police  and  Captain  of 
Police  should  be  at  Police  Headquarters  as  often  as  circum¬ 
stances  may  permit.  His  duties  require  his  frequent  atten- 
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dance  there.  He  is  responsible  for  the  general  conduct  and 
good  order  of  the  organization  under  his  charge,  and  by 
frequent  personal  intercourse  should  make  himself  acquant- 
ed  with  the  character  and  conduct  of  the  men  under  his  or¬ 
ders.  He  will  be  firm  and  just  and  at  the  same  time  kind 
and  conciliating  in  his  behavior  toward  them. 

Rule.  1.  Each  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  de¬ 
vote  his  whole  time  and  attention  to  the  business  of  the  de¬ 
partment  and  he  is  expressly  prohibited  from  following 
any  other  calling,  or  being  employed  in  any  other  business. 
Although  certain  hours  are  allotted  to  the  Policemen  for 
the  performance  of  duty,  on  ordinary  occasions,  yet  at  all 
times  they  must  be  prepared  to  act  immediately,  on  notice 
that  their  services  are  required. 

Rule  2.  The  entire  Police  Force  of  the  City  consti¬ 
tute  one  body,  and  any  of  its  officers  or  men  may  at  any 
time  he  placed  on  day  or  night  duty,  temporarily  or  perma¬ 
nently,  anywhere  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners,  without  regard  to  the  district  to 
which  they  may  have  been  previously  assigned. 

Rule  3.  Members  of  the  Police  Department  must  he 
civil  and  respectful  to  their  officers,  to  each  other,  to  all 
persons,  on  all  occasions. 

Rule  4.  Each  member  in  his  deportment  and  conduct 
must  be  quiet,  civil  and  orderly.  In  the  performance  of 
his  duty  he  must  maintain  decorum  and  attention,  com¬ 
mand  of  temper,  and  he  must  be  discreet.  He  must,  at  all 
times,  refrain  from  harsh,  violent,  coarse,  profane  or  inso¬ 
lent  language,  and  when  required,  he  must  act  with  firm¬ 
ness  and  sufficient  energy  to  perform  his  duty. 

Rule  5.  Xo  member  will  be  permitted  to  apply  for  a 
warrant  for  an  assault  upon  himself,  without  first  reporting 
the  case  to  the  Chief,  and  obtaining  from  him  permission 
to  make  such  application. 
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Rule  6.  All  members  of  the  Police  Force  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  always  on  duty,  subject  to  such  relief  there¬ 
from  as  shall  be  allowed  by  proper  authority,  and  the  same 
responsibility  as  to  the  suppression  of  disturbances  and  to 
the  arrest  of  offenders  rests  upon  them  at  all  times  as  when 
on  post  duty. 

Rule  7.  Every  member  of  the  Police  Force  when  en¬ 
tering  upon  duty  must  be  neat  in  person  and  clothes. 

Rule  8.  No  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  com¬ 
municate  to  any  person  any  information  which  may  enable 
persons  to  escape  from  arrest  or  punishment,  or  that  may 
enable  them  to  dispose  of  or  secret  goods  or  other  valuable 
things  stolen  or  embezzled. 

Rule  9.  No  member  shall  communicate,  except  to 
such  persons  as  indicated  in  his  superior  office,  or  by  rule 
any  information  respecting  orders  he  may  have  received, 
or  any  regulation  that  may  be  made  for  the  government  of 
the  department. 

Rule  10.  No  member  under  the  Chief  shall  give  any 
information  concerning  matters  of  offense,  or  disturbances, 
or  crimes  that  come  to  their  knowledge,  except  to  those  con¬ 
nected  with  the  department,  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
the  Chief. 

Rule  11.  Each  member  shall  at  all  times  have  with 
him  a  small  book,  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  names  of 
persons  taken  in  charge  by  him,  and  such  particulars  in 
such  case  as  may  be  important  on  the  trial  of  the  case,  and 
also  a  statement  of  such  other  matters  and  persons  coming 
to  his  knowledge  and  observation  when  on  duty  that  may 
in  any  way  be  of  assistance  in  the  detection  of  crime  or  mis¬ 
demeanor. 

Rule  12.  Every  member  when  coming  off  duty  shall, 
before  he  is  relieved,  make  a  report  to  the  (  luef,  or  in  his 
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absence,  to  the  Captain,  of  all  information  coming  to  his 
knowledge,  of  any  unlawful  act  or  acts  committed,  and  all 
suspicious  persons  coming  under  his  observation. 

Rule  13.  Every  member  going  on  duty  shall  report 
promptly  at  the  Captain’s  office,  ten  minutes  before  the 
hour  appointed  for  going  on  duty.  Members  coming  off 
duty  must  not  leave  their  district  until  the  succeeding  offi¬ 
cer  has  arrived,  when  they  shall  repair  to  the  Captain’s 
office  and  make  their  report,  as  required  by  Rule  12,  when 
they  shall  be  relieved  from  post  duty. 

Rule  14.  All  entries  on  the  arrest  book  and  watch 
book  shall  be  made  by  the  Chief  or  one  of  the  Captains. 

Rule  15.  No  liquor  or  intoxicating  drink  shall,  upon 
any  pretext,  be  introduced  into  Police  Offices  or  jail  of  the 
Police  Building,  except  by  consent  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
or  by  advice  of  a  physician,  nor  shall  smoking  be  allowed  at 
any  time  in  the  public  office  of  the  Police  station. 

Rule  16.  Every  Policeman  must  wear  his  uniform 
when  on  duty. 

Rule  17.  No  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  leave 
the  City  without  permission  of  the  Chief  of  Police;  nor 
shall  any  member  of  the  force  be  absent  from  duty  unless 
sick,  without  permission  of  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Rule  18.  No  member  of  the  force  shall  be  a  member 
of  any  fire  or  military  company. 

Rule  19.  No  member  of  the  force  shall  receive  any 
compensation  whatever,  as  a  witness  or  otherwise,  in  any 
suit  wherein  the  City  or  State  is  a  party,  in  the  Police 
Court. 

Rule  20.  No  member  shall  accept  from  any  person, 
while  in  custody,  or  after  he  shall  have  been  discharged,  or 
from  any  of  his  friends  a  gratuity,  reward  or  gift,  either 
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directly  or  indirectly,  nor  shall  he  receive  from  any  person 
without  permission  of  the  Chief  <>f  Police,  compensation  for 
(damages  sustained  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Rule  21.  The  Chief  of  Police  and  officers  of  each 
watch  shall  cause  all  offenders  accused  of  crime  or  felonies 
in  their  custody  to  be  securely  locked  up  in  cells,  and  not 
allowed  the  liberties  of  the  jail  room,  the  same  as  those 
confined  for  misdemeanors;  and  that  all  prisoners  are  locked 
up  in  the  cells  by  8  o'clock  p.  M.  each  night. 

Rule  22.  The  officers  of  the  watch  shall  observe  par¬ 
ticularly  each  night,  at  10  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  4  a.  m.,  whether 
all  prisoners  are  in  their  cells,  and  enter  a  report  thereon, 
upon  the  watch  book. 

Rule  23.  The  officer  in  charge  of  each  watch  shall 
record  each  name  in  the  watch  book  as  other  officers  of  the 
watch. 

Rule  24.  The  right  of  every  member  of  the  Police 
Force  to  entertain  political  or  partisan  opinions  and  to 
-express  the  same  freely,  when  such  expression  shall  not 
concern  the  immediate  discharge  of  his  other  duties,  and 
the  right  of  the  elective  franchise  will  be  deemed  sacred 
and  inviolate.  Put  no  member  of  the  Police  Force  will  be 
permitted  to  be  a  delegate  or  a  representative  to  or  member 
of  any  political  or  partisan  convention  whose  purpose  is 
the  nomination  of  any  candidate  or  candidates  for  any  polit¬ 
ical  office.  lie  shall  not  take  any  part  in  any  convention 
held  for  the  nomination  of  any  candidate  for  any  such  office. 

Rule  25.  No  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  solicit  or  obliged  to  make  any  contribution  in 
money  or  other  things  on  pretext  to  any  person,  commit¬ 
tee  or  association  for  any  political  purpose  whatever. 

Rule  26.  Non-payment  of  indebtedness  for  clothing 
-and  subsistence,  incurred  by  a  member  of  the  force,  shall 
he  cause  of  ignominious  dismissal. 
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Rule  27.  Upon  t lie  days  of  election  for  public  officers 
held  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  ordinances  of  the 
City,  such  Policeman  shall,  whether  specially  assigned  to 
attend  the  polls  or  otherwise,  do  all  within  his  power  to- 
preserve  the  peace,  protect  the  integrity  of  the  ballot  box, 
enforce  the  rights  of  lawful  voters,  and  prevent  illegal  and 
fraudulent  voting,  but  he  shall  not  actively  interfere  for 
or  against  any  candidate,  challenge  voters,  distribute  tick¬ 
ets,  or  act  the  partisan,  under  penalty  of  immediate  dis¬ 
missal. 

Ride  28.  Members  of  the  force  are  required  to  report 
their  residence  with  such  particularity  as  to  be  easily  found 
to  the  Chief's  office,  to  be  recorded  therein,  and  also  to  re¬ 
port  all  changes  of  residence  with  the  same  particularity. 

Rule  29.  Any  member  of  the  force  changing  his  resi¬ 
dence  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  report  the 
facts  through  the  proper  channel  to  the  Chief. 

Rule  30.  All  members,  on  leaving  the  force,  must  re¬ 
turn  their  stars  and  all  property  belonging  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  all  pay  or  compensation 
due  will  be  held  until  the  rule  is  complied  with. 

Rule  31.  Xo  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  use 
any  unnecessary  violence  toward  a  prisoner,  or  do  more  than 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  prisoner 
until  he  can  convey  him  to  jail  or  the  station  house :  nor 
shall  any  member  of  the  force  use  any  harsh,  violent  or 
abusive  language  toward  a  policeman  or  citizen. 

Rule  32.  When  an  alarm  of  fire  is  given,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Pol  ice  Force  not  on  post  duty,  and  those  on  duty 
'in  the  district  or  beat  wherein  the  fire  is  located,  shall  hasten 
forthwith  to  the  scene  of  the  fire,  and  render  duty  in  assist¬ 
ing  the  Chief  to  protect  property  and  perform  the  duties  re¬ 
quired  of  them  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City.

Rule  33.  If  any  crime  be  committeed  by  reason  of  the 
negligence  of  any  member  of  the  Police  Force,  such  member 
shall  be  dismissed. 

Rule  34.  Policemen  shall  report  to  the  Chief  all 
lamps  not  lighted  at  the  proper  time,  uncleaned,  or  in  any 
way  out  of  order  on  their  beat. 

Rule  35.  Punctual  attendance,  prompt  obedience, 
and  conformity  to  the  rides  and  regulations  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  will  be  rigidly  enforced. 

Rule  36.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  authorized  and  em¬ 
powered  to  divide  the  force  into  such  watches,  and  assign 
them  to  such  duty,  subject  to  these  rules,  as  he  deems  best. 

Rule  37.  The  Captain  or  Chief  of  Police  must  record 
the  true  names  of  all  persons  arrested  on  the  arrest  book, 
if  the  same  can  be  ascertained. 

Rule  38.  No  member  of  the  force  shall  be  permitted 
to  go  bail  for  any  person  under  arrest. 

Rule  39.  [Members  of  the  Police  Force  shall  be  subject 
to  reprimand,  suspension,  deductions  from  pay,  or  dismis¬ 
sal  for  violations  of  any  of  the  foregoing  rules,  and  for  any 
of  the  following  causes,  according  to  the  nature  or  aggrava¬ 
tion  of  the  offense. 

First  —  Intoxication,  whether  on  or  off  duty. 

Second — Wilful  disobedience  of  orders. 

Third— Leaving  the  beat  without  good  cause. 

Fourth — For  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pay  a  debt  for 
uniform,  clothing,  rent,  or  the  necessaries  of  life  contracted 
tion  of  the  offense : 

Fifth- — Not  patrolling,  or  not  properly  patrolling  his 
beat  during  his  tour  of  patrol  duty. 

Sixth— Conduct  unbecoming  an  officer.

Rule  40.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Policeman  to 
report  all  violations  of  these  rules  to  the  Chief  of  Police, 
which  may  come  to  their  knowledge,  and  whenever  the 
Chief  of  Police  shall  have  knowledge  from  any  source,  that 
a  Captain  or  Policeman  has  been  guilty  of  a  willful  violation 
of  these  rules,  he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners. 

Rule  41. — Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  in  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  suspend  any  member  of  the 
Police  Force,  he  may  do  so;  but  he  shall  immediately  report 
the  same,  together  with  the  charges  upon  which  he  bases 
such  suspension,  to  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  who 
shall,  at  their  first  meeting  thereafter,  examine  into  the 
cause  of  such  suspension,  and  take  such  action  as  may  be 
deemed  proper. 

Rule  42.  All  charges  against  any  member  of  the  force 
shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  some  responsible  person  under 
oath,  except  when  made  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  specify 
the  offense,  and  the  date  of  its  alleged  commission  with  con¬ 
venient  certainty.  They  shall  be  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners.  On  the  reception  of  any  charges  as 
herein  provided,  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  shall,  at 
their  first  meeting  therafter,  proceed  to  investigate  the 
same,  and  take  such  action  thereon  as  the  Board  may  deem 
proper  in  the  premises. 

Rule  43.  No  person  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  a 
regular  patrolman,  unless — 

First— He  is  able  to  read  and  write  the  English  lan¬ 
guage  with  ease  and  facility. 

Second— He  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Third— He  has  been  a  resident  of  Astoria  one  year 
next  prior  to  his  application  for  appointment. 
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Fourth  —  He  has  never  been  convicted  of  crime,  nor 
forfeited  bail  if  arrested. 

Fifth — He  is  of  good  health  and  of  sound  body  and 
mind. 

Sixth — He  is  of  good  moral  character  and  habits. 

Seventh — Applicants  must  make  application  in  writing 
and  answer  the  above  requirements  under  oath. 

Rule  44.  A  daily  journal  shall  be  kept  in  the  Police 
Station,  in  which  shall  be  entered  by  the  Chief  or  Captain 
of  Police  the  names  of  all  members  of  the  force  reporting 
for  duty,  and  the  names  of  members  absent,  with  the  reason 
and  duration  of  their  absence.  Also  other  matters  of  import¬ 
ance  in  connection  with  Police  duties  that  may  come  to  the- 
notice  of  the  Chief  or  Captain.
